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New  computing  center  opens

COD's  offering  of 
computing  services 
increased  and  improved 
exponentially  with  the 
opening  of  the  state  of  the 
art  Academic  Computing 
Center  (ACC). 

In  response  to 
burgeoning  crowds  and  a 
dearth  of  computer 
classrooms  at  the  Seaton 
Computing  Center  (SCC) 
in  recent  years,  the  ACC  is 
the  fruition  of  the  ongoing 
Information  Technology 
Plan  as  it  tries  to  meet  the 
needs  of  campus 
computer  users. 

"I  am  very  pleased  with 
the  new  facility/ I  believe 
White  and  Co.  (architects) 
did  an  excellent  job  and 
we  have  received  a  good 
response  so  far,"  said 
Computer  Services 
Director  Gary  Wenger. 

At  a  cost  of  $2.7  million, 
the  ACC  is  situated  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  Student 
Resource  Center  (SRC) 
extension,  thus  its  rooms 
are  in  the  SRC  3000  series. 


A  veritable  sea  of  computers 
Academic  Computing  Center 
a  source  of  confusion  to 
some  users  early  on. 

The  ACC  exhibits 
marked  differences  with 
the  SCC  even  at  first 
glance,  as  the  new  facility 
is  not  only  larger  but  it

of  all  shapes  and  platforms  extends 
that  opened  this  Fall. 

1  also  consolidates  some  of 
the  computer  classrooms 
that  had  diffused  across 
|  the  campus  as  the  SCC 
|  was  unable  to  sustain 
1  growth. 

Of  the  over  3000 
computers  of  all  types  on 
campusand  at  the  regional 
centers,  700  fully 
networked  machines  of 
both  PC  and  Macintosh 
platforms  are  now  located 
in  the  ACC.  The  700 
machines  are  spread 
between  an  open  lab  and 
15  fully  equipped 
computer  classrooms 
catering  to  various 
disciplines.  This 
compares  to  300  machines 
and  6  classrooms  in  the 
SCC,  which  is  undergoing 
conversion  to  serve  as 
home  to  office  technology, 
business  careers  and 
services  and  some  fashion 
classes. 

"The  SCC  will  remain  a

I  classrooms,"  Wenger  said. 
|  "The  alterations  to  Seaton 
Center  will  be  complete  in 
1  time  for  Winter  Quarter 
|  when  office  technology 
|  will  be  able  to  move  in." 

According  to  Wenger, 

1  the  IT  plan  originally 
called  for  the  construction 
1  of  2  more  floors  to  the 
SCC  for  the  addition  of 
more  classrooms  and  up 
to  900  computers.  But  as 
growth  continued,  the 
plan  was  reevaluated 
architecturally  and  found 
|  to  be  unfeasible  given  the 
|  costs.  This  took  place 
about  two  years  ago  in 
1995,  and  at  this  time  the 
third  floor  of  the  SRC  had 
become  available  as  a

Learning  Resources  Center  renamed  Library

This  Fall  Quarter  brought  with  it  a 
new  name,  new  neighbor  and 
sweeping  changes  to  the  computer 
system  of  the  former  Learning 
Resources  Center  (LRC). 

When  the  LRC  opened  its  doors 
full-time  at  the  start  of  the  quarter, 
students,  faculty  and  community 
members  walked  into  the  same 
building  under  a  different  name. 
Now  officially  the  "Library,"  the 
former  LRC  has  assumed  a 
designation^  has  long  been 
associated  with  regardless  of  the 
change. 

But  the  name  change  may  help 
avoid  confusion  considering  that  the 
Library  now  shares  the  north  end  of 


the  Student  Resources  Center  (SRC) 
with  the  new  Academic  Computing 
Center  (ACC)  aloft  and  around  it. 

"The  name  change  from  LRC  to 
Library  has  been  under  review  with 
students,  faculty,  administration  and 
community  for  over  a  year,"  said 
Dean  of  Learning  Resources  Bernard 
Fradkin.  "The  change  has  been 
unanimously  hailed  as  an  effected 
and  positive  outcome." 

Fradkin  alluded  to  the  confusion 
factor  when  he  said  "COD  is 
fortunate  in  having  many  centers 
(including)  SRC  and  ACC.  The  LRC 
was  often  confused  with  all  of  these 
other  centers." 

He  added  that  the  change  from 
LRC  to  Library  has  no  connection 
with  the  new  ACC. 

LRC  was  in  fact  the  second  name 
of  the  current  facility  which  was 


originally  the  IRC  or  Instructional 
Resource  Center,  according  to 
Fradkin.  He  said  the  first  two  names 
harked  back  to  the  early  years  of  the 
college  when  libraries  were  basically 
book  collections.  Community 
college  libraries  sought  to  make  a 
statement  about  their  commitment  to 
acquiring  information  in  a  variety  of 
formats,  including  film,  audio, 
electronic,  and  visual  materials. 

"The  times  have  changed  and 
today  "Library"  is  a  very 
representative  term  for  the  current 
services  and  collections  we  provide," 
Fradkin  said. 

Community  and  business  focus 
groups  led  by  Business  and 
Professional  Institute  Director  John 
Sygielski  unanimously  endorsedthe 
name  change  since  it  helped  to

Sept.  18 

At  12:15  PM  a  hit  and  run 
accident  occurred  at  the  comer  of 
22nd  Street  and  Glen  Ellyn  Road. 
The  damaged  vehicle  was  a  1992 
Mercury  four-door.  The  driver 
reported  that  there  was  more  than 
$500  worth  of  damage  done  to  his 
vehicle.  The  victimized  driver  was 
unable  to  make  a  report  regarding  a 
description  of  the  offender. 

A  hit  and  run  accident  was 
reported  in  the  lot  8  at  11:45  AM. 
The  owner  of  the  damaged  1997 
Volkswagen  Jetta  was  exiting  lot  8, 
when  the  offending  vehicle  came 
behind  and  struck  the 
complainant's  car  in  the  rear 
passenger  side.  The  driver  of  the 
offending  car  the  fled  the  scene. 

The  driver  could  only  describe  the 
offending  vehicle  as  a  blue  Toyota 
Camry,  and  the  driver  a  female  of 
Hispanic  origin. 

A  patrol  vehicle  received  a  call 
from  the  emergency  call  box  in  lot  4, 
regarding  a  car  fire  in  the  parking 
lot.  The  officer  notified  the  Glen 
Ellyn  fire  department,  and 
attempted  to  put  out  the  fire  with 
the  extinguisher  found  in  the  trunk 
of  the  squad  car.  The  owner  of  the 
vehicle  explained  that  he  had  been 
dropping  off  his  girlfriend,  and  then 
was  looking  for  a  parking  space, 
when  he  heard  a  loud  popping 
noise.  He  then  opened  the  hood  of 
the  car,  whereupon  the  flames  shot 
up.  The  owner  said  he  would  have 
the  car  towed  later  that  day.

At  7:26  AM  an  officer  noticed 
gang  graffiti  on  an  "Alienate  Trash" 
poster,  located  on  the  1st  floor 
landing  of  the  staircase  in  the  SRC. 
The  graffiti  appeared  to  have  been 
made  with  a  black  marker.  The 
officer  had  it  scanned  in  Public 
Safety  as  evidence. 

At  4:50  PM  another  instance  of 
gang  graffiti  was  reported.  This 
graffiti  was  not  similar  to  the  graffiti 
discovered  earlier,  and  seemed  to  be 
the  work  of  a  different  gang.  It  was 
found  by  an  officer  on  the  Student 
Government  bulletin  board  near 
SRC  1550.  The  graffiti  did  no 
apparent  damage  to  the  bulletin 
board.

clarify  the  Library's  role 
in  serving  their  needs, 
according  to  Fradkin. 

The  Dean  and  the 
Library  faculty  and  staff 
have  perceived  firsthand 
that  patrons  felt  more 
comfortable  with 
"Library"  than  LRC,  but 
the  name  will  no  longer 
need  to  be  explained, 
said  Fradkin,  since  the 
Library  concept  is 
generally  understood 
and  accepted. 

Most  signs  around 


campus  have  been 
modified  in  response  to 
the  name  change,  the 
COD  homepage  reflects 
the  change  and  the  new 
college  catalog  will  also 
represent  the  program  as 
The  Library. 

Fradkin  and  the 
Library  wholeheartedly 
welcome  their  new 
neighbor  that  surrounds 
them  on  the  third  floor. 

Before  the  ACC  and  its 
predecessor  existed,  the 
Library  housed  the  first 
network  student  use  lab 
at  COD  that  remained 


the  only  such  facility  for 
about  eight  years.  The 
Library  computers  were 
and  still  are  maintained 
by  Computing  and 
Information  Systems. 

Fradkin  describes  the 
relationship  as  a 
"synergy"  and  looks 
forward  to  the 
interaction  of  the  two 
facilities . 

"The  library  history  of 
electronic  support  would 
not  be  possible  without 
the  full  and  capable 
cooperation  of  CIS," 
Fradkin  said.

The  COD  Respiratory 
Care  department  finalized 
plans  this  past  week  for  the 
installment  of  the  much 
anticipated  Human  Patient 
Simulator. 

Resembling  a  life-size 
action  figure  attached  to 
real,  functioning  emergency 
room  equipment,  the 
simulator  will  allow  COD 
students  to  get  hands  on 
experience  on  a  highly 
advanced  computerized 
model  of  a  human  body. 

The  simulator  arrives  at  the 
college  in  November  and 
will  be  used  in  the 
Advanced  Cardiac  Life 
Support  class  beginning 
January,  1998.  Eventually, 
the  HPS  will  be  available  for 
use  in  other  medical-related 
field  training  within  the 
college  and  for  other 
interested  schools  and 
hospitals. 

"It  reacts  like  a  real 
human  being  would  to  a 
wide  variety  of  emergency 
room  situations,"  said  Ken 
Bretl,  coordinator  of  the 
Respiratory  Technician  and 
Advanced  Practitioner 
degree  programs  in 
Occupational  and 
Vocational  Education.  "The 
purchase  of  this  piece  of 
equipment  establishes  the 
College  of  DuPage  as  one  of 
the  premiere  training 
facilities  in  the  entire 


midwest,"  said  Bretl 
"Northwestern  and  Loyola 
medical  centers  have 
already  expressed  interest 
in  sending  people  to  train 
here." 

There  are  currently  only 
40  Simulator  installations  in 
the  entire  world,  with  the 
closest  facility  to  Chicago 
being  the  Cleveland  Clinic 
Foundation  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  COD  would  be  the 
41st  site  that  the  HPS 
manufacturer.  Medical 
Education  Technologies, 

Inc.  (METI)  of  Sarasota,  Fla., 
has  installed. 

Bretl,  in  his  18th  year  of 
teaching  respiratory  therapy 
at  COD,  saw  a 
demonstration  in  1995  at  a 
convention  of  community 
college  allied  health 
educators  in  Chicago. 
Purchase  of  the  HPS  and 
integration  into  the 
curriculum  became  a  pet 
two  year  project.  The 
manufacturer  hand 
assembles  then  ships  the 
machines  one  at  a  time.  A 
$150,000  gift  from  the  COD 
Foundation  Board  secured 
an  installation  before  other 
interested  schools. 
Additional  costs  for  the 
acquisition  will  be  paid  off 
through  tuition  and 
specialized  training  offered 
to  area  medical  institutions. 

The  list  price  of  the  HPS 
is  $248,000  but  The  College 
acquired  a  demonstration 
model,  much  like  paying 
less  for  display  consumer 
electronics,  at  $182,227. 


"Because  there  are  so  many 
possible  maintenance 
problems,  we  wanted  one 
whose  tires  had  been  kicked 
a  bit.  All  the  glitches  have 
been  worked  out 
beforehand,"  explained 
Bretl. 

Currently,  the  most 
common  use  for  the  HPS  is 
to  teach  and  test  drugs  used 
in  anesthesiology.  Scanning 
the  bar  code  on  the  side  of 
the  bottle  instructs  the 
machine  to  simulate  a 
human  ingesting  the  drug. 
From  the  point  when  liquid 
medication  interveniously 
enters  the  android-like- 
body,  interaction  with 
pretend  body  fluids  can  be 
analyzed  by  HPS  computers 
in  its  "kidneys"  as  if  it  were 


entered  in  the  human 
bloodstream. 

Complications  arise  as  they 
would  in  a  real  person  on 
the  gurney. 

To  customize  a  day's 
lesson,  instructors  can  self¬ 
program  teaching  situations 
for  the  simulator  through 
the  keyboard  into  a  DOS- 
like  interface.  Making 
choices  as  simple  as  the 
speed  of  the  virtual 
patient's  heart  rate  to 
variables  as  complex  as 
rejecting  certain  drugs  gives 
students  exposure  to 
complications  that  arise  in 
real  emergency  room 
situations. 

This  allows  COD 
students  from  different 
health  care  classes  to

integrate  and  leam  as 
players  in  an  almost  real- 
life,  unscripted  emergency 
room  drama.  The 
difference  is,  the  HPS 
doesn't  have  a  family  that 
might  file  a  lawsuit  against 
the  institution  should  the 
attending  student  make  a 
fatal  mistake. 

Jim  Azukas,  head 
engineer  at  METI,  explained 
that  two  main  problems  in 
the  medical  community  are 
answered  through 
simulated  training.

vacant  area,"  Wenger  said. 

"As  part  of  the  IT  planning 
process,  we  projected  that  the 
huge  growth  would  continue 
and  that  justified  taking  this 
place,"  Wenger  said. 

He  added  that  it  was  both 
convenient  and  highly  feasible 
to  consolidate  the  majority  of 
classrooms  and  computers  in 
one  area,  which  would  avoid  the 
confusion  of  fragmented 
classrooms  and  make 
networking  easier. 

"It  is  a  convenient  way  of 
providing  access,  with  the 
bookstore  on  the  first  floor,  the 
library  on  the  second  and  the 
computers  on  the  third." 

Equipped  with  special 
insulation  to  reduce  noise,  static- 
free  carpeting  and  an  array  of  30 
laser  printers  between  the  open 
lab  and  the  classrooms,  the  ACC 
is  suited  to  exacting  standards 
for  an  optimum  computing 
environment. 

While  signing  up  for  use  of 
the  Macintoshes  is  no  longer 
necessary,  the  order  of  priorities 
for  users  is  still  strictly  enforced 
to  best  serve  users.  Top  priority 
goes  to  students  registered  for  a 
class  that  requires  computer 
coursework,  followed  by 
students  in  all  other  classes 
working  on  general 
assignments,  and  then  members 
of  the  community.  Users  seen 
playing  games  or  chatting  on  the 
Internet  can  be  asked  to 
relinquish  their  machines  to  free 
up  space. 

Wenger  said  the  employees  of 
the  ACC  will  continue  to  assist 
users  in  getting  in  and  out  of 
their  systems  and  provide 
support,  but  will  not  be 
technical  support  consultants. 


Dishwasher  fire  forces  grill  closure

An  unexplained  blaze 
erupted  in  the  SRC 
cafeteria  during  the  early 
morning  hours  of  Sept.  23. 

The  automated  fire 
alarm  triggered  the 
sprinkler  system  in  the  grill 
area  of  the  cafeteria  at  3:50 
a.m.  Black  smoke  was 
observed  emanating  from 
the  area  by  an  officer  on 
patrol  who  proceeded  to 
notify  the  Glen  Ellyn  Fire 
Department. 

He  discovered  the 
dishwasher  in  SRC  1040 
had  caught  fire  and  put  it 
out  with  a  fire  extinguisher 
from  the  east  wall  of  the 
grill  area.  No  one  was 
hurt  in  the  blaze.

"Medical  residents  all 
the  way  to  ER  techs,  its 
getting  increasingly 
difficult  to  get  access  to 
clinical  time.

The  effected  area  was 
closed  and  off-limits  for  the 
day  as  it  was  inspected  and 
evaluated  by  insurance 
prior  to  cleanup.

College  of 
DuPage  attracts 
people  of  many 
cultures,  religions, 
and  ways  of  life  that 
have  different  food 
preferences-- 
vegetarianism  is  one 
of  these. 

Vegetarianism  is  a 
way  of  life  that 
constantly  attracts 
new  practitioners— 
hundreds  of  them 
are  on  the  COD 
campus  everyday, 
wishing  for  an 
alternative  food 
choice. 

Whether  the 
reasons  of  the 
vegetarian  are  moral, 
religious,  or  dietary 
are  irrelevant.  The 
fact  remains  that  their  needs  are  not 
being  met. 

The  shortage  of  meatless 
alternatives 

leaves  many  vegetarians  running 
away  from  the  cafeteria  and  towards 
the  vending  machines  in  search  for 
food. 

Although  the  cafeteria  does  offer 
some  meatless  choices,  potato  chips 
and  cookies  should  not  be 
considered  vegetarian  cuisine.  Food 
items  such  as  tofu  and  soy  should 
be  readily  available  and  prepared 
different  ways. 

Many  vendors  are  sympathetic  to 
the  vegetarians'  meatlesslifestyle, 
but  they  have  to  keep  in  mind  that 
some  vegetarians  don’t  eat  eggs, 
milk  or  cheese.  To  get  more  business 
they  should  cater  to  more  sensitive 
eating  habits. 

To  be  fair,  the  cafeteria  does  offer 
soup.  However,  most  of  the  time  the 
selection  is  limited  to  soups  with  a 
chicken  or  meat  broth,  and  for  some 
people,  simply  straining  the  soup 
for  vegetables  is  not  sufficient. 

Many  religions  do  not  allow  the 
consumption  of  any  meat  broth, 
which  unfortunately  is  the  base  of 
most  soups—  even  vegetable  soups. 


Many  people  think  vegetarians 
iust  eat  salad,  but  they  are  red- 
blooded  like  every  other  American 
and  some  don’t  consider  salad  a 
satisfying  meal. 

Those  who  are  looking  to  lose 
weight  may  cut  meat  out  of  their 
diet  for  several  reasons. 

Vegetables  are  much  healthier, 
and  also  are  a  better  source  of 
vitamins  and  minerals  than  meat. 

Meat  is  also  very  often  fatty  and 
greasy-  characteristics  that  a  person 
on  a  diet  would  gladly  avoid. 

Of  all  the  restaurants  in  the 
cafeteria  the  pasta  bar  is  the  only 
place  where  a  vegetarian  can 
possibly  be  satisfied.  But  even  there 
the  toppings  are  limited,  and  few 
sauces  are  meatless. 

Grilled  cheese  sandwiches  can  get 
very  old  very  fast,  and  even  then 
that  one  type  of  vegetarian 
sandwich  can  lose  taste  after  a 
while.  And  this  still  does  not 
benefit  the  vegetarian  who  does  not 
eat  animal  bi-products. 

By  offering  tasty,  hot 
vegetarian  choices,  the  cafeteria 
would  attract  a  significant  number 
of  students  who  normally  avoid  that 
area,  and  so  become  more  profitable.

Despite  a  mere  three  percent 
increase  in  population  in 
Illinois  over  the  last  decade,  the 
number  of  vehicle  miles 
traveled  has  increased  33 
percent.  Our  airports  and 
commuter  trains  are  becoming 
more  crowded  every  year. 
Urban  congestion,  be  it  on  the 
roads,  in  an  airport  terminal,  or 
on  buses  and  trains,  costs  us 
$43  billion  annually  in  lost 
productivity,  energy,  and  other 
costs.  The  good  news  is  that 
the  “Highway  Trust  Fund"  has 
sufficient  resources  to  help 
solve  these  problems.  The  bad 
news  is  that  the  Fund's 
resources  have  been  siphoned 
off  to  finance  other  government 
functions,  or  to  make  the  deficit 
appear  smaller. 

The  debate  on  Capitol  Hill 
now  focuses  on  how  best  to 
spend  this  money  to  meet  our 
growing  transportation  needs 
and  how  much  of  the  Trust 
Fund  surplus  to  apply  to  our 
present  infrastructure  demands. 
I  call  on  the  House  and  Senate 
transportation  and  budget 
leaders  to  come  to  an 
agreement  to  increase  this 
much  needed  transportation 
funding,  while  maintaining  our 
goal  of  deficit  reduction  and 
reestablishing  "trust"  in  the 
Transportation  Trust  Funds.

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Mentoring  program  offers  major  help

The  Counseling,  Transfer  and 
Advising  Services  is  offering  a  free 
mentoring  program  all  year  long  to 
help  students  receive  advising  that  is 
more  personalized. 

In  a  college  as  diverse  as 
COD,  personalized  advising  is  hard 
to  come  by.  Through  the  S.A.F.E 
program(Student  Achievement 
through  Faculty  Experience)  students 
have  the  opportunity  to  interact  one- 
on-one  with  teachers  who  share 
common  career  interests. 

"Mentoring  involves  a 
different  scenario  that  offers  a  more 
personalized  kind  of  advising," 
Shankar  said. 

College  can  be  confusing  if  a 
student  has  an  undecided  major.  Each 
major  requires  a  specific  number  of 
classes  to  be  taken  before  fulfilling  the 
requirements  for  graduation  and/or 
transfer. 

"Students  with  an  undecided 
major  should  be  talking  with  a 
counselor  or  a  mentor  about  classes 
they  should  be  taking  and  their 
specific  goals  when  it  comes  to 
careers  and  transfer,"  Nancy 
Svoboda,  Counselor  in  Counseling, 


Transfer  and  Advising  Services,  said. 

The  mentoring  program  can 
be  extremely  beneficial  to 
those  who  want  to  reach  their 

-v 

educational  goals  more  quickly. 

According  to  SAFE  program 
coordinator  Ravi  Shankar,  sometimes 
students  are  not  aware  that  they  are 
headed  in  the  wrong  direction,  and 
can  unknowingly  take  the  wrong 
|  classes. 

The  S.A.F.E  program  is 
designed  to  sharpen  the  students 
ability  to  make  the  right  choices 
concerning  college  and  career  goals 

"The  program  is  supposed  to 
broaden  the  student's  decision¬ 
making  skills,  but  it  all  depends  on 
what  they  receive  from  the  program," 
Shankar  said. 

Through  the  program, 
according  to  Shankar,  students  can 
|  meet  with  their  mentor  and  together 
they  can  collaborate  ideas  and 
interests  to  meet  the  students  career 
I  goal,  and  get  closer  to  deciding  a 
major. 

"If  the  student  wishes,  he  or 
she  could  contact  their  mentor  over 
the  telephone  if  they  so  desired," 

I  Shankar  said.

preference.  Then  the  program 
matches  the  student  with  an 
appropriate  faculty  member. 

"We  try  to  match  up  students 
with  faculty  members  according  to 
their  major  or  interest."  Shankar  said. 

According  to  Shankar,  once 
involved  in  the  program,  students  are 
encouraged  to  meet  with  their  mentor 
for  at  least  one  hour  out  of  the  week 
according  to  each  other's  schedule. 

Meeting  outside  the 
|  classroom  provides  a  more 
|  comfortable  environment  that  allows 
|  the  student  to  speak  freely  about  his 
or  her  academic  goals. 

"We  really  leave  it  to  the 
mentor  and  mentee  to  decide  how 
many  times  a  week  they  meet,  and 
also  we  offer  an  open  house  every 
quarter  to  give  the  student  an 
opportunity  to  meet  with  their 
mentor  in  a  informal  atmosphere," 

I  Shankar  said. 

Faculty  members  work  on  a 
volunteer  basis,  and  act  as  role 
models  to  help  the  student  excel  in 
the  field  they  choose. 

"The  teachers  involved  in  the 
program  range  from  every  discipline 
across  the  school  board,"  Shankar 
said. 

The  program  also  provides 
an  opportunity  for  a  special 
|  relationship  to  develop  between  the 
|  mentor  and  mentee.  If  the  two  decide 


they  could  meet  and  discuss  over 
lunch  or  cultural  events. 

"There  have  been  students 
who  have  been  with  the  same  mentor 
for  at  least  two  years,"  Shankar  said. 

Also  in  addition  with 
providing  valuable  educational 
advice,  the  mentor  could  also  help  the 
student  who  is  experiencing  social  or 
|  personal  problems  while  attending 
college. 

Being  a  mentor  himself, 

|  Shankar  believes  that  this  program 
I  can  really  impact  students  and  help 
:  them  through  this  rough  and 
|  confusing  period  in  their  lives. 
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Program  gives  reason 
to  exercise  regularly

The  "AFL  club"  program 
offers  the  incentive  to  exercise  by 
encouraging  the  participants  to 
turn  minutes  into  "miles"  that 
eventually  meets  a  predetermined 
destination. 

"The  whole  idea  is  to 
influence  people  and  give  them 
direction,  anything  to  get  them  to 
exercise  more,"  Don  Klass 
Coordinator  of  the  Aerobic  Fitness 
Lab  said. 

Participants  in  the  AFL 
club  have  three  predetermined 
destinations  such  as  Niagara  Falls 
for  beginners,  the  Black  Hills  for 
intermediate  participants,  and  the 
Grand  Canyon  for  advanced 
participants.  The  more  minutes 
they  spend  exercising,  the  more 
"miles"  they  accumulate. 

In  order  to  make  it  to 
Niagara  Falls,  participants  are 
allowed  to  use  various  athletic 
equipment  two  times  a  week  for 
thirty  minute  intervals. 

If  the  Black  Hills  are  the 
destination  of  choice,  the 
participant  exercise  three  times  a 
week  for  thirty  minute  intervals. 

For  the  advanced 
participant's  destination  of  the 
Grand  Canyon,  four  times  a  week 
for  thirty  minute  intervals  are 
required. 

"If  a  participant  was  a 
beginner,  I  would  say  sign  up  for 
two  circuits  a  week  on  such 


equipment  as  the  rower,  treadmill, 
or  the  bike,"  Klass  said. 

The  "miles"  that  are 
accumulated  will  correspond  to 
the  time  spent  in  the  fitness  lab 
located  in  the  Physical  Education 
Center.  ^ 

"The  accumulation  of 
miles  to  make  it  to  their 
destination  encourages  the 
participants  to  keep  on  going," 
Klass  said. 

Bonus  points  are  also 
available  for  stretching  for  a 
certain  amount  of  time  before 
exercising. 

Also  prizes  will  be 
awarded  to  those  who  accumulate 
a  certain  amount  of  points. 

"If  you  just  come  two 
times  a  week,  you  can  still  receive 
an  award  or  a  prize,"  Klass  said. 

This  program  is  aimed 
towards  individuals  who  need 
that  extra  push  to  exercise. 

"I've  been  running  this 
program  for  years,  and  it  is  a  real 
solid  incentive  for  those  who  have 
a  hard  time  getting  the  motivation 
to  exercise,"  Klass  said.

The  Family  Educational 
Rights  and  Privacy  Act  (FERPA) 
affords  students  certain  rights  with 
respect  to  their  education  records. 

1.  The  right  to  inspect  and 
review  the  student's  education 
records  within  45  days  of  the  day  the 
College  of  DuPage  Records  Office 
receives  a  request  for  access.  Students 
should  submit  to  the  Records  Office 
written  requests  that  identify  the 
record(s)  they  wish  to  inspect. 

The  College  will  access  and 
notify  the  student  of  the  time  and 
place  where  the  records  may  be 
inspected.  If  the  records  are  not  held 
by  the  College  official  who  received 


the  request,  that  official  will  advise 
the  student  of  the  correct  official . 

2.  The  right  to  request  the 
student's  education  records  that  the 
student  believes  are  inaccurate  . 

Students  may  ask  COD  to 
I  amend  a  record  that  t  is  inaccurate 
They  should  write  the  College  official 
responsible  for  the  record,  clearly 
identify  the  part  they  want  changed, 

I  and  why  it  is  inaccurate  or 
1  misleading. 

If  COD  decides  not  to  amend 
the  requested  record  ,  the  College  %vill 
notify  the  student  of  the  decision  and 
advise  the  student  of  his  or  her  right 
to  a  hearing  regarding  the  request  for 
amendment. 

Additional  information 
regarding  the  hearing  procedures  will 
be  provided  to  the  student  when 
notified  of  the  right  to  a  hearing. 
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3.  The  right  to  consent  to 
disclosures  of  personally  identifiable 
information  (not  'Directory 
Information')  contained  in  the 
student's  education  records, 
except  to  the  extent  that  FERPA 
authorizes  disclosure  without  consent. 
One  exception  which  permits 
disclosure  without  consent  is 
disclosure  to  school 
officials  with  legitimate  educational 
interests. 

A  school  official  is  a 
person  employed  by  the  College  in  an 
administrative,  supervisory,  academic 
or  research,  or  support  staff  position 
(including  law  enforcement  unit 
personnel  and  health  staff);  a  person 
or  company  with  whom  the  College 
has  contracted  (such  as  an  attorney, 
auditor,  or  collection  agent);  a  person 
serving  on  the  Board  of  Trustees;  or  a 


student  serving  on  an  official 
committee,  such  as  a  disciplinary  or 
grievance  committee,  or  assisting 
another  school  official  in  performing 
his  or  her  tasks. 

A  school  official  has  a 
legitimate  educational 
interest  if  the  official  needs  to  review 
an  education  record  in  order  to 
fulfill  his  or  her  professional 
responsibility. 

4.  The  right  to  file  a  complaint 
with  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Educationconceming  alleged  failures 
by  College  of  DuPage  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  FERPA.

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teacher  uses  20-year  old  process  to  teach  class

Over  the  summer. 
Respiratory  Care  Program 
Coordinator,  Ken  Bretl,  combined  a 
20-year  old  learning  process  with  his 
effective  teaching  skills  to  create  a 
learning /teaching  method  that 
works. 

Throughout  history  teaching 
styles  have  slightly  changed  from  the 
old-fashioned  passive  learning  to  the 
more  modem  hands-on  type  of 
learning. 

According  to  Bretl  while 
students  advance  in  their  education 
they  develop  a  certain  learning  style, 
and  while  teachers  may  try,  they  may 
not  satisfy  all  types  of  different 
learning  styles  in  their  teaching. 

After  Bretl  discovered  the 
unique  learning  styles  that  each  of  his 
students  possess,  and  to  his  and  his 
students  advantage  he  used  these 
learning/ teaching  styles  in  order  to 
effectively  teach  them  personally. 

"I  worked  with  a  group  of  22 
students  in  my  Respiratory  Care 
class,  and  I  found  it  easier  because  it 
was  such  a  small  group.  First  I  had 
each  of  the  students  fill  out  a  survey 
about  what  kind  of  learning  style  best 
described  them,  then  1  tested  their 
responses  according  to  the  David 
Kolb  mathematical  model,"  Bretl  said. 

According  to  Bretl,  David 
Kolb,  an  educational  psychologist, 
developed  a  mathematical  model  that 
successfully  separates  the  learning 
styles  into  four  different  domains: 
the  accommodator,  the  diverger,  the 


converger,  and  the  assimilator. 

The  accommodator 's 
I  strengths  lie  in  active 
experimentation  and  concrete 
experience,  meaning  that  he  or  she 
most  likely  be  involved  in  new 
|  experiences  and  experiments. 

Using  reflective  observation 
and  concrete  experience  the  diverger 
works  best.  They  tend  to  excel  in 
brainstorming,  and  imagining. 
Usually  divergers  are  found  in  the 
Liberal  Art  field. 

The  converger  is  the  opposite 
of  the  diverger,  they  tend  to  use 
abstract  conceptualization  and  active 
experimentation  and  use  mostly 
deductive  reasoning. 

The  strength  of  the 
assimilator  is  in  abstract 
conceptualization  and  reflective 
observation.  They  tend  to  succeed  in 
the  ability  to  create  theoretical 
models. 

"It  doesn't  matter  what 
quadrant  you  fall  in,  one  is  not  better 
than  the  next.  All  students  have  to 
experiment,  reflect  and  observe,"  said 
Bretl. 

Even  though  the  test  is  not 
100%  accurate,  it's  mainly  used  to 
describe  how  one  sees  oneself  as  a 
learner 

After  Bretl  took  the  initial 
learning  style  inventory,  he  found 
that  most  of  his  students  thought  they 
fell  into  the  active 

experimentation/ concrete  experience 
category,  but  after  comparing  them  to 
the  Kolb  model  more  students  landed 
in  the  concrete/ reflective  observation 
category. 

’After  I  tested  the  students

responses  according  to  the  Kolb 
model  I  found  that  a  majority  of  the 
students  subjectively  thought  they  fell 
under  a  particular  learning  style 
while  in  reality  they  tested  better  in 
another,"  Bretl  said. 

Using  the  Kolb  model  and 
student  feedback  concerning  his 
teaching  styles,  Bretl  was  able  to  use 
effective  teaching  styles  by  appealing 
to  all  the  learning  styles  his  class 
possessed. 

"I  tried  to  get  students  to 
think  about  what  they  needed  to  meet 
the  objectives  and  goals  of  the  class.  I 
didn't  stick  to  one  learning  style, 
instead  I  involved  the  class  in  a 
variety  of  active,  reflective, 
experimental  and  abstract  activities." 

Bretl  got  the  students  to 


actively  participate  in  some  areas, 
while  encouraging  them  to  reflect  and 
observe  in  another.  By  using  this 
teaching  style,  all  learning  styles  are 
satisfied  ,  and  the  students  are  more 
effectively  taught. 

"I  get  the  students  involved 
in  active  labs,  experimental  labs,  and 
reflective  labs.  I'm  then  working  with 
all  learning  styles,"  Bretl  said 

By  faking  a  heart  attack,  Bretl 
keeps  the  class  amusing  ,  and  in  turn 
the  students  observe  his  symptoms, 
reflect  what  they  have  learned,  and 
conclude  he  is  mocking  cardiac  arrest 
"My  students  enter  the  field 
of  respiratory  care.  They  have  to  be 
able  to  be  abstract  in  the  emergency 
room,  while  reflective  and 
observant,"  Bretl  said. 
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Teachers  share  memories  of  thirty  years  at  COD

Stu  Anderson  and  Mary  Daly 
are  two  of  the  few  teachers  that  have 
been  teaching  at  COD  since  1967,  and 
they  have  gathered  many  memories 
throughout  COD'S  history. 

In  1966,  the  organization  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  formed  the 
College  of  DuPage  and  George 
Seaton  became  the  college's  first 
chairman. 

In  September  of  1967  classes 
officially  began.  Classes  were  held  in 
office  trailers  and  other  diverse  sites 
scattered  throughout  the  community. 

"During  the  first  year  we 
used  a  lot  of  classrooms  at  Lyons 
Township  High  School,  the  next  year 
we  rented  many  facilities  that  were 
spread  all  over,"  Anderson  said. 

"I  remember  that  classes  were 
taught  in  Will  county,  and  as  far  west 
as  Cook ,  we  taught  all  over  district 
502,"  Daly  said. 

After  the  college  obtained 
land  west  of  Lambert  Road  to  form 
the  Glen  Ellyn  campus  in  1969,  the 
first  buildings  established  were  J  and 
K.  Now  the  OCC  building  stands 
were  building  J  used  to  be,  but 
building  K  still  remains.  Later  on  the 
M  building  emerged  forming  the 
"intermin"  campus. 

"Before  there  was  a  walkway 
built,  the  wind  between  the  K  and  J 
buildings  was  unbelievable.  There 
was  one  time  when  there  was  a 
terrible  white-out  and  the  wind  was 
blowing  so  hard.  Because  visibility

was  so  bad,  we  actually  had  to  put  a 
rope  connecting  the  two  buildings  so 
students  and  faculty  members  could 
find  their  way  to  the  next  building," 
Daly  said. 

One  problem  that  students 
and  faculty  members  experienced  was 
the  unpaved  parking  lots.  During 
rainstorms,  students  were  running  to 
class  through  the  mud. 

"That's  how  the  school  got 
the  roadrunner  mascot  because  they 
ran  from  class  to  class  in  the  mud. 
There  were  times  where  the  mud  was 
so  deep  it  covered  the  entire  wheel  of 
a  Volkswagen  Bug,  "  Daly  said. 

"Parking  was  terrible  during 
rainstorms,  it  was  incredibly  muddy," 
Anderson  said. 

The  college  was  unprepared 
for  the  amount  of  people  that  would 
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come  to  register  in  September  1969  for 
the  fall  semester. 

"People  would  park  along 
Lambert  Road  and  closed  off  the 
Foxcroft  subdivision.  There  were  cars 
parked  all  along  Butterfield  Road  as 
far  east  as  the  Yorktown  Shopping 
Center,  because  nobody  knew  exactly 
where  COD  was,  there  were  no  signs. 


It  got  so  bad  that  members  of  student 
government  had  to  come  out  and 
direct  traffic,"  Daly  said. 

The  Instructional  center 
opened  in  1973,  but  because  of 
increased  construction  costs,  the  third 
floor  went  unfinished  for  about  four 
years. 

"The  classes  were  held  on  the 
first  and  second  floor.  When  I  would 
occasionally  venture  up  to  the  third 
floor  1  was  surprised  to  see  the  track 
team  using  the  empty  space  for 
practice  during  rainy  days," 
Anderson  said. 

"The  third  floor  of  the 
instructional  center  was  a  shell  for 
many  years,"  Daly  said. 

When  the  third  floor  was 
finished  in  1977,  faculty  members 
took  advantage  of  the  available  office 
space. 

"When  we  had  offices  over  in 
J  and  K,  there  were  two  of  us  to  an 


office.  It  was  so  small  we  could  only 
fit  our  desks  and  only  one  filing 
|  cabinet.  When  the  third  floor  of  the  IC 
was  built  we  received  our  own 
|  offices,"  Daly  said. 

"When  we  got  the  bigger 
|  offices  in  the  IC  building,  we  still 
|  could  intermingle  with  fellow  faculty 
I  members  because  we  were  in  one  big 
office  with  suites,"  Anderson  said. 

Throughout  the  years  COD 
has  grown  and  expanded  to  make  it 
|  the  largest  single  campus  community 
college  in  the  United  States. 

"We  all  worked  together  to 
make  COD  what  it  is  today.  We 
started  off  with  about  2,500  students 
and  today  over  30,000. 1  think  it's 
because  people  realize  the  advantages 
we  offer,"  Daly  said. 

"It's  been  interesting  for  me  to 
see  this  place  change  from  a  small 
situation,  to  a  rather  large  college," 
Anderson  said.

Benassi  and  Clue  Examine  the  Lives  of 
Inner-City  Children  in  ‘Coloring  Potential’

The  plight  of  inner- 
city  children  is  frequently 
spoken  of,  but  seldom  truly 
discussed.  To  most  people 
in  DuPage  County,  their 
struggles  seem  untold  miles 
away.  Two  COD  speech 
teachers,  Tim  Clue  and 
Marco  Benassi  seek  to  break 
down  this  perceived 
isolation  with  Coloring 


Potential,  a  multimedia 
presentation  currently 
playing  at  the  Chicago 
Dramatists  Workshop,  1105 
West  Chicago  Ave., 
Chicago. 

Five  Years  in  the 
making.  Coloring  Potential 
mixes  live  theater  with  a 
documentary  film  shot  by 
Benassi  and  Clue  this 
summer  that  depicts  the 
real  life  stories  of  children 
from  some  of  Chicago's 
most  depressed 
neighborhoods.  The  filming 


had  a  strong  impact  on  the 
two  directors.  "We  saw 
horrible  conditions," 
Benassi  recalls,  "We  saw 
pain  and  sadness,  but  we 
also  saw  hope  and 
laughter."  TTie  children 
they  interviewed,  and  their 
drawings,  reveal  much 
about  the  consequences  of 
inner-city  neglect. 

The  younger 
children,  according  to 
Benassi,  speak 
optimistically  about  the 
future  and  education.  But, 


as  they  get  older,  the 
problems  of  teenage 
pregnancy  and  gunfire  are 
frequently  mentioned,  as 
studying  loses  importance 
to  mere  survival. 

Like  the  housing 
projects,  themselves,  the 
three  stories  in  Coloring 
Potential  are  full  of  both  joy 
and  pain.  The  first  part  of 
the  presentation,  a  live 
interpretation  of  The  Lesson, 
a  story  by  the  late  Toni 
Cade  Bambara,  a 

favorite  of  both  Benassi 
and  Clue,  tells  the  story  of  a 
poor,  motherless  fourth 
grade  girl.  The 

second  live-action  piece  is 
the  musical  All  Little  Colored 
Children  Should  Play  The 
Harmonica,  by  Ann 
Patchett.  Both  are  award¬ 
winning  works  that  present 
strong-minded  characters, 
and  examine  the  issues  of 
public  education,  the 
setting  of  expectations  and 
the  importance  of  positive 
role  models. 

The  third  piece,  the 
Benassi /Clue  original 
Recalling  Trumaine,  tells  the 
story  of  the  death  of  a 
fictional  high  school  senior, 
based  on  interviews  with 
actual  Chicago  teachers, 
police  officers,  clergy,  and 
social  workers.  The 
documentary  is  presented 
between  each  play. 

Among  the  cast's 
four  actors,  two,  Lyna 
Greene  and  Jonathon 
Keaton  II,  are  COD  alumni.

New  this  month... 

The  People  vs.  Larry  Flynt  (1996)  This  film,  quite 
understandably,  brought  about  a  firestorm  of  controversy 
when  it  was  released  theatrically.  After  all,  the  title  character, 
played  by  an  irresistibly  devious  Woody  Harrelson,  is, 
perhaps,  America's  most  famous  pomographer.  The 
performances  of  Harrelson  and  Courtney  Love,  as  Flynt's 
wife  Althea,  as  well  as  a  hilarious  cameo  by  political 
strategist  James  Caravelle,  lend  credibility  to  the  script's 
portrayal  of  Flynt  as  a  defiant,  patriotic  defender  of  the  Bill 
of  Rights.  Despite  these  strong  political  overtones,  this  film 
never  takes  itself  too  seriously.  It's  characters  are  deeply- 
written,  multidimensional  beings,  who  beg  for  the 
audience's  empathy  even  as  it  reviles  their  decadent 
behavior.  The  greater  thesis  of  "The  People  vs.  Larry  Flynt" 
is  summed  up  eloquently  when  Harrelson  complains,  "All 
I'm  guilty  of  is  just  bad  taste."  Rated  R 
Strong  Warning!:  This  film  is  not  for  children.

If  film  is  an  airplane  ride 
and  theater  a  train,  then  monologue 
is  riding  the  Greyhound  bus. 

The  ride  can  be  an  eight 
hour  trip  through  the  mountains 
mountains,  talking  to  a  beautiful 
girl  going  back  to  Yale  or  it  can  be 
through  Nebraska  at  3:00  am  sitting 
behind  someone  who  hasn't  bathed. 

In  monologue,  its  up  to  the 
performer  to  carefully  choose 
companions  for  the  audience's  ride. 
Bonnie  Koloc,  in  her  Tales  from 
Trashmania  places  the  viewer  on  the 
bus  with  the  Yale  woman  and  the 
smelly  guy  with  not  quite  enough 
scenery  out  the  window.  Never 
forget  a  Walkman  on  bus  rides  and 
fortunately,  the  music  in  Trashmania 
is  the  performance's  saving  grace. 

Koloc's  execution  of  live 
multimedia  performance  is  fluid. 
Her  production  skills,  mixing  her 
whimsical  paintings,  video,  taped 
music,  and  spoken  word  is 
technically  flawless.  Unfortunately, 
the  characters  inhabiting  the 
transitory,  imaginary  land  of 
"Trashmaina"  -  one  part  Slavic 
heritage  one  part  eccentric,  artistic 
individuality  -  are  not  developed  to 
a  point  where  the  audience  cares  or 


feels  they  have  anything  in  common 
with  the  storyteller.  Which  leads  to 
the  other  problem  with  the  piece- 
the  trajectory  of  the  story.  Where's 
it  all  going? 

Like  the  people  in  her 
imaginary  family  of  vaudeviilian 
entertainers,  themes  in  the  story  sort 
of  pop  in  and  out  but  Koloc  never 
elaborates  and  nurtures  what  she 
creates. 

"Trashmaina,"  for  Koloc,  is 
a  world  where  people  "do  what 
they  were  bom  to  do"  and  express 
themselves  through  kitschy  artistic 
whimsy.  Her  depiction  of  this  world 
is  presented  in  a  wacky  coffeehouse- 
artist  style.  Koloc  fails  to  add  any 
edgy  social  commentary,  so 
everything  just  ends  up  being 
"cute." 

Fortunately,  the  scattered 
stories  about  family  members  who 
all  run  off  to  join  the  same  circus  for 
god-knows-what  reason  are  short 
between  songs.  Songs  with 
elegantly  simple  lyrics  accompanied 
by  a  spritely  piano  and  a  recorded 
chorus  are  what  really  make  the 
piece  glitter  like  a  sparkly  red  ball. 

"Borrowed  by  the  Gypsies," 
a  song  about  a  little  girl  imagining 
she  is  being  raised  by  musical 
gypsies,  is  a  wry  commentary  on 
parents  grounding  the  flights  of 
overly-imaginative  children. 
"Crumbs  in  the  Butter,"  is  a  clever 
gem  about  long-time  lovers  getting 
nitpicky  with  each  other.  These 
musical  moments  light  up  the  stage. 

Unfortunately,  the  rest  of 
the  piece  is  underdeveloped  and 
comes  off  like  a  bus  ride  through  the 
middle  of  Indiana,  sitting  next  to 
someone  with  a  manic  disorder.

When  COD  made  history  by 
winning  the  most  consecutive 
games  by  a  college  football  team, 
the  football  program  looked 
untouchable,  by  opponents  or 
administrators. 

Well,  opponents  still  cannot  touch 
them  and  that  is  because 
administrators  delivered  the  sack  of 
the  year,  by  cutting  the  football 
program  indefinitely.  Coach  Bob 
MacDougall  was  enjoying  his 
retirement  after  his  twenty 
consecutive  winning  seasons  until 
he  opened  the  paper. 

"I  was  not  aware  on  any 
discussion  of  cancelling  the 
(football)  program,"  Coach 
MacDougall  said,  "I  had  to  read  in 
the  paper".  MacDougall  said  he  felt 
really  shocked  that  the  nations  top 
football  program  was  being 
cancelled. 


"If  I  would  have  known  that  the 
program  would  have  been  cancelled 
I  probably  would  have  stayed, 
despite  my  health  problems". 

After  the  announcement  the  now 
retired  MacDougall  was  getting 
phone  calls  daily  from  alumni, 
community  leaders,  and 
administrators.  MacDougall' s  focus 
was  on  the  kids  who  were  to  return 
the  the  program  in  the  fall  of  1997. 

"I  felt  obligated  to  find  those 
kids  a  place  they  could  play  football 
and  go  to  school,  65  of  the  73 
players  went  to  other  colleges". 

The  reason  those  kids  came  to 
COD  is  because  they  wanted  to  play 
for  the  the  best  community  college 
in  the  nation  and  get  their  education 
in  the  process. 

He  explained  how  football 
opens  a  lot  of  doors  for  kids  who 
otherwise  would  not  be  in  school. 

"Half  of  these  kids  would  not  be 
in  school  if  it  was  not  for  football, 
and  these  guys  know  that  if  they 
want  to  play  football  on  Saturday, 


they  would  have  to  hit  the  books  on 
the  weekdays". 

"Kids  from  this  program  like 
Roosevelt  Nix,  Bobby  McMillan, 
and  Aaron  Bailey  have  gone  on  to 
the  NFL,  CFL,  World  League,  and 
the  Arena  Football  League  and  been 
mighty  successful".  He  shared  COD 
success  stories  with  me. 

"The  College  of  DuPage  has  spent 
over  $5  million  on  scholarships  in 
the  twenty-one  years  that  I  have 
been  here,"  said  MacDougall 

MacDougall  now  is  a  special 
consultant  to  the  COD  coaches  and 
he  continues  his  regular  physical 
education  classes  as  he  did  before 
his  retirement.

all  different  perspectives",  Phillips 
said. 

"The  members  of  the  force  can  be 
involved  at  COD,  they  could  have 
been  involved  at  a  previous  school, 
or  they  could  never  have  been 
involved",  Phillips  said, 

"experiences  are  a  main  factor  in 
creating  diversity  among  people". 

Ideally  Phillips  hopes  that  the 
force  will  have  members  from  all 
walks  of  life.  Faculty,  staff,  and 
students  alike  are  all  invited  to  fill 
out  an  application. 

"The  more  varied  the  applicants,  I 
the  better  our  force  will  be",  Phillips  | 
said. 

Members  will  be  selected  by 
Phillips  and  Faulkner  from  the 
applications  they  receive.  Then, 
once  the  force  is  selected,  the  work 
will  begin. 

The  group  will  receive  a  task  to 
be  completed  by  a  certain  date.  The 
tasks  arc  pre-determined,  so  as  to 
ensure  the  quickness  of  the 
recommendations. 

From  there  the  group  will  be 
assigned  the  business  of  presenting 
its  recommendations  to  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  to  the  Student  Senate. 


Since  the  group's 
recommendations  will  be  taken  so 
seriously  by  such  important 
organizations,  it  is  essential  that  the 
Task  Force  realize  its  influential 
capacity. 

"The  group  will  be  taking  a  closer 
look  at  things  that  are  already  being 
implemented  at  COD,  and 
reevaluate  them.  Their  findings 
will  be  heard  as  representations  of 
the  popular  view  at  COD,  and  will 
be  treated  as  such." 

Phillips  specifically  avoids  the 
words  'committee'  or  'team'  when 
she  talks  about  the  task  force. 

"This  group  of  people  has  a  task 
to  do,  with  'force',  i.e.,  within  a 
specific  time  period." 

Tasks  include  attending  a 
meeting  at  least  every  other  week 
during  fall  and  winter  quarters, 
participating  in  discussions  to 
clarify  stances  on  issues  addressed, 
working  with  the  other  members  of 
the  group,  and  write 
recommendations  for  specific  issues.

As  the  College  of  DuPage 
celebrates  its  30th  anniversary  this 
year.  Director  of  Student  Activities 
Meri  Phillips  advises  that  it's  also 
time  to  "examine  the  way  students 
are  involved  in  the  governance  of 
the  college."

As  the  Board  of  Trustees' 
November  election  approaches,  the 
specifications  of  exactly  how  or  why 
this  is  an  important  election  needs  to 
be  examined. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  a  team 
that  has  a  lot  of  power  and  influence 
over  everyday  activities  at  COD. 

According  to  Kay  Sylvestser, 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  this  election 
is  very  important,  mainly  because 
the  district  is  so  involved  inelecting 
those  who  in  turn  are  so  involved  in 
making  decisions  for  the  College  of 


DuPage. 

"Many  people  don't  realize  that 
COD's  district  covers  DuPage,  parts 
of  Cook,  and  parts  of  Will.  There 
are  a  lot  of  registered  voters  who 
will  be  able  to  impact  this  election,  if 
they  choose  to,"  Sylvester  said. 

The  election,  which  will  be  held 
on  November  4th,  will  seat  three 
new  members.  There  are  twelve 
candidates  vying  for  these  positions, 
so  it  is  essential  to  be  well-informed 
about  the  candidates  and  their  ideas 
for  the  Board. 

Each  member's  holds  his  position 
for  a  period  of  six  years.  So  as  not  to 
ever  have  a  completely  new  Board, 
the  elections  are  staggered—  some 
position  will  always  come  up  for 


election  every  other  November. 

This  year  is  unusual  for  the  Board, 
because  everyone  who  held  the 
positions  that  are  up  for  reelection 
are  attempting  to  regain  their  place 
on  the  Board. 

"All  three  positions  that  have 
come  up  for  election  are  being 
fought  for  by  the  same  people  who 
just  held  them.  I  don't  think  this  has 
ever  happened  before,  "  Sylvester 
said. 

Any  registered  voter  in  COD's 
district  is  able  to  vote  for  the  new 
Trustees. 

"If  people  are  informed  about  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  they  will  be  able 
to  make  an  intelligent  vote," 
Sylvester  said.

The  officer  referred  the  woman  to 
the  public  safety  office  at  the 
College  of  DuPage,  where  she  was 
informed  of  the  safety  measures 
available  to  her  on  campus,  such  as 
an  escort  to  her  classes.

More  st 
the  new 
Computing  Center 
(SRC3000),  the 
Center  for 
Independent 
Learning  (IC  200),  the 
testing  lab  (IC  100), 
and  the  conference 
room  in  SRC  2800, 
seem  out  of  place, 
and  are  therefore 
hard  to  find. 

It  is  understandable 
that  the  college  is 
having  difficulty 
numbering  the  rooms 
when  the  standard 
for  these  was  made  a 
long  time  ago—  most 
of  the  rooms  were 
originally  numbered 
when  the  buildings 
were  built. 

Especially  in  the 
case  of  the  IC 
building,  there  are 


not  many  numbers 
that  haven't  been 
used. 

Apparently,  the 
options  for  this 
building  are  to 

a.  readdress  every 
room  in  the  IC 
building 

b.  add  room 
numbers  such  as, 
3071a,  since  there  is 
no  space  to  jgive  the 
rooms  full,  four-digit 
numbers,  or 

c.  do  what  was 
already  done  and 
begin  to  use  three- 
digit  numbers  for  the 
hallways  between  the 
main  halls. 

None  of  these 
options  is  perfect, 
however,  it  seems 
that  whatever 
decision  is  made,  it 
should  be 
incorporated 
uniformity. 

When  all  of  the 
other  rooms  in  the  IC 
building  are 
numbered  with  four 
digits,  it  seems 


obvious  that  the  new 
rooms  should  have 
the  same.  There  are 
more  areas  with  this 
same  problem: 

-In  the  SRC  it  has 
been  established  that 
the  area  containing 
the  bookstore,  ana 
small  cafeteria  is  SRC 
North,  however,  the 
conference  room 
located  on  the  second 
!  floor  above  that 
|  cafeteria  does  not 
receive  the  same 
name—  it  is  only 
|  known  as  SRC  2800, 
not  SRC  2800  North. 

-SRC  3000,  or  the 
ACC,  has  been  well 
documented,  except, 
in  the  hall  near  the 
library  there  is  a  sign 
that  would  probably 
be  much  more  clear 
and  serve  its  purpose 
much  better  if  it 
indicated  class  room 
numbers  in  the  ACC 
directly  on  the  sign. 

It  also  is  unclear 
whether  students 
should  continue

Crumbling  Schools 

Across  Illinois  and  throughout 
the  country,  students  are  going  back 
to  school  in  buildings  that  are  a 
national  disgrace. 

How  in  the  world  did  we  so 
confuse  our  priorities?  Making 
matters  worse  is  the  fact  that 
enrollments  are  rapidly  rising.  The 


Education  Department  announced 
that  the  number  of  children 
attending  schools  will  reach  a 
record  52  million  this  year.  The 
upward  trend  is  expected  to 
continue  through  2007. 

The  state  of  disrepair  of  the 
school  buildings  where  these 
mounting  numbers  of  students  are 
spending  their  days  was 
documented  by  a  General 
Accounting  Office  study  that  I 
commissioned.  The  respected,  non¬ 
partisan  research  arm  of  Congress 
calculated  that  it  would  cost  $112 
billion  to  repair  public  school 
buildings  that  have  been  neglected 


for  years. 

That  figure  does  not  cover  the 
cost  of  putting  computers  in 
classrooms.  Computers  are  an 
increasingly  important  learning  tool. 
But  you  can't  log  onto  a  computer  if 
you  can't  plug  the  computer  into  a 
socket 

The  repair  cost  cannot  be  borne 
alone  by  school  districts  that  rely  on 
revenue  from  already  overtaxed 
property  owners.  The  federal 
government  can  help  provide  funds 
to  school  districts  that  want  no- 
strings-attached  assistance  to  bring 
down  the  cost  of  construction 
projects. 


President  Clinton  spoke  to  the 
problem  earlier  this  year  in  his  State 
of  the  Union  address  when  he  told 
|  COngress,  "We  cannot  expect  out 
|  children  to  raise  themselves  up  in 
schools  that  are  literally  falling 
down." 

1  am  confident  that  before  another 
school  year  begins,  we  will  seriously 
address  our  obligation  to  cooperate 
at  all  levels  of  government  to  give 
|  all  our  students  the  world-class 
education  our  nation  needs  and 
deserves.

Nearly  three  years  after  moving 
from  its  small,  cozy  location  in  the 
old  section  of  the  to  SRC  to  SRC 
North,  Room  1750,  the  Student 
Activities  Recreation  Area,  at  times, 
appears  to  be  among  COD's  best 
kept  secrets.  But  it  is  not  likely  that 
it  will  be  going  anywhere  soon. 

In  its  much  larger  new  location, 
the  Recreation  Area  now  boasts  12 
pool  tables,  14  arcade  games,  ping- 
pong,  board  games  and  a  jukebox 
loaded  with  CD's  ranging  from 
Coolio  to  Led  Zepplin  to  Reba 
McIntyre. 

Initially,  the  move  brought  about 
a  drop  in  business,  but  according  to 
Marvin  Rasch,  Student  Activities 
Coordinator  and  supervisor  of  the 
area,  "business  did  not  fall  off 
much,  and  is  now  increasing." 

Its  out-of-the-way  location, 
according  to  Rasch,  necessitates 
more  aggressive  marketing. 

"The  attitude  used  to  be  'if  you 
build  it  they  will  come',"  now, 
however,  bringing  students  in 
requires  more  effort. 

To  attract  more  students,  Rasch 
and  his  staff  are  working  dilligently 
to  ensure  that  the  pool  tables  and 
games  stay  up-to-date  and  well- 
maintained. 

This  summer,  all  the  tables  were 
recovered  and  current  video  game 
hits  like  the  new  "X-Men,"  and  the 
basketball  game  "Run  and  Gun" 
were  brought  in.

plans  to  host  monthly  pool  and 
video  competitions,  as  well  as  the 
popular  yearly  billiards  tournament 
led  by  professional  Jack  White  in 
February. 

To  the  many  who  congregate  in 
the  Recreation  Area  to  shoot  a  game 
of  pool  or  to  play  Ping-Pong  or 
video  games,  it  is  a  welcome 
diversion  from  the  daily  grind  of 
classes  and  homework. 

Students  John  Schneider  and  Leia 
Roeges,  by  their  estimation,  come  at 
least  four  times  a  week  to  play  8  ball 


between  classes.  Each  claims  to 
spend  approximately  $15  per  week 
at  the  Recreation  Area. 

According  to  Schneider,  "It's 
something  to  do  with  spare  time 
besides  going  to  Taco  Bell." 

Indeed,  the  price  is  right.  A  game 
of  pool  costs  only  $1,  Ping-Pong 
balls  and  chess  pieces  are  25  cents, 
and  pool  cues  and  paddles  are  free 
with  a  picture  ID. 

The  Recreation  Area  is  cost- 
effective  for  COD  as  well.  Outside 
of  utilities  and  Rasch's  supervision.

"Altered  States"— 
currently  on  display  in  the 
Arts  Center's  Gahlberg 
Gallery  through  Oct.  16- 
captures  the  work  of  three 
distinct  artists  to  examine 
the  link  between  our  world 
and  the  supernatural,  with 
stunning  results. 

Sculptor  John  Pakosta 
provides  the  exhibit's  most 
prominent  piece,  "Nomadic 
Garden  Element  Trellis,"  a 
massive  wall  of  roses 
attached  to  a  nylon  net. 

A  former  microbiologist, 
Pakosta  uses  flowers  and 
scientific  instruments 
together  as  a  predominant 
theme  of  his  work. 

Photographer  Marianne 
Scanlon,  a  former  COD 
student,  contributed  her 
series  "Ghosts  of  New 
Orleans." 

Taken  in  several 
locations  in  the  French 
Quarter,  Scanlon's  black- 
and-white  prints  are  loaded 
with  unexplained  shadows 
and  light  sources  that  are 
believed  to  be  the  result  of 
the  supernatural. 

Among  her  subjects  are  a 
theater  where  an  actress 
hanged  herself  and  an  old 
doctors  office  where  slaves 
were  used  as  guinea  pigs  in 
cruel  medical  experiments.

In  the  past  student  assistants 
were  known  as  student  aides,  but 
according  to  Carroll  students  thought 
that  they  needed  financial  aid  in  order 
to  be  hired  as  a  student  assistant. 

"Student  assistant  jobs  are 
available  to  everybody,"  said  Carroll. 

Student  assistant  jobs  offer 
manv  benefits  to  the  student  as  well 
as  the  employer.  The  wages  earned 
are  better  than  most  jobs  offer,  and  it's 
close  to  school. 

"An  advantage  to  being  a 
student  assistant  is  that  the  student  is 
able  to  work  on  campus  ana  not  have 
to  leave  after  school,"  Carroll  said. 


Emily  Rasanayagam  is  a  student 
assistant  in  the  Center  for  Corporate 
Training  and  she  appreciates  the  fact 
that  a  student  assistant  job  is  designed 
to  work  around  her  class  schedule. 

"I  like  it  here  because  the 
hours  are  flexible  and  my  work  does 
not  interfere  with  school  at  all," 
Rasanayagam  said. 

Other  student  assistants  have 
other  reasons  to  enjoy  their  ]ob. 

"It's  a  very  relaxing  job  and  a 
lot  easier  compared  to  my  past  jobs,"

Employers  are  extremely 
grateful  for  the  student  assistants  in 
their  area  because  they  are  such  a  big 
help  around  the  office. 

"The  student  assistants  are 
incredibly  beneficial,  defiantly  a  big 
help  when  it  comes  to  typing  and 
paperwork,"  Karen  Emery, 
Administrative  Assistant  in  the  Center 
for  Corporate  Training,  said. 

Many  employers  enjoy  the 
fact  that  with  the  help  of  the  student 
assistants,  they  can  concentrate  better 
on  other  aspects  of  their  job. 

"Essentially  what  they  do  is 
free  up  time  for  us  so  we  can  do  our 
job  more  effectively,"  Kris  Hammond, 
ESL  Coordinator,  said.

Hospitality  instructor  strives  to  end  childhood  hunger

Part-time  Hospitality 
Administration  instructor,  Joseph 
Kraft,  influenced  positive  results  due 
to  his  work  with  the  Chef  and  Child 
Foundation  in  Chicago. 

"About  five  years  ago  the 
Chef  and  Child  Foundation 
developed  as  a  charitable  arm  of  the 
American  Culinarv  Federation,  it  was 
'imed  because  of  the  alarming  rate 
of  hungry  children  m  the  United 
States,"  Kraft  said 

The  Chef  and  Child 
Foundation  raises  money  to  provide 
grants  to  non-profit  charities  for 
dietarv  assistance  and  nutritional 
education  at  the  local  community 
level. 

The  mission  of  the  foundation 
is  to  educate  as  well  as  address  the 
nutritional  needs  of  the  children  in 
America.  Kraft,  wno  is  the  Chairman 
of  the  Chicago  Chapter  of  the 
American  Culinary  Federation,  has 
succeeded  in  making  the  program  a 
permanent  fixture  in  Illinois. 

"We  talk  to  school  children 
about  nutrition  once  a  month  and 
have  implemented  a  puppet  named 
"Chef  Combo"  for  the  first  grader  and 
kindergarten  students.  The  kids  really 
enjoy  the  puppet,  they  seem  to  look 
up  to  it,"  Kraft  said. 

Kraft  advocates  simple 
recipes  to  the  younger  students  such 
as  a  truck-drivers  sandwich,  which  is 
simply  a  bagel  and  cream  cheese  with 
celery.

foods,  such  as  a  square  compared  to  a 
piece  of  toast  or  a  ball  compared  to  an 
orange,"  Kraft  said. 

The  program  called  "That's 
Fresh-Kids  Cooking  Teams"  is  geared 
more  towards  older  kids.  The 
program  lasts  ten  weeks  and  involves 
forth  and  fifth  grader. 

"Each  week  the  kids  do  the 
cooking  and  handle  all  the  food.  It 
gives  them  the  ability  to  cook  on  their 
own,  because  there  are  many  kids 
who  have  parents  who  aren't  there 
when  they  get  home,"  Kraft  said. 

According  to  the  American 
Culinary  Federation,  84%  of  kids  who 
participated  in  a  gallop  poll  answered 
that  they  have  to  prepare  at  least  one 
I  meal  a  day  for  themselves.  Some  even 
said  they  have  to  shop  for  their  food. 

The  program  is  designed  to  _ 

teach  the  kids  about  the  Ktetory  of1  .  . 


native  cuisine,  safety  and  sanitation, 
and  nutrition. 

On  September  22,  Kraft  along 
with  David  Russell,  a  fellow  part-time 
instructor,  traveled  to  Washington 
D.C.  to  work  with  inner-city  schools 
to  teach  good  nutrition,  and  to  inform 
the  public  about  childhood  hunger  in 
this  country. 

"In  Washington  D.C.,  leaders 
and  chefs  from  all  around  the  United 
States  jomed  to  share  ideas, 
experiences  to  work  these  programs 
that  have  been  successful  in  300 
chapters  throughout  the  country," 
Kraft  said. 

As  a  result  of  Kraft's 
requested  proclamation.  Governor 
Jim  Edgar  officially  proclaimed 
October  16  as  Childhood  Hunger  Day 
in  the  state  of  Illinois. 

Paring  Childhood  Hunger  *V 


Day,  chefs  from  every  state  and 
members  of  Congress  will  meet  and 
demonstrations  will  take  place  to 
establish  better  nutritional  programs 
in  and  around  the  D.C.  area. 

"We  lobby  Congress  to  tell 
them  what  we're  about  and  what  we 
can  do  to  put  a  stop  to  childhood 
hunger,"  Kraft  said. 

Along  with  promoting  better 
nutritional  education  in  schools,  the 
program  works  with  food  recovery. 

"We  trained  people  involved 
in  the  US  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  trained  them  how  tosafely 
recover  food  left  over  from 
conventions  to  give  to  food  shelters. 

For  example  if  chicken  and  rice  was 
left  over,  we  show  them  how  to 
handle  and  store  it.  Then  we  show 
them  how  to  cook  it  again  and  get  it 
out  to  the  soup  kitchens  as  fast  as  they 
can,"  Kraft  said. 

Using  this  technique,  the 
chefs  can  create  a  safe  and  nutritional 
meal  with  the  food  they  have. 

"We  also  take  the  knowledge 
to  the  soup  kitchens,"  Kraft  said. 

According  to  Kraft,  thousands 
of  pounds  of  food  gets  thrown  out 
every  day.  Using  food  recovery,  food 
can  be  given  to  soup  kitchens  in  a  safe 
manner. 

Kraft's  work  with  the  Chef 
and  Child  Foundation  earned  him 
accreditation  on  the  CBS  national 
news  and  Fox  news. 

"Childhood  hunger  is  a 
national  and  community  problem.  We 
as  authority  figures  of  food  in 
America,  it  is  our  position  to  educate 
the  public  of  hunger  problems  and 
educate  and  raise  money  to  put  a  stop 
:  to  hunger,"  Kraft  sai iVi

EGGPLANT  PARMESAN  MARINARA  SAUCE 


INGREDIENTS: 

12  3/4  oz.  eggplant,  peeled,  1/2  in.  slices 
1  5/8  oz.  all-purpose  flour 

1  1/2  fl.  oz.  egg  wash,  as  needed 

2  3/8  oz.  dry  bread  crumbs 

1  1/2  fl.oz.  vegetable  oil,  as  needed 

1/4  tsp.  salt,  to  taste 

1/4  tsp.  black  pepper,  to  taste 

1  1/2  Marinara  sauce  (see  recipe  on  right) 

4  3/4  oz.  whole  milk  mozzarella,  grated 
1  5/8  oz.  parmesan  cheese,  grated 

PREP  STEPS: 

1.  Coat  the  eggplant  with  flour,  egg  wash,  and 
bread  crumbs  using  the  standard  breading 
procedure. 

2.  Fry  eggplant  until  golden,  and  drain  well. 
Season  with  salt  and  pepper. 

3.  Pour  a  thin  layer  of  marinara  sauce  into 
gratin  dish,  then  top  with  the  eggplant  slices. 
Cover  with  additional  sauce  and  top  with 
mozzarella.  Cover  and  bake  in  oven  for  15 
minutes.  Remove  cover  and  bake  for  additional 
6  to  8  min.  to  brown  cheese. Serve  w/parmesan. 


INGREDIENTS: 

1  1/2  oz.  onion,  small  dice 

1  1/8  tsp.  olive  oil 

3/4  ea.  garlic  clove,  minced 

1  1/4  lb.  tomato  concasse 

4  fl.  oz.  tomato  puree 

1/2  tsp.  oregano 

1  fl.  oz.  basil,  chopped 

PREP  STEPS: 

1.  Sweat  the  onions  in  the  olive  oil  until 
translucent. 


2.  Add  the  garlic  and  saute  until  aromatic. 


3.  Add  the  tomato  concasse,  tomato  puree,  and 
oregano.  Simmer  until  the  mixture  has  reduced 
to  a  thick  consistency. 


4.  Add  the  basil  and  adjust  seasoning.  The 
sauce  is  now  ready  for  use  or  it  may  be  properly 
cooled  and  stored.

The  phone  message  left 
me  with  a  dull,  numb 
feeling.. .Hans  Neufeldt,  a 
well-respected  player  and 
tennis  professional  at  the 
Rush-Copley  Complex  had 
called  my  voice  mail  to  tell 
me  that  Dan  Andresen  had 
passed  away  Monday 
morning. 

It  seemed  like  just 
yesterday  Hans  had  called 
me  about  a  promising 
young  player  who  was 
thinking  of  enrolling  at 
COD  and  playing  tennis  on 
the  men's  tennis  team.  Dan 
had  been  influenced  by  a  list 
of  top  flight  coaches:  Lance 
Gaskowski  (Dekalb  H.S.), 
Mickey  Maule  (NIU),  and 
Hans  were  all  at  the  funeral. 
The  Northern  Illinois  team 
was  there,  and  they  were  a 
touching  sight  in  their 
warm-up  uniforms  grieving 
openly  like  me. ..trying  to 
make  sense  out  of  what 
happened... comforted  by 
the  church  service  but  with 
more  questions  than 
answers. 

On  Monday  morning, 


September  22, 1997  six  days 
short  of  his  20th  birthday, 
Dan  Andresen's  life  was 
ended  prematurely  by  a 
tragic  train  accident.  Dan 
and  Heather  (girlfriend) 
were  by  the  train  tracks 

after  midnight . Dan  never 

recovered  from  massive 
head  injuries.... and  so  the 
parents  (Duwayne  and 
Sarah)  came  to  put  their  son 
to  rest. 

The  funeral  filled  the 
church  with  people  in  all 
decades  of  life.  DuPage 
team  members.  Coach  Earl 
Reed,  my  wife  and  I  all 
grieved  together,  alone  for 
Dan's  untimely  death. 

Dan's  shy  off-court 
demeanor  belied  an  intense, 
fiery  competitor  on  the 
court.  When  pressed,  Dan 
called  upon  a  "chip  on  the 
shoulder"  attitude  to  earn  a 
victory.  He  wanted  respect 
as  a  player. 

Veteran  players  seldom 
welcome  talented 
rookies... His  presence 
polarized  the  team  in  some 
ways,  mostly  because  of  his 
skill  and  potential.  Why 
wouldn't  he  be  envied? 

Dan  had  foot  speed,  good 
hands  and  a  gift  of 
perception.. ..The  kind  of 
player  who  could  see  the 
court  lines,  the  ball,  and  his 
opponent  with  triple  vision 
that  few  players  possess. 

Dan  was  humble  and 
polite.... A  #1  player  with  his 
ego  in  check,  yet  he  played 
with  an  energy  and  attitude 
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tribute  to  his  player,  friend.

Dan 
got  a  big  piece  of  my  heart. 
We  connected  well  for  a 
talented  19  year  old  and  a  56 
year  old  coach.  Our 
common  denominator  was 
our  love  of  tennis.  A  good 
family  relationship  gave  me 
a  chance  to  be  a  trusted 
coach  to  Dan.  He  loved  his 
parents,  and  his  Dad's 
support  and  encouragement 
gave  him  strong  competitive 
traits. 

I  know  that  Dan  will  be  in 
my  thoughts  from  time  to 
time.  Like  many  of  my 
former  players  who  have 
briefly  passed  through  my 
life,  there  are  pleasant,  short 
flashes.. ..The  way  Dan  used 
to  shake  his  wrist  before 
returning  serve. ..The  way 
little  habits  that  make  each 
player  their  personality  as 
unique  as  a  signature. 

Dan  graced  our  courts  as 
a  promising  young  player 
with  a  willing  work  ethic 
and  a  desire  to  keep 
improving.  He  was  an 
inspirational  leader  of  a 
championship  team.  Dan's 
effort,  heart,  and 
determination  helped  our 
team  win  last  year's 
National  Championship.  In 
heaven,  Dan,  may  your  first 
serve  always  be  in.

Board  canidates  seek  definition  in  issues

Eleven  candidates  are 
jockeying  for  three 
positions  on  the  College  of 
DuPage  Boardof  Trustees 
and  with  elections 
approaching  on  Tuesday, 
November  4th,  the 
Political  Action 
Committee  (PAC), 
representing  the  interests 
of  the  faculty,  have  not 
formally  endorsed  a 
group  of  candidates.  "We 
met  about  the  situation 
and  couldn't  come  to  a 
decision,"  said  PAC 
President  Dr.  Mark 
Meyers. 

Dr.  Meyers, 

Coordinator  of 
Manufacturing 
Technology  at  COD  has 
served  as  president  of 
PAC  for  one  year.  "We 
basically  have  a  good 
group  of  citizens  running 
for  the  Board  and  three 
members  running  for 
reelection  who  have  done 
a  good  job,  so  it  was  hard 
to  single  any  one 
candidate  out,"  explained 
Meyers. 

Faculty  and  the  board 
have  been  able  to  work 
with  relatively  little 
conflict.  While  issues  such 
as  a  clear  process  for  part- 
time  faculty  becoming 
full-time  remain 
simmering  on  the  burner, 
no  one  group  has  been 
visibly  activist  about 
pushing  the  Board  to 
address  such  matters.  "In 
my  opinion,  faculty, 
board,  administration  and 
classified  staff  are  all  out

for  the  better  of  The 
College,"  said  Meyers. 
"Part-time  and  full-time 
faculty  work  together  as  a 
team." 

It  is  true  that  the 
relationship  between  the 
Board  and  the  COD  staff 
does  keep  the  gears  of  a 
certain  decision-making 
and  fund-allotting 
efficiency  rolling,  as 
disagreements  tend  to 
absorb  the  time  of  the 
Board  members. 

Neighboring  Triton 
Community  College  in 
River  Grove  has  recently 
experienced  a  well 
publicized  head  butting 
between  board  positions 
and  faculty  interests. 

Teachers  at  Triton  had 
grievances  pertaining  to 
retirement  and  salary. 
There  was  also  a  demand 
to  produce  a  twelve 
month  work  schedule  for 


non-faculty  staff  such  as 
counselors.  Board 
members  were 
complaining  teachers 
made  enough  money.  As 
disagreements  accelerated 
and  a  pending  faculty 
strike  was  announced, 
students  asked  to  be  kept 
out  of  the  fray. 

During  the 

negotiations,  an  action 
which  placed  the  board  in 
an  more  unfavorable  light 
with  the  public  in  the 
Triton  District  was  the 
Board's  hiring  of  publicist 
Gary  Mack — who  once 
worked  for  Gov.  Jim 
Edgar — with  taxpayer 
money. 

Controversy  like  this 
has  been  avoided  at  COD, 
but  there  are  still  issues. 
Recent  and  pending 
tuition  hikes  are  of 
concern  to  students  and 
the  general  community. 


This  may  account  for  the 
large  candidate  pool. 

COD  becoming  more 
expensive  is  an  important 
issue  for  voters  to  look  at 
but  so  are  alternate 
sources  of  funding  which 
the  Board  may  use  to 
offset  raising  tuition  to 
meet  ballooning  operating 
costs.  A  number  of 
candidates  in  the  current 
board  race  have  proposed 
increasing  partnering  with 
area  corporations.  "We 
already  do  that  here  and 
partnerships  can  only  go 
so  far.  Most  corporations 
give  money  [to  COD] 
simply  because  they  like 
what  we  do  here,"  said 
Meyer.  "Partnering  is  one 
solution  but  it  is  no 
substitute  for  good,  sound 
academics  that  will  attract 
companies  to  your 
programs." 


COD  students  and  faculty  preventing  winter  ills

This  past  Tuesday,  as  late  October 
balmy  breezes  changed  into  the  icy 
biting  wind  known  to  Chicagoans  as 
"the  Hawk,"  students  who  walked 
or  hiked  to  school  sought  out  friends 
for  a  ride  home.  "I  don't  want  to  get 
sick  walking  home  in  the  cold,"said 
Sudhir  Guru. 

Catching  cold  or  even  worse, 
influenza,  is  a  common  concern  this 
time  of  year,  especially  for  students. 
Going  against  popular  belief, 
exposure  to  the  cold  air  has  little 
bearing  on  whether  or  not  a  body 
will  become  ill.  The  common  cold  or 
flu  is  actually  a  virus  and  one  only 
needs  to  come  in  contact  with  these 
microscopic  devils  to  end  up  with 
sneezing,  achy  bones  and  a  fever. 
"We  actually  see  less  instances  of  the 
flu  and  other  sickness  when  it  is 
really  cold  out  because  people  don't 


go  out  of  the  house  as  much  and 
therefore,  don't  come  in  contact  with 
each  other,"  said  Valerie  Burke, 
Coordinator  of  Health  and  Special 
Services. 

Health  Services  is  presently  giving 
influenza  vaccinations  to  students 
for  $5  and  for  free  to  faculty  and 
staff.  These  classifications  of 
employees  began  to  receive  free 
shots  on  this  past  week  after  David 
Guthridge,  Operations  Manager  for 
Custodial  Operations,  pushed  to  get 
his  staff  immunized  for  free. 

Flu  shots  immunize  a  person  from 
the  three  most  prevalent  strains  of 
the  virus  in  a  given  year.  When  a 
large  number  of  people  are 
immunized  in  a  concentrated,  these 
people  with  high  immune  resistance 
become  stop  gaps  between  potential 
carriers.  Immunization  can  reduce 
the  workload  for  the  Health  Services 
center. 

Medical  experts  are  changing  their

The 
registered  nurse  took  her  to  Health 
Services.

There  are  not  enough  tickets 
available  to  seat  everyone  who 
was  interested-  that  is  just  not 
possible.

Students  ask:  Why 


can’t  we  watch  too? 


Why  were  tickets  to  the  Arts 
Center's  primary  performance 
sold  out  before  students  had  an 
opportunity  to  learn  about  their 
existence? 

The  Smothers  Brothers  show 
sold  all  of  its  tickets,  with  few 
exceptions,  prior  to  the  start  of 
classes  when  students  were  not 
yet  on  campus  to  learn  of  the 
Arts  Center's  production 
schedule. 

While  it  is  good  that  the  show 
sold  out,  it  seems  unfair  that 
many  of  the  students  who  would 
be  interested  in  attending  such  a 
major  production  were  unaware 
of  the  event. 

In  order  to  have  made  the 
students  aware,  brochures  could 
have  been  sent  out  to  all  the 
students.  Or,  if  that  is  too  costly, 
space  could  have  been  bought 
within  the  Quarterly  to  inform 
them.  Another  suggestion? 
Tickets  for  a  specific  section  of 
the  theater  could  have  been 
saved,  to  sell  after  classes 
started. 

Any  one  of  these  ideas  would 


inform  more  potential  ticket 
buyers,  even  if  all  of  them  didn't 
buy  for  this  particular  show.  Just 
informing  students  about  the 
kinds  of  productions  the  Arts 
Center  sponsors  would  help  to 
generate  a  new  audience. 

Since  the  Quarterly  is  already 
mailed  to  every  student,  this 
alternative  seems  the  most 
efficient,  and  better  in  the  long 
run,  since  it  reaches  the  most 
students  on  a  regular  basis. 

Students  who  are  not 
interested  could  simply 
disregard  the  information,  or 
those  that  are  interested  could 
use  the  information  to  their 
advantage,  and  at  least  try  to  get 
tickets  when  there  is  still  a 
chance. 

The  show  did  sell  all  of  its 
tickets.  As  a  business  this  is 
most  understandably  the  Arts 
Center's  primary  concern.  A 
major  concern  of  the  students, 
however,  is  to  feel  included  in 
the  activities  on  campus. 

It  would  seem  that  the  fair 
alternative  would  be  to  make 
tickets  available  to  students  first. 


and  then  if  there  were  any  left, 
offer  them  to  the  non-student 
community. 

No  tuition  dollars  are  spent  on 
productions  in  the  Arts  Center. 
However,  this  is  still  a  college 
campus,  and  it  seems  that  if  the 
Smothers  Brothers  are 
knowingly  performing  at  a 
college,  the  majority  of  the 
audience  members  should  be 
college  students,  regardless  of 
the  where  the  money  comes 
from.

Future  nurses  learn  about  patient

A  transcultural  discussion  panel 
entertained  a  group  of  nursing 
students  on  Tuesday  while 
informing  them  of  the  special  needs 
certain  cultural  patients  in  order  to 
treat  them  more  effectively. 

The  purpose  of  the  lecture  was  to 
inform  the  nursing  students  from  a 
medical  professional,  multi-cultural 
point  of  view.  They  also  compared 
the  medical  techniques  and  methods 
used  in  some  cultures  to  America. 

Representatives  from  the 
Philippines,  Taiwan,  Argentina,  and 
India  lined  the  panel  row. 

Dr.  Shuby  Dewan,  author  of 
"India:  Questions  of  Culture"  began 
the  lecture  with  her  concepts  of 
dealing  with  multicultural  patients. 

Dewan  speaking  from  her  Indian 
background,  explained  the  "concept 
of  three"  which  says  the  body,  mind, 
and  soul  are  inter-linked  and 
interdependent.  The  belief  that  if  the 
body  is  ill,  the  mind  is  ill,  is  widely 
practiced. 

Also  karma  has  an  important  role 
in  Indian  medicine.  They  believe 
that  if  one  abuses  body,  the  body 
will  abuse  it.  If  nurses  are  aware  of

different  cultures,  they  will  be  more 
sensitive  to  their  patients  needs. 

Indian  medical  methods 
encourage  the  philosophy  of 
prevention  as  being  better  than  the 
cure.  Meaning  that  not  smoking  and 
exercising  regularly  would  prevent 
disease.  In  some  indian  homes, 
shoes  must  be  taken  off  prior  to 
entering  because  of  the  germs  they 
carry. 

In  India  excessive  hand-washing 
is  not  considered  an  obsessive 
compulsive  disorder,  but  a  way  of 
life. 


Pedro  Luchini  from  Argentina 
talked  about  the  differences  in  the 
treatment  of  patients  in  America  as 
compared  to  his  native  country. 

Even  though  he  is  not  a  medical 
professional,  he  was  asked  to  talk 
because  of  his  background. 

He  told  us  about  his  American 
friend  who  was  struggling  with  her 
symptoms  for  nine  years  before  a 
doctor  finally  believed  her  and 
recognized  them  as  cancer.  Luchini 
was  shocked  at  this,  for  it  would 
never  happen  in  his  country. 

"There's  too  much  emphasis  on 
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sensitivity 

healthcare,  when  they  should  be 
concentrating  on  living  their  life," 
Luchini  said. 

He  was  surprised  at  the  fact  that 
Americans  doctors  sometimes  don't 
believe  their  patients  about  their 
symptoms.. 

Professor  Phoebe  Amago  has 
been  part  of  the  nursing  program  for 
twenty  years.  She  grew  up  in  the 
Philippines  and  received  a  masters 
degree  in  Chicago  at  Loyola. 

She  shared  with  the  nursing 
students  the  Philippino  technique  of 
healing,  and  ways  to  better  treat 
philippino  patients. 

Amago  cited  an  example  from  her 
own  family.  When  her  father-in-law 
had  a  heart  attack,  the  nurse  went 
out  of  her  way  to  supply  the  family 
with  extra  pillows  and  blankets  so 
the  whole  family  could  camp  out  in 
the  room. 

The  purpose  of  the  lectures  was  to 
stress  the  importance  of  caring  for 
the  patient  in  accordance  with  their 
cultural  sensitivity. 

Many  times  words  and  meanings 
can  get  mixed  up  in  the  translation. 
Nurses  must  be  aware  of  this  and 
treat  them  accordingly. 

After  the  lecture,  the  nurses 
watched  a  balloon  carrying  wishes 
they  had  filled  out  on  pieces  of

English  Professor  Mary  Holdway 
wanted  to  make  her  students  more 
than  tourists  when  she  developed 
the  curriculum  for  her  field  learning 
class  entitled  "Pilsen,  a  Mexican- 
American  Community". 

On  any  given  Saturday  along  18th 
Street  in  the  Pilsen  neighborhood, 
on  the  Southside  of  Chicago,  one  can 
see  tour  groups  exit  a  van  with 
Minnesota  license  plates  and  walk 
around  to  gaze  at  the  many  murals 
in  the  neighborhood. 

Later  in  the  afternoon,  members 
of  that  same  group  might  be  seen 
eating  with  a  puzzled  look  on  their 
face  as  they  try  a  taco  with  lengua, 
(beef  tongue),  for  the  first  time. 

Holdway  became  interested  in  the 
neighborhood  when  she  was 
enrolled  in  Spanish  classes  at  a 
neighborhood  school,  Spanish 
Language  &  Cultural  Center. 

"The  [teacher's]  system  was  to  get 
us  out  of  the  classroom  and  into  the 
community  to  use  Spanish.  As  I 
began  to  know  the  community 
better,  I  began  to  realize  that  it  was  a 
rich  resource  for  cultural  and 
international  education.  Pilsen  is  not 
just  a  neighborhood,  its  a  way  of  life. 
Most  students  don't  have  the 
thousands  of  dollars  it  takes  to  go  to 
another  country.  Others  have  jobs 
and  families.  The  closest  simulation 
is  a  place  like  Pilsen  where  the 
culture  is  maintained  as  it  is  in 
Mexico,"  Holdway  said 

Holdway  began  to  develop  the 
class  with  the  intent  of  facilitating  a 
shared  experience  where  COD 
students  and  people  from  the  Pilsen 
community  took  the  class  together.. 

"I  didn't  want  students  to  just  go 
in  and  take  something  away  from 
the  community,  I  wanted  us  to  give 
something  back.  Encouraging 
students  to  create  a  long  term 
relationship  with  the  community  is 
one  of  my  objectives  for  the  class," 
said  Holdway. 

Holdway  felt  the  class  should  be 
more  than  an  exercise  in  sociology 
field  work,  creating  an  us-them 
relationship  between  suburban 
students  and  inner  city  residents. 

"I  hope  we  are  nurturing  a  sense 
of  comfort  with  our  students  and 
eventually,  trust  with  the  people  ir 


;  the  neighborhood,"  Holdway  said. 

Meeting  on  alternating  Friday 
evenings  for  lectures  and  spending 
entire  Saturdays  in  Pilsen,  students 
experience  the  dynamics  of  life  in  a. 
small  Mexican-American  town. 
Bounded  by  Western  Avenue,  16th 
Street,  Blue  Island  Avenue  on  the 
i  South  and  the  Dan  Ryan  expressway 
|  to  the  east.  The  area  known  as  Pilsen 
|  has  been  a  main  gateway  for 
|  Mexican  immigrants  coming  into 
:  Chicago  since  the  50's. 

By  the  late  60's,  Pilsen  had 
become  a  center  for  activity  for 
Mexican-American  and  other  Latin- 
American  artists.  With  the  political 
changes  of  the  same  time,  many 
Mexican-American  activists  and 
advocates  for  the  poor  began  to 
focus  on  Pilsen. 

Filled  with  writers,  professors, 
musicians  and  other  intriguing 
figures.  Holdway  supplements  her 
own  lectures  with  talks  by  these 
Pilsen  neighbors  so  students  can 
come  to  know  first-hand  resources. 

Part  of  the  eight  hour  Saturdays 
spent  in  Pilsen  is  at  a  local 
restaurant  where  students  become 
acquainted  with  a  wide  variety  of 
regional  dishes,  mostly  from 
Northern  Mexico.  Students  are 
required  to  detail  their  experiences 
and  follow  up  with  their  reflections 
in  a  journal. 

In  addition  to  the  required 
reading.  Holdway  dialogues  with 
students  about  how  they  might 
want  to  direct  their  academic  study 
about  the  neighborhood  as  it  relates 
to  Mexican  and  Mexican-American 
culture.  As  soon  as  a  "well  I  was 
thinking. . ."  slides  from  her  student's 
mouth.  Holdway  has  shoved 
another  book  in  her  hand  and  has 
explained  the  relevancy  of  the  text  to 
the  student's  chosen  topic. 

Hold  way  makes  papers  and 
summaries  of  books  students  read 
feel  like  submissions  to  a  prestigious 
journal  by  introducing  every  topic 
as  "important  documentation." 

"Let's  investigate  the  possibilities," 
Hold  way  said. 

Around  Pilsen,  dusty  hardware 
stores,  panderias,  (Mexican 
bakeries),  grocery  stores  with 
delicatessens  offering  cow's  tripe  for 
menudo  and  salad  made  from 
cactus  leaves  co-exist  with  art 
galleries,  storefronts  housing 


through  field  learning  class 


community  organizations,  and 
coffeehouses.  As  a  Mexican  and 
Latino  neighborhood,  the  Pilsen  area 
is  unique  in  the  entire  United  States. 

"The  difference  between  Miami 
and  Pilsen  is  that  the  barrio  here  is 
intensely  Mexican.  The  only  thing 
missing  is  Mexican  classical  music," 
Holdway  said. 

Miami,  a  city  that  has  become 
almost  entirely  Spanish  speaking, 
has  many  more  Caribbean  and 
South  American  transplants. 

Other  city's  neighborhoods 
boasting  a  Spanish-Speaking 
majority  have  plenty  of  businesses 
catering  to  the  daily  necessities  of  its 
respective  immigrant  groups. 

Pilsen  is  unrivaled  in  the  way 
locals  celebrate  heritage  on  a  daily 
basis.  The  atmosphere  of  this  area, 
directly  south  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  Chicago  campus  feels  like  a 
progressive,  intellectually  bent 
college  town  like  Madison, 

Wisconsin  set  down  in  the  Northern 
Mexican  State  of  Jalisco. 

Even  after  graduating  from 
college,  many  twenty-somethings  of 
Mexican  descent  choose  to  settle  in 
Pilsen  rather  than  typical  Northside 
neighborhoods  or  the  suburbs. 

Rick  Rodriguez  is  a  returning 
Honors  Student  who  grew  up  in 
Pilsen. 

"C>ur  first  home  was  on  17th 
Street,"  said  Rodriguez,  brushing 
back  his  salt-and-pepper  curly  hair 
as  he  leaned  back  in  his  chair  and 
recalled  moving  to  the  then  Polish 
and  Czechoslovakian  neighborhood 
in  the  mid  1940's. 

"Back  then,  I  stuck  out  like  a  sore 


thumb  and  was  the  focus  of  jokes 
and  name  calling.  People  knew 
nothing  about  Hispanics,  all  they 
knew  is  we  were  darker  skinned  and 
we  spoke  a  different  language.Back 
then  I  always  had  to  prove  myself, 
so  I  excelled  in  school, "Rodriguez 
said. 

Rodriguez  left  Chicago  for  the 
Air  Force  when  he  was 
seven teenyears  old.  After  traveling 
the  world  and  working  for  the 
Pentagon,  he  returned  to  his  old 
neighborhood  and  started  a  family. 
In  1963,  he  moved  to  the  suburbs. 

"Quality  of  life  had  degenerated, 
the  local  school  was  going  downhill, 
and  I  didn't  like  to  see  how  the 
power  structure  was  exploiting  the 
people  in  the  neighborhood.  I 
always  made  a  point  to  visit  the  old 
neighborhood  and  bring  my 
children  so  they  would  always 
know  where  there  roots  are  tied," 
Rodriguez  said. 

Resting  for  lunch  at  the  Cafe 
Jumping  Bean  where  a  group  of 
students  are  painting  a  Dia  de  los 
Muertos  (Day  of  the  Dead)  mural  on 
the  window  based  on  a  etching  by 
the  Mexican  artist,  Posada,  and 
Spanish  alternative  rock  mixes  in 
with  The  Cure,  students  muse  over 
the  meanings  of  what  they've  seen. 

Eric  Caracuaro  is  a  first  year  COD 
student  of  Mexican  descent  who 
took  the  class  to  explore  his  own 
cultural  roots.  "I  have  a  brother  and 
three  sisters.  I  was  the  only  one  bom 
in  the  United  States.  I  want  to  know 
more  about  history  so  when 
someone  asks  me.  I’ll  be  able  to  tell 
it,"  Caracuaro  said.

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HIV  testing  offered  with  confidentiality

The  Health  and  Special  Services 
offers  free,  confidential  HIV  testing 
that  combines  quick  two  week  results 
with  personal  security. 

During  this  day  and  age,  HTV 
testing  is  essential  to  fighting  the 
terrible  AIDS  epidemic.  Statistically, 
numbers  of  AIDS  cases  only  include 
cases  that  are  reported. 

Many  HIV  infected  people  are  not 
aware  of  their  illness  because  they 
could  not  take  the  time  to  get  tested. 

More  and  more  teenagers  are  being 
infected  with  the  virus  and  are 
unknowingly  spreading  to  other 
people. 

By  offering  a  convenient  location 
and  hours,  the  Health  and  Special 
Services  in  conjunction  with  the 
DuPage  County  Health  Department 
make  a  difficult  situation  a  little 
easier. 

Students  can  call  (630)  942-2154  or 
stop  by  IC  2001  to  set  up  an 
appointment. 

“The  testing  is  strictly  anonymous. 
We  ask  the  students  age,  sex,  and 
some  kind  of  first  name,  it  doesn't 
have  to  be  their  own.  Then  they 
become  a  number  and  we  have  no 
contact  with  them  after  the 
appointment,"  Val  Burke, 
Coordinator  of  the  Health  and  Special 
Services,  said. 

After  the  initial  appointment  is  set 
up,  the  student  is  given  a  room 
number  to  where  the  test  will  take 
place. 

The  room  number  is  not  publicly 
displayed  and  protects  the 
confidentiality  of  the  student. 

The  test  takes  place  in  a  faculty 
office  so  the  student  won't  feel 


uneasy  about  getting  tested  in  a  place 
where  everyone  knows  it's  a  HIV 
testing  room. 

According  to  Burke,  the  faculty 
office  works  out  better  because  the 
student  can  come  in  and  sit  down, 
and  go  virtually  unnoticed  while 
people  go  in  and  out. 

The  people  passing  by  have  no  idea 
HIV  testing  takes  place  in  the  office, 
in  turn  making  the  student  more 
comfortable  about  his  or  her 
confidentiality. 

Also  when  students  get  tested  at 


the  school,  they  are  more  likely  to 
retrieve  the  results.  At  the  DuPage 
County  Health  Department,  there  are 
times  when  results  aren't  picked  up. 

The  location  and  convenience  of  the 
testing  encourages  students  to  take 
the  time  to  do  something  that  has  to 
be  done. 

To  ensure  an  appointment,  Burke 
encourages  students  who  wish  to  be 
tested  to  make  the  appointment  a 
couple  weeks  ahead  of  time. 

According  to  Burke,  the 
appointments  are  usually  filled  each 


testing  day,  but  sometimes  there  is  a 
cancellation  and  a  person  without  an 
appointment  can  get  tested  that  day. 
In  addition  to  offering  HIV  testing, 
the  Health  and  Special  Services  can 
set  up  counseling  sessions  with  a 
professional  from  the  DuPage  County 
Health  Department. 

"Anybody  who  has  any  questions 
about  risky  behavior  or  diseases 
should  make  a  half  hour  appointment 
to  meet  with  a  professional  from  the 
DuPage  County  Health  Department," 
Burke  said. 

Although  the  Health  and  Special 
Services  simply  provide  a  location  for 
the  HIV  testing  and  counseling,  they 
are  extremely  knowledgeable  and  are 
open  to  any  questions. 

"We  stay  out  the  testing  and 
personal  part  of  the  testing,  but  if 
anyone  has  any  questions  about  the 
HIV  or  AIDS  epidemic,  we  have  lots 
of  material,  and  I  have  a  vast 
knowledge  of  the  subject,"  Burke 
said. 

According  to  Burke,  the  sooner 
HIV  infected  people  are  tested,  the 
sooner  life-saving  treatment  can 
begin. 

"HIV  positive  patients  can  be  more 
aware  of  their  illness  and  not  to  put 
others  at  risk.  They  can  change  their 
lifestyle,  eat  more  healthy,  and  extend 
their  life,"  Burke  said. 

Anyone  is  welcome  to  stop  by  and 
ask  questions.  They  can  help  students 
who  are  writing  a  term  paper  about 
the  HIV  virus  or  AIDS,  because  they 
have  a  lot  of  pamphlets,literature,  and 
information. 

The  free  HIV  testing  is  offered  on 
Mondays  and  Tuesdays  by 
appointment.  You  will  receive  the 
results  in  two  weeks.

Chambers  feels  that  the  central  issue  for  the 
Board  to  address  is  the  rising  cost  of  tuition. 

"There  are  other  ways,  other  sources  to  fund 
costs  at  the  college  besides  raising  tuition." 

Mr.  Chambers  resides  in  Glendale  Heights  with 
his  wife.  He  has  two  adult  sons.

The  Arts  Center  Mainstage  has 
865  seats,  and  when  the  Smothers 
Brothers  performed  Monday  night, 
every  one  of  them  was  filled. 

And  judging  by  the  audience's 
applause,  nobody  went  home 
disappointed. 

The  most  renowned  act  of  the  Arts 
Center's  eleventh  touring  season,  the 
brotherly  duo  have  been  entertaining 
audiences  for  over  35  years  with  their 
mixture  of  family-oriented  humor 
and  offbeat  folk  music. 

The  Smothers'  Arts  Center 
performance  sold  out  within  a  month 
of  its  announcement,  this  August. 

From  the  opening  announcement, 
"Ladies  and  gentlemen,  for  tonight's 
show  only,  the  part  of  Dick  Smothers 
will  be  played  by  Marv  Albert,"  the 
show  was  a  fast-paced  affair  laced 
with  satirical  humor. 

Referring  to  their  classic  squabbles 
over  which  one  their  mother 
preferred.  Tommy  announced, 
"Actually,  the  real  Smothers  Brothers 
passed  away  back  in  the  '60s.  We're 
Eric  and  Lyle  Menendez-  and  we 
don't  care  who  mom  liked  best." 

As  they  have  done  for  years,  the 
brothers  poked  fun  at  politics- 
specifically  dishonest  politicians. 
"George  Washington  said,  'I  cannot 
tell  a  lie/  Richard  Nixon  said,  'I 
cannot  tell  the  truth,'  and  Bill  Clinton 
I  said,  'I  can't  tell  the  difference.'" 


Tommy  quipped  during  a  rendition 
|  of  "Michael  Row  Your  Boat  Ashore." 
I  Music  played  a  big  part  in  their 
performance.  Tommy's  fluid  acoustic 
guitar  and  Dick's  upright  bass 
matched  their  vocal  harmonies 
perfectly  on  songs  ranging  from 
|  English  show  tunes  to  Spanish  love 
operettas. 

In  all  their  years  of  performing 
together,  the  Smothers  have  probably 
I  never  finished  a  song,  and  Monday 
night's  show  was  no  exception.  One 
song  ended  up  with  Tommy  and 
|  piano  player  Michael  Preddy 
engaged  in  a  send-up  of  "Dueling 
Banjos,"  and  another  was  ended 
1  prematurely  because.  Tommy 
claimed  that  the  piano  player  bribed 


him  to  wreck  it. 

But  the  biggest  applause  of  the 
night  was  reserved  for  the  "Yo-Yo 
|  Man,"  a  part  that  Tommy  has  been 
perfecting  for  over  ten  years.  The 
closing  part  of  show,  Dick  made 
irreverently  funny  observations  while 
his  brother  dazzled  the  crowd  with 
his  mastery  of  the  Duncan  Imperial. 

The  Smothers  are,  perhaps,  best 
|  known  for  "The  Smothers  Brothers 
Comedy  Hour,"  a  television  variety 
|  show  that  they  hosted  in  the  late  '60s. 
The  groundbreaking  show  was 
cancelled  in  1969,  largely  due  to  Tom 
|  and  Dick's  frequent  criticisms  of  the 
1  Johnson  and  Nixon  administrations, 

|  as  well  as  the  VietNam  War. 

The  Arts  Center  audience  was 


comprised  mostly  of  older  "baby 
boomers,"  who  have  followed  the 
duo  for  years,  but  there  was  also  a 
smattering  of  college  -aged  people 
present. 

One  23  year  old  student  in 
attendance  said  that  he  has  "listened 
to  them  for  years."  "My  dad  played 
me  their  records  when  I  was  a  kid." 

The  brothers'  stop  at  COD  was 
part  of  a  two-week  tour  that  began  in 
New  Hampshire. 

The  next  Arts  Center  touring 
production  will  be  a  production  by 
the  River  North  Dance  Company  on 
Saturday,  Oct.  25  at  8  p.m.  Tickets  are

Before  their  performance  at  the 
Arts  Center,  Tommy  and  Dick 
Smothers  sat  down  with  the  Courier 
to  discuss  subjects  ranging  from  their 
ordeals  with  television  networks  in 
the  '60s  to  their  current  touring 
schedule. 

When  asked  if  they  felt  an  affinity 
towards  college  audiences,  the 
brothers  were  indifferent.  "College 
students  have  changed  so  much,  "said 
Dick.  When  we  first  started  we  were 
doing  college  concerts  in 
gymnasiums."  "Now  it's  mostly  gray 
haired  people  who  come  see  us," 

Tom  added.  "We'll  play  the 
occasional  parent's  weekend  and  the 
parents  are  all  excited  to  see  us,"  Tom 
continued,  "and  their  kids  are  saying 
'Who  are  they?"' 

Network  censorship  crippled  the 
Smothers'  promising  television 
careers  in  1969.  Their  brand  of 
political  satire  was  deemed  too 
cutting  edge  for  the  Vietnam  era. 

They  see  little  important  change  in 
network  policies. 

Tom  said,  "There's  an  illusion  of 
freedom,  that  there's  no  censorship 
because  of  the  material  people  are 
using  now  that's  basically  sexual, 
narcissistic,  self-indulgent."  Tom 
continued,  "It's  the  illusion  of  'Boy, 
aren't  we  getting  away  with  a  lot 


now.'" 

Although  they  speak  of  many  of 
today's  comedians  with  disdain,  they 
did  have  high  praise  for  former 
Saturday  Night  Live  news  anchor 
Dennis  Miller.  "If  we  could  be  as 
smart  as  Dennis  Miller,"  pined 
Tommy.  "If  they  put  the  Dennis 
Miller  show  on  prime  time  on 
Sunday  night  when  there  was  only 
three  channels,"  Dick  added,  alluding 
to  their  own  clashes  with  network 
brass, "they'd  be  off  in  a  second." 

Other  comedians  the  brothers 
named  as  having  potential  for  staying 
power  like  theirs  included  Jerry 
Seinfeld,  Gary  Shandling,  and  Robin 
Williams.  Tom  cautioned,  "I  don't 
know  if  there's  going  to  be  the 
longevity  of  other  acts.  I  think 
everyone's  frame  of  celebrity  is 
becoming  shorter-lived." 

Both  spoke  with  fondness  for  their 
contemporaries,  Richard  Pryor,  Bill 
Cosby  and  Bob  Newhart.  "We've  all 
been  in  the  business  for  35-40  years." 
Tom  said  "and  we're  just  riding  out 
I  the  tail  end  of  our  (career)  and  seeing 
how  far  it  goes,"  he  laughed. 

Discussing  the  legacy  of  their  work 
on  television,  Tom  does  not  see  much 
significance.  "We  were  kind  of  a 
celebrated  moment  at  the  time,  but  | 
there's  no  enduring  legacy,  to  us." 

In  discussing  their  very  public 
family  relationship,  Dick  sees 
similarities  to  another  family  in  the

public  eye.  "Dick's  like  Diana  and  I'm 
more  like  Fergie.  For  Di,  public  life 
was  really  hard,  and  here's  Fergie 
having  such  a  good  time  with  it."  He 
summarized,  "I  think  I  find  this 
relationship  easier." 

Tom  acts  dumb  on  stage,  but  Dick 


sees  reality  otherwise.  "Tommy's  the 
intellect  and  intellectual  people  are 
never  happy."  He  advised  "You  need 
a  certain  amount  of  foolish  stupidity 
to  enjoy  life."  Dick  concluded  "A  lot 
of  people  think  we're  ally  smart- 
but  that's  their  problem."

Despite  two  losses  on  the  week,  coach  Luann  Zimmick  has  her  second- 
ranked  team  playing  solid  volleyball.

World's  first  marathon  robot  prepares  for  UK 
race 

LONDON,  Oct  15  (Reuters)  -  A  robot  called  Rogerr  is 
bidding  to  become  the  first  robot  in  the  world  to 
race  in  a  half-marathon. 

The  three-wheeled,  bathtub-shaped  runner  has  been 
entered  ina  13.1  mile  (21  km)  race  later  this  month  by 
students  and  professors  of  cybernetics  at  England's 
Reading  University. 

Rogerr,  named  after  the  first  human  sub-four- 
minute  miler,  Roger  Bannister  of  Britain,  is  not  expected  to 
win  the  race  mainly  because  he  is  a  heat-seeking  robot 
who  must  follow  rather  than  lead. 

"He  is  going  round  with  me,  so  we  expect  him  to  do 
six  or  seven  miles  an  hour  and  finish  in  about  two  hours, 

10  minutes.  But  it  will  be  a  world  record  |ust  finishing," 
said  Kevin  Warrick,  professor  of  cybernetics  at  Reading. 

Warwick  said  the  robot,  which  operates  completely 
autonomously  through  a  complex  system  of  sensors,  could 
help  research  and  development  into  intelligent 
wheelchairs  and  other  vehicles. 

The  half  marathon  is  being  run  on  October  26  in 
Bracknell,  southern  England,  a  few  miles  from  Reading.

Board  candidates  speak  in  Hinsdale 

Many  see  need  to  diversify  funding  sources,  stop  tuition  increases

Hinsdale  residents  gathered  on 
Tuesday  at  the  community  House  on 
Madison  and  Eighth  Streets  to 
become  familiar  with  College  of 
DuPage  District  205  Board  of 
Trustees  candidates. 

Elections  on  November  4  in 
DuPage  County  also  include  the 
local  school  District,  and  after  panels 
for  the  local  elementary  school 
board  candidates  finished,  the 
crowd  thinned  out  to  a  group  of  less 
than  30  people. 

The  American  Association  of 
University  Women  and  the  Hinsdale 
League  of  Women  Voters  sponsored 
the  event. 

Panels  were  moderated  by  Pamela 
Lannon,  the  managing  editor  of  The 
Doings  Newspapers  which  circulate 
in  Southwest  DuPage  county. 

Donald  Dalton  began  the  series  of 
three-minute  speeches.  Dalton 
introduced  himself  by  explaining  the 
cause  of  his  disability,  a  swimming 
accident  in  1969  which  left  him 
paralyzed  from  the  neck  down.  "I 
want  to  emphasize  down,"  said 
Dalton,  indicating  the  injury  has  not 
affected  his  mental  abilities.  His 
platform  focuses  on  bringing  greater 
fiscal  responsibility  to  the  Board. 
Dalton  did  not  speak  about  his 
history  of  advocacy  for  people  with 
disabilities  as  printed  literature  for 
his  campaign  detailed. 

Dalton  ran  for  the  board  six  years 
ago.  He  lost  by  188  votes. 

Practically  every  other  candidate 
continued  by  taking  the  board  and 
incumbents  on  the  panel  to  task  for 
financial  management  of  the 
Operating  Fund.  Joe  Chambers, 
who  is  running  on  a  slate  with 
Michael  McKinnon  and  Dr.  Robert 
Seaton  followed  second,  speaking  of 
his  tenure  on  the  Glendale  Heights 
Library  board,  the  library's 
partnerships  with  COD  and  the  need 
for  Business  Development 
partnerships. 

Michael  Donnelan  followed, 
promising  to  "work  in  concert  with

other  Board  members  and  promote 
educational  services  at  the  College." 

Dr.  Donald  Fisher  was  first  to 
speak  from  the  three  current  board 
members  seeking  re-election.  "It 
takes  two  good  years  to  be  an 
effective  board  member,"  said 
Fisher,  subtly  urging  potential 
voters  to  depend  on  experience. 

Fisher  did  not  discuss  past  tuition 
raises  instituted  by  the  board  to 


offset  the  imbalance  between  state 
and  local  funding  for  the  general 
Operating  Fund  of  the  school. 

Carol  Payette,  who  is  also 
speaking  for  re-election  framed  the 
decision  to  raise  tuition  as  a  "last 
resort"  taken  by  the  board,  but  did 
not  state  whether  or  not  more  or  less 
could  be  done.

By  asserting  Senate  Resolution 
97.4,  Senate  Rules  Chair,  John  "Jack" 
Dusik  introduced  SGA's  official 
response  to  Governor  Edgar's  veto 
of  a  bill  allowing  student  trustees  at 
four  year  colleges  to  have  a  deciding 
vote  on  the  board. 

Edgar  said  he  would  consider  a 
revised  version  of  Illinois  State 
Assembly  Bill  HR923  if  the  bill 
would  change  the  status  of  the 
student  trustee  position  to  an 
appointed  one. 

While  the  bill  does  not  directly 
affect  community  colleges  Dusik 
explained  that  in  Illinois, 
community  colleges  typically  follow 
the  lead  of  four  year  institutional 
policy  changes. 

Dusik's  resolution  also  disagrees 
with  the  findings  of  a  committee 
headed  by  acting  student  trustee 
Ken  Panfilio  which  stated  that  the 
Student  Trustee  to  the  COD  board 
should  also  become  an  appointed 
position  because  poor  election 
turnouts  show  students  are  not 
interested  in  voting  for  their  trustee. 

Panfilio  won  in  a  two-person  race 


where  only  136  students  trickled 
into  the  voting  booth  to  select  their 
trustee. 

The  SGA  senate  unanimously 
endorsed  97.4  after  discussion  about 
how  to  improve  turnout  for  the 
student  trustee  election. 

"Not  voting  does  not  abnegate  the 
right  to  vote,"  commented  SGA 
President,  Mark  Faulkner. 

"This  is  a  major  move  today, 
defining  our  position  as  student 
representatives  and  the  active  role 
we  are  beginning  to  take,"  said 
Dusik. 

"This  signifies  our  attitudes 
towards  proposals  to  compromise 
the  student  body  as  a  whole  and 
democratic  principles  in  general,"  he 
continued. 

Commenting  on  Panfilio’s 
relationship  to  his  constituency 
Dusik  said,  "Ken  Panfilio  is  not 
looking  out  for  the  student  body's 
interest." 

Strategizing  to  get  students  more 
engaged  in  issues  and  aware  that  the 
student  government  can  do  more 
was  a  dominant  theme. 

Senator  Andrew  Locke  reported 
to  the  senate  on  ongoing  efforts  to 
get  clubs  more  involved  through  the

The  majority  of  the  others  in  the 
field  took  a  more  critical  tone 
towards  the  decisions  of  the  current 
board.  Michael  McKinnon,  Robert 
Seaton,  and  David  Krane  all  strongly 
emphasized  their  interest  in 
developing  corporate  partnering  to 
offset  other  funding  sources. 

Dr.  Robert  Me  Cray  stated 
community  colleges  are  now  "in 
competition  with  virtual 
Universities  [on  the  internet]." 

"There  is  a  problem  with 
complacency  because  we  are  so  used 
to  hearing  that  we  are  number  one 
and  when  you  begin  to  believe  you 
are  number  one,  its  time  to  start 
worrying,"  said  Me  Cray.

With  the  Board  of  Trustees 
election  nearing,  it  is 
necessary  to  recognize  that 
each  vote  is  imperative. 

To  cast  a  vote  in  the  Board 
of  Trustees  election  on 
November  fourth,  is  to  take 
control  over  the  processes  that 
directlv  affect  COD. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is 
arguably  the  most  powerful 
and  influential  committee  at 
COD.  The  decisions  this 
board  makes  can  directly 
impact  the  lives  of  anyone 
associated  with  the  school,  be 
they  students,  faculty,  or  staff. 

The  Board  is  officially 
designated  the  responsibility 
of  "establishing  policy  for  the 
financing,  governance, 
operation,  and  administration 
or  College  of  DuPage". 

Within  these  guidelines,  the 
trustees  make  decisions  that 
affect  the  everyday  lives  of 
anyone  on  campus. 

Decisions  such  as  hiring  and 
firing  the  president  is 
ultimately  their  decision. 
Other  charges  include  making 


coUege  policies,  changing 
tuition  rates,  and  reviewmg 
bids  for  purchase  and  sale  of 
college  property. 

Whether  recognized  or  not, 
these  decisions  affect  every 
single  person  who  is  affiliated 
with  this  campus—  this  is  an 
important  election. 

Currently  there  are  twelve 
candidates  vying  for  the  three 
available  positions  on  the 
committee.  The  priorities  of 
these  candidates  range,  with 
each  hoping  to  address  the 
issues  that  he  or  she  deems 
important. 

This  is  precisely  why  it  is 
critical  to  consider  what  is 
important,  while  there  is  still 
time  to  research  facts.  Once 
the  trustees  are  in  position  on 
the  board,  complaints  and 
reevaluations  are  too  late. 

Now  is  the  time  to  review  the 
candidates'  proposals,  and 
decide  what  is  really  of 
necessity. 

Each  candidate  hopes  to 
achieve  a  different  goal  if 
elected  to  the  board.  The  duty 
of  each  registered  voter  in

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1 938  Laws  Do  Not  Fit  1 997 
Workplace 

The  1938  Fair  Labor  Standards 
Act  sent  the  workweek  at  40  hours 
and  required  that  any  additional 
hours  worked  be  paid  at  one  and  a 
half  times  the  base  hourly  wage. 

The  law  made  workers  hourly 
employees  unless  they  met  certain 


criteria  to  exempt  them.  Sales 
employees  who  work  away  from 
their  employer's  premise,  in  the  law  § 
referred  to  as"outside  salesmen", 
were  exempt,  allowing  them  to 
work  as  many  hours  as  they  wished, 
when  they  wished,  and  for  a 
commission  if  they  so  choose.  This 
exemption  was  granted  on  the  idea 
that  professional  sales  people  work 
irregular  hours  due  to  their  need  to 
serve  their  customers'  schedules  and  f 
they  generally  work  on  commission 
as  opposed  to  an  hourly  wage. 

In  1938,  these  salespeople  were 
"outside",  communicating  to  their 
customers  by  traveling  from  town  to 
town  and  visiting  customers  in 


person.  In  1997,  with  the  advent  of 
fax,  computers,  e-mail,  the  internet, 
modems,  and  advanced 
telecommunications,  the  once 
outside  sales  force  has  moved 
inside.  These  "inside  sales  people" 
can  work  at  one  location-  at  an 
office,  or  even  at  home. 
Communications,  paying  for  goods, 
and  other  transactions  can  be  done 
electronically.  The  once  outside 
sales  force  is  today  a  more  efficient, 
effective  and  profitable  inside  sales 
force.  And,  without  the  1938  law, 
these  inside  sales  people  could  earn 
wages  that  greatly  exceed  the 
amounts  that  are  otherwise  available 
through  hourly  pay  rates  plus 


overtime. 

The  House  Subcommittee  on 
Workforce  Protections,  of  which  I 
serve  as  vice-chairman,  recently 
held  hearings  on  this  outdated  law. 
Several  inside  salespeople  testified 
on  the  need  to  reform  the  1938  Fair 
Labor  Standards  Act  to  make  it  fit 
the  workplace  of  the  1990's.  I  plan 
to  introduce  legislation  soon  that 
wold  expand  the  exemptions  to  the 
Act  to  include  inside  sies  people. 
The  legislation  will  have  bipartisan 
support  in  the  House,  and  I  hope  to 
pass  it  in  this  105th  Congress.

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Former  student  becomes  successful  author

Doris  Evon  Jean  Waggoner 
Replogle  Wenzel  attended  COD  in  the 
years  from  1978  to  1980.  In 
conjunction  with  her  ten  sisters  she 
wrote  a  book  entitled  "Ten  Sisters", 
that  has  proved  to  be  very  successful. 

She  was  very  active  at  the  college 
and  even  wrote  for  the  Courier. 

"I  was  a  reporter  and  a 
photographer  for  the  Courier.  I  was 
also  very  active  in  the  theater,  the 
speech  team,  and  the  drama  club.  I 
spoke  at  public  speaking  events  and 
did  very  well.  I  had  a  great  interest  in 
history,  and  it  is  still  strong  today," 
Wenzel  said. 

She  was  the  twelfth  child  to  Glen 
and  Ruth  Waggoner,  and  the  tenth 
girl.  She  and  her  sisters  longed  to  tell 
the  story  of  their  childhood,  one  that 
was  ripped  apart  when  Doris  was  just 
a  baby. 

Her  family  was  separated  by  order 
of  the  government,  but  the  family 
managed  to  stay  together  at  heart.  She 
and  her  ten  sisters  wrote  a  book 
entitled  "Ten  Sisters",  and  it  told  the 
story  of  a  broken  family  and  how  they 
put  the  pieces  back  together  again. 

On  March  30, 1942,  Gene  and  Ruth 
Waggoner  were  found  to  be  unfit 
parents  for  their  ten  daughters.  The 
State  of  Illinois  County  Court  decided 
that  the  children  were  found  destitute 
and  homeless  and  therefore 
dependent  upon  the  public  for  their 
care  and  welfare. 

On  that  day  the  ten  sisters  were 
photographed  together  on  the  court 
house  steps  with  sorrowful 
expressions  and  then  each  taken  away 
to  different  places. 

At  that  time  the  children's  ages 
ranged  from  two  to  sixteen  years. 
There  was  Virginia  (Jenny)  16,  Delores 
(Dodo)  15,  Rhita  (Bede)  13,  Mary 
Margaret  (Margy)  12,  Irma  13,  Pauline 
(Bertie)  9,  Phillis  7,  Vera  6,  Audrey  4, 
and  Doris  2. 

"I  was  two  years  old  at  the  time. 
Our  parents  were  separated  and  we 
were  taken  as  ward  of  the  state  and  I 
was  adopted,"  Wenzel  said. 

Audrey  and  Doris  were  both 
adopted  by  different  families,  Jenny 
and  Dodo  were  taken  to  live  with 
local  families,  Vera  went  home  with 
the  children's  grandparents  while  the 
others  were  sent  to  live  at  the 
Cunningham  Children's  Home  in 
Urbana,  Illinois. 

Each  sister  had  a  chapter  to  tell  the 
same  story  from  different 
perspectives.  All  shared  the  same 
warm  childhood  experiences,  and 
how  even  though  they  didn't  have  a 
lot  of  money,  they  had  each  other. 

The  ten  sisters  also  had  two  older 
brothers  named  Carl  and  Jesse.  They 
were  serving  in  the  army  when  the

court  separated  the  girls,  so  they 
really  didn't  know  what  was 
happening. 

Before  the  separation,  a  little  two 
roomed  converted  hen  house  was 
what  the  ten  Waggoner  girls  called 
home.  The  walls  weren't  even  made 
out  of  wood  but  rather  tar  paper  that 
would  let  the  blistering  snow  through 
the  holes  and  land  on  the  one  bed  all 
ten  of  them  shared. 

The  girls  weren't  accustomed  to 
the  conveniences  others  were  used  to. 
For  example,  there  was  no  running 
water  in  the  house,  and  food  was 
scarce.  But  even  though  they  had  no 
toys,  they  still  managed  to  have  fun. 

There  were  two  posts  outside  their 
house  that  they  dressed  up  and 
named.  They  would  roll  down  a  hill 
in  an  old  tire,  or  play  in  the  refreshing 
stream.  The  children  kept  their  heads 
up  and  a  song  on  their  Ups  and  Uved 
like  any  other  normal  child  would. 

After  the  girls  were  separated, 
Doris  Uved  with  Dale  and  Amanda 
Replogle.  They  had  seen  a  newspaper 
article  about  the  abandoned  children 


and  responded  to  it. 

Doris'  new  home  was  a  three 
bedroom,  white-framed  house  with  a 
picket  fence.  Quite  a  difference  from 
the  hen  house. 

Throughout  the  years,  she  didn't 
have  the  contact  she  wanted  with  her 
sisters,  even  though  they  aU  generaUy 
Uved  in  the  same  town.  She  saw 
Audrey  occasionaUy,  and  Vera  visited 
from  Chicago. 

One  day  she  was  at  the  horse  races 
at  the  Coles  County  Fair  and  she 
noticed  a  girl  that  looked  just  like  her. 
She  approached  the  girl  and  asked  her 
if  her  last  name  was  Waggoner,  she 
said  yes  and  that  her  first  name  was 
Phyllis.  They  were  sisters!  They  stood 
there  for  a  few  minutes,  then  Doris 
went  back  to  her  friends. 

OccasionaUy  she  was  invited  to 
weddings  and  parties,  but  the  lines  of 
communication  between  her  and  her 
sisters  were  not  as  strong  as  she  or  her 
sisters  wished  they  could  be. 

Because  Doris'  adopted  parents 
weren't  too  comfortable  with  the  idea, 
Doris  didn't  have  much  contact  with

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her  sisters,  brothers  and  natural 
parents. 

As  the  years  passed,  Doris  got 
married,  mothered  seven  children, 
and  moved  to  Glen  EUyn  in  1965. 

In  1974,  foUowing  an  anniversary 
for  Doris'  natural  mother,  Ruth,  and 
her  husband,  she  started  to  grow 
closer  to  some  of  her  sisters,  and  visits 
increased. 

Around  the  start  of  the  1980's, 
Doris  experienced  rough  times.  She 
was  glad  to  have  her  sisters  around  to 
comfort  her  and  help  her  through 
such  a  difficult  part  of  her  life. 

After  her  marriage  ended  in 
divorce,  she  met  Harry  Wenzel  who 
cared  for  her  when  she  was  down. 

She  married  him  in  1988. 

In  1990,  Doris  started  a  smaU 
publishing  company,  and  in  1993,  the 
girls'  natural  mother  passed  away. 

At  the  funeral  her  sisters  gathered 
in  front  of  the  same  courthouse  they 
stood  in  front  of  fifty  years  prior.  A 
reporter  interviewed  aU  ten  of  them 
and  won  an  award  for  his  article. 

I  personaUy  thoroughly  enjoyed 
the  book.  The  ten  chapters  were 
windows  into  each  sister's  childhood. 
Even  though  each  chapter  told  the 
same  basic  story,  I  was  interested  to 
see  how  the  next  sister  felt  about  the 
situation  and  how  she  handled  it. 

The  chapters  were  not 
grammaticaUy  edited  and  that  added 
a  certain  flavor  that  other  books  lack. 
It  gives  the  reader  an  idea  of  the  type 
of  slang  and  variations  in  meanings 
that  were  used  when  they  were 
children. 

Flashes  of  nostalgia  light  up  the 
book  with  warm  childhood  memories. 
You  can  almost  smell  the  biscuits  that 
Mother  Ruth  baked  for  the  children  or 
the  feel  of  cool  water  over  bare  feet  in 
the  eve  of  summer.  The  stories  felt 
genuine  and  heartwarming. 

After  reading  the  book,  I  feel  like  I 
know  each  sister  personally,  and  only 
wished  I  had  read  the  book  prior  to 
meeting  them  so  I  could  have  asked 
them  questions,  and  matched  faces  to 
names.

Tlitoring  Services  aids  in  academic  success

The  Tutoring  Services  located  in 
SRC  2032  is  offering  a  free  peer 
tutoring  service  every  quarter  to  those 
students  who  are  eligible. 

"Tutoring  is  offered  in  a  subject 
range  from  Accounting  to  Spanish," 
Rae  Maslana,  Coordinator  of  the 
Tutoring  Services  Counseling, 
Transfer  and  Advising  Services  said. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  peer 
tutoring,  the  student  must  meet 
certain  criteria. 

All  students  performing  at  a  below- 
average  level  with  faculty 
recommendation  are  eligible  as  well 
as  students  with  disabilities  who  have 
disability  documents  on  file  with  the 
Health  and  Special  Services. 

"Students  requesting  assistance  in 
math  or  english  composition/ writing 
must  meet  the  disability  criteria  with 
documentation  on  file  with  the  Health 
and  Special  Services.  All  other 
students  requesting  math  or  english 
composition/writing  in  addition  to 
being  referred  to  the  Scholars 
Academy,  will  also  be  referred  to  the 
Math  Assistance  Center,  the  Writing 
Center,  and  the  ESL  program 
respectively,"  Manslana  said 
Also,  students  who  have  been 
dropped  for  low  scholarship  or  are  on 
academic  probation  or  warning,  and 
students  who  are  enrolled  in 
developmental  courses  in  conjunction 
with  a  college  level  course,  are  eligible 
for  the  free  service. 

"Since  it  is  a  free  service,  we  need 
to  provide  it  to  students  who  really 


need  it,  "  Manslana  said. 

Peer  tutors  assist  and  guide 
the  student  through  the  subject,  but 
obviously  will  not  write  papers  or  do 
homework.  They  can  also  help  clarify 
confusing  labs  and  lectures. 

The  peer  tutors  are  students  who 
are  enrolled  in  at  least  six  credit  hours 
for  the  quarter  and  maintain 
cumulative  GPA  of  2.0.  Also,  they 
must  hold  a  master  proficiency  in  the 
subject  they  tutor,  successfully 
complete  the  application  process,  and 
go  through  tutor  pre-service  training. 

"I  hire  the  most  qualified 
students  with  the  best  GPA  I  can 
find,"  Maslana  said. 

The  peer  tutoring  sessions  are  set 
up  by  the  Tutoring  Services  office, 
and  take  place  on  campus  in  Glen 
Ellyn. 

According  to  Maslana,  before 
eligible  students  can  receive  peer 
tutoring,  they  must  first  fill  out  a 
request,  and  then  a  tutor  is  found  for 
them. 

The  service  has  proved  to  be  very 
successful  and  beneficial  to  those 
students  who  really  need  it. 

'We  started  peer  tutoring  in 
January  of  1997,  and  at  the  end  of  fall, 
we  would  have  completed  four 
quarters,"  Manslana  said. 

In  the  beginning,  during  the  winter 
quarter,  88  students  participated  in 
the  peer  tutoring  service.  Since  then 
the  number  has  increased.  In  spring 
the  number  jumped  to  112,  and 
currently  the  number  is  135  and 
climbing. 

If  a  student  would  like  to  receive 
academic  assistance  regardless  of 
eligibility  for  peer  tutoring  or  not.

non-tutoring  services  are  readily 
available. 

When  students  are  having  trouble 
in  a  specific  subject,  their  first  instinct 
should  be  to  turn  to  their  teachers  for 
help.  Faculty  members  are  willing  to 
help  a  student  who  is  having  trouble 
in  a  certain  subject. 

If  English  is  a  second  language  for 
some  students,  the  ESL  program 
(English  as  a  second  language)  offers 
individualized  courses  that  teach 
correct  grammar  and  vocabulary. 

For  those  students  who  need  to 
sharpen  their  academic  skills  in  order 


to  more  effectively  tackle  college 
work,  they  should  get  involved  in  the 
Skills  Development  Program. 
Students  who  are  interested  in  the 
program  should  visit  the  Center  for 
Independent  Learning  in  IC  3M. 

Students  who  are  enrolled  in 
Mathematics  050  through 
Mathematics  232  can  receive  math 
assistance  on  a  walk-in  basis  or  a 
scheduled  15  minute  session. 

Writing  assistance  is  also  available 
through  the  Writing  Center  to 
students  who  need  help  in  writing- 
related  activities.  Similar  to  the  Math 
Assistance  Center,  students  could 
schedule  in  advance  or  walk  in. 

If  a  student  wishes  to  receive 
tutoring  assistance,  but  does  not  fit 
into  the  categories,  tutors  are  still 
available  to  them. 

"If  a  student  does  not  qualify  for 
the  peer-tutoring  program,  we  refer 
them  to  the  Scholars  Academy  for  fee- 
based  tutoring,"  Manslana  said. 

The  Scholars  Academy  offers 
private,  semi-private,  and  small  group 
tutoring  in  subjects  such  as  English, 
reading,  math,  foreign  language, 
science,  history  and  economics. 

The  Scholars  Academy  is  ideal  for 
students  who  wish  to  sharpen  their 
test-taking  skills  along  with  particular 
course  difficulty. 

All  of  these  services  are  offered  to 
benefit  the  student,  and  to  help  them 
make  the  most  difficult  academic  part 
of  their  life  a  little  easier. 

To  obtain  a  peer  tutoring  request 
form,  the  student  should  go  to 
Tutoring  Services  in  SRC  2032,  or  call 
and  they  will  mail  a  request  form  to 
you.

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Spanish  instructor  gives  tour  of  Argentina

Spanish  instructor,  Pedro  Luchini, 
hosted  the  Brown  Bag  Luncheon  on 
Tuesday,  and  led  the  attendants  with 
a  tour  of  his  homeland,  Argentina. 

Luchini  is  a  full-bright  scholar  from 
Mar  Del  Plata,  and  specializes  in 
linguists. 

He  began  the  lecture  with  a  slide 
show  of  some  major  points  of  interest 
and  the  various  aspects  of  Argentina's 
geography.  The  slides  included 
pictures  of  beautiful  rain  forests  and 
waterfalls. 

Some  slides  he  actually  took  when 
he  visited  Bariloch.  One  picture  was 
one  of  Luchini  in  a  small  lake  with 
wild  horses  not  far  behind  him.  He 
camped  there  on  ground  made  of 
shrubary  plants. 

It  was  rather  surprising  to  discover 
that  there  are  glaciers  in  Argentina 


despite  its  warm  temperatures.  The 
Perito  Moreno  Glacier  is  slowly 
breaking  up,  and  the  cracking  can  be 
heard  from  miles  away. 

The  Pantagonia  is  a  petrified  forest 
that  inspired  the  movie  Bambi. 

Many  animals  call  Argentina  their 
home,  and  combine  to  create  a  vast 
variety  of  wildlife. 

"The  whales,  millions  of  penguins, 
1  seal,  and  others  fulfill  the  circle  of 
life,"  Luchini  said  during  his  lecture. 

He  then  led  the  audience  into  an 
economic  aspect  of  the  country.  The 
land  is  full  of  natural  resources  and 
|  textiles.  Also,  fish  and  shellfish  are 
important  to  the  economy. 

35  million  people  make  up  the 
land's  population.  95%  of  them  are 
Caucasian  descendent  of  the  Spanish. 

The  common  language  is  Spanish, 
but  it  is  spoken  with  different 
variations  throughout  the  country. 

Even  though  there  is  complete 
|  religious  freedom,  Roman 


Catholicism  is  the  official  and  the 
most  widely  recognized  religion  in 
the  country. 

The  social  life  in  Argentina  is  a 
wild  one.  According  to  Luchini,  the 
average  person  wakes  up  around  10 
or  11a.m.  has  a  large  lunch  and  heads 
to  the  beach.  The  beach  is  peppered 
with  shops,  clubs,  and  a  variety  of 
activities.  After  the  beach  you  shower 
and  head  out  to  the  night  clubs  where 
you  stay  until  7  or  8  in  the  morning. 
Then  you  watch  the  sunrise,  go  to 
sleep  for  a  few  hours,  and  start  all 
over  again. 

The  weather  is  present  all  year 
round  and  doesn't  get  real  cold. 
January  through  March  is  usually  the 
best  beach  time. 

"It  gets  as  cold  as  it  is  right  now  (45 
degrees) ,  we  don't  have  any  snow," 
Luchini  said. 

A  famous  drink  in  Argentina  is  el 
mate.  It  is  a  tea-like  beverage  made 
with  dried  leaves  and  sipped  from  a 


gourd.  It  is  extremely  popular  and  is 
consumed  almost  as  much  as 
Americans  drink  coffee. 

The  lecture  was  an  interesting  way 
to  discover  the  different  aspects  of 
another  culture.  The  more  knowledge 
one  can  soak  up,  the  better.

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Robert  Barnes  gallery  show  opens 


An  exhibition  of  paintings  by 
the  well-known  artist  Robert 
Barnes  opened  on  Monday, 
Oct.  20  at  the  Arts  Center's 
Gahlberg  Gallery. 

Barnes,  who  also  teaches 
at  Indiana  University  in 
Bloomington,  works  almost 
exclusively  in  oil  paint  on  a 
variety  of  surfaces  ranging 
from  traditional  canvas  to 
masonite. 

Barnes'  style  is  strikingly 
expressive  and  his  use  of 
color  and  texture  accentuates 
his  mastery  of  one  of  art's 
most  challenging  media. 

The  inspirations  behind 
Barnes'  paintings  are, 
perhaps,  as  intriguing  as  the 
art  itself. 

"Locarno,"  a  1983  oil  on 
canvas,  is  part  of  a  group  of 
paintings  inspired  by  an 
incident  in  a  restaurant 
inRome  where  a  waiter 
dropped  a  tray  of  pasta 
dishes,  splattering  the  dining 
room  and  its  patrons.  The 
result  is  an  explosion  of  color, 
equally  clumsy  and  graceful. 

The  North  Sea,  which 
connects  the  British  Isles  to 
Northern  Europe,  is  another 
source  of  inspiration  for 
Barnes,  having  spent  time 
watching  the  sea  at  his 
family's  home  in  the  coastal 
village  of  Scrabster  in

Scotland. 

Other  paintings  are 
loosely  based  on  allegorical 
stories  and  parables  from 
Greece  and  Italy. 

To  put  this  show  together, 
several  pieces  had  to  be 
secured  from  the  George 
Adams  Gallery  in  New  York 
City,  the  Sonia  Zaks  Gallery 
in  Chicago  and  private 
collections,  including  that  of 
the  artist.  The  14  paintings  on 
display  make  the  Gahlberg 
Gallery's  show  an  impressive 


collection  by  a  prolific  artist. 

To  contribute  to  the 
impact  of  Barnes'  work,  a 
catalog  with  detailed 
explanations  written  by 
exhibit  curator  Michael 
Rooks,  is  available  to  all 
visitors.  Rooks,  a  Chicago- 
based  free-lance  writer  and 
curator,  provides  remarkable 
insight  into  the  large  body  of 
work. 

The  formal  reception  of 
the  exhibit  was  held 
Thursday  afternoon  in  the 


Arts  Center  lobby,  and  was 
preceded  by  a  one-hour 
speech  by  the  artist  in  the 
Studio  Theatre. 

The  Barnes  exhibit  is  the 
I  second  of  nine  shows 
|  planned  for  the  1997-'98 
I  season  at  the  Gahlberg 
1  Gallery,  and  will  be  on 
I  display  until  Sunday, 

Nov.  16. 

The  next  show  scheduled 
at  the  gallery  will  be  a 
display  of  100  tiny,  "still  life" 
paintings  by  the  inventive 


artist  Nicholas  Sistler,  which 
will  run  from  Nov.  20  to  Dec. 
28.

New  Guest  Director  to  lead  Jazz 
Ensemble  in  opening  concert

When  the  Arts  Center  Jazz 
Ensemble  opens  its  '97-'98 
season  tonight  at  8  p.m.  with 
vocalist  Frank  D'Rone,  it  will 
be  under  the  command  of  a 
new  director. 

Rich  Daniels,  the 
ensemble's  guest  director  is 
well-known  in  Chicago  jazz 
circles. 

At  37  years  old,  Daniels 
has  been  making  music  as  a 
bandleader,  composer, 
arranger  and  saxophonist  for 
over  20  years. 

In  the  late  '70s  and  early 
'80s,  Daniels  directed  The  Big 
Band  Machine,  a  Chicago 
swing  group  that  backed  up 
to  a  number  of  renowned  jazz 
instrumentalists,  including 
"Tonight  Show"  drummer  Ed 
Shaughnessy. 

Throughout  those  years, 
he  and  Big  Band  Machine 
promoted  the  annual  "Swing 
is  King"  concert  series  that 


featured  guest  appearances 
by  a  number  of  members 
from  the  jazz  world's  elite. 

In  the  '90s,  Daniels  formed 
the  18-piece  City  Lights 
Orchestra,  and  continued  to 
recreate  the  big  band  music 
of  the  '30s  and  '40s  to  a  wide 
audience  and  critical  acclaim. 
Among  those  accolades  came 
one  from  none  other  than 
President  George  Bush,  who 
called  City  Lights'  rendition 
of  "The  Star  Spangled 
Banner"  at  the  National 
Restaurant  Association  Show 
"the  finest"  he  had  ever 
heard. 

Longtime  director  Tom 
Tallman  is  currently  on  a  one 
year  sabbatical,  while 
completing  his  doctoral 
degree  in  trumpet 
performance  at  the 
University  of  Texas  in  Austin, 
where  he  taught  jazz  classes 
prior  to  his  arrival  at  COD. 

Daniels  was  the  first 
person  to  come  to  mind  for 
Tallman,  when  he  was 
searching  for  a  temporary 
replacement.  "When  Rich 
was  interim  director  in  '89-'90 
he  did  a  bang-up  job,"  he 


said  in  a  telephone  interview. 
Tallman  also  called  Daniels  a 
"consummate  professional." 

Following  his  year  off, 
Tallman,  who  is  also  an 
assistant  professor  of  music 
at  COD,  will  return  to 
conduct  the  ensemble. 

Tonight  Daniels  and  the 
ensemble  will  be  led  by  Frank 
D'Rone,  a  jazz  legend  with 
deeply  entrenched  local 
roots.

The  Student  Run  Art  Gallery  is 
ready  to  spread  its  "wings." 

With  its  first  show  in  a  new 
location  already  in  the  works,  and  a 
new  name,  the  Wings  Student  Art 
Gallery  is  beginning  to  take  shape  in 
Teresa  Parker's  Art  198  class. 

The  new  name,  "Wings," 
symbolizes  how  the  gallery,  they 
hope,  will  "give  wings  to  the  artist." 

Parker,  a  curator  of  a  local 
professional  gallery,  and  her  five 
students  are  hard  at  work,  preparing 
for  the  planned  Dec.l  opening  of 
"Creating  Together :  A  Collaborative 
Art  Experience,"  in  the  new  gallery 
space  at  SRC  1540. 

The  show  will  showcase  works 
done  by  two  or  more  students  each, 
combining  their  artistic  efforts  and 
visions  into  single  pieces. 

The  gallery  class  plans  the  exhibit 
to  be  interdisciplinary,  and  welcomes 
submissions  of  all  types  of  art:  visual, 
performance-oriented  and  literary. 
For  example.  Art  198  student  Eileen 
Brandt  is  planning  a  visual  piece 


accompanied  by  drama  students  for 
the  December  show. 

All  students  are  encouraged  to 
submit  pieces  for  the  show. 
Submission  forms  will  be  available 
starting  this  week  in  rooms  208, 159 
and  160  of  the  Arts  Center  and  all 
work  will  be  due  before  the 
beginning  of  Thanksgiving  break. 

Parker  sees  a  collaborative  show  as 


an  exciting  challenge  because  most 
artists  work  alone,  in  the  context  of  a 
single  medium.  Mixed  media  will  be 
a  prominent  theme  in  "Collaborating 
Art."' 

After  the  closing  of  "Collaborating 
Art,"  the  gallery  is  open  to  a  variety 
of  possible  themes  including  single 
artist  shows,  individual  class  shows 
and,  possibly  a  student-juried  show 


in  which  the  best  student  art  will  be 
awarded  prizes. 

For  its  students.  Art  198  is  equal 
parts  art  class  and  business  class. 

They  will  be  solely  in  charge  of  the 
day-to-day  operations  of  Wings,  from 
planning  and  publicizing  shows  to 
holding  receptions. 

Parker  finds  the  business  end  of 
the  class  particularly  important. 
"Artists  trying  to  start  businesses 
have  lower  success  rates  than  other 
entrepreneurs  because  their  business 
knowledge  is  often  low,"  she  said. 

In  her  class,  Parker  said  that  she 
hopes  to  teach  artists  seeking  to 
display  their  work  the  marketing  and 
logistic  planning  necessary  for  a 
successful  gallery. 

Ultimately,  she  hopes  the  lessons 
learned  in  class  help  students  go 
"beyond  the  student-run  gallery," 
and  into  larger  downtown  shows. 

Her  students  are  equally 
enthusiastic.  "This  is  something  all 
artists  need,  a  place  to  show  their 
work  and  to  learn  how  to  show  it," 
Brandt  said.

Richard  III  (1995)-  Why  is  it  that  when  dealing  with 
Shakespeare,  the  British  actor  always  stands  out?  Could  it 
simply  be  the  accent?  Why  does  Shakespeare  delivered  with 
all  the  drama  of  Queen's  English  give  us  goose  bumps,  but  a 
line  delivered  by  an  American  can  sometimes  make  us 
cringe? 

"Now  is  the  winter  of  our  discontent  made  glorious 
summer..."  So  opens  director  Richard  Loncraine's  wonderful 
interpretation  of  William  Shakespeare's  Richard  III.  Set  in 
1930's  England,  we  are  told  the  story  of  a  civil  war  dividing 
the  nation.  The  York  family  has  taken  control  of  the  throne, 
with  eldest  brother  Edward  (Christopher  Bowen)  wearing 
the  crown.  But  Richard,  the  youngest  brother  (an  incredible 
Ian  McKellin)  has  other  plans.  Driven  by  his  lust  for  power, 
Richard  divides  his  family  and  slowly  kills  off  all  who 
oppose  him,  or  those  he  guesses  will  stand  in  his  way,  to 
become  the  ultimate  dictator  of  England. 

McKellin  gives  a  wonderful  performance  as  a  quick¬ 
witted,  sly  Richard.  Kristen  Scott  Thomas  also  makes  for  a 
noteworthy  Lady  Anne.  The  biggest  drawbacks  of  the  film 
are  the  Americans--  Annette  Bening  and  Robert  Downy  Jr. 
and  their  unconvincing  portrayals  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  loving  brother. 

Beautifully  filmed  and  filled  with  all  the  Bard's  classic 
themes  of  lust  and  betrayal,  1995's  Richard  III  is  a  smart 
interpretation  of  a  Shakespearean  classic.

The  current  trend  in  America  of  gas- 
guzzling  luxury  cars  and  sport-utility  vehicles, 
daily-watered  lawns  and  five  months  of  air 
conditioning  every  summer  is  most  apparent  right 
here  in  DuPage  County.  Not  only  are  things  not 
getting  better,  they're  getting  worse. .  .or  so  it 
would  seem. 

You  can  expect  a  large  drain  on  resources 
from  a  school  with  over  30,000  students.  However, 
COD  holds  a  few  surprises. 

How  do  all  the  extra  efforts  on  the  part  of 
the  staff  and  faculty  effect  you  on  an  everyday 
basis?  Let's  see. . . 

-m  You  arrive  on  campus  in  order  to 
®  Z|.  [  find  a  parking  space  for  your  9:00 
class.  Like  most  students  you 
drive  alone.  For  years  now  you've  been  told  about 
the  dangers  of  car  exhaust  and  what  it  does  to  our 
environment.  A  remedy  to  that  is  far  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  college,  right?  No.  Mr.  Bernard 
Fradkin,  the  dean  of  the  library  at  COD,  has 
brought  the  Pace  van-pool  program  to  the  college. 
Six  riders  from  Naperville  have  saved  over  93,000 
vehicle  miles  over  the  last  three  years.  How  about 
the  prairie  your  science  class  trudged  though? 
Starting  in  1975  Mr.  Russell  Kirt  organized, 
designed,  and  began  planting  the  first  of  the  22 
acres  of  restored  prairie  land  that  surrounds  the 
school.  What  does  that  mean  to  you?  Since 
prairies  consume  twice  as  much  Carbon  dioxide  as 
forests,  the  prairies  help  greatly  reduce  the  amount 
of  otherwise  harmful  gases  released  by  your 
vehicle's  emission. 

Now  you  find  a  parking  space,  and  it's 
only  8:45,  pretty  lucky.  Why  not  stop  by  the  cafe 
for  some  breakfast?  Juice  and  a  bagel,  good  choice. 
Look  at  your  watch,  8:55,  no  time  to  finish  that 
bagel.  It  won't  go  to  waste  though.  Thanks  to  Dr. 
David  Malek  in  the  science  department  you  may 
soon  be  feeding  worms  with  your  food  waste.  The 
Vermicomposting  project,  still  in  it's  experimental 
stage,  will  ideally  dispose  of  65  pounds  of  organic 
waste  a  day,  turning  it  into  fertilizer  that  will  help 
building  and  grounds  keep  the  landscaping  green 
and  lush. 

9  V  a  After  class  you  find  yourself  with 
*  ^  an  empty  juice  bottle.  Well,  might 

as  well  put  it  in  the  recycling  bin. 
But  were  does  it  go?  It  gets  added  to  the  increasing 
amount  of  glass  collected  every  year  in  the  college's 
2000+  recycling  bins  by  the  recycling  department. 
Last  year  the  students  and  staff  of  the  college 
deposited  8,235  pounds  of  glass.  In  addition  4,873 
rounds  of  aluminum  cans,  101,208  pounds  of  loose 


sheet  paper,  64,258  of  magazines  and  newspapers 
and  an  amazing  129,635  of  file  stock.  Besides 
preventing  the  394,492  pounds  of  recyclable 
materials  from  going  to  our  already  taxed  land  fills, 
the  program  made  a  net  return  of  $8,819,  before 
expenses  which  is  actually  less  than  half  of  what 
they  have  made  when  the  market  has  been  good. 

In  the  few  minutes  you  have  between 
classes  you  have  a  chance  to  stop  in  one  of  the 
newly  remodeled  Instructional  Center  washrooms. 
What  you  can  notice  is  a  new  look  and  better 
lighting,  what  you  might  not  see  is  that  your 
conserving  water  when  using  the  new  facility.  The 
toilets,  sinks  and  urinals  have  been  replaced  with 
newer  models  that  will  save  up  to  60%  more  water 
than  those  previously  installed.  Along  with  that 
improvement  the  water  chilling  process  has  been 
improved  to  be  more  useful  and  more 
environmentally  sound.  The  older  water  chiller 
used  in  the  east  campus  buildings  ran  at  all  times 
in  order  to  supply  the  appropriately  cooled  water. 
In  order  to  chill  the  water  R12  coolant,  proven  to  be 
hazardous  to  the  environment,  was  used.  The  new 
chiller  rims  on  an  as-needed  basis  with  variable 
speed  pumps.  This  unit  also  uses  R134A,  a  more 
environmentally  sound  coolant. 

»ar  Though  your  almost  late  for  class 
*  ^  jp  now,  you  still  notice  that  the  hall 

has  recently  gotten  a  fresh  coat  of 
paint.  The  only  reason  you're  able  to  notice  is  the 
bold  color,  since  no  smell  is  present.  The  lack  of 
the  dizzying  paint  smell  is  thanks  to  COD's 
exclusive  use  of  Lifemaster  2000  brand  paint.  This 
paint  contains  no  VOCs.  VOCs,  or  Volatile 
Organic  Compounds,  are  responsible  for  the 
unpleasant  new  paint  odor. 

As  you  arrive,  just  in  time,  you  notice  that 
your  classroom  seems  to  be  a  little  easier  on  your 
tired  eyes  today.  That  is  a  happy  side  effect  of  the 
fluorescent  lights  put  in  to  replace  the  incandescent 
bulbs  that  previously  lit  the  room.  These  new 
bulbs  will  only  use  40%  of  the  electricity  formerly 
used.  Another  500  100-watt  bulbs  were  replaced  on 
campus  with  25-watt  fluorescent  bulbs  for  a  75% 
reduction  in  power  usage  for  those  areas. 

There  is  also  little  or  no  odor  from  the 
cleaning  supplies  used  in  your  classroom  now  that 
Service  master  has  switched  to  citric  acid  as  a 
cleaning  agent.  Not  only  in  the  citric  acid,  derived 
from  citric  fruits  such  as  oranges,  used  for  cleaning 
the  chalkboards,  but  also  used  to  remove  that  gum 
from  the  floor  you  stepped  in  yesterday.  This  cuts 
down  on  the  hazardous  chemicals  used,  since 
harsh  solvents  were  the  former  method  of 
removing  gum  and  paint  splatters. 

You  take  your  seat  and  the  teacher 
announces  a  surprise  quiz.  As  you  watch  the  little 
;rey  sheets  of  paper  move  down 


your  row  you  wonder  were  all  this  paper  comes 
from.  The  simple  answer  is  trees.  The  real  answer 
is  other  paper.  The  grey  paper  many  teachers  use 
everyday  in  class  for  quizzes,  tests  and  the  dreaded 
homework  assignments  is  100%  recycled.  The 
environmentally  conscious  copy  center  at  COD 
purchases  18  million  sheets  of  this  100%  recycled 
paper  and  6  million  sheets  of  20%  post  consumer 
recycled  paper  yearly.  Though  the  clarity  of  the 
paper  is  not  as  good,  the  impact  on  the 
environment  is  greatly  reduced.  In  order  to 
encourage  the  use  of  the  recycled  paper  the  copy 
center  charges  an  additional  fee  for  the  use  of  the 
non-recycled  paper.

The  signs  are  part  of  a  public  awareness  campaign 
created  by  the  custodial  operations  department  to 
bolster  student  participation. 

At  Your  last  stop  of  the  day,  the  Physical 
Education  building,  you  notice  the  amazing 
condition  of  the  wood  floor.  How  many  harsh 
chemicals  do  they  have  to  use  on  that?  Well,  only 
the  necessary  ones.  The  majority  of  the  work  is 
done  by  hand.  Sure  it  would  be  faster  to  use  all 
sorts  of  solvents  and  removers,  but  no  expense  is 
spared  in  the  safety  department  on  this  project.  An 
industrial  hygienist  is  brought  in  from  out  of  state 
to  insure  that  the  staff  is  properly  trained  in  the  use 
of  the  chemicals  and  the  precautions  that  need  to 
be  taken.

How  much  could  a  little 
sign  use?  How  about  200  of  them  at  60  watts  each. 
Plus  the  resources  used  to  make  the  bulbs.  The 
new  lights  use  5.7  watts  and  will  last  80  years  each. 

Thanks  to  all  those  who  participated  and 
all  those  who  do  their  part  everyday  to  make  the 
college  a  better  place  to  learn,  work  and  live.  COD 
was  given  a  place  in  the  EPA's  1997  Honor  Society, 
of  which  only  86  other  schools  belong  to  nationally.

On  Sunday,  October  26,  at 
approximately  4:00  pm,  the  first  of 
several  power  outages  of  various 
lengths  left  the  east  half  or  the 
college  without  power.  By  the 
following  morning,  due  to  a 
downed  high  voltage  line,  power 
was  completely  lost  and  the  east 
side  of  campus  began  to  run  on 
emergency  power.  Monday  classes 
were  canceled  until  6:00  pm  due  to 
the  problem. 

The  Arts  Center  and  Physical 
Education  building  were  both 
supplied  electricity  for  emergency 
lights  and  exit  signs  by  small  back¬ 
up  generators.  The  Instructional 
Center's  cogeneration  facility  was 
able  to  compensate  for  the  lack  of 
incoming  electricity  and  keep  the 
building  functional.  Adjoining  the 
IC,  the  Student  Resource  Center 
was  in  darkness  as  the  cogeneration 
plant  designed  to  supply  the 
building  with  emergency  power 
was  taken  off-line  shortly  after  it 
began  to  run,  due  to  a  grounding 
malfunction. 

This  malfunction  could  not  be 


corrected  until  Commonwealth 
Edison  could  find  time  in  their 
understandably  busy  service 
schedule  to  come  out  to  the  campus 
and  repair  the  storm  damage. 

With  power  restored,  classes 
resumed  on  Tuesday.  However, 
multiple  short  outages  plagued  the 
SRC  once  again  as  the  cogeneration 
plant  was  unable  to  power  the 
building  due  to  another  grounding 
problem. 

This  plant  is  part  of  a  3.6  million 
dollar  bid  that  included  the  OCC 
uninterrupted  power  supply  and 
the  radio  station  generator.  It  was 
put  into  partial  operation  this 
summer,  and  problems  were 
addressed  when  the  unit  failed  to 
function  during  a  previous  outage. 

Though  the  unit  is  not  yet  in  full 
operation  it  is  hoped  that  all 
problems  can  be  solved  following 
an  evaluation  of  this  latest  incident. 
Although,  because  the  same 
conditions  do  not  exist  during  every 
outage,  there  is  no  way  to  be  sure 
the  unit  will  function  the  same  way 
in  all  circumstances. 


Biology  professor  wins  “Teacher  of  the  Year”  Award

College  of  DuPage 
biology  professor  Harold 
Cohen  attended  an  award 
ceremony  in  Washington 
D.C.  on  Friday,  October 
24  to  accept  the  "Professor 
of  the  Year  Award"  for  a 
community  college 
educator.  Cohen  told  the 
Courier  that  he  is 
"thrilled"  to  receive  this 
prestigious  annual  award 
from  The  Council  for 
Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education 
(CASE). 

The  award's  sponsor. 
The  Carnegie  Foundation 
for  the  Advancement  of 
Teaching,  selects  one 
outstanding  professor 
from  a  community 
college,  four  year  college, 
masters  program  and 
doctorate  program. 


Winners  were  chosen 
from  a  pool  of  600 
nominees  selected  by  their 
fellow  faculty, 
administration,  and 
students. 

Cohen  is  the  first  COD 
professor  to  win  this 
particular  award.  He  is 
receiving  this  award  for 
excellence  in  hands-on 
teaching  and  for  all  his 
achievements  and 
contributions  to  the 
curriculum  at  COD. 

When  asked  what  he 
likes  most  about  teaching, 
Cohen's  replied,  "I  like  the 
excitement  of  seeing  my 
students  have  a  passion 
for  learning  by  really 
trying  to  tear  into  what 
they  are  doing." 

CASE  criteria  for 
selecting  a  winner  is 
based  on  innovations  the 
professor  has  made  at 
their  college  or  university 
and  their  abilities  to 
contribute  to  the  lives  of 


students  above  and 
beyond  the  ordinary  roles 
of  an  educator. 

Cohen  has  been  a  key 
figure  in  developing 
biology  field  learning 
classes.  "He  built  the  field 
biology  program  from  the 
ground  up,"  said  Kovala. 
"He  developed  the 
certificate  program  with 
the  Shedd  Aquarium  and 
the  Morton  Arboretum 
when  this  kind  of 
partnering  was  unheard 
of,"  Cohen  has  been 
teaching  biology  and 
ornithology  classes  at 
COD  for  27  years.  He  also 
deals  with  the  field  of 
zoology  and  natural 
history.  This  current  fall 
quarter,  Cohen  is  teaching 
7  different  weekend  and 
evening  classes.  He  cites 
his  favorite  natural 
science  classes  as  the 
ornithology  studies— the 
science  of  birds.  He 
express  that  he  "is  very 


fond  of  the  creatures  and 
wants  to  learn  everything 
he  can  about  them." 

His  classes  have  visited 
ecosystems  as  close  as  to 
the  Indiana  dunes  along 
Lake  Michigan  to  far 
away  places  such  as 
Antarctica,  Greenland, 
and  the  Galapagos  Island. 

His  most  recent  trip 
was  to  Cape  Cod, 
Massachusets  where 
Cohen  and  his  students 
went  whale  watching. 

Cohen  expresses  a 
passion  for  combining 
teaching  and  having  fun 
through  his  classes.  He 
feels  his  most  exciting  trip 
so  far  was  the  one  he  took 
to  the  Galapagos  Island. 
"The  trip  was  like 
stepping  back  in  time, 
being  there,  surrounded 
by  all  the  plants  and 
animals,  some  such  as  the 
land  tortoises,  dating  back 
to  when  Darwin  was  alive 
in  the  1830's,"  said  Cohen.

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COD  partners  with  German  school  for  office  technology  program

Sabine  Morell  and  Esther  Hutmacher  are 
having  quite  different  experiences  in  the  United 
States  than  they  had  during  previous  visits.  Both 
German  students  were  placed  in  a  new  office 
technology  program  at  the  College  of  DuPage 
through  an  exchange  program  in  cooperation  with 
the  Foreign  Language  School  in  Heilbroon, 
Germany . 

On  previous  jaunts  across  the  Atlantic,  Morell 
spent  a  year  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  working  as  an 
au  pair  while  Hutmacher  had  previously 
vacationed  in  the  U  S.. 

Training  for  the  two  begins  in  the  classroom 
and  after  three  weeks,  the  students  are  placed  in 
area  corporations  where  they  will  be  doing  office 
work  for  a  company's  international  markets. 

The  mixture  of  the  English  language  and 
technology  special  curriculum  was  conceptualized 


by  Ravi  Shankur  and  —  a  teacher  at  the  German 
school . 

Quotes  from  Shankur 

Morell  and  Hutmacher  both  agree  the  exchange 
has  been  a  positive  opportunity  as  the  "computer 
classes  are  more  advanced  at  COD  than  what  we 
have  in  Germany." 

"In  our  school,  teachers  are  not  that  qualified, 
they  only  teach  two  or  three  times  a  week  for  45 
minutes.  That  is  not  enough  to  prepare  us," 

Morell  said. 

Post-secondary  education  in  Germany  is 
different  than  America.  Students  graduate  high 
school  around  19  years  of  age  and  continue  in 
universities  or  vocational  training  schools.  The 
school  where  Morell  and  Hutmacher  studied 
prepares  its  students  for  office  jobs  in  the  new 
European  market.  Morell  was  preparing  to  be  a 
Foreign  Language  Correspondent  and 
Hutmacher,  a  European  secretary. 

Morell  plans  to  use  the  program  to  stay  in  the 


US  as  long  as  a  company  will  sponsor  her  while 
Hutmacher  returns  to  Europe  immediately  where 
she  will  use  her  training  for  a  German  company 
doing  business  with  Great  Britain  and  America. 

The  only  complaint  about  the  program  comes 
from  Morell  who  finds  her  social  life  stunted 
staying  with  a  host  family  in  Naperville.  "DuPage 
County  is  quite  normal  compared  to  Brooklyn.  We 
can't  do  anything  because  there  is  no  bus  and  we 
have  no  car,"  she  said.

"We  tried  to  make  the  new  Quarterly  as  user 
friendly  as  possible/'  Bill  Trailer,  Quarterly  Editor 
said. 

With  its  magazine  style  design  and  new  features 
the  new  Quarterly  will  definitely  catch  an  eye  or 
two. 

"The  new  quarterly  is  more  like  a  magazine  and 
has  a  longer  shelf-life,"  Jody  Zamirowski,  Quarterly 
Art  Director,  said. 

The  new  Quarterly  is  similar  to  a  magazine  due 
to  the  colors  and  the  way  it  is  put  together.  It  is 
bound  in  the  center  that  stays  together  better  than 
the  previous  Quarterly  newspaper  style. 

The  ideas  for  the  changes  came  from  small  focus 
groups.  They  contributed  valuable  input  that  would 
in  turn  help  the  Quarterly  production  staff  better 
serve  the  public. 

"  The  new  Quarterly  was  a  two-year  process.  We 
researched  focus  groups  and  asked  students  what 
works,"  Jean  Bevier,  Quarterly  Graphic  Designer 
said. 

A  resulting  change  from  the  group  is  the  handy 
index  that  helps  the  student  find  the  page  of  the 
class  easier,  the  center  spread  that  highlights 
aspects  of  a  certain  college  program,  and  the  size  of 
the  type. 

"One  of  the  many  things  that  came  out  of  the 
focus  groups  was  the  type  size.  We  wanted  to  make

The  International  Studies  Committee 
will  celebrate  the  Mexican  holiday, 
"Day  of  the  Dead"all  this  week  in  SRC 
1024  ,  and  display  an  "offerenda"  or 
alter  to  honor  75  COD  teachers  who 
have  departed. 

"Day  of  the  Dead"  translated  into 
Spanish  id  "Dia  de  los  .Muertos".  It  is 
an  ancient  holiday  that  honors  family 
members  and  friends  who  are 
deceased. 

It  is  a  national  holiday  when 
Mexico's  children  have  no  school, 
adults  don't  have  to  work,  and 
everybody  takes  the  day  off  to 
celebrate  the  spirits  that  have  passed. 

"This  holiday  unites  the  family  and 
they  remember  their  ancestors 
together,"  Francisca  Zarte,  Pilsen  - 
area  artist  who  helped  set  up  the 
display,  said. 

Traditionally,  the  family  prepares 
an  offerenda  together,  and  the 
assembly  may  begin  several  days 
before  the  holiday. 

The  family  members  gather  things 
that  the  spirit  needs  or  wants.  Some 
believe  the  spirit  must  have  the 
offerings  to  live  a  comfortable 
afterlife.  Items  that  might  be  placed 
on  the  offerenda  include  a  favorite 
food  dish,  water  or  tequila,  flowers, 
candles,  clothing,  tools,  or  other 
belongings  used  by  the  ancestor. 

In  Mexico,  the  offerendas  are 
placed  either  in  the  living  room  or 
kitchen. 

"In  traditional  Aztec  farming 
communities,  it  is  the  custom  for  all 
family  members  to  eat  together  in  the 
kitchen,  sharing  the  same  meal,  where 
everyone  is  equal.  Offerendas  are 


placed  in  the  kitchen  because  the 
spirits  should  eat  with  us  too,"  Zarate 
said. 

For  some,  "Day  of  the  Dead"  might 
sound  morbid,  however  in  Mexican 
culture  there  is  nothing  unnatural 
about  death,  and  they  consider  the 
dead  not  gone  forever,  only  to  another 
place.  Thus,  this  holiday  is  a  special 
and  joyous  time  for  those  who 
celebrate. 


"We  see  death  not  as  a  bad  thing. 
When  we  die,  we  believe  that  we  go  to 
a  better  place.  The  offerenda  shows 
we're  not  afraid  of  dying.  We  are  not 
sad  instead  on  the  holiday  we  are 
happy,"  Zarate  said. 

The  offerenda  allows  the  family  to 
come  together  and  remember  those 
who  came  before.  It  helps  to  create  a 
feeling  that  the  family  member  is 
there  and  everyone  is  together  again. 


The  holiday  is  also  celebrated  with 
parades,  carnivals^  and  fairs.  It  is  a 
festive  time  where  children  receive 
toys  and  candy. 

Happy,  edible  sugar  skulls  are  sold 
at  various  places,  and  some  people 
dress  up  in  costumes  to  commemorate 
this  holiday. 

In  Mexican  culture  this  holiday  is 
an  opportunity  to  honor,  remember, 
and  call  upon  ancestors. 

"This  is  all  done  to  visit  with  the 
dead.  A  way  to  be  with  them  and  visit 
them,"  Zarate  said. 

The  offerenda  on  display  is  topped 
with  various  items  such  as 
candles,chocolate,  cigarettes, 
textbooks,shoes,  and  candy  skulls. 

Dried  flowers  are  sprinkled  over 
the  offerings,  and  the  names  of  the 
teachers  who  have  passed  on  are 
written  above  on  a  decorated 
chalkboard. 

The  alter  invites  everyone  to 
commemorate

Students  take  safe  sex  seriously

Students  gathered  in  the  SRC  on 
Tuesday  to  listen  to  an  informative 
workshop  concerning  safe  sex,  and  to 
take  advantage  of  the  free  condoms. 

The  workshop  finds  its  way  to 
COD  three  times  a  year,  and  is 
presented  by  a  representative  from 
the  DuPage  County  Health 
Department. 

"Of  course  we're  concerned  about 
sexually  transmitted  diseases.  We 
work  with  the  DuPage  County  Health 
Department  so  they  can  update  the 
students  about  what  they  can  do  to 
have  safe  sex,  "  Val  Burke, 
Coordinator  of  the  Health  and  Special 
Services,  said. 

The  workshop  started  with  a 
crowd  participation  survey  about  sex 
alternatives.  Solutions  such  as  talking 
and  dancing  were  thrown  from  the 
crowd  as  well  as  more  erotic 
suggestions  like  hot  tubbing  and 
pomos. 

Saying  no  to  sex  doesn't  mean  that 
a  couple  who  care  about  each  other 
can't  fall  victim  to  their  hormones. 
There  are  many  ways  to  express 
intimacy  without  the  risk  of  sexual 
transmitted  diseases,  and  that  is  what 
the  workshop  was  trying  to  convey  to 
the  students. 

The  presenter,  Maureen  Most,  is  a 
counselor  and  an  educator  from  the 
DuPage  County  Health  Department, 
who  works  in  conjunction  with  the 
Health  and  Special  Services. 

The  presentation  featured  a 
demonstration  on  how  to  properly 
use  male  and  female  condoms.  Also 
how  to  make  a  Dental  Damfprotection 
during  oral  sex)  by  cutting  the  top 
and  the  side  of  the  mint  flavored  male 
condom. 

When  Most  asked  the  audience 
what  was  the  most  common  drug  that 
is  used  to  spread  HIV,  many 
answered  with  heroin,  steroids,  and 
LSD.  But  the  answer  was  alcohol. 
According  to  Most,  alcohol  is  the  most 
common  reason  why  teenagers  lose 
their  virginity,  use  a  condom 
improperly,  or  not  even  use  a  condom 
at  all. 

Most  said  that  the  most  effective 
condom  is  made  from  latex,  not 
lambskin  or  sheepskin. 

The  subject  of  virginity  was 
discussed,  and  according  to  Most 
anyone  who  has  engaged  in  oral,  anal, 
ar  vaginal  sex  is  not  a  virgin,  and  is 
exposed  to  sexually  transmitted 
diseases. 

Following  the  lecture  the 
attendants  were  free  to  take  an  variety 


of  safe  sex  literature,  and  the  most 
popular  item  on  the  table,  an 
assortment  of  condoms  ranging  from 
lubricated  to  banana  flavored. 

Many  students  are  unaware  that  the 
Health  and  Special  services,  in  IC 
2001,  offer  free,  confidential  HIV 
testing.  Professionals  from  the 
DuPage  County  Health  Department 
conduct  the  testing,  and  also  offer 
counseling. 

In  order  to  get  tested,  students 
should  contact  in  person  or  over  the 
phone,  to  ensure  an  appointment  with 
a  representative  from  the  DuPage 
County  Health  Department. 

"I  do  testing  on  weekdays  at  the 
college,  and  do  these  workshops 
three  times  a  year,"  Most  said. 

These  presentations  are  vital  to 
educate  college  students  of  the  proper 
way  to  engage  in  safe  sex,  and  that 
intimacy  is  not  dirty,  as  long  as  safe 
sex  precautions  are  made.

Artist  Robert  Barnes 
speaks  at  Arts  Center

It  could  easily  be  read  as  the 
opening  line  to  an  off-color  joke:  A 
priest,  a  sociologist  and  a  best-selling 
novelist  walk  into  a  college.  But  in  the 
case  of  Rev.  Andrew  Greeley,  it  is  the 
description  of  one  man. 

On  Wednesday,  November  5, 
Greeley  will  speak  at  the  Arts  Center 
Mainstage. 

His  lecture,  "God  in  the  Movies: 
Religion  in  Popular  Culture,"  is  the 
first  of  three  scheduled  installments 
of  the  COD  College  Lecture  Series. 

His  unique  combination  of  clerical 
and  secular  enterprises  makes  Father 
Greeley  an  intriguing  figure  in 
today's  media. 

He  became  a  Catholic  priest  in 
1954,  after  completing  St.  Mary  of  the 
Lake  Seminary.  Afterwards,  in  1961 
he  received  his  Master's  Degree  in 
Sociology,  followed  by  his  Ph.D.  in 
1962,  both  at  University  of  Chicago. 

Today,  Greeley  is  a  professor  of 
social  sciences  at  both  his  alma  matter 
and  at  University  of  Arizona,  and  a 
Research  Associate  at  the  National 
Opinion  Research  Center  at  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

The  focal  point  of  his  academic 
research  is  the  Catholic  Church,  and 
the  issues  that  it  faces,  including  the 
role  of  women  in  the  church,  celibacy 
of  Priests  and  the  sexual  behavior 
Catholics.  He  frequently  writes  about 
these  matters  in  a  nationally 
syndicated  newspaper  column  that  is 
carried  in  such  outlets  as  the  New 
York  Times  Religious  News  Service 
and  The  Daily  Southtown. 

Greeley  has  won  countless 
awardsand  honorary  degrees  for  his 


church  and  community  work  in 
Chicago.  In  1993  he  was  named  the 
Illinois  Outstanding  Citizen  from  tire 
College  of  Lake  County. 

Greeley  is  also  accessible  on  the 
electronic  media.  At  his  personal 
webpage,  one  can  find  reprints  from 
his  collection  of  columns.  Catholic 
homilies  and  even  send  personal  e- 
mail. 

Greeley's  community  and  charity 
work  in  the  Chicago  area  is  extensive. 
|  In  1986,  he  established  the  $1  million 
|  Catholic  Inner-City  School  Fund, 

I  which  provides  scholarships  and 
I  financial  support  to  schools  in  the 
1  Chicago  Archdiocese  with  a  minority 
i  student  body  of  over  50  percent. 

I  He  has  also  contributed  an 
I  endowment  creating  a  chair  in 
I  Roman  Catholic  studies  at  University 
1  of  Chicago  and  provided  funding  for 
I  the  annual  lecture  series  on  "The 
1  Church  in  Society"  at  St.  Mary  of  the 
I  Lake  Seminary. 

|  Having  written  some  30  best- 
|  selling  novels  plus  an  autobiography, 
I  "Confessions  of  a  Parish  Priest," 

I  Greeley  is  also  a  prolific  author.  On 
the  national  literary  scene.  Father 
Greeley  is  a  well  known  and 
respected  novelist. 

Unlike  the  scholarly  and 
newspaper  works  of  Greeley-  the 
priest,  his  novels  are  often  of  a  far 
more  secular  nature.  Murder  mystery 
and  steamy  romance  are  common 
themes  for  Greeley-  the  novelist. 

In  this  year's  romantic  thriller 
"Summer  at  the  Lake,"  Greeley  tells 
the  story  of  three  childhood  friends 
returning  to  the  scene  of  a  car  crash 
that  killed  two  of  their  friends  30 
years  earlier  and  discover 
reawakened  physical  attractions 
while  trying  to  solve  the  mystery  of 
the  crash.  In  a  May  19  review. 
Publishers  Weekly  warned,  "Some

I  In  "Irish  Lace,"  the  second  episode 
1  of  the  Nuala  Anne  McGrail  series, 

1  released  in  1996,  Greeley  tells  the 
I  adventures  of  a  beautiful,  psychic 
1  young  women  who,  along  with  her 
|  admirer-  and  narrator-  Dermot 
I  Michael,  seek  to  solve  the  mysteries 
|  of  a  robbery  spree  in  Chicago  art 
galleries  and  of  a  civil  war  massacre. 

Greeley's  two  endeavors  are  not 
entirely  inconsistent,  however.  In 
both  of  the  aforementioned  novels  a 
central  character  is  an  ordained 
priest.  His  novels  also  examine 
Catholic  matters  and  social  concerns, 
|  such  as  ethnic  and  class  division. 


In  his  lecture  at  COD,  which  is 
sold  out,  Greeley  will  discuss  how 
Hollywood  and  the  mass  media  deal 
with  individual  spiritual  and 
religious  issues. 

One  possible  clue  into  the  insights 
he  will  present  can  be  found  in  one  of 
his  recent  Internet  homilies.  In  this 
electronic  sermon,  Greeley  uses  the 
plot  of  the  recent  motion  picture 
"Flatliners,"  to  illustrate  the 
importance  of  forgiveness,  even  after 
death. 

The  next  installment  of  the  College 
Lecture  Series  will  be  on  March  3, 
when  Sally  Helgesen  will  discuss 
women's  impact  on  current  economic 
change.

The  College  of  DuPage  Arts 
Center  was  very  proud  to  have 
internationally  known  painter  Robert 
Barnes  come  and  speak  about  his 
work  on  Thursday  ,  October  23  on 
the  mainstage.  With  his  wry  humor 
and  vast  knowledge  of  literature  and 
history  in  his  paintings,  Barnes  led 
the  audience  through  an  assortment 
of  slides  of  his  work,  and  the 
meanings  behind  his  paintings. 

Barnes  received  his  Bachelor  of 
Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  School  of 
the  Art  Institute  in  Chicago,  and 
another  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  degree 
from  the  University  of  Ch  ca^  o,  both 
in  1956,  so  Barnes  is  very  familiar 
with  Chicago  and  it's  suburos.  He 
also  attended  Columbia  University  in 
New  York  in  1956  and  studied  abroad 
at  the  University  of  London  Slade 
School  of  Art  in  1963. 


I  Barnes  has  been  featured  in  many 
one-person  exhibitions  and  selected 
group  exhibitions  throughout  the  US 
and  internationally,  since  1952  and 
until  most  recently  afthe  Gahlberg 
Gallery  in  the  Arts  Certter.  His 
paintings  are  currently  being 
exhibited  until  November  16  in  the 
Gahlberg  Gallery.  You  can  visit  the 
gallery  free  of  admission. 

Barnes  work  is  considered 
allegorical  figure  painting,  but  Barnes 
steps  aside  from  classifying  his 
painting.  The  most  important  element 
he  wants  the  viewer  to  experience  in 
his  work  is  the  intimate  touch  of  the 
paint  and  the  play  of  the  brush  on  the 
canvas. 

Much  of  Barnes  work  is  derived 
from  poetry  and  history,  and  he 

I  talked  of  Celtic  lore  being  influential 
in  his  paint.  Barnes  spoke  of  a  cellic 
bird  called  a  lapwing  that  nests  called 
a  lapwing  ttiat  nests  on  the  shores  of 
a  lake,  and  is  very  vulnerable  to  it's 
enemies.  When  confronted,  it  leaps 
up  into  the  air  and  becomes  very 
eminent,  distracting  the  predator

awaf  from  the  bird's  nest.  Barnes 
feels  the  stories  and  themes  behind 
his  work  lead  the  critics  away  from 
his  craft,  and  therefore  feels  less 
vulnerable. 

Though  Barnes  does  want  his 
work  to  be  earned.  He  claims  his 
paintings  are  "more  precious  to  those 
who  earn  it."  He  feels  that  in  these 
modem  times  people  want  instant 
gratification,  and  need  to  know  what 
everything  means  without  thinking 
and  learning.  Barnes  knows  his  work 
will  be  most  appreciated  by  those 
who  take  their  time  with  it. 

Bames  quoted  Albert  Einstein 


when  speaking  of  his  own  view  of 
life,  "The  most  marvelous  thing  we 
can  experience  is  the  mysterious." 
When  Bames  paints  he,  he  shared,  he 
enters  into  "a  mysterious  abyss,  but  it 
is  a  safe  mystery.  We  just  have  critics 
and  they  ain't  nothing." 

Bames  wants  everyone  to  come 
away  from  his  paintings  feeling  the 
unexplained  magic  and  joy  of  them 
all. 

After  the  lecture  there  was  a  short 
question  and  answer  session  and  a 
reception  in  the  Arts  Ci  obby 
where  audience  members  were  able 
to  meet  the  artist.

The  votes  are  in,  and  COD's 
district  has  made  their  decisions, 
regarding  who  will  be  the  three  new 
Board  of  Trustees  members. 

The  person  who  won  with  the 
most  votes  was  Carol  Payette,  an 
Aurora  resident  and  board 
incumbent,  who  finished  with  an 
astounding  20,017  votes. 

"I  am  overwhelmed  and 
appreciative  of  the  support  I've 
received  from  the  community," 


Payette  said.  "I'm  looking  forward 
to  the  new  board,  and  working  with 
the  new  members.  The  more 
opinions  the  board  has,  the  better  I 
believe  the  board  will  be." 

Micheal  McKinnon,  a  resident  of 
Oak  Brook  and  an  important 
member  of  the  College  of  DuPage 
community  won  with  18, 624  votes. 

"I  am  really  honored  to  have  won 


votes.  As  a  trustee  Herron  plans  to 
increase  enrollment,  avoid  a 
referendum,  and  tighten  the  budget. 

"I  will  work  to  keep  tuition  low 
within  a  fiscally  responsible  budget 
and  advocate  for  a  process  for  hiring 
part-time  faculty  for  full-time  staff 
positions.

Planning  for  22nd  Street’s 
construction  gets  underway

For  quite  a  while  the  status  of 
22nd  Street  has  been  a  subject  of 
interest  for  the  College  of  DuPage. 
Finally,  the  plans  for  construction  are 
beginning  to  take  shape,  and 
meetings  are  taking  place. 

22nd  Street,  which  runs  East  to 
West  on  the  North  side  of  the 
campus  currently  is  in  serious  need 
of  repair,  if  not  a  whole  make  over. 

In  a  fact  sheet  distributed  at  a 
meeting  held  on  Friday,  October  1st, 
the  Village  of  Glen  Ellyn  Public 
Works  Department  estimated  that 
the  street  receives  9,000  to  12,000 
cars  daily,  with  the  numbers 
increasing  by  31%  by  the  year  2016. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works 
incorporated  the  assistance  of  Stanley 


Consultants,  who  helped  formulate 
an  approximate  list  of  the  costs, 
schedule,  and  benefits  of  such  a 
large-scale  construction  project. 

Currently  the  Village  of  Glen 
Ellynis  applying  to  the  federal  and 
state  governments  for  help  in  paying 
for  the  costs  of  construction.  Since 
the  Village  owns  the  street,  COD  will 
not  have  to  contribute  any  funds  for 
the  project,  though  much  of  the 
benefits  of  the  construction  will  be 
received  by  those  who  are  associated 
with  the  school. 

At  the  meeting.  Bob  Minix,  an 
engineer  from  the  Village's  public 
works  department  answered 
questions  regarding  the  construction, 
and  introduced  the  descriptions  and 
estimations. 

The  description  of  the  finished 
street  is  a  vast  improvement  over  the 


road  as  it  is  now. 

When  it  is  finished,  22nd  Street 
will  have  4  lanes,  with  a  center 
barrier  median,  and  left  turn  bays,  a 
bikepath,  lighting,  and  landscaping. 

The  benefits  of  this  construction 
will  be  an  improved  roadway 
surface,  a  barrier  median,  protected 
left-turn  lanes,  an  improved 
intersection  operation  at  22nd  and 
Lambert,  traffic  signal 
interconnections,  improved  lighting 
for  nighttime  travel,  and  improved 
streetscape  and  site  aesthetics. 

All  of  this  construction  is 
estimated  to  arrive  at  the  cost  of 
about  $2,600,000,  with  $230,000  for 
additional  right  of  way  acquisitions. 

The  only  problem  left  to  solve  is 
when  the  construction  will  begin, 
whenever  the  Village  receives  its 
funding.

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Public  safety  cracks  down  on 
handicapped  parking  abusers

Many  people  who  do  not 
have  legitimate  license  use 
the  allocated  handicapped 
parking  spaces,  without 
thinking  of  the  consequences. 

In  order  to  park  in  these 
spaces,  the  driver  must  have 
a  valid  placard,  that  hangs  on 
the  rearview  mirror. 

Most  of  the  time  these 
placards  are  administered  by 
doctors  or  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  are  used  legally, 
but  sometimes  people  use 
them  just  to  get  a  closer 
space,  and  that  is  a  crime 
punishable  by  a  minimum  of 
$100. 

"People  think  it's  just  a 
campus  ticket,  like  a  parking 
ticket.  But  the  truth  is  that 
with  this  ticket  the  fine  is  a 
minimum  of  $100,  and  the 
offender  must  appear  at 
Glendale  Heights  Field 
Court,"said  Tom 
Niketopoulos,  a  patrol  officer 
at  the  College  of  DuPage. 

Another  consequence  is 
that  the  people  who  really  do 
need  to  park  in  the 
handicapped  spaces  often 
can't,  because  they  are  filled 
with  people  who  don't  need 
them. 

The  price  of  being  caught, 
however,  often  times  exceeds 
the  initial  price  of  the  placard. 

"If  a  person  is  using  a 
placard  from  someone  they

know  who  knows  they  are 
using  it,  the  placard  may  be 
permanently  taken  away 
from  the  person  who 
legitimately  needs  it," 

Niketopoulos  explained. 

Since  January  of  this  year 
Public  Safety  has  confiscated 
over  35  misused  placards, 
with  a  100%  conviction  rate. 

The  exact  punishment 
depends  on  the  judge  and  the 
offender's  driving  record. 

For  all  the  benefits  of 
parking  in  the  closer 
handicapped  spaces,  the 
consequences  should 
seriously  be  considered 
before  parking  there. 

"It  only  takes  about  30 
seconds  to  run  a  check  on  the 
placard,  and  if  it's  found  to  be 
misused,  the  consequences 

can  be  very  serious,"  ls  ,he  Price  real|y  wor1h  a  closer

At  the  November  4  Student 
Senate  Meeting,  the  final  closing 
announcement  came  as  a  quite  a 
shock,  if  the  expressions  on  the 
faces  of  the  other  members  is  any 
indication. 

Moments  before  adjournment, 
Senator  David  Yorke  announced 
that  as  of  midnight  that  night,  he 
would  no  longer  hold  his  position  as 
senator. 

"This  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
SGA  members  as  individuals, 
they're  all  great.  It's  the 
organization  as  a  whole  that  needs 
to  change,"  he  said. 

Yorke  explained  that  when  he 
first  joined  the  Student  Government 
Association,  he  had  high  hopes  for 
an  independent  organization 
comprised  of  students  that  takes  an 
active  role  in  the  governance  of  the 
school.  In  actuality,  according  to 
Yorke,  that  is  not  the  way  it  is 
working. 

"I  can't  even  get  feedback  from 
other  members,  let  alone  the  student 
body,"  Yorke  said.  "It's  no  wonder 
we  only  have  filled  three  of  the  five 
administrative  positions,  and  eight 
of  the  thirteen  senator  positions." 

Though  he  is  resigning  from  the 
organization,  Yorke's  affection  for 
the  SGA  is  still  apparent. 

"Maybe  when  I'm  gone  the  other 
members  will  see  that  there  are 
changes  that  need  to  be  made,"  he 
said. 

In  the  meantime,  Yorke  still  plans 
to  finish  the  projects  he  is  already 
involved  with,  including  public 
relations  issues,  and  the  Illinois 
Board  of  Higher  Education  Student 
Advisory  Committee  (IBHESAC).

With  a  campus 
population  or 
approximately  34,  000 
students,  and  hundreds  of 
faculty  and  staff,  the  88 
people  who  even  attempted 
to  donate  blood  is  a  sad 
representation  of  the 
college's  interest  in  giving. 

The  blood  drive  that  took 
place  on  November  4th, 
attracted  a  mere  64  donors. 
An  additional  24  people 
attempted  to  donate,  but  for 
various  reasons  were 
rejected. 

The  drive  was  specifically 
scheduled  in  order  to 
precede  the  surge  of 
patients  that  never  fail  to 
need  blood  during  the 
holiday  season. 

There  are  several  reasons 
why  the  blood  drive  was 
not  more  of  a  success  and 
the  timing  was  only  one  of 
them. 

People  who  have 
attempted  and  been  rejected 
in  the  past,  the  short  hours 


that  the  drive  was  open, 
and  the  alternative  drives 
that  offer  more  convenient 
times  and  locations  mav 
take  away  some  of  COD's 
potential  donors. 

Health  and  Special 
Services  is  pleased  with  the 
amount  of  blood  they  did 
receive,  but  does  recognize 
that  in  recent  years  the 
number  of  donors  has 
definitely  decreased. 

The  question  to  ask  then, 
is  why  nas  it  decreased? 

Val  Burke,  the  coordinator 
of  the  drive,  attributes  the 
decrease  of  donors  to  the 
increase  of  those  who  are 
exempt.  New  tattoos, 
medications,  recently- 
pierced  ears,  and  weighing 
less  than  110  pounds  are 
some  of  the  most  common 
reasons  that  a  person's 
blood  is  refused,  and  people 
who  fall  into  this  category 
make  up  a  rising  percentage 
of  the  population. 

These  reasons  may  excuse 


a  portion  of  COD's 
population,  but  they  are 
most  likely  not  everyone's 
reasons  for  choosing  not  to 
give.  Many  people,  for 
whatever  reason,  are  simply 
uninterested  in  donating. 
Being  afraid  of  needles, 
being  too  busy,  and  just  not 
caring  in  general  are  a  few 
of  the  reasons  people  most 
often  give  for  not  donating. 

Many  people  do  not 
recognize  that  those  who 
need  the  blood  are  just  like 


everyone  else,  and  that  at 
any  time  those  who  do  not 
choose  to  give  could  be 
dying,  waiting  for  someone 
to  donate  to  them. 

So  until  people  recognize 
that  donating  blood  is  an 
act  that  requires  everyone's 
participation,  blood  drives 
will  continue  to  receive 
minimal  amounts,  and 
blood  from  banks  and 
other  institutions  will 
become  more  and  more 
scarce.

Unions  Should  Ask  Before 
They  Take 

Decades  ago  Congress  granted 
unions  an  extraordinary  power— 
the  power  to  require  employees 
to  pay  union  dues  to  unions  as  a 
condition  of  employment!  This 
mandate  is  called  a  "union 
security  agreement,"  which 
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My 


means  that  if  the  worker  does 

not  pay  dues  to  a  union  the 
worker  loses  his  or  her  job! 
bill,  the  Worker  Paycheck 
Fairness  Act,  H.R.  1625,  which 
passed  out  of  the  House 
Education  and  the  Workforce 
Committee,  would  stop  unions 
from  diverting  wages  from 
employees  without  their  written 
permission  to  spend  it  on 
activities  having  nothing  to  do 
with  a  union's  legitimate 
collective  bargaining  activities. 

My  bill  implements  the  spirit 
of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  Beck 
decision  of  nearly  a  decade  ago, 
which  held  that  workers  have  a 
right  not  to  pay  for  activities 


beyond  legitimate  collective 

bargaining  functions  of  unions. 
This  right,  in  my  view,  is  a 
constitutional  right  of  all 
working  people.  H.R.  1625  is 
about  the  freedom  of  all  workers 
to  make  individual  and  informed 
choices  about  the  political,  social, 
or  charitable  causes  for  which 
their  union  dues  are  used  when 
they  labor  under  a  union  security 
agreement. 

Individuals  attempting 
currently  to  exercise  their  rights 
under  Beck  often  face  incredible 
burdens,  including  harassment, 
coercion,  and  intimidation.  In 
addition,  the  union  usually 
forces  them  to  leave  the  union  as 


a  condition  for  asking  for  any 

such  refunds,  while  yet  retaining 
the  right  to  demand  that  they 
continue  to  pay  collective 
bargaining  dues  under  pain  of 
losing  their  jobs! 

Surely,  whenever  the  Supreme 
Court  rules  in  regard  to 
important  workers'  rights  such 
as  the  right  to  be  free  from 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
race,  religion,  or  gender,  it  is  the 
duty  of  Congress  to  implement 
constitutional  due  process  of  law 
for  a  uniform  and  orderly  way 
for  workers  to  go  about 
enforcing  those  rights.

include  whether  or  not  you  have  AIDS  or  other 
diseases,  sexual  history,  and  drug  use. 

Even  if  a  potential  donor  had  been  sick 
recently,  or  had  any  piercings  done,  they  are  not 
advised  to  donate. 

The  blood  donation  process  is  simple  and 
slightly  painless. 

After  filling  out  the  form  and  reading  the 
information  that  is  given,  a  qualified  staff  member 
will  review  the  questionnaire,  and  ask  additional 
questions. 

A  mini-physical  is  performed  to  check  the 
hematocrit  level,  temperature,  pulse,  and  blood 
pressure. 

Then  the  donor  will  be  comfortably  reclined  as 
a  staff  member  cleans  your  arm  with  an  antiseptic 
solution. 

The  new,  sterile  needle  will  pinch  slightly,  and 
the  bag  will  slowly  fill  with  blood. 

It  takes  about  5-10  minutes  to  collect  one  pint 
of  blood.  It  will  take  the  body  a  few  hours  to 
replace  the  liquid  part  of  the  blood  (plasma),  and 
the  cells  will  be  replaced  in  about  a  few  weeks. 

After  the  donation,  donors  might  feel  slightly 
dizzy  or  develop  a  bruise  around  the  needle  entry. 
But  these  are  only  temporary. 

The  blood  can  be  separated  into  red  blood 
cells,  plasma,  platelets,  and  cryoprecipitate. 

Red  blood  cells  are  the  oxygen-carrying  units 
that  are  administered  to  replenish  blood  loss. 

Plasma  is  the  liquid  part  of  the  blood,  and  when 
frozeit  can  be  kept  for  up  to  one  year.  Patients 
who  experience  clotting  problems,  hemorrhages 
and  bum  victims  are  administered  plasma. 

Platelets  allow  clotting  to  take  place.  Leukemia 
patients  and  transplant  patients  need  platelets  to 
repair  damage  during  treatment. 

Cryoprecipitate  is  a  clotting  factor  derived  from 
plasma,  and  patients  with  hemophilia  or  other 
bleeding  disorders  are  treated  with  it. 

The  students  who  found  it  in  their  hearts  to 
donate  did  so  for  a  variety  of  reasons. 

"I  have  an  unusual  blood  type,  so  the  blood 
banks  call  me,"  Clemente  Rios,22,  said. 

"The  reason  why  I  donated  was  so  I  could  get 
ten  extra  credit  points  in  my  World  Religions 


Despite  the  unimaginably  large  needle,  88 
students  participated  in  the  Life  Source  Blood 
Drive  on  Tuesday  in  the  SRC. 

Life  Source  visits  COD  four  times  a  year,  and 
gives  students  the  opportunity  to  help  those  in 
need. 

"The  kids  on  campus  are  fantastic  for  giving 
blood.  I'm  surprised  at  the  amount  of  people  who 
donated.  They  gave  with  heart,"  Jane  Knapp, 

Health  Educator  in  the  Health  and  Special 
Services,  said. 

The  need  for  blood  is  high  during  the  summer 
and  during  the  holidays. 

"When  there's  a  need  for  blood,  there's  a  lot  of 
advertisement  on  TV,  the  radio,  and  the 
newspaper.  Also  if  you're  a  regular  donor.  Life 
Source  will  call  you,"Carlos  Rivera,  Mobile  Unit 
Assistant,  said. 

Some  people  are  concerned  that  during  a  time 
of  great  blood  shortage,  the  donated  blood  will  be 
tested  quickly  and  not  thoroughly.  But  this  is  not 
true. 

"During  a  time  of  tragedy,  we  can't  speed  up 
the  process.  If  something  is  wrong  we  won't 
separate  it,"  Doris  Todd,  Life  Source  Team 
Leader,  said. 

The  concerns  that  surround  students  when 
contemplating  the  idea  of  giving  blood  is  the 
possibility  of  contracting  the  deadly  AIDS  virus. 
According  to  the  Life  Source  professionals  the 
possibility  is  absolutely  impossible. 

"People  think  that  they  can  get  AIDS  from 
donating,  that  is  not  true.  They  need  to  be  more 
well-informed  about  the  blood  donation  process," 
Rivera  said. 

Of  course  donating  blood  is  not  a  way  to  get 
tested  for  AIDS/ HIV,  and  if  a  student  was 
involved  in  risky  behaviors  that  in  turn  would 
place  that  student  in  a  high  risk  category,  they  are 
advised  not  to  donate. 

If  a  student  wishes  to  get  tested  for  AIDS,  the 
Health  and  Special  Services  in  IC2001  offers  free, 
confidential  testing. 

Blood  donors  are  not  only  receiving  the 
satisfaction  of  helping  others,  but  an  analysis  of 
their  blood  is  made.  Life  Source  will  test  your 
blood  for  syphilis,  AIDS/ HIV,  hepatitis,  and  other 
viruses. 

"After  the  donation,  the  blood  lab  processes 
the  blood.  In  about  4-6  weeks  you  will  receive  the 
results  and  a  donor  card,  "  Rivera  said 

Prior  to  giving  blood,  potential  donors  are 
asked  to  fill  out  a  questionnaire  concerning  factors 
that  would  effect  the  blood  donation  process. 

The  questions  that  appear  on  the  questionnaire 


class,"  Jason  Picciariello,  18,  said. 

"I  donated  because  my  dad  had  surgery  and  I 
was  thinking  of  someone  else's  dad,  and  because  I 
had  an  hour  to  kill,"  Jennifer  Paulin,  said. 

Some  students  were  willing  to  give  blood,  but 
were  unable  to  due  to  their  questionnaire. 

According  to  Patricia  Johnson,  the  regional 
supervisor,  there  are  various  reasons  why  a 
person  cannot  donate,  such  as  medical  history, 
and  other  factors. 

"I  was  unable  to  donate  due  to  a  skin  disorder," 
an  anonymous  student  said. 

Other  students  didn't  donate  because  they  feel 
that  donating  blood  is  a  painful  process. 

"I  didn't  donate  blood  because  I'm  very  afraid 
of  needles,  I  have  a  tendency  to  pass  out.  Also  I 
have  a  very  common  blood  type,  so  it  wasn't 
worthwhile  to  subject  myself  to  a  great  deal  of 
pain,"  Wendy  Scarpa,  19,  said. 

According  to  Val  Burke,  the  Coordinator  of  the 
Health  and  Special  services,  88  people  came  out  to 
donate,  64  of  them  actually  donated.  She  said  it 
was  a  pretty  good  turnout,  and  felt  that  if  there 
were  more  phlebotomists  available,  more  people 
would've  probably  donated. 

Donating  blood  is  a  great  way  to  give  your 
heart  to  those  who  need  it.  The  need  for  blood 
increases  each  day,  and  the  donated  blood  saves 
people's  lives.

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Study  abroad  in  over  30  countries

The  International  Education  Office 
is  offering  the  opportunity  to  study  in 
Canterbury  England  and  explore  the 
culture  of  the  country. 

"This  is  an  experience  you  can't 
reproduce  in  the  classroom,"  Zinta 
Konrad,  Coordinator  of  International 
Education,  said. 

In  association  with  the  Illinois 
Consortium  for  International  Studies 
and  Programs(ICISP) ,  the  Canterbury 
Study  Abroad  Program  allows  eligible 
students  to  earn  COD  credit  while 
studying  at  the  Canterbury  Christ 
Church  College. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the 
program,  students  must  have 
completed  15  quarter  hours  of  college 
work,  have  a  cumulative  average  of 
2.75  or  better,  and  be  a  full-time 
student. 

In  13  weeks,  the  student  has  the 
opportunity  to  absorb  the  social, 
political,  and  historical  aspects  of 
British  culture. 

The  students  take  classes,  and  are 
enrolled  in  12-15  credits.  Since 
Canterbury  is  on  a  semester  system, 
and  COD  operates  on  a  quarter 
system,  students  study  slightly 
longer. 

"A  student  can  take  up  to  15 
credits  and  take  advantage  of 
literature  and  history  of  England," 
Konrad  said. 

England  is  a  culturally  fascinating 
place  that  requires  no  prior  language 
study. 
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"There  is  no  language  component 
to  study  in  Canterbury,  unlike 
Germany  and  Costa  Rica  ,"  Konrad 
said. 

While  in  Canterbury  the 
opportunity  to  visit  points  of  interest 
such  as  the  Tower  of  London,  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral,  Buckingham  Palace 
and  Westminster  Abbey,  arises. 

"Students  have  the  opportunity  to 
make  new  friends,"  Konrad  said. 

The  total  price  of  $3892  includes 
room  and  board,  Canterbury 
academic  program,  field  trips  and 
orientation  materials. 

Nicole  Leiser  is  a  student  who  had 
the  opportunity  to  travel  to  London 
through  the  CCIS  (College 
Consortium  for  International  Studies) 
London  Program. 

"I  went  in  the  Spring  of  '97,  this 
past  Spring.  We  attended  Thames 
Valley  University,  and  stayed  a 
semester  long,  about  31/2  months.  It 
was  a  great  experience,"  Leiser  said. 


Math  instructor,  Erich  Hauenstein, 
went  to  Canterbury  to  teach  through 
the  ICISP  Consortium.  He  is 
providing  an  orientation  for  those 
students  interested  in  studying  in 
Canterbury  on  November  20. 

If  students  are  interested  in 
exploring  aspects  of  different 
countries,  there  are  several  programs 
at  COD  that  can  make  it  possible. 

Through  the  Liberal  Arts  Division, 
five- week  destiny  ons  such  as 
Munich,  Germany,  and  Costa  Rica  are 
available  to  those  who  are  interested. 

"We  sponsor  over  30  Over- Abroad 
programs.  There  are  three  offices  that 
handle  long-term  (Liberal  Arts 
Division),  semester  long  ( sponsored 
by  International  Education  and 
Liberal  Arts  ),  and  short-term,  three 
weeks  (Field  Experience  Learning, 
FEL),"  Konrad  said. 

The  CCIS  program  allows  students 
to  study  in  places  such  as  Bulgaria, 
Chile,  Costa  Rica,  China,  Ecuador, 


England,  France,  Greece,  Ireland, 

|  Israel,Italy,  Korea,  Spain,  Switzerland, 
and  more. 

Students  who  enroll  in  this 
program  receive  official  transcripts, 
and  attend  fully  accredited  colleges 
and  universities  who  sponsor  the 
|  programs. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to 
allow  the  chance  for  cultural 
immersion  to  take  place.  By  living 
|  with  a  family,  the  student  can  learn  a 
4  lot  from  the  culture  just  by  observing 
,  their  manners  and  food  preparation. 

"By  living  with  a  family,  the  food 
|  reveals  important  things  about  the 
|  culture,"  Konrad  said. 

The  informative  CCIS  pamphlet 
explains  the  country,  the  school, 
academic  highlights,  student  life, 
application  deadlines,  time  duration, 
and  costs.  The  pamphlet  can  be 
obtained  inthe  International  through 
CIS  Consortium  Office  located  in  IC 
2084. 

Scholarships  are  available  to  those 
who  are  eligible. 

"The  scholarships  started  about 
five  years  ago.  It  provides  4,  $500 
scholarships  a  year  for  any  of  the 
college's  programs,"  Konrad  said. 

Studying  abroad  gives  students  the 
opportunity  to  experience  culture  in 
such  a  way  that  would  benefit  the 
students'  futures  and  expand  their 
minds  as  well. 

"Students  who  come  back  from  the 
trips  are  noticeably  different  than 
before  they  went,"  Konrad  said. 

"It  was  an  incredible  growing 
experience  just  to  see  the  culture,  and 
the  opportunity  to  travel,"  Leiser  said.

The  Special  Student  Services, 

located  in  IC  2125,  have  solutions  to 
some  of  the  problems  facing  students 
with  learning  disabilities,  here  at  the 
college. 

The  first  step  in  obtaining  these 
beneficial  solutions  is  to  realize  that 
the  disability  exists  and  document  the 
condition. 

"Most  of  the  people  discover  their 
disabilities  in  high  school,  such  as 
poor  note-taking  and  struggling 
through  classes,"  Marie  Coulson, 
Health  Educator  in  Health  and  Special 
Services,  said. 

In  order  to  obtain  documentation 
of  the  disability,  one  must  be  tested 
by  a  psychologist. 

The  Special  Student  Sendees  can 
provide  referrals  to  anyone  that 
suspects  a  possibility  of  a  lingering 
disability. 

After  the  documentation  is 
provided,  there  are  many  ways  in 
which  the  program  benefits  the 
participants. 

"If  someone  needs  extra  time  for 
test  taking,  or  a  tape  recorder,  or  an 
interpreter,  thses  are  all  things  this  the 
service  provides,"  Coulson  said. 

Other  services  available  include 
coordinating,  note-taking,  alternate 
testing,  tutoring,  and  books  on  audio 
tape. 

These  programs  are  offered  in 
acordance  with  Section  504  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  on  1973  and  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  of 
1990. 

The  Special  Student  Services  has 
approximetly  225-250  participants 
each  quarter. 

"There  are  probably  a  lot  of 
students  who  could  benefit  from  our 
services  but  they  don't  want  to,  or 
they  don't  know  about  it,"  a  counsler 
from  the  Special  Student  Services 
said. 

To  become  more  aware  of  these 
types  of  disabilities  and  what  can  be 
done  to  overcome  them,  the  program 
offers  a  Learning  Disabilities 
Information  Night,  Physical  and 
Medical  Disabilities  Information 
Night,  and  a  Disability  Support 
Group.

2306.

Are  Thursdays  still  alive? 

Student  coordinator  hired  to  run  entertainment  series

This  year,  the  once- 
popular  "Thursdays 
Alive,"  student  activities' 
series  of  free  lunchtime 
concerts  and  entertainers, 
has  gone  largely  unnoticed, 
if  attendance  is  any 
indication.

It  will  be  her  job,  with 
the  help  of  a  handful  of 
volunteers,  to  revive  the 
suffering  program. 

An  immediate  goal  of

Schunemann  is  to  improve 
advance  publicity,  a 
problem  made  worse  by 
the  scarcity  of  student 
volunteers. 

This  year,  as  in  past 
years,  Thursdays  Alive 
entertainment  will  be 
chiefly  made  up  of  musical 
acts,  with  a  sprinkling  of 
other  types  of  entertainers. 
For  example,  hypnotist  Jim 
Wand,  a  longtime  COD 
favorite  is  scheduled  to 
appear  on  December  5. 

In  previous  years,  local 
bands,  along  with  others 
such  as  Wand  and  the 
Chicago-based  theater 
company  "The  Neo- 
Futurists"  have  appeared 
at  COD,  to  large  audiences. 

Later  this  month, 
Schunemann  and  the 
student  activities  staff  will 
be  attending  the  National 
Association  for  Campus 


Activities  conference  in 
Peoria,  where  they  meet 
with  agents  for  college- 
geared  artists  and  share 
ideas  with  program  boards 
from  other  colleges.  After 
the  conference,  the  bulk  of 
the  scheduling  will  begin. 

Input  from  COD's 
diverse  student  body  will 
be  very  important  in 
selecting  entertainment  for 
Thursdays  Alive, 
Schunemann  said.  Placing 
comment  boxes  throughout 
campus  is  among  the  ideas 
she  discussed  to  encourage 
student  participation. 

Although  the  comment 
box  idea  is  not  perfect  she 
admitted,  "the  students 
who  leave  messages  will  be 
the  ones  showing  up." 


Volunteer  participation 
is  also  essential  for  the 
program  to  succeed.  "We 
need  very  diverse  groups 
of  students  to  help  out," 
Schunemann  said,  "even 
for  as  little  as  one  or  two 
hours."  She  added  that  the 
work  is  not  very  difficult, 

I Is  and  that  all  students  are 
welcome  to  participate. 

Thursdays  Alive  will  be

New  student  theater 
production  to  focus 
on  acting,  learning

In  many  cases  today, 
theater  productions  are 
grandiose,  polished  events 
with  lavish  sets  that  rival  a 
Hollywood  blockbuster.  But 
Actor's  Theatre  in  the 
Studio's  production  of  "The 
House  of  Ramon  Iglesia, 
opening  tonight  at  the  Arts 
Center  Studio  Theater, 
focuses  on  a  more  essential 
element. 

"Actors  Theatre  in  the 
Studio  is  a  forum  for  actors  to 
train  in  their  craft,"  Director 
Bryan  Burke  said,  "without 
having  to  worry  about  all  the 
demands  of  a  full 
production." 

The  staging  of  the  play 
reflects  this  philosophy.  Set 
in  the  intimate  confines  of  the 
"theater  in  the  round," 
allowing  the  audience  to  sit 
on  all  four  sides,"  the  set 


consists  merely  of  a  couple 
chairs  and  couches,  a  table, 
some  boxes,  and  a  few  living 
room  decorations. 

Assistant  stage  manager 
Scott  Vesely  agrees  that  the 
minimalist  staging  allows  the 
actors  to  concentrate  on 
"honing  their  craft." 

The  script,  written  by 
emerging  playwright  Jose 
Rivera,  tells  the  story  of  the 
Iglesias,  a  family  that 
immigrated  to  the  United 
States  from  Puerto  Rico  some 
20  years  before. 

Now,  the  parents  want  to 
return  to  Puerto  Rico,  but  the 
family  is  divided.  Sons  Julio 
and  Javier  want  nothing  of 
the  plan.  Julio  seeks  to  enlist 
in  the  Marine  Corps  and 
Javier  wants  to  stay  and  go 
into  business. 

The  third  son,  Charlie, 
fantasizing  about  a  tropical 
island  paradise,  agrees  with 
his  parents'  plan  to  return.

A  veteran  nucleus  of  six

Pold  is  a  smart,  controlled 
player  with  a  good  shot. 

Garcia  plays  the  point,  is  a 
good  driver  and  will  be  asked 
to  score  this  year.

Three  freshmen  who  will 
figure  prominently  in  Klaas' 
rotation  are  DeMario  Trent 
(Glendale  Heights),  a  6'5" 
forward;  Nathan  Numrich 
(Naperville),  6'6" 
forward /center;  and  DelMarco 
Crawford,  a  6'2"  guard. 

"This  is  a  good  freshman 
class,"  said  Klaas.  "They  are 
all  good  athletes  and  have 
quickness." 

Despite  the  potential,  Klaas 
still  ponders  how  the  players 
will  come  together  as  a  team. 
"Tune  will  tell  where  our 
strength  really  lies,"  said 
Klaas.  "Every  team  has  its 
own  personality.  My  teams 
that  were  successful  were 
competitive,  big-hearted  and 
smart.

Klaas  said  his  team  will 
utilize  a  motion  offense  and 
multiple  defenses  that  are 
dictated  by  the  talents  of  his 
fers.

New  Hope  Tax  begins  to  take  effect

The  new  Hope  Tax 
credit  creates  tax  benefits 
for  families  who  are 
saving  for,  or  already  pay  j 
higher  education  costs  or  | 
worry  about  repaying 
student  loans. 

Students  can  be  eligible 
for  the  Hope  Tax  if  they 
meet  the  following 
requirements: 

1.  they  are  in  their  first 
two  years  of  college 

2.  they  are  enrolled  in  at 
least  six  credit  hours  in  a 
degree,  certificate,  or  other 
program  leading  to  a 
recognized  credential 

3.  if  they  have  not  been 
convicted  of  a  felony  due 
to  possession  of  a 
controlled  substance. 

According  to  Director  of 
Financial  Affairs  Ron  Ally, 
this  tax  credit  potentially 
could  affect  a  great 
number  of  students. 

"Based  on  a  study 
conducted  by  Dr.  Harlan 
Schweer's  research  of  last 
year's  enrollment,  we  can 
expect  that  at  least  7200 
students  will  benefit  from 
this  tax  credit.  And  that 


number  is  only  from  credit 
hours,  not  financial  need." 

For  joint  filers,  (2  parent 
filers)  with  credit  between 
$80,000  and  $100,000  of 
adjusted  gross  income  are 
eligible.  Single  filers  (1 
parent  or  student)  with 
credit  between  $40,000 
and  $50,000  of  adjusted 
gross  income  also  qualify. 

The  taxpayer  will 
receive  100%  credit  for  the 
first  $1,000  of  tuition  and 
required  fees,  and  50% 
credit  for  the  next  $1,000. 
Therefore,  the  maximum 
credit  amount  for  the 
expenses  of  an  eligible 
student  is  $1,500.  This 
credit  covers  qualified 
tuition  and  other  related 
expenses,  less  grants, 
scholarships,  and  other 
tax-free  educational 
assistance. 

"This  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  help 
families  handle  the  cost  of 
their  tuition,"  said 
Associate  Vice  President 
for  Student  Affairs  Kay 
Nielsen. 

Taxpayers  can  claim 
credit  for  their  own  tuition 
I  expenses  or  for  their 
|  spouses  or  dependent 
s  children's  expenses.  A 


parent  may  claim  the 
dependency  exemption  for 
his/her  unmarried  child  if 
the  parent  supplies  more 
than  half  the  child's 
support  for  the  taxable 
year,  and  the  child  is 
under  age  19  or  is  a  full¬ 
time  student  under  age  24. 

Hope  Tax  credit  goes  in 
effect  January  1, 1998.  For 
the  students'  convenience, 
the  payment  due  date  will 
be  deferred  from  January 
1, 1998  to  January  10, 1998, 
but  no  later  than  that  date 
for  those  who  are  eligible. 

Amounts  paid  for  any 
course  other  than 
education  including 
sports,  games,or  hobbies 
do  not  qualify  for  the 
credit  unless  they  are  part 
of  the  student's  degree 
program. 


I  Charges  and  fees 
associated  with  room, 
board,  student  activities, 
athletics,  insurance,  books, 

Iand  equipment  are  not 
qualified  tuition  or  related 
expenses.  There  is  a  limit 
to  the  number  of  times  a 
taxpayer  may  claim  the 
Hope  Credit.  The  credit 
may  be  claimed  in  no 
more  than  two  years  for 
each  student.  Note  that 
only  the  parent  or  the 
child,  not  both  may  claim 
the  credit  for  the  child's 
expenses  in  a  particular 
year.

Student  Government 
Association's  Student 
Senate  elections  are  upon 
us  again,  with  this  year's 
candidates  looking 
especially  hopeful. 

For  this  fall's  election, 
there  are  five  contenders 
for  the  six  available 
positions  on  the  senate. 

Four  of  the  candidates 
will  appear  on  the  ballot, 
while  Mary  Carol 
Suchsland  vies  as  a  write- 
in  candidate. 

At  a  forum  held  on 
Wednesday,  the 
candidates  answered 


questions  regarding  their 
interests  in  the  SGA,  their 
reasons  for  running,  their 
hopes  for  the  future  as  a 
member  of  the  senate,  and 
their  qualifications. 

While  all  of  their 
answers  differed 
individually,  they  each 
agreed  that  the  senator 
positions  are  a  big 
responsibility,  and  would 
take  up  a  lot  of  time. 

The  SGA  holds  two 
senator  elections  per  year- 
one  in  the  fall,  and  the 
other  in  the  spring.  The 
association  has  positions 
for  13  senators-  6  are  to  be 
filled  in  this  election,  and 
the  other  7  will  be  elected 
at  the  fall  election. 


According  to  Senate 
Chairman  Steve 
Raczkowski,  the  sixth 
senator  position  should 
not  be  hard  to  fill,  even 
though  there  are  only  five 
candidates. 

"A  person  will  be 
appointed  by  the  SGA 
president,  and  the  other 
senators  will  vote  to 
accept  the  president's 
decision,"  he  said. 

The  appointed  person 
will  hold  his  or  her 
position  until  the  general 
fall  elections,  when  the 
entire  student  body  has 
the  opportunity  to  vote. 

All  other  candidates 
voted  in  this  election  will 
hold  their  positions  until 


next  year's  fall  election. 

"We  stagger  the 
elections  so  there  is  never 
a  completely  new  senate 
all  at  one  time," 
Raczkowski  said. 

Elections  will  be  held  on 
November  18, 19,  and  20, 
from  9  a.m.  -  3  p.m.,  and  6 
p.m.  -  9  p.m. 

Students  are  advised  to 
check  with  their 
professors  about 
individual  voting  policies- 
many  instructors  offer 
extra  credit  for  voting  in 
this  election. 

The  electoral  judges  do 
offer  receipts  to  voters  for 
proof  of  their 
participation.

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Lifetime  Learning  Credit  offers  fewer  restrictions

The  Lifetime  Learning  Tax 
Credit  is  20%  tax  credit  for  the 
first  $5,000  of  tuition  and 
required  fees  paid  each  year 
through  2002,  and  the  first 
$10,000  thereafter  for  amounts 
paid  on  or  after  July  1, 1998. 

Maximum  credit  is 
determined  on  a  per-taxpayer 
(family)  basis,  regardless  of 
the  number  of  college 
students  in  the  family. 

Credit  phased  out  for  joint 
filers  with  between  $80,000 
and  $100,000  of  adjusted  gross 
income,  and  single  filers  with 
between  $40,000  and  $50,000 
of  adjusted  gross  income. 

The  lifetime  Learning  Tax 
Credit  may  not  be  claimed  for 
an  individual  receiving  a 
Hope  Tax  Credit  in  the  same 
year.  Yet  there  is  no  limit  for 
the  number  of  years  in  which 
this  credit  may  be  claimed  for 
each  student.

Learning  Tax  Credit  will  be

Hope  Tax  Credit  that  goes 
into  effect  January  1. 

The  difference  between  the 
two,  besides  the  fact  that  the 
Lifetime  credit  does  not  begin 
its  effects  until  July  1,  1998,  is 
that  while  students  convicted 
of  a  felony  due  to  possession 
of  a  controlled  substance  are 
excluded  from  the  benefits  of 
the  Hope  Tax  credit,  they  may 
still  file  and  be  available  to 
receive  the  Lifetime  Learning 
credit. 

This  difference  alone 
includes  many  additional 
students  that  were  originally 
excluded  from  government 
assistance. 

"We  can  expect  this  credit 
to  be  a  lot  bigger  and  more 
effective  than  the  Hope  Tax 
Credit  for  many  reasons, 
including  the  fact  that  fewer 
students  are  exempt  from  this 
credit,"  said  Director  of 
Financial  Affairs  Ron  Ally. 

Another  difference  between 
the  two  creditsis  that  an 
individual  may  claim  a 


Lifetime  Learning  Credit  for 
more  than  one  family 
member. 

This  credit  has  the  potential 
to  save  students  a  substantial 
amount  of  money  for  college. 
So  even  if  a  student's 
application  for  the  Hope  Tax 
Credit  was  not  accepted,  he  or 
she  should  still  apply  for  the 
Lifetime  Learning  credit, 
because  its  requirements  are 
significantly  different. 

Even  though  the  actual 
credit  is  not  available  yet, 
students  can  still  become 
more  educated  in  regards  to 
its  benefits  and  highlights. 

A  good  source  for 
information  on  the  Hope  tax 
credit  and  the  Lifetime 
Learning  tax  credit  is  on  the 
internet.

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Tax  credits  relieve 
more  than  tuition  costs 


The  Hope  and  Lifetime 
Learning  Tax  Credits  are 
expected  to  affect  at  least  7,200 
students  each,  if  a  study  based 
on  last  year's  enrollment  is 
any  indication  of  this  year's. 

Each  credit  will  allow  a 
qualifying  student  to  receive  a 
maximum  amount  of  return 
on  their  tax  forms,  if  a  few 
criteria  are  met. 

The  College  of  DuPage  is 
deferring  the  Winter  Quarter 
registration  payment  until 
January  10, 1998,  so  that  more 
students  can  get  in  on  this 
cost-effective  plan. 

These  credits  may  help 
students  and  their  ramifies 
who  normally  wouldn't  be 
able  to  afford  many  college 
credits  at  one  time  relieve  the 
pressures  of  costs  and 
payments,  and  help  education 
get  on  the  right  track- 
teaching  the  students. 

With  students  taking  more 
credits  at  once,  the  graduation 
rate  will  be  able  to  increase, 
and  the  students  will  be  able 
to  enter  the  workforce  sooner.

able  to. 

These  credits  create  a 
snowball-effect  of  positive 
things.

If  not,  then  this  money  will 
not  be  used  to  its  potential, 
and  will  be  as  good  as  wasted. 

It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  all 
people,  whether  they  are 
currently  students  or  not,  to 
investigate  these  credits  and 
see  how  they  could  benefit 
them.  Because  soon  they  may 
choose  to  become  a  student.

The  Need  for  Campaign  Finance  Reform 


Over  the  past  few  months.  Congress  has  been 
talking  about  campaign  finance  reform. 

We  nave  talked  about  curbing  spending, 
documenting  spending,  and  regulating  ah  types 
of  advertisements.  We  have  debated  soft-money 
contributions,  and  leveling  the  playing  field 
between  challengers  and  incumbents. 

Campaign  fundraising  laws  are  like  a  Rube 
Goldberg  device.  They  are  a  labyrinth  of  legal 
intricacies  that  make  crafting  reform  all  the 
harder.  Given  that  each  Senate  race  now 
requires  an  average  of  $4  million  in 
contributions,  fundraising  now  consumes  an 
inordinate  amount  of  time. 

No  lawmaker  enjoys  raising  money.  There  are 
more  important  tasks  to  accomplish. 

This  debate,  however,  should  not  be  about  the 
impact  of  fundraising  on  the  daily  lives  of 
members  of  Congress.  It's  about  the  impact  on 
the  American  people. 

Last  year,  experts  estimate  that  more  than  $2 
billion  was  spent  by  both  parties  on  federal 
elections.  The  overall  cost  of  all  Congressional 
races  has  ballooned  from  $99  million  in  1976  to 
$765.3  million  in  1996—  a  staggering  700  percent 
increase. 

Meanwhile,  voter  turnout  has  plummeted.  In 
1960,  more  63  percent  of  registered  voters 
headed  to  the  polls.  In  1996,  however,  only  49 
percent  of  the  voting  age  population  turned  out 
to  vote-  the  lowest  turnout  since  1924. 

Money  has  not  served  to  illuminate  issues-  it 
has  served  to  obscure  them.  Communication 
has  not  been  enhanced,  it  has  been  undermined. 
As  a  consequence,  millions  of  voters  are  tuning 
out,  and  turning  off. 

A  study  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
found  that  one  of  the  top  three  reasons  people 
do  not  vote  is  because  they  do  not  believe  their 
vote  will  make  a  difference.  It  is  bad  enough 
when  one  American  believes  his  or  her  vote  is 
pointless,  but  out  situation  is  much  worse  when 
tens  of  millions  of  Americans  completely 
dismiss  the  democratic  process. 

Campaign  finance  reform  is  not  about  how 
many  spending  caps  we  can  impose,  or  how 


many  more  rules  we  can  make.  It's  about 
something  much  mor  important—  how  can  we 
restore  the  faiths  of  the  American  people  in  this 
democracy. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  campaigning—  of  the 
political  advertising  and  the  stump  speeches—  is 
to  send  our  message  to  the  voters.  We  want  the 
American  people  to  know  what  we  represent— 
to  learn  about  our  positions,  out 
accomplishments,  and  the  direction  that  we 
think  mis  country  should  take. 

We  face  a  choice.  One  way  leads  to  more 
bitterness  and  more  separation.  The  other  path 
is  the  path  of  reconciliation,  helping  to  heaf  the 
rift  between  the  American  people  and  their 
Congress,  and  renewing  the  distinctly  American 
idea  of  a  government  of  the  people,  by  the 
people,  for  the  people. 

Fifty-five  percent  of  the  American  public 
would  like  to  see  campaign  finance  reform  pass 
this  year.  I  am  a  strong  supporter  of  a  bill 
currently  before  Congress  which  would  repair 
some  of  the  major  problems  in  our  current 
campaign  finance  laws.  One  of  the  main  tenets 
of  this  legislation  would  prohibit  unrestricted 
contributions  to  national  political  parties,  which 
essentially  allows  donors  to  sidestep  the  current 
election  laws  and  pour  massive  amounts  of 
money  into  campaigns  through  an  unmonitored 
back  door. 

This  legislation  also  would  put  some  teeth  in 
existing  campaign  finance  laws.  Penalties  for 
flagrant  violations  of  campaign  laws  would  be 
tripled,  all  large  contributions  would  have  to  be 
reported  before  deposited,  campaign  funds 
could  not  be  used  for  personal  use,  and  all 
foreign  contributions  would  be  banned. 

This  legislation  does  not  correct  every 
problem  m  our  election  process,  but  it  is  a  good 
start. 

We  cannot  afford  another  generation  of  voters 
who  abandon  the  democratic  process  and 
abstain  from  the  decisions  that  are  so  important 
to  their  lives.

Award  winning  Biology 
professor,  Hal  Cohen  has 
successfully  integrated  tire 
classroom  with  field  learning 
programs  to  create  a  learning 
experience  students  won't  soon 
forget. 

On  October  23,  Cohen  was 
honored  by  two  national 
organizations  as  the  Outstanding 
Community  College  Professor  of  the 
Year. 

Cohen  is  the  first  professor  in 
COD's  history  to  win  this 
prestigious  award. 

Cohen  was  chosen  from  600 
nominees  who  were  nominated  by 
their  fellow  faculty  members, 
students,  and  administration. 

Joined  by  friends  and  family, 
Cohen  was  officially  honored  at  a 
Washington  DC  reception,  where 
along  with  himself  and  four  other 
recipients  of  the  award,  were 
interviewed  by  the  media. 

Cohen  was  chosen  from  600 
nominees  who  were  judged  on  the 
basis  of  involvement  with  students 
and  support  from  colleagues  and 
students. 

COD  President  Mike  Murphy 
commended  Cohen  on  his 
achievement,  and  calls  his  award  "a 
reflection  on  College  of  DuPage  and 
its  talented  faculty". 

Cohen's  unique  approach  to 
teaching  involves  his  vast 
knowledge  and  expertise  in  the 
many  aspects  of  nature.  His  interest 
in  bird  watching  has  earned  him  the 
name  "Birdman  of  DuPage  County". 

To  provide  a  hands-on  learning 
experience,  Cohen  invites  his 
students  to  travel  with  him  to  such 
places  as  China,  Costa  Rica,  Africa, 
Alaska,  the  Arctic  and  the  Antarctic. 

With  Cohen  as  the  tour  guide, 
students  can  allow  a  deep  and  more 
colorful  understanding  to  emerge. 

On  November  9,  Cohen  gave  a 
lecture  about  his  field  learning  trip

to  the  Arctic  and  Antarctica. 

To  an  unexpectedly  large  crowd 
Cohen  dazzled  the  group  with  his 
breathtaking  slides  and  amusing 
stories.  The  crowd  hung  on  his 
every  word. 

His  students  joined  him  on  the 
trip,  and  some  were  even  present  in 
the  audience  to  add  their 
perceptions  of  the  trip. 

First  Cohen  showed  slides  from 
his  trip  to  Greenland,  which  is 
located  the  Arctic.  He  explained 
why  there  are  no  penguins  in  the 
arctic  because  of  die  rising  water 
temperature. 

According  to  Cohen,  Greenland  is 
the  largest  piece  of  land  that  is  an 
island. 

The  group  that  accompanied 
Cohen  on  the  trip  sailed  on  a  large 
ship  with  about  80  other  passengers. 
The  passengers  passed  the  time 
gazing  at  the  beautiful  scenery. 

The  passengers  stayed  in  nice 
rooms  and  feasted  on  a  variety  of 
foods. 

The  vegetation  on  Greenland  is 
quite  different  to  what  we  North 
Americans  are  accustomed  to.  Some 
of  the  trees  don't  reach  higher  than  4 
to  5  indies  due  to  the  tundra. 

The  audience  were  amazed  to 
learn  that  the  sled  dogs  are  not  even 
close  to  domesticated.  They  are  not 
considered  pets  and  are  used  for 
labor  purposes. 

In  the  spirit  of  the  Antarctica 
theme.  Snowballs  Hostess  snacks 
were  served  for  refreshments  during 
intermission. 


When  the  audience  returned, 
Cohen  began  to  share  his  trip  to 
Antarctica.  The  slides  were 
peppered  with  scenes  of  enormous 
icebergs  and  colorful  villages. 

The  images  of  the  native  people 
engaging  in  every  day  activities 
somehow  amazed  the  audience. 
Cohen  told  the  group  that  the 
people  use  more  body  language  as  a 
form  of  expression. 

Antarctica  is  a  peninsula,  and  the 
ground  is  frozen  due  to  the 
permafrost. 

Cohen  kept  his  cool  and  sense  of 
humor  despite  slight  technical 
difficulties  with  the  projector. 

After  the  lecture,  Cohen  was  open 
to  any  questions  anybody  might 
have  had. 

Cohen  embarks  on  many 
expeditions  throughout  the  world, 
and  invites  his  students  to  join  him. 

Some  students  have  gone  with 
Cohen  many  times. 

"I  get  some  repeats,  but  there  are 
always  new  people  on  every  trip.  I 
have  a  woman  who  has  taken  more 
than  40  of  my  classes,"  Cohen  said. 

Cohen  is  a  huge  fan  of 
experiential  learning  and  feels  that 
utilizing  nature  and  all  it  has  to  offer 
is  a  very  important  part  of 
successful  science  teaching. 

The  trips  that  Cohen  and  his 
students  engage  in  are  surprisingly 
inexpensive. 

"The  trip  is  cheaper  than  if  you 
went  on  your  own.  I  like  to  call  them 
'first  class  budget  trips',"  Cohen 
said. 


It  was  this  approach  to  teaching 
that  won  Cohen  his  prestigious 
|  award,  but  he  doesn't  take  all  the 
>  credit. 

|  "So  many  people  have  been 
j  involved  in  the  effort  to  gaining  the 
;  award.  My  wife  has  been  supportive 
I  for  27  years,  and  very  tolerant 
|  during  the  field  trips.  Also  my  kids 
|  and  the  staff  at  the  college  have  been 
|  very  involved,"  Cohen  said. 

|  The  COD  Administration  has 
I  supported  Cohen  when  he  arranges 
|  field  study  trips. 

"The  Administration  was  100% 

\  behind  our  programming,  they 
!  never  said  no,"  Cohen  said. 

Cohen  has  received  so  much 
!  support  from  his  fellow  staff 
j  members,  and  he  appreciates  it 
I  greatly. 

I  "The  staff  has  been  remarkable 
|  and  essential  to  making  the  field 
|  study  programs  work.  Students 
|  have  the  freedom  to  explore,  grow 
|  and  produce  so  much,  and  that's 
1  what  it  is  all  about,"  Cohen  said. 

I  I  Cohen  has  practically  built  with 

his  bare  hands  the  field  learning 
classes  at  the  college.  In  turn  his 
students  have  the  opportunity  to 
experience  nature  first  hand. 

1  Cohen  mentions  that  during  his 
1  many  years  of  teaching,  the  greatest 
j  moments  are  when  students  say 
!  "Aha!  I  get  it,  I  understand,  and  it's 
fun,  and  it  is  changing  my  life". 

Next  summer,  Cohen  is  taking  a 
group  on  a  trip  to  South  Africa, 
which  according  to  Cohen  is  the 
least  expensive  trip  to  South  Africa 
in  the  world. 

Throughout  his  teaching  career, 
Hal  Cohen  has  taken  a  different 
approach  to  teaching,  an  approach 
that  works.  In  my  opinion,  Cohen 
has  definitely  earned  his  award.  _

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Native  American  classes  gar*  ’ng  popularity

Students  can  obtain  a  Native  American  studies 
certificate  by  combining  classroom  time  along  with 
field  study  experience. 

Jim  Frank,  coordinator  of  the  Native  American 
Studies  Program,  even  though  not  of  Native 
American  decent,  has  had  an  interest  in  Native 
American  Culture  since  his  youth. 

"From  the  time  I  got  a  library  card,  I  wanted  to 
know  more  about  the  culture,"  Frank  said. 

Frank  has  enjoyed  years  of  field  study  trips  to 
Native  American  reservations,  and  shared  with  his 
students  the  great  experience. 

"I  took  students  up  to  the  a  reservation  to 
experience  a  Native  American  Purification  ritual. 
This  is  when  Native  Americans  go  to  pray,  usually 
for  someone  else.  They  pray  in  a  structure  made  of 
tree  saplings  covered  with  a  plastic  tarp.  They  dig  a 
hole  in  the  center  and  build  an  alter,  and  after  rocks 
are  heated  for  two  hours,  they  throw  them  into  the 
hole,  pour  water  on  them,  and  crawl  in  sing  songs 
and  pray.  We  were  there  for  about  21/2  hours," 
Frank  said. 

Frank  would  like  to  stress  that  activities  such  as 
witnessing  the  purification  ceremony,  is  strictly 
optional  and  students  are  not  forced,  rather  they  are 
invited. 

Students  have  the  option  of  obtaining  a 
certificate  in  Native  American  Studies  or  just 
completing  the  program  requirements.  According  to 
which  level  the  student  wishes  to  complete,  the 
requirements  vary. 

"Anybody  can  take  these  classes,  but  if  they  want 
a  certificate,  there  are  more  required  classes.  The 
certificate  is  obtained  for  personal  interest,"  Frank 
said. 

In  conjunction  with  NAES  (Native  American 
Education  Services)  college  in  Chicago,  students  can 


interact  and  complete  program  requirements  with 
Native  American  students  while  working  together 
completing  projects. 

The  objective  of  the  Certificate  is  to  broaden  the 
students  outlook  and  insight  into  the  political, 
social,  spiritual,  and  economical  aspects  of  Native 
American  culture. 

The  program  makes  students  more  aware  of 
Native  American  myths  and  legends,  and  allows 
students  to  acquire  a  deep  understanding  of  how 
the  Native  American  culture  was  drastically 
changed  due  to  the  raid  of  the  Europeans. 

Frank  would  like  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
Native  American  traditions.  A  tradition  known  as 
the  "Naming  Ceremony"  involves  a  young  Native 
American,  usually  around  the  age  of  14  or  15,  who 
throughout  his  life  has  somehow  earned  a  name  for 
himself.  His  elders  watch  him  grow  and  give  him  a 
name  that  best  suits  his  actions  and 
accomplishments. 

When  a  Native  American  is  called  back  to  his 
reservation  for  such  rituals,  many  times  employers 
don't  understand  the  importance  of  the  ritual,  and 
in  some  cases,  the  Native  American  can  lose  his  job. 


"Tribes  are  reclaiming  their  traditions,"  Frank 
said. 

Currently  Frank  is  organizing  a  special  trip  to 
South  Dakota  designed  to  educate  school  teachers 
in  DuPage  County  about  Native  American  culture. 
In  turn  Frank  hopes  that  the  school  teachers  will  use 
alternative  to  teaching  the  culture. 

Students  who  wish  to  participate  in  the  Native 
American  Studies  Program  can  do  so  simply  out  of 
personal  interest.  If  one  decides  to  strive  for  the 
certificate,  field  study  observation  is  required. 

At  the  moment  there  are  six  credit  classes  in  a 
range  of  subjects  concerning  Native  American 
Culture. 

If  a  student  is  interested  in  Tribal  Wisdom  and 
the  modem  world,  or  how  Native  Americans  are 
portrayed  in  film,  or  Native  America  and  the  U.S. 
should  check  out  the  Quarterly  for  a  list  of  classes 
and  times  for  the  winter  quarter. 

This  program  is  an  excellent  way  to  gain 
knowledge  about  the  vast  and  intriguing  culture  of 
the  Native  Americans. 

"I  realized  all  the  wisdom  that  the  Native 
Americans  had  to  offer  us,"  Frank  said.

COD  faculty  members  who  are 
part  of  the  National  Communication 
Association  (NCA)  were  invited  and 
asked  to  encourage  students  to 
witness  the  "White  House  Conference 
on  Hate  Crimes"  via  satellite  from 
Washington  DC,  Monday  morning.

According  to  a  fax  from  the  White 
House,  the  Conference  examined  the 
I  positive  actions  some  communities  are 
|  already  taking  and  which  we  all  can 
|  take  to  do  more  to  prevent  hate  crimes 
from  happening  in  the  first  place,  and 
treat  them  seriously  when  they 
happen. 

The  panel  consisted  of  several 
police  officers  who  shared  with  the 
viewing  audience  the  steps  they've 
taken  to  prevent  this  horrible 
occurrence. 

A  hispanic  student  shared  his  side 
of  the  hate  crime  issue. 

One  panelist  described  growing  up 
in  New  York  and  her  experiences.  She 
and  her  friends  started  a  program  in 
her  high  school  to  put  an  end  to  hate 
crimes. 

At  closing,  the  Attorney  General 
made  remarks  concerning  many  ideas 
and  themes  from  ten  working 
sessions. 

This  was  a  treat  for  COD  students 
who  attended  the  showing  of  the 
conference.  The  severity  of  hate 
crimes  should  be  public  knowledge. 

Victims  of  hate  crimes  can  feel 
isolated  and  alone.  In  order  to  end 
that  education  is  a  necessity  for 
people  who  engage  in  hate  crimes, 
especially  in  today's  society. 

The  way  homosexuals  and  lesbians 
are  looked  down  upon  should  make 
everyone  feel  ashamed.  They  had  no 
choice  in  the  matter  just  as  much 
anybody  else  had  the  choice  to  have 
blond  hair  or  brown  eyes. 

Of  course  all  people  are  different, 
everyone  is  different  from  the  next. 
But  why  must  we  hate  one  kind  of 
person  just  because  they  don't  think 
the  way  we  do,  if  that  were  really  the 
case,  everybody  would  hate 
everybody. 

President  Clinton  is  taking  a  step  in 
the  right  direction  by  addressing  this 
serious  and  important  issue 
publically,  and  giving  students  across 
the  United  States  a  chance  to  witness 
it.

In  its  11  year  residency 
at  the  Arts  Center,  the 
Buffalo  Theatre  Ensemble 
has  performed  works  by 
countless  authors,  but, 
until  now,  it  has  never 
approached  the  work  of 
drama's  most  famous 
voice-  William 
Shakespeare.

Of  all  the  types  of  beauty  that 
artists  attempt  to  capture,  nature  may 
be  the  most  difficult  to  render.

One  of  the  exhibit's  standout 
pieces  is  the  sole  acrylic  work,

Samuel  Clemens'  tales  of  life 
around  the  Mississippi  river  and  his 
beloved  characters  like  Huckleberry 
Finn  and  Tom  Sawyer  are  among  the 
most  enduring  symbols  of  the 
American  literary  tradition. 

On  Saturday,  Nov.  15,  singer, 
actor,  and  playwright  Jim  Post  will 
bring  Clemens,  a.k.a.  Mark  Twain,  to 
life  at  COD  with  his  new  one-man 
show  "Mark  Twain  and  the  Laughing 
River." 

Through  a  combination  of  stories 
and  original  songs.

In  the  chlorinated  depths  of  tire  COD  diving  pool,  Dick 
[jacoby  teaches  his  scuba  diving  class  the  technical  side  of 
I  the  popular  sport. 

During  the  two-hour  lecture,  Jacoby  explores  the  do's 
Sand  many  don'ts  of  the  underwater  activity.  Using  his  own 
[experiences  involved  in  the  sport,  Jacoby  makes  sure  to 
[stress  the  safety  precautions  that  if  not  executed  precisely, 
■could  end  in  disaster. 

Jacoby  explained  to  his  class  the  concept  of  "nitrox", 
Iwhich  was  introduced  to  amateur  scuba  divers  in  1990. 
[Used  in  the  past  only  by  the  Navy  and  professional  divers, 
[it  has  now  found  its  way  into  the  sport  of  scuba  diving. 
Tire  advantage  of  using  nitrox  in  the  air  tanks  Ls  the 
p  increased  amount  of  oxygen,  which  previously  amounted 
[to  about  20%.  The  nitrogen  levels  are  decreased  to  32%, 
[therefore  reducing  the  chance  of  getting  decompression 
Isickness  or  "the  bends". 

The  pressure  difference  and  the  increased  amount  of 
[nitrogen  in  the  body  causes  the  nitrogen  bubbles  to  appear 
[throughout  tire  body.  Symptoms  of  tire  bends  includes 
[fatigue,  pain  in  joints,  hacking  cough,  and  in  severe  cases,a 
[neurological  hit. 

Tire  problem  with  the  bends  is  that  the  symptoms  don't 
[appear  until  hours  after  the  initial  dive.  According  to 
[jacoby  it  is  easy  to  get  if  you  don't  know  what  you  re 
[doing.  Medical  attention  is  highly  recommended  to  those 
who  develop  symptoms. 

In  order  to  avoid  getting  the  bends,  divers  should  drink 
fla  lot  of  water,  keep  track  of  the  proper  depth  limits,  and

Academic  calendar  issue  persists

"This  is  the  third  time  the 
Adademic  Calendar  has  come  up 
for  review,"  said  Vice  President 
Walter  Packard,  but  no  decision 
has  yet  been  reached. 

Prior  reviews  took  place  in  1992 
and  1994.  The  most  recent 
Academic  Calendar  Review  Team 
presented  their  findings  to  Vice 
President  Packard  and  the 
Executive  Committee,  whoare  busy 
sorting  additional  information  as  it 
is  received  from  academic  and 
support  areas. 

Specific  items  of  concern  to  the 
review  team  were  summer 
sessions  that  end  too  late, 
overlapping  with  four-year  college 
schedules,  incorporation  of  a  break 
between  spring  and  summer 
quarters,  and  the  number  of  days, 
during  the  Fall  and  Winter 
quarters,  when  there  are  no 
Monday  or  Friday  classes. 

Vice  President  Packard  stressed 
that  changes  under  study  right  now 
are  "just  an  adjustment  of  the 
current  quarter  system."  There  is 
no  intent  to  institute  a  semester 
system. 


Academic  and  support 
information  will  continue  tote 
collected  and  reviewed  until  mid 
January  when  the  results  will  be 
reviewed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  President 
Murphy.  However,  any  proposed 
changes,  after  decisions  have  been 
reached,  must  also  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees 

College  of  DuPage  planning  is 
done  on  a  two-year  schedule, 
which  means  that  changes,  after 
decisions  have  been  reached, 
usually  cannot  be  immediately 
implemented.  They  must  be 
included  in  future  plans. 

Change  usually  calls  forth  a  wide 
range  of  receptions,  and  the 
proposed  calendar  changes  are  no 
exception. 

If  the  eventual  decision  of 
President  Murphy  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  calls  for  a  change.  Vice 
President  Packard  is  very 
concerned  that  implementation 
cause  the  least  amount  of 
disruption  possible. 

Of  major  import  in  all  changes 
are  the  benefits  to  students  and  the 
do-ability  from  an  academic  and 
support  staff  standpoint.  Any 
calendar  adjustment "  must  also 
allow  enough  down  time  for

Representatives  from 
twenty-eight  area  colleges 
and  universities  were 
present  at  Tuesday  night's 
Adult  Learners  Expo  to 
answer  questions  and 
provide  information  about 
their  programs  and  special 
learning  opportunities  for 
non-traditional  college 
students. 

"The  expo  was  a  great 
success",  said  Judy  Morris, 
Coordinator  of  Advising 
Services.

Paper  trail: 


not  political  right  of  way 


Advertising  is  definitely  a 
crucial  part  of  getting  a 
message  out  in  today's  society. 
Advertising  sells  products, 
promotes  business  and  helps 
people  learn  about  the  issues 
that  effect  them.  If  the  validity 
of  the  power  of  advertising  is  a 
question  in  your  mind,  just  ask 
yourself  if  you  can  remember 
the  words  to  McDonald's  latest 
jingle. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  all  the 
candidates  in  the  latest  College 
Board  of  Trustees  election  used 
advertising  as  a  valuable  tool 
for  their  campaigns.  Of  the 
four  candidates  or  groups  of 
candidates  whose 
advertisements  appeared  in  the 
Courier  three  of  (hose 
candidates  won.  Perhaps  it 
was,  at  least  in  part,  due  to 
their  advertising  that  the 
candidates  were  elected. 

The  promotional  material 
could  not  be  missed  in  the 


weeks  before  the  election. 

Now,  over  two  weeks  after  the 
election,  this  same  material  has 
turned  into  an  eyesore. 

The  signs  on  virtually  every 
street  comer  that  once  brought 
valuable  attention  to  the 
candidates,  now  require  a  little 
attention  of  their  own.  Many  of 
these  signs  were  placed 
illegally,  because  many  towns 
in  the  area  have  ordinances 
against  the  placement  of  signs 
on  parkways  and  medians. 

The  only  recourse  available  to 
the  police  is  to  call  the 
offenders  and  request  that  the 
signs  be  removed. 

The  now  weather-beaten 
signs  still  stand,  though  the 
election  has  been  won.  It 
seems  that  these  people,  who 
cared  enough  about  the 
community  to  run  for  office, 
now  don't  care  enough  to 
remove  their  abandoned 
materials.

If  you  want  the 
benefits  then  pay  the  dues,  don't 
whine  about  it,  or  join  a  part  time 
America  with  low  wages,  no  benefits, 
and  a  work  force  unable  to  pay  this 
month's  rent.  So  whatever  you  say.

Roast  Turkey 
with  Chestnut  Stuffing 

Ingredients:  (serves  12) 

1  whole  turkey 
1  tsp.  salt  to  taste 
3/4  tsp.black  pepper,  to  taste 
16  oz.  mirepoix 
4  oz.  onion,  minced 
4  oz.  bacon  fat 
1  1/2  lb.  bread  cubes,  dried 
4  fl.oz.  chicken  stock,  hot 
1  ea.  large  egg,  beaten 
2  tbsp.  parsley,  chopped 
1  tsp.  sage,  rubbed 
8  oz.  chestnuts,  roasted  and  chopped 
3  oz.  all-purpose  flour 
1  1/4  turkey  broth 
Preparation: 

1 .  Season  the  outside  of  the  turkey  with  the  salt 
and  pepper.  Place  it  on  a  rack  in  a  roasting  pan. 

Roast  it  at  425°  F  (220°C)  for  15  minutes. 

Reduce  the  heat  to  350°F  ( 175°C)  and  roast  the 
turkey  to  an  internal  temperature  of  165°F 

(70°C).  Add  the  mirepoix  after  the  turkey  has 
roasted  for  about  three  hours. 

2.  To  make  the  stuffing,  saute  the  onions  in 
bacon  fat  until  tender. 

3.  Combine  the  bread  cubes,  chicken  stock,  and 
eggs.  Add  to  the  onion.. 

4.  Add  the  parsley,  salt,  pepper,  sage,  and 
chestnuts;  mix  well. 

5.  Place  the  stuffing  in  a  buttered  bowl  hotel 
pan  and  cover  it  with  parchment  paper.  Bake  at 

350°F  (175°)  for  45  minutes. 

6.  Pour  off  most  of  the  fat  from  the  roasting 
pan.  Let  the  drippings  reduce  over  direct  heat 
until  syrupy. 

7.  Add  the  flour,  stir  well  to  combine,  and  cook 
out  for  5  to  6  minutes.  Add  the  broth  and  whisk 
to  remove  any  lumps.  Simmer  for  20  minutes; 
strain;  degrease;  and  adjust  the  seasoning. 

8.  Let  the  turkey  stand  20  minutes  before 
carving  it.  Serve  it  with  gravy  and  stuffing.

Pumpkin  Pie 

Ingredients  for  9”  pie  crust: 

1  1/4  cups  all  purpose  flour 
1/2  tsp  granulated  sugar 

1/2  tsp.  salt 

1/2  cup  vegetable  shortening 

2  fl.  oz.  ice  water,  as  needed 

Preparation: 

1 .  Using  a  rubber  spatula,  thoroughly  mix  in  a  large  bowl  the 
flour,  sugar  and  salt. 

2.  Add  the  vegetable  shortening.  Break  shortening  into  large 
chunks;if  using  butter,  cut  into  small  pieces,  then  add  to  flour 
mixture. 

3.  Cut  the  fat  into  the  dry  ingredients  by  chopping  vigorously 
with  a  pastry  blender.  When  you  are  through,  some  of  the  fat 
should  remain  in  pea-sized  pieces.the  rest  should  be  reduced  to 
the  consistency  of  course  crumbs.  The  mixture  should  seem  dry 
and  powdery  and  not  pasty  or  greasy. 

4.  Drizzle  3  tablespoons  of  ice  water  over  the  flour  and  fat 
mixture.  Using  a  rubber  spatula,  cut  with  the  blade  side  until  the 
mixture  looks  evenly  moistened  and  begins  to  form  small  balls. 
Press  down  on  the  dough  with  the  flat  side  of  the  spatula.  If  the 
balls  of  dough  stick  together,  you  have  added  enough,  if  they 
don’t  drizzle  1  tbsp..  water  over  the  top. 

5.  Cut  in  the  water,  again  using  the  blade  of  the  spatula,  then 
press  with  your  hands  until  the  dough  coheres.  The  dough 
should  look  rough,  not  smooth. 

6.  Press  into  a  round  flat  disk,  and  wrap  tightly  in  plastic. 
Refrigerate  for  at  least  30  minutes,  and  preferable  for  several 
hours,  or  for  up  to  2  days  before  rolling. 

Ingredients  for  pie  filling. (serves  8) 
lea.  large  egg  yolks 
3  ca.  large  whole  eggs,  to  taste 
2  cups  pumpkin  puree,  canned  or  freshly  cooked 
1  1/2  cups  light  cream,  or  evaporated  milk 
1/2  cup  granulated  sugar 

1/4  cup  brown  sugar,  or  dark  brown,  firmly  packed 
1  tsp.  ground  cinnamon 
1  tsp.  ground  ginger 
1/2  tsp.  ground  nutmeg 
1/4  tsp.  ground  cloves,  or  allspice 
1/2  tsp. salt 
Preparation: 

1 .  Position  a  rack  in  the  center  of  the  oven.  Preheat  the  oven  to 
375°F  (190°C).  Prepare  the  flaky  pastry  crust  and  place  in  a  9- 
inch  pie  pan,  preferably  glass,  building  up  a  high  fluted  rim, 
glazing  with  the  egg  yolk. 

2.  Whisk  together  the  eggs.  Use  three  eggs  for  a  soft,  custardy 
filling,  2  for  firmer  pie  w  ith  a  pronounced  pumpkin  flavor. 

3.  Whisk  in  thoroughly  the  pumpkin,  cream,  granulated  sugar, 
brown  sugar,  cinnamon,  ginger,  nutmeg,  cloves  and  salt. 

4  Warm  the  pie  crust  in  the  oven  until  it’s  hot  to  the  touch, 
letting  the  filling  stand  at  room  temperature  in  the  meantime. 

5.  Pour  the  pumpkin  mixture  into  the  crust  an  bake  until  the 
center  of  the  filling  seems  set  but  quivery,  like  gelatin,  when  the 
pan  is  nudged,  35  to  45  minutes. 

6.  Let  cool  completely  on  a  rack,  then  refrigerate  for  up  to  one 
day.  Serve  cold,  room  temp,  or  slightly  warmed  with  whipped

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Study  Abroad  in  Munich

German  students  have  the  opportunity  to  study 

the  culture  of  Munich  while  being  enveloped  in  the 
language. 

Students  can  earn  COD  credit  while  in  Munich, 
and  have  the  opportunity  to  expand  their  german 
language  knowledge  to  become  more  fluent  during 
the  summer  months  of  June  29  up  until  August  1, 
1998. 

"This  is  a  brand  new  program  for  COD.  It's  a 
five-week  program  for  students  to  study  in  Munich. 
It  is  meant  for  students  who  want  to  be  immersed  in 
German  language,  and  also  who  want  to  learn 
about  the  culture  at  the  same  time,"  Rudolf  Strahl, 
Associate  Professor  of  German,  said. 

Munich  is  a  culturally  fascinating  city.  The  Alps 
and  the  scenic  Bavarian  lakes  are  just  a  short  drive 
away.  The  culture  is  depicted  through  beautiful 
scenery,  museums,  music,  theatres,  customs  and 
traditions. 

The  students  will  attend  inlingua  Language 
School  in  Munich,  the  largest  organization  of 
privately-owned  language  schools  in  the  world. 

The  one-on-one  intensive  programs  ensures  a 
personalized  lesson  and  complete  understanding  of 
the  language.  Also  field  trips  and  after  school 
activities  will  allow  the  student  to  experience  first 
hand  the  culture  of  Germany. 

The  students  will  be  surrounded  in  a  warm  and 
congenial  atmosphere  located  in  a  well-known 
square  in  Munich. 

"The  students  receive  German  language  credit 
and  culture  component  with  language.  Some  of  this 
prepares  the  student  for  the  culture.  They  get 
assignments  where  they  have  to  immerse 
themselves  in  the  culture,"  Strahl  said. 

The  total  cost  of  the  trip  is  $2,995,  and  that 
includes  roundtrip  airfare  between  Chicago  and 


Munich,  double-occupancy  guesthouse  in  Munich 
for  five  days  with  breakfast  and  dinner,  field  trips 
and  excursions  to  the  royal  castles  of 
Neuschwanstein  and  Linderhof,  Oberammergau, 
Salzburg,  Bavaria  Film' Studio  Tour,  Dachau  and 
N y mphenburg  Palace . 

The  items  that  are  not  included  in  the  price  is  the 
tuition  for  10  quarter  hours  at  COD,  lunches, 
optional  field  trips,  passport  fees.  International 
Student  Identification  card,  personal  expenses, 
telephone  calls,  and  Munich  Transit  System 
Monthly  Pass. 

The  students  will  live  in  a  guesthouse  for  the  first 
week,  then  they  will  live  with  a  German  family. 

"They  will  live  in  a  guesthouse  for  about  five 
days,  then  they  will  live  with  a  family  while  going 
to  school,"  Strahl. 

The  study  abroad  opportunity  is  available  to 
those  students  who  are  enrolled  in  German 
language  courses  ranging  from  beginning  to 
advanced,  and  have  a  GPA  of  2.0. 

"This  can  really  give  the  students  a  daily  intense 
practice  with  language,  surrounded  by  culture," 
Strohl  said. 

The  field  trips  will  be  planned  throughout  the 
program.  It  will  include  one  two  day  excursion,  two 
half-day  excursions,  and  several  afternoon  and 


weekend  outings  to  places  of  interest  in  Munich, 
Germany. 

Prior  to  traveling  to  Germany,  students  are 
required  to  take  the  following  classes:  German  198- 
German  Language,  and  History  200-  History  and 
Culture  of  Germany. 

Students  are  also  required  to  obtain  a  passport 
prior  to  departure.  In  fact  as  soon  as  the  student  is 
accepted  into  the  program,  the  student  should  get  a 
passport  from  a  local  post  office. 

The  students  are  recommended  to  bring  at  least 
$200  spending  money  per  week  for  lunches  and 
other  expenses  not  included  in  the  $2,995. 

Applications  must  be  received  by  March  1, 1998. 
Early  registration  is  strongly  advised  because  space 
is  limited.  Applications  can  be  obtained  by  calling 
Strahl  at  (630)  942-2009  or  be  calling  the  Liberal  Arts 
Division  (630)  942-2047. 

The  program  is  also  open  to  qualified  high  school 
seniors  who  are  advanced  in  the  german  language. 

This  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  those 
German  language  students  who  would  like  to  get  a 
better  and  clearer  understanding  of  the  German 
culture,  while  being  surrounded  and  faced  with  the 
language. 

"It  gives  students  a  chance  to  learn  and  practice 
the  language  in  an  authentic  setting,"  Strohl  said.

What  is  it  about  the  sixties  that 
today  has  perfectly  sane  people 
wearing  bellbottoms  and  fluently 
spouting  out  such  phrases  as 
groovy"  and  "far  out,  man"?

Besides  bellbottoms  and  lava 
lamps,  the  sixties  emerged  with  a 
new  and  raw  sense  of  rock  and  roll. 
The  sixties  paved  the  way  for  the 
seventies,  letting  musicians  take 
advantage  of  the  established  rock 
agenda  and  made  it  possible  for  the 
rock  anthem"Free  Bird"  to  become 
the  most  requested  song  on  the 
radio.

The  British  Invasion  took  America 
by  storm  by  reeling  in  such  groups  as 
the  Who,  The  Rolling  Stones,  and 
especially  The  Beatles. 

The  Beatles  were  probably  the 
most  influential  and  most  often 
replicated  band  in  the  world.  They 
merged  their  idols  such  as  Chuck 
Berry  and  Carl  Perkins  with  their 
raw  explosive  energy  that  drew  huge 
crowds  of  screaming  girls.

The  Who  stepped  on  the 
American  music  scene  carrying  a 
mike-swinging  Roger  Daltrey  and 
brilliant  Pete  Townsend  who's 
explosive  guitar  licks  were  new  to 
American  music. 

Crosby,  Stills  and  Nash  amazed 
us  with  their  incredible  harmonies 
and  acoustic  sound. 

The  psychedelic  scene  was  bom 
on  the  comer  of  Height- Ashbury  in 
San  Francisco,  and  with  it  came  the 
Grateful  Dead.  For  thirty  years  the 
Dead  have  attracted  many  different 
age  groups  with  their  mellow  music 
up  until  the  death  of  lead  singer  Jerry 
Garcia  in  1995. 

Even  though  these  bands  reached 
their  youthful  peak  more  than  thirty 
years  ago,  they  can  still  sell  out  any 
major  stadium  to  willing  spectators 
who  don't  mind  if  the  sum  of  the 
members'  ages  soar  well  over  300. 

I've  attended  enough  concerts  to 
comment  on  the  energy  that  is 
present  at  these  concerts.  At  the 
Grateful  Dead  concerts  in  the  past, 

5  people  didn't  dance,  they  grooved. 

At  Rolling  Stones  concerts,  women 
still  drool  over  Mick  Jaggar.  The 
I  audience  is  pleasantly  surprised 
|  when  The  Who  play  their  old  tune 

I  "Can't  Explain". 

The  sight  of  dreads  and 
Volkswagen  Vans  proves  to  not  only 
|  myself,  but  the  rest  of  the  world  that 
the  hippie  is  here  to  stay. 

The  sixties  have  emerged  as  a  time 
of  free  love,  great  music,  and  the 
occasional  hallucinogenic  drag.  The 
time  can  never  be  reproduced  and 
will  always  remain,  in  my  opinion, 
the  greatest  decade  in  American 
history.

Teacher’s  book  looks 
into  cultural  ‘noise9

Sometimes,  the  toughest 
part  of  learning  about  a 
foreign  culture  is  escaping 
the  persistent  influence  of  our 
own  culture. 

Overcoming  this  cultural 
block  is  a  key  theme  in 
"Beyond  the  White  Noise," 
the  recently  released 
collection  of  essays  by  COD 
English  teacher  Tom 
Montgomery-Fate. 

The  book  was  inspired  by 
Montgomery-Fate 's 
missionary  work  as  a  teacher 
in  Laoag,  a  small,  isolated 
rice  farming  village  in  the 
Philippines. 

For  18  months  in  1992  and 
1993,  he  worked  as  an 
English  and  Philippine 
literature  teacher  there,  a  tack 
that  required  significant 
cultural  and  linguistic 


|  preparation.  He  spent  two 
|  months  learning  the  regional 
Illicano  tongue  spoken  by  the 
residents  of  Laoag,  and 
reading-up  on  Philippine 
I  literature. 

For  many  of  his  students, 
this  was  their  first  actual 
exposure  to  their  own  native 
literature.  "Most  students 
simply  did  not  have  access  to 
it,"  he  explained. 

Although  he  was  there  to 
teach,  Montgomery-Fate 
learned  a  lot  from  his 
experience. 

"In  one  way,  I  was  teaching 
literature,  but  in  another  way, 
they  taught  me  their  culture," 
he  recalled. 

More  importantly,  in  his 
book,  he  frequently  writes  of 
‘  his  own  incapacity  to  tune 
out  the  input  of  Western 
civilization.  For  example,  in 
the  essay  "White  Noise,'  he 
describes  the  difficulty  he 
encountered  in  trying  to 
comprehend  the  Philippine 
custom  of  hospitality. 

"I  think  my  confusion  was 
due  to  my  inability  to  let  go

of  my  North  American 
concept  of  hospitality,"  he 
writes,  "the  product  of  a 
'culture  of  accumulation,' 
which  views  the  amassment 
of  material  goods  as  the 
primary  measure  of  success." 

The  title,  "White  Noise," 
refers  not  only  to  the 
background  noise  that  blocks 
out  environmental  sounds, 
but  also  to  the  internal 
societal  messages  that  an 
outsider  uses  to  block  out  the 
alien  culture  around  him  or 
her.  Specifically,  according  to 
Montgomery-Fate,  that  of  his 
own  Western  European 
heritage. 

By  learning  about  the 
culture  around  him,  he 
believes  that  he  is  now  better 
able  to  understand  our  own 
society.  "The  impact  of 
studying  a  foreign  culture  is 
that  you  can  use  it  as  a  mirror 
on  your  own  culture,"  he 
said. 

His  trip  to  the  Philippines 
-vas  not  his  first  venture 
abioad,  in  the  past,  he  also 
spent  time  in  the  Central 


American  countries  of 
Guatemala  and  Nicaragua.  In 
the  future,  he  said  that  he 
hopes  to  return  to  both  areas, 
and  to  continue  to  "focus  on 
cross-cultural  education." 

Montgomery-Fate's  essays 
have  appeared  in  a  variety  of 
publications,  including 
theology  journals  and 


university  quarterlies. 

One  selection  from 
"Beyond  the  White  Noise," 
"The  Rain  Makes  the  Roof 
Sing,"  was  recently  cited  as 
"notable"  in  the  1996  Best 
American  Essays. 

He  has  also  spoken  at  a 
number  of  area  bookstores 
and  colleges 
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;  available

Achepohl 
offers  art 
advice  to 
COD 
students

"Select  one  field  and  go  with 
it,"  that  was  artist  and 
professor  Keith  Achepohl's 
advice  to  art  students  during 
his  visit  to  COD  on  Tuesday, 
Nov.  18. 

Achepohl,  a  former  resident 
of  Elmhurst  and  a  York  High 
School  graduate,  came  as  a 
guest  of  the  art  department  to 
critique  students'  art  and  to 
give  a  slide  presentation  of 
works  inspired  by  his  many 
trips  to  the  Middle  East. 

A  printmaking  instructor  at 
University  of  Iowa,  Achepohl's 
specializes  in  etchings,  but  he 
also  works  in  watercolors  and 
lithographs.  According  to 
Teresa  Parker,  a  COD  art

teacher  and  curator  of  his 
recent  show  at  the  Elmhurst 
Art  Museum,  his  work 
prominently  employs  abstract, 
geographical  patterns  and  rich 
colors. 

Achepohl  offered  many 
pieces  of  advice  to  aspiring 
artists.  Most  importantly,  he 
said,  an  artist  must  love  doing 
art.  "There  is  no  bigger 
rationale,"  he  said,  "if  you're 
passionate  about  something, 
do  it." 

He  also  sought  to  debunk 
the  concept  of  the  "starving 
artist."  Not  too  many  starve 
these  days,  there  are  lots  of 
affiliate  art  job  opportunities," 
he  said,  noting  the  growing 
number  of  galleries  and 
museums  throughout  the 
country. 

Achepohl  said  that  critiques 
from  mentors  are  particularly 
important  for  student  artists, 
but  that  he  often  learns 


something  too.  "Minds  must  be 
open  at  ail  times,  as  a  teacher, 
new  ideas  from  students 
interest  me." 

His  earliest  artistic 
inspiration  came  from  Chicago 
skyscrapers  at  the  time  of  his 
youth.  The  tallest  buildings  of 
the  '20s  and  '30s  were  often 
topped  with  replicas  of 
classical  structures,  such  as  the 
Parthenon  in  Greece  or  the 
Egyptian  pyramids. 

This  love  of  the  traditional 
led  him  to  study  art  at  the 
undergraduate  and  graduate 
level  at  Iowa.  Upon  receiving 
his  Master's,  he  moved  to 
Florence  Italy,  a  city  that  he 
returns  to  almost  yearly.  "I  felt 
like  I  somehow  belonged  in 
Italy,"  he  explained. 

His  summer  travels  there 
and  to  Turkey  and  Egypt 
stimulated  his  creations,  which 
have  been  touring  the  country 
for  over  a  year.

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New  class  examines  the  life 
and  films  of  Woody  Allen

This  winter  quarter,  Field  and 
Interdisciplinary  Studies  will  offer, 
for  the  first  time,  a  class  focused  on 
one  of  film's  most  celebrated  and 
prolific  directors  and  screenwriters  in 
Humanities  188,  The  Films  of  Woody 
Allen. 

The  class  is  the  conception  of 
instructor  Dan  Pal,  who  is  currently 
teaching  a  course  on  the  films  of 
Alfred  Hitchcock. 

Pal  chose  Allen  as  a  subject  for  a 
number  of  reasons.  "I've  always  been 
a  huge  fan,"  he  said,  "one  can 
definitely  see  the  evolution  of  a 
filmmaker  over  those  years,  starting 
with  slapstick  and  moving  on  to 
more  serious  themes." 

The  class  will  meet  on  Tuesday 
nights  from  6:30  p.m.  to  9:50.  At  each 
session  one  film  will  be  shown  to 
trace  Allen's  development  as  a  writer 
and  director. 

"These  films  offer  a  variety  of 
comedy  and  drama;  Woody  is  a 
phenomenal  writer  of  both,"  Pal 
explained.  Although  he  doesn't 
enjoy  the  popular  following  common 
for  Stephen  Speilberg,  Allen  is  one  of 
those  artists  whose  work  will  live  on. 

Recently,  Allen  ignited 
considerable  controversy  when  he 
became  romantically  involved  with 
his  adopted  step-daughter.  Although 
he  does  not  wish  to  focus  the  class  on 
Allen's  personal  life.  Pal 


acknowledges  that  the  subject  may 
be  unavoidable.  "What  we  see  in  his 
films  reflects  his  life,"  Pal  said. 

Pal  hopes  that,  in  the  future,  COD 
will  offer  other  classes  of  this  type, 
focusing  on  other  directors, 
international  and  independent  films, 
and  possibly  on  particular  actors  and 
actresses. 

"Young  people  probably  watch 
more  films  than  read  books,"  he  said, 
"and  there  are  a  lot  of  students 
interested  in  pursuing  film  as  a  field 
of  study,  from  both  a  literary  and 
technical  standpoint." 

There  are  still  slots  remaining  for 
Humanities  188-  it  is  currently  about 
one-third  full-  but,  judging  by 
enrollment  in  the  Hitchcock  class,  it 
is  likely  to  reach  capacity  before  the 
beginning  of  winter  quarter.

Basketball  team  bracing 
for  tough  week

Men’s  Soccer  team 
finishes  fourth  in  nation

After  coming  off  a  very  solid  victory  over 
Lake  County  in  their  season  opener.  Coach 
Don  Klaas  and  the  men's  basketball  team 
felt  like  they  could  play  a  better  game. 

On  Saturday,  November  15  they  got  the 
chance  to  play  a  better  game  versus  Morton 
College  in  Cicero.  The  Chaps  were  a  little 
rusty  from  a  four  day  layoff.  They  came  out 
strong  but  they  missed  a  lot  of  open  shot  s 
and  key  free  throws  in  the  first  half. 

The  Chaps  trailed  Morton  by  ten  points 
going  into  the  half  and  could  not  recover. 
The  Chaps  gave  a  valiant  effort  but  lost  88- 
64. 

"We  did  not  play  a  very  good  game,"  said 
Klaas.  "Our  defense  was  absent  in  the  first 
half  and  our  defense  was  non-existent  in  the 
second  half."  That  is  strange  because  Klaas' 
teams  have  always  been  known  for  their 
smothering  defense. 

"We  missed  a  bunch  of  easy,  open  shots 
and  free  throws,  we  did  not  play  well  on 
Saturday,"  said  Klaas 

David  Steward  led  the  team  with  17 
points,  13  rebounds,  three  steals,  and  three 
assists.  DelMarco  Crawford  had  nine 
points,  five  rebounds,  and  one  assist.  Team 
co-captain  Gonzalo  'Gunz'  Garcia  had  five 
points,  three  rebounds,  two  steals,  and  three 
assists. 

The  Chaparrals  are  getting  some  quality 
minutes  off  the  bench  from  Lavonne 
"Shawn"  Harvard.  Harvard  came  off  the 
bench  to  give  the  team  six  points,  five 
rebounds,  two  steals,  and  two  assists. 

Nathan  Numrich's  6'7"  frame  snatched 
down  seven  offensive  rebounds. 

The  going  does  not  get  easily  for  the 
Chaparrals,  coach  Klaas  explains.  "We  have 
an  early  season  schedule  that  does  not  favor 
us.  Including  [Morton  game]  we  have  four 
straight  road  games  versus  Olive-Harvey  on 
November  20,  Morraine  Valley  on 
November  22,  and  Waubonsee  Community 
College  on  November  25." 

Coach  Klaas  is  very  impressed  with 
Steward's  attitude,  on  and  off  the  court. 


David  Steward  has  led  the  team  in  points  and 
rebounds  in  both  games  photo  by  Alex  Gorfinkel 
and  in  the  games.  He  is  one  of  our 
emotional  leaders  and  he  is  our  spiritual 
leader  as  well.  David  is  also  an  outstanding 
student,  he  has  like  an  3.8  GPA,  he  is  a 
model  student  athlete." 

The  Chaparrals  will  travel  to  Palos  Hills 
on  Saturday,  November  22,  to  face  Morraine 
Valley.  Coach  Klaas  says  that  he  will  "find 
out  a  lot  about  our  team  after  the  Morraine 
Valley  game." 

Then  on  Tuesday,  November  25,  they  will 
travel  to  Aurora  to  face  Waubonsee 
Community  College  in  a  key  road  game.  If 
everything  goes  the  way  that  Klaas  would 
like  it  to  the  Chaps  will  be  4-1  and  ready  for 
the  DuPage  Tourney,  here  at  COD  on 
November  28-29. 


With  an  opening  record  of  5-2-1,  Coach  Jim  Kelly  did  not 
believe  that  his  1997  men's  soccer  team  had  'what  it  takes'  to 
be  a  national  power,  like  his  1996  team,  which  finished  third 
in  the  nation. 

Not  only  did  the  Chaparrals  become  a  national  power, 
they  played  up  to  their  potential  and  that  made  their  coach 
very  satified. 

"They  came  as  close[to  winning  a  championship]  as  any 
team  that  I  have  ever  had,"  said  Kelly. 

The  Chaps  won  one  of  three  men's  soccer  matches  to 
finish  fourth  in  the  nation  inthe  National  Junior  College 
Athletic  Association  Division  I  Tournament.  The 
tournament  took  place  on  Thursday  to  Sunday,  November 
13-16,  in  New  Jersey. 

Coach  Kelly's  Chaparrals  dropped  their  first  game  1-0  to 
Schoolcraft  (MI)  College,  but  then  bounced  back  to  defeat 
Brevard  (NC)  College  2-1.  In  their  last  game,  the  Chaps  tied 
Meridian(MS)  College  2-2  to  finish  fourth. 

Mirek  Krupa,  Osbaldo  Ochoa,  Sebastian  Mielcarek  scored 
the  goals  during  the  tournament.  Sean  Connor  was  named 
to  the  NJCAA  All-Tournament  team,  Connor  was 
previously  named  Most  Valuble  Player  in  Region  IV.

COD  presented  an  interactive 
panel  discussion  concerning  the 
controversial  topic  of  cloning  with 
surrounding  institutions  at  the 
college  on  Wednesday. 

The  panel  consisted  of  Ph.D's 
across  the  board.  This  aided  in 
conducting  an  intelligent  discussion 
with  room  for  interactive  debate. 

In  February  of  1997,  a  sheep 
named  Dolly  was  known  across  the 
world  as  the  first  product  of  the 
controversial  cloning  process. 
Scottish  scientist  Ian  Wilmut  and 
colleagues  at  the  Roslin  Institute 
shocked  the  world  and  entertained 
the  idea  of  cloning  human  beings. 

President  Bill  Clinton  was  not  to 
thrilled  with  the  idea  of  human 
cloning,  and  ceased  government 
funding  and  urged  other  businesses 
not  to  contribute  funds  to  such 
experiments. 

On  June  9, 1997  the  NBAC 
presented  it's  "Cloning  Human 
Beings"  report,  and  it  conveyed 
negative  feelings  towards  the  subject, 
and  how  it  "at  this  time  it  is  morally 
unacceptable  for  anyone". 

Also  the  report  stated  that  the  use 
of  cloning  to  create  a  child  is 
unacceptable  because  scientific 
evidence  has  concluded  the 
procedure  unsafe  for  humans  at  this 
time. 

The  discussion  was  part  three  of 
the  Faculty  Conversation  Series  of 
the  West  Suburban  Post-Secondary 
Consortium  (WSPSC).  Other  colleges 
involved  in  the  interactive 
discussions  are  Elmhurst  College, 
Dominican  University,  North  Central 
College,  Morton  College,  and  DeVry 
Institute  of  Technology. 

In  order  to  participate,  a 
interactive  video  classroom  is 
required,  along  with  participant  s 
who  possess  somewhat  of  an

expertise  on  the  subject. 

Since  an  animal  has  been  cloned, 
the  question  of  the  possibility  of 
successful  human  cloning  arose. 
Some  people  are  under  the 
impression  that  the  result  of  the  an 
adult  cloning  is  another  adult,  and 
that's  not  true. 

But  does  it  make  it  right  to  clone 
animals  and  not  humans? 

Also  the  issue  of  cloning  for  the 
sole  use  of  the  organs  and 
reproduction  arose.  Many  members 
on  the  panal  agreed  that  cloning  is 
not  the  way  for  humans  to 
reproduce. 

A  human  organ  can  not  possibly 
be  cloned  unless  a  whole  human 
body  is  cloned  as  well.  But  if  the 
situation  arose  in  which  organs  can 
be  reproduced  without  a  body,  it 
could  prove  to  be  extremely 
beneficial  to  the  medical  community. 

Back  and  forth  the  panel  discussed 
the  moral  side  of  the  cloning  issue. 
No  one  thinks  about  the  clone,  and 
what  life  it  is  subjected  to  lead. 


Psychology  professor,  Margaret 
Browning  was  part  of  the  debate  and 
brought  up  some  very  good  points. 
She  was  mainly  concerned  about  the 
life  of  the  clone,  which  is  something 
many  might  look  past  when 
entertaining  the  idea  of  cloning. 

Browning  also  mentioned  that  the 
cloning  issue  is  similar  to  abortion  in 
a  sense  that  in  both  instances  life  has 
to  be  defined  in  some  way. 

Fred  Jeffries,  22,  one  of  the  only 
students  to  attend  the  interactive 
discussion  said  that  cloning  is  a 
diluted  issue  and  it  questions  how 
we  as  a  society  define  humanity. 

Cloning  brings  many  questions  to 
mind  such  as  do  we  have  the  right  to 
clone?  Who  will  decide  who  will  be 
cloned?  Is  it  morally  justified  to  mess 
with  nature  with  a  force  we  are  still 
not  totally  aware  of? 

The  discussion  left  everyone  with 
a  better  understanding  of  the 
controversial  issue,  and  gave  them 
some  questions  to  toss  around.

"For  one  thing,  the  election  was 
held  later  in  the  quarter—  students 
are  worried  about  midterms,  and 
they're  more  familiar  with  the 
school.  Another  reason  is  that  there 
were  more  polling  booths,  and  they 
were  open  later  in  the  evening  than 


they  had  been  in  the  past,"  Faulkner 
said. 

Vice  President  Michelle  Piersall 
added  that  this  was  the  first  time  that 
the  SGA  sent  out  e-mails  to  teachers, 
encouraging  them  to  offer  extra 
credit  for  their  students'  votes. 

Whatever  the  reasons  for  the 
voter  increase,  the  facts  are  clear;  the 
SGA  has  found  a  positive  approach 
to  drawing  student  participation.

During  the  month  of  January,  two 
major  nursing  workshops  will  take 
place. 

These  workshops  are  offered  by 
the  College  of  DuPage  Business  and 
Professional  Institute.  BPI  has 
sponsored  the  pediatric  program 
twice  before,  and  it  was  received 
well. 

According  to  Maryanne  Myrick, 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Continued  Education,  "The 
workshops  keep  people  up  on  new 
and  updated  techniques  and 
procedures  in  the  medical  field." 

These  workshops  are  both  geared 
toward  people  interested  in  the  field 
of  nursing  and  they  teach  a  person 
how  to  care  for  patients  with 
particular  disorders.

Holiday  Spirits 


Currently  with  the  more 
stringent  .08  BAC  (Blood  Alcohol 
Content)  limitation,  the  State  of 
Illinois  is  among  the  strictest 
states  in  the  United  States. 

Though  the  state  government 
has  given  much  effort  in  to  this 
problem  including  the  bold  "Use 
it  and  Lose  it"  law,  the  rate  of 
drunk  driving  has  not  decreased 
significantly  over  the  past  years. 
This  leaves  it  up  to  the  people  to 
prevent  themselves  and  others 
from  driving  drunk. 

Here  in  DuPage  the  number  of 
first  time  and  repeat  offenders  is 
second  only  to  Cook  County. 
DuPage  recorded  2,921  first  time 
offenders  arrested  in  1995  while 
the  state  average  for  a  county  was 
305. 

There  is  no  reason  that  alcohol 
needs  to  be  excluded  from  the 
holiday  plans  of  people  over  the 
age  of  21.  It  can  be  a  happy,  safe 
holiday  season  for  all  of  us  if 
peolpe  can  follow  Illinois'  rules 
of  the  road. 

•  1984:  Victims  of  DUI 
(Driving  Under  the  Influence  of 
controlled  substances)  accidents 
were  added  to  the  Crime  Victims 
Compensation  Act. 

#  1986:  A  program  of 
automatic  license  suspension  was

enacted  for  refusal  to  submit  to  or 
failure  of  chemical  testing  for  DUI 
arrests.  Mid-year  a  program  went 
into  effect  stating  that  a  person 
under  21  with  a  repeat  DUI  arrest 
could  have  have  his  of  her  license 
revoked  until  the  age  of  21  or  one 
year  after  arrest,  whichever  is 
longer. 

•  1989:  A  24  month 
suspension  of  license  with  a 
minimum  of  six  months  without 
permits  for  other  than  first  time 
offenders  who  refuse  to  submit  to 
chemical  testing. 

•  1993:  The  Child 
Endangerment  Law  was  passed. 
Persons  convicted  of  DUI  while 
transporting  children  under  the 
age  of  16  were  subject  to  fine  and 
mandatory  community  service  in 
a  program  benefiting  children. 

#1995:  The  "Use  it  and  Lose 
it"  law  makes  persons  under  21 
with  even  a  trace  of  alcohol  in 
their  blood  while  driving  subject 
to  license  revocation. 

•  1997:  court  supervision  was 
limited  to  once  in  a  lifetime.

Cult 

Awareness 

College  campuses  are 
prime  locations  for 
religious  cults  to  recruit 
new  members.  While  there 
are  many  legitimate  and 
honest  religious 
organizations  on  campus 
that  are  involved  with  the 
spiritual  well-being  of 
students,  there  is  also  the 
presence  of  dangerous 
cults.  The  U.S.  Constitution 
allows  for  the  presence  of 
religious  cults  on  campus 
and  th  college  cannot  forbid 
their  activities.  It  is 
important  for  students  to  be 
alert  and  not  fall  prey  to  the 
techniques  of  mind  control 
utilized  by  religious  cult 
members. 

The  process  by  which 
cults  come  to  exercise  mind 
control  over  members  is 
complex  and  varies  a  great 
deal,  however,  there 
appears  to  be  three 
overlapping  stages  as 
described  in  the 
publication,  "Cults: 
Questions  and  Answers." 

1.  Deception.  Recruits 
are  duped  into  believing 
that  the  group  is  benevolent 
and  will  enrich  their  lives. 

2.  Dependency.  By 
gradually  isolating 
members  from  outside 
influences,  establishing 
unrealistically  high  and 
guilt-inducing  expectations. 


punishing  expression  of 
"negativity"  and 
denigrating  independent, 
critical  thinking,  the  group 
causes  members  to  become 
dependent  on  the  group's 
compliance-oriented 
expression  of  love  and 
support. 

3.  Dread.  Once  a  state  of 
dependency  is  firm;y 
established,  the  group's 
control  over  members' 
thoughts,  feelings,  and 
behavior  is  strengthened  by 
the  members'  growing 
dread  of  losing  the  group's 
psychological  support. 

If  you  or  a  friend  have 
been  approached  by  a 
member  of  a  cult  and  might 
be  in  danger,  please  contact 
my  office.  Often  during  the 
first  few  contacts,  a  cult 
member  will  be  extremely 
friendly  and  attempt  to  take 
up  a  significant  amount  of 
your  time,  encouraging  you 
to  spend  time  with  the 
group  and  to  isolate  you 
from  your  family  and 
friends. 

The  college  attempts  to 
monitor  activities  of 
religious  cults  and  will  take 
appropriate  action,  when 
possible,  to  protect  students 
and  members  of  the 
community  at  COD.  Your 
best  defense  is  to  learn 
more  about  how  cults 
operate.

Why  does 
COD  torture 
the  disabled? 

I  am  an  older  student  at 
COD  and  have  been 
thoroughly  satisfied  with 
the  level  of  competence 
displayed  by  most  of  our 
instructors.  I  am  fortunate 
enough  to  receive  free 
tuition  at  any  state  college, 
yet  I  chose  COD.  I  attend 
here  because  of  the 
excellent  academic 
reputation  enjoyed  by  this 
college.  So  why  is  there  an 
apparent  lack  of  common 
sense  amongst  the 
administration  personnel? 

Last  winter  I  suffered  a 
severe  leg  injury  that  has 
left  me  partially  disabled. 

Since  my  injury,  I  have 
become  more  aware  of  the 
numerous  students  that 
require  crutches, 
wheelchairs,  and  other 
assistance.  Health  services 
issues  special  permits  to 
these  people  that  allow  us 
to  park  closer  to  the 
building.  This  privilege  is 
not  just  sensible,  it  is  what 
is  required  by  law. 
However,  it  appears  that 
our  administration  doesn't 
feel  that  a  disability 
warrants  any  further 
consideration  and  in  fact 
has  chosen  to  punish  tire 
disabled. 

Punish  the  disabled? 
Well. ..perhaps  that  is 
somewhat  harsh.  Maybe 
they  are  merely  being 
insensitive  or  blatantly 
stupid.  I  am  referring  to 


the  parking  policies 
established  for  the 
handicapped.  This  college 
has  provided  handicapped 
parking  conveniently 
located  next  to  inaccessible 
entryways.  A  large  portion 
of  the  parking  is  located  by 
the  dining  area  on  the  west 
side  of  the  college.  The 
administration  has  once 
again  decided  to  lock  those 
doors  during  the  winter, 

|  rendering  those 
handicapped  spaces 
useless.  Disabled  students 
must  walk,  roll,  hobble,  or 
crawl  to  the  south  entrance 
to  be  admitted  to  the 
school.  During  the  winter, 
when  the  handicapped 
parking  areas  are  the  most 
useful,  this  represents  a 
major  obstacle  to  us,  and 
i  results  in  poor  attitude 
toward  the  school.  Not 
only  are  the  spaces  poorly 
;  located,  but  they  actually

sensitivity  training.

But  let's 
wait  until  January,  so  they 
can  enjoy  the  full 
experience. 

Are  these  the  same 
people  that  came  up  with 
the  brilliant  idea  of  posting 
"Need  Assistance. ..Please 


Call..."  outside  of  doors 
that  were  difficult  to  open. 
That  idea  might  have  been 
effective  if  it  weren't  for  the 
fact  that  THEY 
NEGLECTED  TO  PUT  A 
PHONE  THERE!  Are  they 
the  same  ones  who  placed 
numerous  short-term 
parking  spaces  outside  the 
library  and  computer 
center  despite  an  obvious 
shortage  of  handicapped 
spaces? 

We  are 
supposed  to  be 
administered  by 
responsible,  educated 
people.  I  am  shocked  at  the 
lack  of  common  sense  that 
is  being  displayed.

Were  you,  like  several  other  COD 
students,  under  the  impression  that 
Older  Adult  classes  are  only  for 
students  fifty-five  years  of  age  or 
older? 

"Oh  no!"  said  Marget  Hamilton, 
Manager  of  the  Older  Adult 
Institute.  "The  state  would  never 
allow  us  to  do  anything  like  that.

Assistant  Professor  of  the  Hospitality 
Administration  Chris  Thielman  led  j 
the  International  Brown  Bag 
Luncheon  on  November  20,  and 
shared  his  experiences  in  Liverpool,  j 
England. 

Thielman  generally  discussed  the  j 
advantages  and  the  disadvantages  of  j 
the  U.K.'s  National  Vocational 
Qualification  system. 

Thielman  compared  the  difference  | 
between  England  and  the  United 
States  when  it  comes  to  culinary  arts. 

He  visited  two  schools  in  Chester 
and  Liverpool.  Since  Liverpool  was 
put  on  the  map  by  a  famous  mopped- 
topped  band  known  as  the  Beatles, 
the  lecture  was  playfully  dubbed 
"Beatles  Maniac  Goes  To  England  . 

He  discussed  the  differences 
involved  in  British  cooking  as 
compared  to  ours.  He  noticed  that  the 
quality  of  the  wheat  was  poor  when 
he  tried  to  make  a  pizza  and  the  crust 


had  the  consistency  of  cake. 

Also  the  dining  arrangements  are 
different  than  what  Americans  are 
accustomed  to.  Thielman  said  that  all 
of  the  restaurants  had  sitting  areas 
where  diners  sit  and  talk,  eat 
appetizers  and  have  drinks. 

Culinary  students  are  also  treated 
differently.  According  to  Thielman, 
hospitality  students  at  COD  must 
dean  and  mop  the  floors,  while  in 
Liverpool  they  have  someone  clean 
up  after  them.  Also  the  quality  of  the 
equipment  is  much  better  in  the 
United  States. 

Since  he  visited  Liverpool,  he 
stopped  by  all  the  Beatle  points  of 
interest  such  as  Strawberry  Fields, 
Abbey  Road,  and  the  famous  Cavern 
Club  where  the  Beatles  started  as  a 
simple  skiffle  band. 

The  Beatles  Museum  lets  tourists 
wander  from  one  themed  room  to 
another,  each  segmenting  points  of 
the  Beatles'  career. 

He  mentioned  that  there  is  no 
street  sign  for  Penny  Lane  because 
people  kept  stealing  it,  so  it  had  to  be 
painted  on  a  wall.  It  all  made  .sense 
when  he  went  to  the  house  of  the 


people  he  was  staying  with,  only  t  see 
the  famous  street  sign  decorating  their 
wall. 

The  night  life  is  much  different  in 
Liverpool.  Thielman  noticed  that  all 
the  young  people  of  the  town 
gathered  in- groups  of  about  450,  and 
’just  mingled-  They  were  between  the 


]  ages  of  18-20.  The  need  for  cops  never 
I  arises  unlike  some  local  hangouts  in 
|  suburban  cities. 

\  Thielman  brought  back  with  him 
|  not  only  unforgettable  Beatles 
I  memories,  but  a  vast  knowledge  of 
I  the  culinary  differences  between 

I  England  and  the  United  States.

Study  Abroad  in  majestic  Costa  Rica

Ever  since  its  birth  in  1993,  the 
Costa  Rica  Study  Abroad  Program 
has  attracted  many  students  to 
explore  the  majestic  country  while 
being  enveloped  in  the  Spanish 
language. 

Offered  through  the  Liberal  Arts 
Division  at  the  college  in  association 
with  the  Illinois  Consortium  for 
International  Studies  and  Programs 
(ICISP),  the  Costa  Rica  Study  Abroad 
Program  allows  students  the 
opportunity  to  attend  school  in 
another  country  while  earning  10 
COD  credit  hours. 

The  cost  of  the  five- week  program 
is  approximately  $2,295  plus  tuition. 
The  cost  includes  round  trip  airfare 
from  Chicago,  double  occupancy 
homestay,  laundry  service,  and 
various  excursions. 

According  to  the  Co-Directors  of 
the  program,  Edith  Jaco,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Spanish,  and  Christian 


Goergen,  the  price  is  extremely 
reasonable  a  lot  cheaper  than  if 
someone  were  to  go  on  their  own. 

"We  try  to  get  the  best  deal  for  the 
student's  money,"  Jaco  said. 

The  students  will  fly  to  Costa  Rica 
on  Monday,  June  29,  and  stay  in  a  San 
|  Jose  hotel.  Then  the  group  will 
embark  on  a  series  of  excursions  to 
|  such  places  as  the  Diquis  Region,  The 
|  Central  Valley,  and  the  Atlantic 
|  Watershed  Region,  and  activities  such 
as  river  rafting  and  museum  visits. 

Then  the  students  will  stay  with 
|  families  who  will  immerse  them  in  the 
|  culture  through  language  and  habits. 
The  experience  is  great  because  there 
are  two  students  per  family,  and  the 
opportunity  arise  for  a  unique 
friendship  to  emerge. 

Students  who  wish  to  study  in 
Costa  Rica  do  not  have  to  be 
extremely  advanced  in  the  Spanish 
language.  According  to  Jaco,  there  are 
six  levels  available. 

"Some  students  move  up  levels 
while  in  Costa  Rica,"  Jaco  said.

The  Field  Studies  Center  is 
offering  a  selection  of  outdoor 
adventures  that  will  earn  credit  this  w 
inter  quarter. 

One  adventure  being  offered  is  the 
"Ski,  Dog  Sled,  Wolves,  and  Winter 
Ecology"  class,  which  is  a  five  credit 
course. 

"This  is  an  all-inclusive  program 
encompassing  many  disciplines," 
Maren  McKellin,  Senior  Staff 
Assistant  of  the  Field  Studies  said. 

Students  will  receive  two  biology 
credits,  one  credit  in  Dog  Sledding, 
and  two  credits  in  Cross  Country 
Skiing. 

This  field  study  will  go  to  The 
Boundary  Waters  Canoe  Area 
Wilderness,  in  Northern  Minnesota, 
where  students  will  study  the  winter 
ecology,  learn  dog  sledding,  and  cross 
country  skiing. 

There  are  many  different  kinds  of 
people  who  take  the  course. 

"There  is  usually  a  diverse  group 
of  people  ranging  from  18  years  old  to 
people  in  their  70's.

The  group  will  go  to  Minnesota  on 
February  28th  and  return  on  March 
8th.  There  will  be  three  classes  to 
attend  before  leaving  on  the  trip.

admission  to  the  Wolf  Museum. 

Another  field  study  being  offered 
is  called  "Winter  Adventure,"  which 
is  a  two  credit  hour  course.

For  artist  Sistler,  good  things  come 
in  small  packages  ...many  of  them

Many  artists  attempt  to  master 
their  craft  with  large-scale 
masterpieces  that  can  take  months,  or 
even  years,  to  complete.  On  the  other 
hand,  Chicago  artist  Nicholas  Sistler 
shows  his  mastery  by  opposite 
means—  tiny  paintings. 

Sistler's  micro-masterpieces, 
whose  average  size  is  2"x4",  are 
currently  on  display  until  Dec.  28  at 
the  Arts  Center's  Gahlberg  gallery  in 
"100  Paintings,"  a  five-year 
retrospective. 

These  tiny  still-lifes  incorporate  a 
stunning  amount  of  detail  and  color, 
and  frequently  feature  geometric 
forms  combined  with  household 
scenes. 

Sistler  has  been  working  in  this 
style  since  1992,  and  the  Gahlberg 
exhibit,  which  he  designed,  allows 
the  viewer  to  trace  the  evolution  of 
his  work. 

The  inspiration  to  work  in  such 
minute  detail  actually  stemmed  from 
Sistler's  desire  to  employ  the  large 
areas  of  solid,  flat  color.  In  his 
biography  sheet  he  explains,  "on  a 
larger  scale  it  would  be  necessary  to 
add  something  like  texture  to  these 
areas  to  keep  them  visually 
interesting;  something  that  doesn't 
interest  me." 

Sistler's  tools  of  creation  are 
gouache-  a  type  of  watercolor  on 
paper  and  a  very  small-  size  triple 
zero-  paint  brush. 

His  choice  of  paint  allows  for  his 
consistent  and  vivid  color.  If  a  color 
doesn't  work  for  a  particular 
painting,  he  said  at  the  show's  Nov. 
20  reception,  he  can  simply  paint 
over  it,  because  gouache  dries  very 
quickly,  within  a  minute. 

The  medium's  water-based

(property  allows  him  to  work 
spontaneously,  because  he  can  mix  a 
I  large  amount  of  a  color  he  desires 
|  and,  if  it  dries  up,  he  can  just  wet  it 
I  down  again,  instead  of  having  to  mix 
|  it  again. 


Sistler  also  cites  his  own 
impatience  as  a  source  of  inspiration. 
"It  would  take  a  great  deal  of 
patience  for  me  to  work  on 
something  much  larger."  "My  lack  of 
patience  keeps  my  work  small." 

To  see  all  100  paintings  in  one  visit 
is  a  formidable  task,  given  their 
amount  of  detail  coupled  with  their 
sheer  quantity.  "I  worry  that  maybe 
it's  too  much,"  he  said. 

Among  the  show's  standout  pieces 
is  "Still  Life  Through  Keyhole,"  1992, 
an  intricate  work  that  measures  a 
baffling  one  by  one-half  inch  and  the 
stunningly  deep  "Still  Life  With 
Suspended  Hoop,"  1996  which  covers 
all  of  3  5/8"  x  2  1/8". 

As  for  the  future,  Sistler  is  not 
wholeheartedly  devoted  to  his 
current  miniature  scale.  "I'm  working 
small  for  now,  but  maybe  later  I 
won't,"  he  said.

The  holiday  season  often 
inspires  more  than  the  usual 
feelings  of  selflessness  and 
charity,  and  this  year  is  no 
exception. 

Many  of  the  faculty  and  staff  of 
the  College  of  DuPage 
generously  contribute  much  of 
their  extracurricular  time  to 
worthwhile  efforts.

Johnson 
organizes  and  participates  in  river  cleanups 
of  the  DuPage  River.  She  and  others  use 
canoes  to  float  down  the  river  and  pick  up 
trash,  unloading  it  to  workers  on  the  banks. 
She  has  been  doing  this  type  of  volunteer 
work  since  1991  or  1992.  Johnson  has 
already  been  involved  in  two  cleanups  so 
far  this  year,  and  plans  to  continue  in  the 
spring.  Her  efforts  can  be  helped  further  by 
students  interested  in  this  type  of  ecological 
aid. 

COD's  Fitness  Lab  raises  money  each 
winter  quarter  for  the  American  Heart 
Association  of  DuPage  County.  They  have 
been  doing  this  for  the  past  four  years.  The 
Fitness  Lab  also  is  involved  in  gathering 
food  for  local  kitchens,  and  collecting  used 
eye  glasses  for  a  local  charity. 

Associate  Vice  President  of  Community 
Education  &  Economic  Development  Gene 
Hallongren  is  a  member  of,  and  actively 
involved  with  the  Elmhurst  Morning 
Rotary,  which  donates  time  to  the  DuPage 
County  Senior  Chore  days.  These  members 
take  time  out  of  their  own  busy  days  to  help 
senior  citizens  who  can't  do  chores 
themselves.  Also,  on  Thanksgiving  Day 
these  members  and  some  of  their  family 
members  assisted  in  serving  Thanksgiving 
dinner  to  approximately  400  needy  families. 

Assistant  Liberal  Arts  Professor  Danica 
Hubbard  serves  as  Co-Chair  of  the 
American  Association  for  Women  in 
Community  Colleges  (AAWCC)  Program 
Committee,  which  hosted  a  "Decorate  Your 
Home  for  the  Holidays"  brown  bag  lunch. 
The  AAWCC  is  also  involved  with  the 
"Toys  for  Tots"  organization,  an  effort 
sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps,  which 
collects  new  toys  and  distributes  them  to 
needy  children  during  the  holiday  season. 

Associate  accounting  professor  Jeannie 
Folk  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
the  St.  Charles  Public  Library.  She  also 
serves  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 


Lazarus  House,  a  not-for- 
profit  organization  which 
operates  a  homeless  shelter  in 
the  St.  Charles  area  from  May 
through  October. 

Val  Burke,  Coordinator  in 
the  department  of  Health  and 
Special  Services  serves  on  the 
board  of  Donka,  an 
organization  which  makes 
computer  knowledge 
available  to  people  with 
disabilities. 

Even  the  library  is  making 
an  effort  this  season.  "Food 
for  Fines"  is  an  attempt  to 
curb  the  hunger  in  DuPage 
County.  Through  donations 
of  non-perishable  food  or 
personal  items,  overdue  fines 
can  be  paid.  Each  donated 
item  can  be  used  to  pay  up  to 
$2,  with  a  maximum  of  $20 
paid  in  this  way.  Check  the 
library  for  a  listing  of  the 
items  they  need,  which  will  be 
accepted  in  place  of  money. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the 
extensive  efforts  being  made 
by  people  from  the  College  of 
DuPage.  Many  of  these 
organizations,  departments, 
and  individuals  are 
desperately  in  need  of  help, 
either  in  the  form  of  cash,  time 
or  time  donations. 

If  you  wish  to  be  an  active 
part  of  the  community  and 
help,  these  people  would 
most  likely  cherish  the 
thought.

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Men’s  basketball  team  is  not  playing  up  to  par 

Chaps  have  a  seven  point  lead  at  the  half,  but  struggle  in  the  second  half  and  lose  by  16  points.

How  can  a  team  look  so  good 
one  half,  and  look  so  horrible  in  the 
next  half?  '  said  Scott  Pold,  after  a 
tough  loss  by  the  Chaparrals 
Tuesday  night. 

From  the  outset  of  the  season,  the 
men's  basketball  team  has  been  on  a 
rollercoaster  with  so  many  ups  and 
downs  you  could  mistake  the  squad 
for  a  Six  Flags  theme  park  ride. 

"We  are  so  inconsistent.  We  play 
a  great  game,  then  we  are  non¬ 
existent  in  the  next,"  said  co-captain 
Gonzalo  Garcia.  "The  team  shows 
up  for  the  first  half  of  a  game,  but  in 
the  second  half...  I  don't  know."  He 
specifically  speaks  about  the  loss  to 
Kishwaukee  by  a  sixteen-point 
margin,  in  which  the  team  came  out 
of  the  blocks  fired  up. 

Pold,  David  Steward,  and 
DeMario  Trent  each  had  an 
outstanding  first  half.  Steward,  in 
one  sequence  of  the  game,  took 
over.  His  three  consecutive 
offensive  rebounds  electrified  the 
crowd.  First,  he  was  on  the  free 
throw  line  after  grabbing  a  rebound 
and  getting  fouled.  He  missed  the 
free  throw  but  got  the  rebound  and 
got  fouled  again.  He  made  the  first 
free  throw  and  missed  the  second, 
and  grabbed  that  rebound  and  put 
it  back  in  the  basket  for  two. 

At  half  time,  the  Chaparrals  led 
by  seven  points.  When  play 
resumed,  DuPage  came  out  flat, 
they  were  never  in  sync,  and 
eventually  fell  in  a  hotly-contested 
battle.  Pold  had  a  team  high  of 
seventeen  points  and  Steward  had  a 
solid  game  also  with  fifteen  points. 

Last  Saturday  (November  29),  the 
team  played  one  of  the  best  games 
of  the  season  as  they  dismantled 
Lake  County  by  the  score  of  86  to  65 
to  take  third  place  in  the  College  of 
DuPage  Thanksgiving  Tournament. 

Garcia  led  the  team  with  twenty 
points  on  78%  shooting  from  the 
field,  while  LaVonne  Havard 
unselfishly  dished  out  assist  after 
assist,  ending  up  with  eleven  on  the 
game.

Publicity  for  the  upcoming 
student  trustee  election  begins  Jan. 

26  via  E-Mail  and  flyers  posted 
around  several  campus  and 
regional  centers  locations. 

Nominating  packets  are  expected 
to  be  available  through  the  Student 
Activities  Office  by  Jan.  26.  The 
heightened  early  publicity  is  hoped 
to  increase  interest  in  this  election 
and  encourage  a  variety  of  students 
to  inquire  about  this  position.  It  is 
also  hoped  that  a  larger  number  of 
COD  students  will  cast  a  ballot  for 
the  student  trustee  nominee  of  their 
choice  on  March  10. 

Ken  Panfilio,  current  student 
trustee,  was  one  of  only  two  COD 
students  to  petitioned  for 
nomination  last  year  when  only  136 
students  exercised  their  voting 
rights.

Saturday  deadline  set  for  academic  calendar

Vice  President  Packard  asked  academic  and 
support  staff  to  imagine  that  changes  had  already 
been  made  in  the  academic  calendar,  to  identify 
the  impact  such  a  change  would  have  on  their 
departments,  and  to  focus  on  possible  solutions  to 
any  problems  that  arise.  The  deadline  chosen  for 


collection  of  this  information  is  Jan.  17th. 

As  the  deadline  approaches,  many  students, 
faculty  and  staff  members  are  wondering  what 
has  been  learned  from  this  fact  gathering  exercise, 
and  what  route  the  information  will  take  next. 

What  are  the  major  areas  of  concern,  and  will 
faculty  and  staff  members  have  an  opportunity  to 
vote  on  which  solutions  solutions  they  would 
like  to  accept  or  reject? 

In  a  previous  interview.  Vice  President  Packard 
stressed  that  there  is  no  intention  of  changing  to 
a  semester  system.  The  proposed  changes  to  the 


calendar  are  merely  adjustments  to  the  existing 
quarter  system.  Consequently,  many  students 
believe  the  changes  might  assist  with  transfer 
timing,  but  it  will  not  address  the  real  problem  of 
credit  transfers  from  quarters  to  semesters. 

Answers  to  these  questions  will  not  be 
revealed  until  Dr.  Lesli  Beltran  finishes 
processing  the  responses  and  submits  her 
executive  summary  to  President  Murphy  and 
the  Executive  Committee.  The  final  step  for 
any  proposedcalendar  changes  will  be  to  seek 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Medicare  Private 
Contracts 


The  Balanced  Budget 
Act  of  1997  contained 
provisions  dealing  with 
the  ability  of  doctors  to 
enter  into  private 
contracts  with  Medicare 
beneficiaries  to  pay  for 
medical  services  that 
otherwise  would  be 
covered  under  Medicare. 

Medicare  historically 
prohibited  beneficiaries  to 
perform  procedures 
covered  by  Medicare. 
Under  the  new  law, 
doctors  and  patients  who 
enter  into  such  contracts 
agree  to  have  the  patient 
pay  th  eentire  amount 
ana  not  bill  Medicare  for 
any  portion  of  the  bill. 

The  contract  must  also 
contain  several  measures 
to  protect

patient  beneficiaries. 
These  include 
requirements  that  the 
contract  be  in  writing  and 


be  signed  by  the 
benericiariy.  The  contract 


must  also  clearly  indicate 
that  the  beneficiary  alone 
is  responsible  for  paying 
the  entire  amount  and  it 
must  specify  that  the 
beneficiary  has  the  right 
to  have  the  service 
provided  by  other 
physicians,  for  which 
Medicare  payment  would 
be  made. 

As  a  result  of  these 
changes,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Ways  and  Means 
Subcommittee  with 
jurisdiction  over  Medicare 
has  introduced  the 
Medicare  Beneficiary 
Freedom  to  Contract  Act 
of  1997.  This  legislation 
would  allow  individual 
beneficiaries  to  pay  the 
entire  amount  for  services 
that  would  otherwise  be 
covered  by  Medicare, 
without  requiring  the 
physicians  to  opt  out  of 
the  Medicare  program  for 
two  years.

Part-time  instructor  Pat 
Armstrong  put  together  a  wild  plant 
cookbook  that  includes  such  recipes 
as  wild  spinach  quiche  and  dandelion 
soup. 

Armstrong  has  been  teaching  at 
COD  for  more  than  ten  years  and 
mainly  teaches  field  learning  classes. 

"I  have  done  some  classes  in  the 
learning  labs  and  regular  biology 
classes,  but  the  field  learning  classes 
are  the  one's  I  like  best,"  Armstrong 
said. 

Armstrong's  class  called  "eat  the 
trees"  allows  students  to  learn  to 
prepare  tasty  foods  from  the  forest 
and  learn  about  Native  American 
culture. 

"We  talk  about  Native  Americans 
and  how  they  had  to  live  before  there 
were  stores.  Winter  students  are 
required  to  make  certain  bread  and 
jerky  because  to  the  Native  Americans 
they  were  survival  foods,"  Armstrong 
said. 

One  might  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  Armstrong,  because  of  her  taste 
for  wild  plants,  would  be  a 
vegetarian.  Surprisingly  she's  not. 

"I  don't  eat  a  lot  of  meat.  I  think 
biologically  speaking  we  are 
supposed  to  eat  meat,  but  not  too 
much ,"  Armstrong  said. 

The  cookbook  is  a  collection  of  her 
recipes  and  her  students  along  with 
many  other  contributors.  They  have 
been  accumulating  over  the  years. 

"I  have  been  teaching  these  classes 
for  quite  a  few  years  and  as  part  of 


pages.  ^ 

"Dandelions  are  pretty  tasty,  and 
you  can't  really  misidentify  them," 
Armstrong  said. 

The  ingredients  can  come  from  the 
store.  Items  such  as  blueberries, 
walnuts  and  artichokes  are  used  in 
the  class  recipes. 

A  concern  that  many  might  have  is 
the  proper  identification  of  poisonous 
plants.  Armstrong  makes  sure  to 
teach  the  students  what  is  and  what  is 
not  edible. 

"Food  allergies  vary  from  person 
to  person,  each  person  has  to  be 
responsible.  I  tell  them  how  to 
carefully  check  things,"  Armstrong 
said. 

Armstrong's  classes  have  a  large 
variety  of  students. 

"It's  a  wonderful  mix.  In  the  fall 
and  winter  class  during  the  day  I  get  a 
variety  of  young  students  and  retired 
people.  The  spring  and  summer 
classes  are  taught  in  the  evening  and 
attract  a  variety  of  students," 
Armstrong  said. 

According  to  Armstrong,  the 
strangest  ingredient  that  was  used  in 
her  recipes  was  bark.  It  can  be  used  in 
tea  and  in  bread  when  pulverized. 

"Everybody  enjoys  it  and  we  try  all 
these  crazy  things,"  Armstrong  said. 

The  "Wild  Plant  Family 
Cookbook"  is  available  in  the  COD 
bookstore  for  $14.95. 

Armstrong  will  also  be 
participating  in  a  book  signing  on 
Wednesday,  January  28  in  the  OCC 
107  at  7-9  pm  and  Thursday,  January 
29  in  IC  2037  at  12-3  pm.

good,  we  have  the  good  and  the  bad. 
The  students  put  in  their  comments, 
some  are  good,  some  are  not  so 
good,"  Armstrong  said. 

According  to  Armstrong  the  reason 
why  the  wild  foods  might  taste 
strange  or  bitter  is  due  to  the  vitamins 
and  minerals  that  are  lost  in  boiling 
preparation. 

Some  of  the  recipes  are  odd  and 
different,  but  strangely  appealing.  In 
one  section,  dandelion  recipes  fill  five 


each  of  the  'edible'  classes  the 
students  have  to  prepare  food  and  try 
it.  I  have  been  collecting  recipes  over 
the  years  and  I  have  lots  of  recipes 
which  I  gave  them  to  use,  so  there  are 
hundreds  of  contributors,  most  of 
them  students  at  COD,"  Armstrong 
said. 

Along  with  the  recipes  are  recipe 
evaluations  from  students.  Some  are 
negative,  but  most  are  positive.

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Black  History  Month  luncheon 
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Author /journalist  Stan  West  will  be  speaking 
during  a  Brown  Bag  Lunch  on  February  4  at  noon  in 
SRC  1024a  as  part  of  the  Black  History  Month 
celebration. 

West  has  called  himself  a  participatory  journalist 
involved  in  the  "new  journalism"  scene. 

"I  tell  stories  that  go  beneath  the  news  event/' 

West  said. 

The  title  of  West's  lecture  is  "Linking  Africa  and 
America  During  Black  History  Month".  His 
expertise  and  experience  with  the  subject  makes 
West  a  valuable  speaker. 

"I  will  be  making  links  between  Africa  and  the 
Americas.  People  have  a  tendency  to  think  that 
Black  History  Moth  is  just  for  African  Americans 
born  in  this  country  and  that's  not  true,"  West  said. 

West  certainly  has  an  interesting  track  record.  He 
has  authored  and  co-authored  many  articles  and 
books  about  African  Americans.  Among  them  is  the 
sold  out  "Prism:An  African  American  Reporter's 
Multi-Cultural  View  of  South  America"  and  the 
best  selling  book  "Profiles  of  Great  African 
Americans" . 

At  the  current  time  West  is  producing  and  co¬ 
hosting  a  WNUA  radio  talk  show  called  "City 
Voices",  hosting  a  syndicated  talk  show  that  reaches 
90  stations  nationwide,  and  writing  for  Oak  Park’s 
Wednesday  Journal  Afrique  magazine. 

His  excellence  in  the  field  of  journalism  has  won 
him  many  awards.  Among  them  is  an  Emmy 
nomination  for  moderating  a  WTTW  program  for 
PBS  called  "Combating  RacismiWhere  to  Begin".  He 


received  a  CABJ  Excellence  in  journalism  Award  for 
his  WVON  talk  show,  and  a  Courage  in  Journalism 
Award  from  Columbian  journalists. 

He  earned  his  Courage  in  Journalism  award  after 
he  reported  about  the  inhumane  treatment  of  the 
people  in  Columbia. 

According  to  West,  the  Columbian  government 
was  taking  money  from  the  United  States  that  was 
supposed  to  be  used  to  combat  the  drug  problem  in 
Columbia.  Instead,  the  Columbian  government 
used  the  money  to  fund  an  civil-type  war  against  its 
own  people. 

To  be  a  journalist  in  Columbia  at  that  time  was 
extremely  dangerous,  because  they  were  reporting 
about  the  injustices  at  the  hands  of  the  Columbian 


government.  Many  journalists  were  killed. 

"I  was  able  to  take  the  deaths  of  the  Columbian 
people  personally,  and  that  is  why  I  received  the 
award,"  West  said. 

While  in  Panama,  West  was  chronicling  the 
damage  brought  about  by  the  United  States.  One  of 
the  many  disturbing  sights  that  he  encountered  was 
the  people  covered  in  cockroach  bites  from  living  in 
the  refugee  camps  because  their  homes  were 
bombed  by  the  United  States.  He  talked  about  the 
grief  he  suffered  when  they  would  ask  him,  "Why  is 
the  United  States  doing  this  to  us?". 

West  will  be  signing  his  book  "Profiles  of  Great 
African  Americans"  and  will  give  attendants  the 
chance  to  buy  his  book  for  only  $20.

Project  Self  Program

One  of  the  new  faces  joining  the  COD  staff  this 
quarter  is  Adriana  Santilhan.  Formally  a  Spanish 
teacher  at  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Chicago, 
Santillian  began  her  new  position  as  the 
Coordinator  for  the  Project  SELF  on  January  5th. 

Project  SELF,  which  stands  for  Strong  Education 
for  Latino  Future,  is  a  program  which  is  designed  to 
encourage  Latino  high  school  students  to  consider 
higher  education  and  once  students  are  in  college, 
provide  them  with  the  support  to  finish. 

International  Student  Advisor  Ravi  Shankar  said 
that  almost  half  of  the  Latino  students  who  enter 
high  school  and  college  never  finish. 

"The  problem  is  that  [Latino  students]  drop  out 
because  of  lack  of  information,"  Santillian  said. 
According  to  Santillian,  providing  Latino 


students  with  more  information  about  the 
opportunities  available  to  them  is  one  of  her  main 
goals  as  Project  SELF  Coordinator. 

Santillian  also  states  that  she  hopes  to  expand  the 
program  to  more  high  schools.  Currently  only  four 
area  high  schools  are  involved  with  the  program: 
Wheaton  North,  Lyons  Township,  West  Chicago, 
and  Downers  Grove  South. 

Shankar,  also  chair  of  the  the  selection 
committee,  said  that  they  chose  Santillian  because  of 
her  energy,  her  experience  working  with  Latino 
students,  and  her  experience  in  participating  in  a 
similar  program  when  she  attended  high  school. 

By  taking  field  trips  to  different  universities, 
bringing  in  various  speakers,  and  working  with 
parents  of  Latino  students,  Santillian  hopes  to 
achieve  her  goal  of  providing  Latino  Students  with 
information. 

"We  want  [Latino  students]  to  know  they  can  do 
it.  They  need  to  know  that  there  is  someone  who 
understands  their  needs,"  Santillian  said.

Mysteries  of  Life

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Many  COD  students  are  blindly  taking  classes 
without  knowing  where  they  will  venture  off  to 
post  -COD.This  article  might  shed  some  light  on  the 
subject  and  lead  you  on  the  right  track. 

There  are  many  places  you  can  turn  to  get 
college  advice.  Many  students  don't  realize  that 
there  are  hundreds  of  advisors  walking  the  halls 
and  ready  to  help  you.  They  are  your  instructors, 
and  they  can  help  you  choose  the  best  college  for 
your  particular  major. 

All  advisors,  counselors  and  others  urge  students 
to  apply  early. 

"The  first  thing  to  do  is  apply  early.  Many 
colleges  want  you  to  send  transcripts,  for  example, 
at  the  end  of  fall  quarter  and  then  they'd  want  one 
at  the  end  of  winter  and  spring  quarter.  They  do 
this  so  they  can  update  their  files  as  they  go 
through  the  application  process,"  Bob  Regner, 
Transfer  Coordinator,  said. 

"Start  planning  early,  even  if  you  don't  know 
where  you  want  to  go,"  Judy  Morris,  Advising 
Coordinator,  said. 

If  you're  having  trouble  with  deciding  at  what 
college  or  university  to  continue  your  education,  it 
would  be  wise  to  consult  a  counselor. 

"Counselors  mainly  help  with  the  undecided 
student.  Students  who  know  they  want  a  four-year 
degree,  but  not  sure  what  to  major  in  should  make 
an  appointment  with  a  counselor.  Also,  counselors 
help  students  with  personal  problems,"  Morris  said. 

Students  tend  to  confuse  counselors  with 
advisors.  They  perform  different  duties. 

"There  are  two  types  of  advisors.  All  faculty 
members  advise  in  their  particular  discipline.  You 
could  talk  to  them  about  what  classes  to  take  and 
what  opportunities  there  are,"  Morris  said. 

The  other  types  of  advisors  are  general  advisors, 
and  they  aid  the  student  in  class  planning,  among 
other  things. 

"We  are  general  advisors  and  we  can  help 
students  choose  classes,  a  lot  of  the  time  we  help 
students  fulfill  the  general  education  requirements 
that  aren't  specific  to  their  major,"  Morris  said. 

An  important  part  of  the  two-year  degree 
process  is  the  student  planning  worksheet.  The 
worksheet  lists  classes  that  need  to  be  fulfilled  in 
order  to  graduate.  By  using  this  helpful  tool, 
students  can  keep  track  of  the  classes  taken  and 
credits  earned  so  they  will  reach  their  goal  sooner. 

Many  students  don't  even  know  that  an 
associates  degree  is  a  two-year  degree  that  can  be 
obtained  at  COD.  In  fact  many  students  don't  know 
a  lot  about  the  degree  process. 

"We  do  a  lot  of  explaining.  We  can't  assume  that 
everybody  comes  in  knowing  how  to  get  through 
college,  get  an  Associates,  or  know  what  a  quarter 
hour  is,"  Morris  said. 

Advisors  can  help  explain  to  students  things  that 
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might  be  confusing.  For  example  if  a  student  needs 
help  translating  pre-test  results. 

Even  if  a  major  is  not  decided  it  is  important  to 
realize  that  many  state  schools  accept  an  Associates 
degree  as  automatically  fulfilling  the  general 
education  requirements  for  that  school.  Students 
can  start  college  or  university  in  junior  standing. 

If  you  choose  to  graduate,  you  must  plan  your 
schedule  accordingly  and  petition  for  graduation  at 
least  two  quarters  before  your  expected  last  quarter 
so  the  Records  office  can  make  the  final  check 
whether  you  are  ready  to  graduate. 

Choosing  a  college  is  the  most  important 
decision  you'll  ever  make.  According  to  the 
Counseling,  Transfer  &  Advising  Center  transfer 
tips  guide,  plan  to  speak  with  a  representative  from 
the  colleges  and  participate  in  any  of  the  visitation 
days. 

"Students  should  visit  the  campus,  they 
shouldn't  base  their  decision  from  a  video, 
pamphlet  or  because  'my  friend  liked  it.'  Visit  the 
campus  on  days  when  classes  are  in  session," 
Morris  said. 

The  next  opportunity  to  gather  college  info 
would  be  during  the  College  Representative  Visit 
for  the  Winter  Quarter  (see  page  23  of  this  Courier 
issue). 

After  careful  planning  and  research,the  next  step 
is  to  apply  to  the  college  or  university  of  your 
choice.  Applying  early  would  be  in  your  best 
interest. 

According  to  the  Counseling,  Transfer  & 
Advising  Center  transfer  tips  guide,  students 
should  be  aware  of  institutions  that  have  special 
deadlines  for  restricted  programs. 

"Many  state  schools  have  rolling  or  open 
deadlines.  For  example  Western  Illinois  University 
accepts  applications  three  weeks  before  classes 
start.  Don't  think  it's  too  late,  but  the  best  idea  is  to 
apply  early,  especially  if  applying  for  financial  aid," 
Morris  said. 

After  the  initial  application,  students  should 
send  their  current  transcripts  to  the  college  or 
university. 

"After  students  send  in  their  application,  they 
should  send  in  their  transcripts  at  that  time.  Many 
schools  will  normally  ask  you  to  send  the 
transcripts  at  the  end  of  the  term  so  the  college  or 
university  can  check  your  progress,"  Regner  said. 

Students  should  consult  with  the  Records  Office 
concerning  transcripts,  graduation  and  degree 
audits. 

"If  you  are  sending  a  COD  transcript  and  want 
current  quarter  grades  included,  submit  the  request 
to  the  Records  Office  before  the  end  of  the  quarter 
and  the  transcript  will  be  processed  on  the  same 
day  as  your  grade  report  is  mailed  to  you,"  Juanita 
Sarofin  in  the  Records  Office,  said. 

According  to  Sarofin  the  first  transcript  is  free, 
any  transcripts  after  that  will  cost  $2.  If  the  student 
needs  special  handling,  such  as  24  hour  processing 


or  a  fax,  the  cost  will  be  $5. 

After  the  application  and  transcript  process  is 
complete,  you  should  maintain  direct 
communications  with  the  college  or  university  you 
are  planning  to  attend.  Be  aware  of  the  orientations 
and  registration  programs. 

Applications,scholarship  info,  college  catalogs, 
and  all  information  about  transferring  can  be 
obtained  in  the  Counseling/Transfer  &  Advising 
Center  located  in  IC  2010.  Also  the  College  &  Career 
Information  Center  (CCIC)  located  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  library  allows  students  to  gather 
valuable  information  concerning  careers,  and  info 
concerning  in-state  and  out-of-state  schools. 

The  last  thing  you  want  to  do  is  waste  time  and 
money,  so  take  the  time  to  visit  a  counselor  or 
advisor,  carefully  review  the  criteria  and  start  early! 
Remember  this  is  your  future!

Unlike  most  types  of 
businesses,  art  galleries  are 
not  in  cutthroat  competition 
with  each  other.  In  fact,  they 
often  cooperate,  sharing 
pieces  from  their  collections. 
Such  is  the  case  with  "Story 
Telling,"  the  latest  exhibit  at 
the  Arts  Center's  Gahlberg 
Gallery. 

The  show,  on  display 
through  Feb.  15,  brings 
together  narrative  works 
from  three  different 
collections-  Elmhurst  Art 
Museum,  Rockford  Art 
Museum  and  Benedictine 
University. 

The  Rockford  Art 
Museum's  contributions 
feature  the  often-unseen 
work  of  self-taught  African- 
American  artists. 

Although  the  artists  from 
this  collection  lack  classical 
training  in  the  arts,  their 
works  are  eye-catching  and 
compelling.  Many  of  them 
are  mixed-media,  employing 
intriguing  combinations  of 
traditional  and  non- 
traditional  materials. 

The  works  seen  here  are 
taken  from  the  Rockford  Art 
Museum's  Hager  Collection, 
which  is  on  permanent

In  an  exclusive  Courier  interview, 
during  their  last  visit,  Tom  and  Dick 
were  surprised  by  the  overwhelming 
response  they  received  at  COD. 
"Usually  grey-haired  people  come  to 
see  us,"  Dick  said. 

The  packed  mainstage  audience 
enjoyed  an  hour-long  set  of  songs  and 
squabbling  by  the  legendary 
brotherly  duo,  complete  with  a  visit 
by  Tom's  notorious  "Yo-Yo  Man." 

The  show  was  an  unqualified 
success,  as  the  April  9  show  is 
expected  to  be.  Tickets  have  been  on 
sale  for  less  than  two  weeks,  but  the 
800-plus  tickets  are  already  half  sold. 

This  time  around,  ticket  prices  are 
slightly  higher,  an  overall  increase  of 
$1,  to  accommodate  the  Brothers' 
longer  travel. 

The  Smothers  Brothers  have  been 
performing  together  for  over  40  years, 
now.  They  are,  perhaps,  best  known 
for  "The  Smothers  Brothers  Comedy 
Hour,"  which  aired  on  CBS  television 
in  the  '60s,  but  was  cancelled  in  1969 
when  network  officials  were  offended 
by  "questionable"  political  sketches. 

Despite  its  short  run,  the  show  is 
regarded  as  one  of  the  top  comedies 
in  television  history.  They  frequently 
took  on  cdhftAfersiaTtopicS  Such  as  • ' 
interracial  dlilifig,  drug'use  and  the 


display  there. 

The  Rockford  Art 
Museum  has  a  permanent 
collection  of  over  1200  works, 
mainly  created  by  20th 
century  American  artists.  Its 
curator  Ls  Matthew  Herbig. 
The  central  area  of  "Story 
Telling,"  comes  from 
Benedictine  University's 
permanent  collection  of  over 
1500  pieces. 

The  Benedictine 
contributions  are  mostly  of 
religious  and  spiritual 
themes.  Their  artists  come 
from  a  wide  variety  of 
nations  and  eras.  Some  of  the 
pieces  on  display  date  back 
hundreds  of  years. 

The  University's  collection 
is  permanently  displayed 
throughout  its  campus,  and 
is  overseen  by  Father  Michael 
Komechak. 

The  third  portion  of  the 
exhibit  was  provided  by 
Elmhurst  Art  Museum, 
which  is  curated  by  COD  art 
instructor  and  faculty  advisor 
for  the  Wings  Student  Run 
Art  Gallery. 

The  Elmhurst  pieces, 
which  include  both  visual  art 
and  sculpture,  have  a 
decidedly  American  feel,  but 
the  collection  also  features 
artists  from  Holland,  France, 
Hungary  and  Columbia. 

The  Elmhurst  Art 
Museum's  diverse  collection 
has  been  growing  since  its 
founding  in  1981.  Elmhurst  is 
the  first  independent  art 
museum  in  the  western 
suburbs.

In  the  second  and  final  game  of 
the  tournament,  COD  once  again 
faced  a  team  that  they  have  already 
seen  this  year  in  Elgin.

3,000  COD  students 
participated  in  the  Hope 
Tax  credit  program  and 
were  able  to  defer  their 
tuition  payments  until 
January  1, 1998. 


According  to  the  IRS 
webpage,  beginning 
January  1, 1998,  taxpayers 
may  be  eligible  to  claim  a 
nonrefundable  Hope 
Scholarship  Credit 
against  their  federal  income 
taxes. 

The  Hope  Tax  credit  was 
designed  to  benefit  families 
who  already  pay  higher 
education  costs  or  worry 
about  repaying  student 
loans. 

According  to  the  IRS 
webpage, the  amount  that 
may  be  claimed  as  a  credit 
is  generally  equal  to  1%  off 
the  first  $1,000  of  the 
taxpayer's  out-of-pocket 
expenses  for  each  student's 
qualified  tuition  and  related 
expenses,  plus  50%  of  the 


next  $1,000. 

Students  were  informed 
about  the  Hope  Tax  credit 
when  they  registered  for 
their  winter  quarter  classes. 

If  a  student  participated 
in  the  program  not  only 
would  their  tuition 
payment  be  deferred,  but 
they  could  receive  tax  credit 
up  to  $1,500. 

"I  think  it  was  a  nice 
benefit  that  a  lot  of  students 
were  able  to  take  advantage 
of,"  Ronald  Ally,  Director  of 
Financial  Affairs  & 
Controller,  said. 

Out  of  the  3,000  students 
who  participated,  325  were 
dropped  for  non-payment. 
According  to  Ally,  many 
students  have  re-registered. 

According  to  Vice 


President  of  Academic  & 
Student  Affairs  Ken 
Kolbert,  the  tuition 
payment  was  deferred 
merely  for  the  fact  that 
when  students  made  their 
payments  after  January  1, 
1998,  it  would  count  on 
their  1998  tax  returns. 

In  future  quarters, 
students  will  not  have  to  fill 
out  eligibility  forms,  rather 
just  claim  Hope  Tax  on  their 
tax  returns. 

"It  went  very 
smoothly,  especially 
considering  it  took  effect  so 
late.  We  really  thought  that 
it  was  something  that 
would  greatly  benefit  a 
large  number  of  students,"

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Religious  issue  surrounds  proposed  calander

The  calender  proposal  for  the  1999-2000 
academic  school  year  has  raised  questions 
concerning  certain  holidays  when  classes  will  not 
be  in  session. 

Students  and  faculty  members  in  DuPage 
County  are  accustomed  to  celebrating  Columbus 
Day  by  getting  the  day  off. 

In  the  proposed  calender,  classes  will  be  in 
session  on  Columbus  Day,  and  students  and 
faculty  will  have  Good  Friday  or  the"Spring 
Holiday"  off. 

Two  years  ago  Good  Friday  was  recognized  as  a 
holiday  and  students  and  faculty  members  enjoyed 
a  day  off.  For  the  past  two  years,  though,  it  has  not 
been  recognized. 

According  to  Board  of  Trustees  Chairman, 
William  Bungee,  the  Board  is  following  what 
public  schools  in  DuPage  call  Spring  Break,  which 


traditionally  begins  on  Good  Friday. 

When  dealing  with  a  subject  such  as  this,  the 


issue  of  separation  of  church  and  state  emerges. 

"What  everyone  forgets  about  the  separation  of 
church  and  state  is  that  it  was  originally  provided 
to  protect  religion  from  interference  or  action  from 
the  state,  not  the  other  way  around,"  Bungee  said. 

According  to  Bungee,  the  Board  wants  to 
respect  all  cultures  and  viewpoints,  and  thinks  it's 
foolish  when  people  automatically  react  when 
holidays  such  as  Christmas  are  observed.

Slick  floors  and  bad 
weather  create  a 
hazardous  environment 


The  entrances  leading  to 
SRC  North  and  the  one 
leading  to  the  libraiy  consist 
of  only  two  types  of  doors— 
emergency  pull  doors,  and 
revolving'doors. 

Since  most  students  are 
intimidated  by  the 
"emergency  exit  only"  sign  on 
the  pull  doors,  the  only  option 
left  is  to  use  the  revolving 
doors.  On  bad-weather  days 
however,  this  can  be  a 
dangerous  option. 

The  floor  beneath  the 
revolving  doors  in  these  areas 
is  smooth—  creating  a  slippery 
surface  that,  when  covered 
with  the  water  that's  tracked 
in  on  a  rainy  or  snowy  day, 
raises  a  safety  issue. 

When  students  go  to  push 
against  the  doors,  their  race  is 
often  greeted  by  the 
unwelcome  encounter  with 
the  glass  door  when  their  feet 
slip  on  the  floor. 

Taken  from  personal 
experience,  I  would  much 
rather  practice  my  triple  toe 
loop  on  the  ice  rink. 


On  dry  days  there  is  much 
less  of  a  problem.  But  during 
the  winter  season,  with  the 
snow  and  ice  outside,  the 
problem  becomes  much 
greater,  and  much  more  of  a 
hazard. 

Though  the  floor  in  that 
area  is  attractive,  if  students 
are  too  busy  trying  to  keep 
their  balance,  then  they  are 
probably  not  noticing  how 
attractive  it  is.  How  many 
people  really  notice  the  floor 
anyway?

There  need  to  be  regular 
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The  little  tractor  that  couldn't 

For  those  readers  who  are  confused 
about  why  "Fast  Track"  legislation  is 
so  important  to  the  U.S.  economy  and 
American  jobs,  I  have  a  story.  I  call  it 
"The  Little  Tractor  That  Couldn't" 

Once  upon  a  time.  Caterpillar,  one 
of  Illinois'  largest  employers,  wanted 
to  sell  $100  million  worth  of  "motor 
graders"  to  customers  in  Chile.  The 
machines--  giant  $1  million  earth 
movers—  would  be  built  entirely  at 
Illinois  plants  in  Joliet,  East  Peoria, 
and  Decatur. 

Chile's  customers'  prefer  Caterpillar 
tractors  over  a  Canadian-built 
competitor.  However,  Chile  has  an 
11%  tariff  on  imports  from  all 
countries  with  whom  it  has  not 
negotiated  a  free  trade  agreement. 

While  Chile  has  negotiated  such  free 
trade  agreements  with  Canada  and 
Brazil,  it  has  not  yet  reached  such  an 
agreement  with  the  U.S.  More  about 
trus  in  a  moment. 

Chile's  tariff  makes  the  Canadian- 
built  tractors  11%  cheaper  than 
Caterpillar's  machines  and,  as  a  result. 
Caterpillar  is  losing  the  deal  to  its 
Canadian  competitor. 

While  Caterpillar  wants  to  build  the 
graders  in  Illinois,  it  has  the  capability 
to  build  them  in  Brazil.  Ironically,  if 
the  U.S.  and  Chile  do  not  negotiate  a 
free  trade  agreement  eliminating  the 
11%  tariff,  Caterpillar  will  be  forced  to 
either  lose  the  business  entirely  or 
manufacture  the  movers  in  Brazil 
where  they  can  be  exported  to  Chile 
tariff-free! 

This  is  where  "Fast  Track" 
legislation  comes  into  the  picture. 

Fast  track  is  the  authority  every 
President  since  Gerald  Ford  has  had  to 
negotiate  trade  agreements,  then 
submit  them  for  approval  by  Congress 
with  a  straight  up  or  down  vote,  no 
amendments.  Without  Fast  Track, 

U.S.  trade  representatives  are  unable 
to  negotiate  with  other  countries  that

are,  understandably,  reluctant  to  enter 
into  carefully  crafted  agreements  only 
to  see  them  unraveled  by 
amendments  from  Congress'  "535 
Secretaries  of  State."  Since  fast  track 
authority  expired  in  1994,  the  U.S.  has 
not  been  party  to  over  20  free  trade 
agreements  negotiated  by  other 
countries,  including  the  Canada-Chile 
agreement.  Without  fast  track,  there 
will  be  no  U.S.-Chile  free  trade 
agreement. 

The  ultimate  irony  is  that  Congress 
has  been  unable  to  pass  fast  track  due 
to  strong  opposition  by  labor  union 
leadership  which  represents 
Caterpillar's  workforce.  Caterpillar's 
workers'  union  dues  are  being  used  to 
defeat  legislation  that  is  clearly  in 
their  interest. 

What  so  many  opponents  of  fast 
track  fail  to  understand  is  that  NAFTA 
and  other  free  trade  agreements  are 
about  lowering  tariffs:  theirs,  not  ours. 
For  example,  Chile's  tariff  on 
Caterpillar's  equipment  is  11%,  while 
the  UTS.  tariff  on  similar  imports  is  six- 
tenths  of  one  percent!  For 
automobiles,  Chile's  tariffs  are  as  high 
as  85%,  whereas  the  U.S.  tariff  for 
imported  automobiles  is  less  than  2%. 
Across  the  board,  U.S.  tariffs  average 
2%,  while  those  of  our  potential  trade 
agreement  partners  in  Latin  America 
average  12%.  How  could  lowering 
their  tariffs  to  our  levels  possibly  hurt 
our  economy,  or  take  away  American 
jobs?  Lowering  their  tariffs  and  other 
trade  barriers  help  us  export  more 
goods,  create  more  high  paying  jobs 
here,  and  keep  U.S.  jobs  from  moving 
elsewhere. 

If  Congress  will  past  fast  track  next 
year  we  can  make  it  the  "The  Little 
Tractors—  and  thousands  of  other  U.S. 
products—  that  COULD!"

Joan  Budilovsky  teaches  yoga  at 
COD  and  she  is  the  author  of  four 
books  on  the  subject  of  yoga.  "The 
Complete  Idiot's  Guide  to  Yoga/'  is 
Budilovsky  most  recent  book  which 
she  co-authored  with  Eve 
Adamson.  It  is  prominently 
displayed  in  Chicagoland  area 
Barnes  and  Noble  and  Border's 
Bookstores. 

The  cover  of"The  Complete 
Idiot's  Guide  to  Yoga"  boasts  the 
following  quote  by  Georg 
Feuerstein,  Ph  D.,  M.Litt.,  director  of 
the  Yoga  Research  Center:  "In  this 
book  you  will  be  gently  but 
persuasively  guided  into  the 
beginnings  of  yoga  practice.  The 
authors  serve  as  knowledgeable  and 
cheerful  friends,  motivating  you  all 
the  way." 

Budilovsky's  interest  in  yoga 
began  while  she  was  a  student,  here 
on  the  COD  campus,  in  1976.  She 
admits,  "I  wasn't  at  all  serious  about 
it.  It  was  just  another  class  to  take  - 
but  [once  I  began  yoga]  I  loved  it." 

"Fat  Free  Yoga,"  was 
Budilovsky's  first  book.  It  "...came 
about  because,  in  my  classes  - 1 
teach  Hatha  I  -  I  wanted  something 
simple  that  students  could  just  have 
as  a  reference  for  poses."  The 
author  says  that  publishing  was  the 
last  thing  on  her  mind  when  she 
authored  "something  simple"  for 
her  students  to  use  in  her  classes. 

Then  she  put  together  another 
simplified  little  book  for  her  Hatha 
II  classes  and  named  it  "The  Little 
Yogi  Energy  Book." 

Budilovsky's  third  book  centered 
on  the  philosophy  of  yoga  that  she 
wanted  to  use  in  her  classes.  She 
says,  "So  these  books  came  about 
just  as  a  process  of  the  classes." 

At  this  point,  the  author  had  her 
photographs  and  simple 
instructions  photocopied  and  bound 
at  a  local  photoshop,  then  she 
received  a  call  from  the  executive 


editor  of  Macmillan.  She  didn't 
believe  the  editor's  message  at  first. 

Having  a  friend  in  the  New  York 
area,  Budilovsky  thought  perhaps  a 
practical  joke  was  being  played  on 
her.  Fortunately,  she  followed 
through  and  found  that  Macmillan 
was  indeed  searching  for  a  yoga 
author. 

Budilovsky  feels  that  her  good 
fortune  is  a  lesson  in  dharma,  which 
she  explains  is  one's  duty  in  life. 

She  says,  "To  me  it  was  just  a  lesson 
in  how  it's  important  to  do  what 
you  love  because  eventually. ..things 
just  build."  She  believes  that  not 
always  thinking  of  what  the  goal  is. 


but  just  enjoying  the  journey,  or  the 
moment  in  life,  will  often  lead  us  to 
where  we  ought  to  be  and  find  us 
doing  what  we  ought' to  be  doing. 

Yoga  clears  and  opens  the  mind. 

It  calms  the  body  and  reduces  stress. 
Budilovsky  says  that  many  of  her 
students  come  to  her  yoga  classes 
because  of  the  enormous  amount  of 
stress  in  today's  world. 

The  author  says,  "Yoga  is  not  a 
religion."  It  is  a  way  to  ground 
oneself  and  acquire  balance  between 
the  mind  and  body.  Yoga  is  a  study 
of  body  and  mind  through  postures 


that  assist  in  making  the  body 
stronger.  "Reflection  on  yoga 
principles  and  how  they  operate 
within  one's  self  on  a  physical, 
verbal,  and  intellectual  level  can 
help  one  direct  life  energies  in  a 
more  positive  direction.  By  slowly 
opening  the  body  and  mind,  toxins 
are  able  to  release,  clearing  the  way 
for  increased  stamina,"  states  the 
author  in  the  introduction  to  her 
first  book. 

Nature  is  what  yoga  is  about,  says 
Budilovsky.  It  can  teach  us  what  it 
is  like  to  stretch  like  a  dog,  or  to 
experience  life  as  a  cat  or  a  tree.  It 
helps  us  become  more  sensitive  to 


matter  of  fact,  she  made  her  living 
as  a  singer.  She  also  plays  the  harp 
and  the  organ.  Her  musical 
background  has  helped  her 
incorporate  music  into  some  of  the 
mantras  (musical  chants)  used  in 
certain  of  her  yoga  classes. 

While  teaching  yoga  at  COD,  and 
publicizing  "The  Complete  Idiot's 
Guide  to  Yoga"  in  the  Chicagoland 
area,  the  author  also  has  a  fifth  book 
is  in  progress.  Her  fifth  book  will  be 
another  collaborative  effort  with 
coauthor  Eve  Adamson,  but  the 
topic  of  the  book  will  not  be  yoga. 
Budilovsky  says  her  next  book  will 
be  another  "Idiot  Guide"  on  a 


the  experiences  of  other  living 
things  and  assists  us  in  becoming 
one  with  them. 

Yoga  is  gentle.  It  is  non¬ 
competitive  and  non-violence,  even 
though  one  of  the  ten  basic  poses  is 
entitled  "the  warrior".  The  author 
states  that  the  pose  is  meant  to  allow 
us  to  find  the  strength  within 
ourselves.  "It  takes  tremendous 
strength  to  conquer  inner  turmoil  in 
the  quest  for  inner  peace." 

Prior  to  entering  the  teaching 
field,  music  had  a  tremendous 
influence  on  Budilovsky's  life.  As  a

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Chinese  lunar  year  of  the  tiger  begins

January  28  will  begin  the  Chinese 
New  Year,  or  as  Professor  Sun 
(pronounced  "soon")  puts  it,  the 
"first  day  of  Chinese  Lunar  Year." 

"This  is  [the]  year  of  the  tiger  - 
one  of  twelve  animals  that  represent 
the  twelve  earthly  branches  used  to 
symbolize  the  year  in  which  a 
person  is  bom,"  Professor  Sun 
clarified.  Then  he  smiled  and 
remenisced  that  his  mother  used  to 
[affectionately]  call  him  "the  dog" 
because  that  is  the  year  in  which  he 
was  bom. 

Today,  Professor  Sun  is  a  visiting 
professor  from  Three  Gorges  United 
Vocational  University.  He  teaches 


Chinese  Language,  Conversation 
and  Culture,  and  Calligraphy 
classes  at  COD. 

Observances  of  the  Lunar  New 
Year  will  begin  on  the  eve  of  Jan.  27 
when  it  is  "a  tradition  of  China  that 
family  members  must  go  back." 
explained  Professor  Sun  . 

Tradition  requires  that  couples, 
(along  with  any  offspring)  return  to 
the  home  of  the  husband's  parents. 
Wives  accompany  their  husband 
because  they  are  considered 
members  of  the  husband's  family 
after  marriage. 

As  might  be  expected, 
transportation  systems  in  China  are 
extremely  busy  on  the  eve  of  the 
lunar  new  year  as  families  "go 


back." 

Traditionally  the  lunar  new  year 
celebration  is  also  called  the  Spring 
Festival.  "It  is  most  important  in 
China,"  stated  Professor  Sun.  And 
exemplifying  the  importance,  he 
said,  "It  lasts  at  least  half  a 
month... students  in  China  do  not 
attend  school  for  a  long  time  . . . 
university  students  [are]  away  at . 
least  three  weeks." 

Most  important  is  the  15th  day  of 
the  lunar  new  year  when  the  great 
year  celebration  occurs.  Areas  of 
the  United  States  with  large  Chinese 
populations  celebrate  the  great  year 
with  parades  complete  with 
dragons,  the  traditional  symbol  of 
China.

Dr.  William  J.  Carroll, 
President  of  Illinois 
Benedictine  University 
introduced  the  keynote 
speaker,  Sherian  Grace 
Cadoria.  Cadoria's  address, 
"We  the  People  Must  Live 
the  Constitution  to  Achieve 
Success"  was  masterfully 
delivered.  The  audience 
was  held  spellbound. 

Cadoria  was  made  a 
Brigadier  General  after 
finishing  33  months  of  duty 
in  Vietnam.  She  is  the 
highest  ranking  woman  in 
the  American  Military  and 
she  is  not  shy  about 
discussing  the  1941 
promises  made  by  FDR 
regarding  freedom  of

Nixon’s  last  hours  in  office 
brought  to  life  in  new  play

In  August,  1974,  Richard 
Nixon  became  the  first  US 
President  to  resign  his 
office  in  disgrace.  The  night 
before  his  resignation,  he 
summoned  Secretary  of 
State  Henry  Kissinger. 

This  last  meeting,  long 
the  source  of  historical 
speculation,  is  the  subject 
of  "Nixon's  Nixon,"  the 
current  undertaking  of  the 
Buffalo  Theatre  Ensemble, 
running  through  Feb.  15. 

The  production,  which  is 
housed  in  the  Arts  Center's 
Theatre  2,  is  relatively 
minimal,  in  comparison  to 
larger,  Mainstage  events. 
The  cast  is  only  two 
characters-  Nixon  and 
Kissinger-  with  the 
emphasis  on  playwright 
Russell  Lees'  rich,  and 
sometimes  coarse, 
dialogue. 

During  the  play's  action, 
Nixon  and  Kissinger 
(played  by  BTE-newcomers 
Jamie  Vann  and  Werner 
Krieglstein)  discuss  a 
number  of  subjects  that 
they  faced  together, 
including  the  war  in 
Vietnam,  the  bombing  of 
Cambodia  and  the 
president's  visits  to  Russia 
and  China. 

Nixon's  biggest  concern, 
however,  is  how  he  will  be 
perceived  by  historians.  He 
compares  himself  to 
famous  leaders  including 
Napoleon  and  Abraham 
Lincoln.  At  one  point,  he 
stares  up  at  the  portrait  of

Lincoln  and  exclaims, 
"There  aren't  any  tapes  of 
Lincoln  saying  bad  stuff." 

Vann's  portrayal  of  the 
doomed  leader  is  both 
scathing  and 

compassionate,  giving  the 
audience  an  insight  into  a 
man  struggling  to  come  to 
grips  with  his  inevitable 
departure. 

At  the  play's  opening, 
Nixon  is  considering 
staying  in  office, 
remembering  how  he  had 
survived  so  many  obstacles 
in  the  past,  "I  always  came 
back."  However,  as  history 
dictates,  these  thoughts 
were  not  meant  to  be. 

Krieglstein's 
performance  is  equally 
impressive.  His  Kissinger  is 
•  as  concerned  with  saving 
his  own  career  as  he  is  with 
consoling  and  advising 
Nixon.  His  biggest  concern, 
which  Nixon  taunts  him 
with,  is  whether  or  not  the 
incoming  president,  Gerald 


Lord,  will  remove  him  from 
his  powerful  position. 

In  the  end,  Kissinger 
summarizes  the  situation 
with  the  telling  statement, 
"When  a  happy  story  drags 
on  too  long,  it  turns 
tragedy;  then,  tragedy 
turns  farce." 

The  intimate  setting  of 
the  small  theater  suits  the 
action  well.  The  setting  of 
the  entire  play  is  the 
Lincoln  Sitting  Room  in  the 
White  House,  which  is 
furnished  with  an  easy 
chair,  a  couch  and  a  small 
bar. 

In  the  background, 
newspaper  headlines  from 
the  Watergate  scandal  loom 
over  the  set,  just  as  they  did 
over  the  true-life 
characters'  heads. 

"Nixon's  Nixon"  was 
put  together  on  an 
extremely  short  timetable. 
In  fact,  the  production  was 
casted  less  than  a  month 
before  its  opening  last 


Thursday. 

Prior  to  his  role  as 
Richard  Nixon,  Jamie  Vann 
worked  in  a  number  of 
Chicagoland  theaters, 
including  the  Chicago 
Children's  Theatre,  where 
he  serves  as  an  artistic 
associate.  He  also  works  as 
a  director  and  writer  for  a 
software  company  that 
produces  CD-ROM's. 

Wemer  Krieglstein,  in 
addition  to  working  as  an 
actor,  writer  and  director,  is 
a  full-time  professor  of 
philosophy  and  religious 
studies  at  COD.

The  Lost  World  (1997)  —  The  sequel  to  the  Stephen 
Speilberg  blockbuster  "Jurassic  Park,"  "The  Lost  World" 
was  released  theatrically  during  the  Memorial  Day 
weekend.  It  dominated  the  box-office  returns  for  over  a 
month  last  year. 

The  film  opens  with  the  shocking  revelation  that 
some  of  the  dinosaurs,  particularly  the  velociraptors, 
that  wreaked  havoc  in  the  original  film  had  survived. 
The  pattern  of  human  foolishness,  of  course,  repeats 
itself,  as  researchers  flock  to  the  island  despite  the  high 
probability  of  ending  up  as  "Lizard  Chow. "Jeff 
Goldblum  returns  as  the  widely-ignored  voice  of  reason. 

The  subsequent  plot  is  that  of  a  typical  Hollywood 
monster/ disaster  film-  lots  of  chases,  ruthlessly 
attacking  dinosaurs,  the  bad  guys  dying  very  unpleasent 
deaths,  etc.  The  film's  saving  grace  is  its  excellent  visual 
effects  and  sound.  The  dinosaurs,  particularly  the 
towering  T-Rex,  show  just  how  far  Speiberg's  special 
effects  have  come  since  the  robotic  shark  in  1977's 
"Jaws."  Even  if  the  plot  does  not  excite  you,  "The  Lost 
World"  is  an  excellent  video  with  which  to  test  the 
abilities  of  your  home  theater  system.

Grisman  and  Doc  Watson,  two 
internationally  renown,  award¬ 
winning  musicians  will  take 
the  Arts  Center  Mainstage, 
before  a  sold-out  audience. 

Both  have  backgrounds  in  a 
variety  of  musical  genres  and 
impressive  catalogs  of 
recorded  works. 

David  Grisman  is  widely 
recognized  as  an  innovator  of 
his  main  instrument,  the 
mandolin.  He  is,  perhaps,  best 
known  for  his  collaborations 
with  the  Grateful  Dead  and  its 
deceased  leader,  Jerry  Garcia. 

Grisman  began  his 
recording  career  in  1963,  as  a 
member  of  the  bluegrass  outfit 
the  Even  Dozen  Jug  Band.

Watson,  a  guitarist,  has 
been  a  professional  musician 
for  over  50  years,  receiving 
accolades,  including  the 
National  Medal  of  Arts,  the 
National  Heritage 
Fellowship  and  five  Grammy 
awards. 

He  has  performed  and 
recorded  in  countless  styles 
of  music,  including 
bluegrass,  folk,  rockabilly 
and  swing.

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COD’s  football  program  gets  sacked,  again 

Highly  touted  player  get  his  hopes  dashed  once  again,  must  walk  on  at  Illinois

The  football  program  was  once 
again  denied  readmittance,  this 
time  by  COD's  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  voted  4-3,  standing 
behind  President  Michael  Murphy's 
original  stance. 

Various  taxpaying  citizens  were 
invited  to  speak  about  what  the 
COD's  football  program  has  done 
for  them  and  many  others.  A 
majority  of  the  speakers  were 
former  students  whose  lives  were 
changed  because  of  COD's  football 
program. 

This  was  the  first  time  that 
Murphy's  detractors  could  tell  him 
how  they  really  felt  about  his 
cutting  of  the  football  program,  and 
it  was  also  the  first  time  the  Board 
would  actually  vote  on  the  matter. 

The  evening  started  with 
Chairperson  William  Bunge  calling 
the  name  of  the  speakers  in  favor  of 
the  football  program.  Chuck 
Porcelly,  a  former  COD  student  and 
football  player  said  "..Coaches 
encouraged  group  cooperation- 
which  is  the  reason  I  got  through 
four  years  of  school." 

The  football  issue  at  COD  was 
not  just  an  in-house  matter,  people 
all  over  Chicagoland  were 
interested  in  how  the  Board 
resolved  this.  Camera  crews  from 
both  CLTV  and  Channel  2  News 
were  on  hand  for  the  whole 
proceeding. 

It  seemed  like  all  of  the  ex¬ 
football  coaches  from  COD  were 
present  and  very  vocal  when  the 
final  decision  went  down.  Giving 
support  for  the  football  program 
were  some  area  high  school  football 
coaches  who  used  to  sent  their 
players  to  COD,  and  would  like  to 
do  so  again. 

"I  dealt  with  the  Wheaton's

school  he  received  a  lot  of 
scholarship  offers  from  big  schools 
like  the  University  of  Illinois,  and 
the  University  of  Texas,  but  he 
chose  COD  so  his  family  could  see 
his  games.  Ware  saw  game  action, 
but  will  never  see  it  again  at  COD, 
because  of  the  1997  decision  to  drop 
football.  Ware  is  currently  taking 
classes  here  at  COD.  Now  with  no 
football  for  at  least  another  year. 
Ware  will  be  attending  the 
University  of  Illinois  and  he  will  try 
to  walk-on  the  football  team. 

This  is  the  second  time  that  the 
football  issue  has  been  revisited, 
but  it  is  probably  not  the  last.  The 
closeness  in  the  voting  gave  the 
pro-football  side  some 
encouragement. 

Many  of  the  same  people  who 
fought  for  the  reinstatement  this 
year,  are  going  to  keep  at  it  until 
the  program  is  back. 

alumnus  (70-71),  is  now  the  current  inner-city  school.  While  in  high 


(South  and  North),  the  Naperville's 
(Central  and  North),  the  Hindale’s 
(Central  and  North),  and  the 
Downers  (North  and  South) 
schools,  let  me  tell  ya',  we  are 
sitting  on  a  hotbed  for  high  school 
football  in  this  area/'  said  Downers 
Grove  North  head  football  coach 
Pete  Ventrilli.

The  meeting  even  included  a  visit 
from  local  law  enforcement. 

Richard  Eddington,  a  COD 


Chief  of  Police  in  the  city  of  Roselle. 
"I  find  people  always  telling  kids, 
'Don't  do  drugs,  don't  join  a  gang,' 
but  they  are  never  telling  these  kids 
what  they  should  do.  Football  at 
COD  used  to  be  something  these 
kids  did  instead  of  drugs  and 
gangs." 

The  objective  of  most  of  the 
eloquent  speeches  given  on  January 
14  centered  around  the  fact  that 
COD  football  was  just  not  all  fun 
and  games,  but  that  COD  football 
was  vital  in  players  learning 
lifelong  skills  such  as  teamwork, 
hard  work,  motivation. 

COD's  former  football  coach 
Robert  MacDougall  could  not  be 
reached  for  comment. 

In  the  aftermath,  lots  of 
concerned  parents,  taxpayers,  and 
ex-football  players  expressed  their 
displeasure  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  including  Eric  Ware. 

Ware  played  football  while  in  an

Task  Force  hopes  for  new  start

Due  to  the  recent  dissolution  by 
Student  Body  President,  Mark 
Faulkner,  the  Student  Task  Force  will 
meet  soon  to  discuss  the  direction  of 
the  organization. 

The  Task  Force  is  an  organization 
that  openly  discusses  the  issues 
concerning  the  community  that  would 
lead  to  a  more  effective  student 
involvement  in  the  governance  of  the 
college. 

The  Task  Force  lost  the  executive 
branch  of  its  organization  when 
Faulkner  dissolved  the  force  under  his 
constitutional  right  to  create  and 
destroy  such  forces  on  Jan.  16. 

Faulkner's  reasons  to  dissolve  the 
force  included  his  disappointment 
with  the  force's  organization  and  the 
alleged  manipulation  by  Student 
Activities. 

He  addressed  these  issues  in  a  letter 
and  sent  them  to  Meri  Phillips, 
Director  of  Student  Activities,  and 
Robb  Frank,  Coordinator  of  Student 
Activities,  among  others. 

"In  his  letter,  Mark  accused  us  of 
blatantly  manipulating  members  of 
the  Task  Force  to  our  own  goal.  Well  I 
take  exception  to  the  verbiage  of  that 
and  his  speaking  to  my  character  and 
I'm  going  to  choose  to  ignore  that," 
Phillips  said. 

Phillips  stated  that  as  an

administrator,  it's  part  of  her  job  to 
influence  people. 

Also  Faulkner  accused  Phillips  and 
Frank  of  trying  to  abolish  the  SGA. 

"We  never  brought  up  the  idea  of 
abolishing  SGA,"  Frank  said. 

Faulkner  was  displeased  with  the 
rotating  leadership  chair  that  the  Task 
Force  encouraged  at  every  meeting. 

According  to  Faulkner,  the  rotating 
chair  was  extremely  unorganized  and 
hard  to  adjust  to  the  different 
leadership  styles  the  members  would 
portray. 

"I  think  the  Task  Force  is  doing 
fantastic  job  with  the  rotating 
leadership,  which  Mark  Faulkner 
thought  was  ineffective.  I  don't  know 
how  he  could  make  that  statement 
considering  he  had  only  attended  two 
meetings,"  Frank  said. 

With  the  recent  dissolution,  Frank 
and  Phillips  are  fully  aware  that  they 
lack  the  support  from  the  executive 
branch. 

Seeing  as  though  the  Task  Force  is 
supposed  to  run  under  the  leadership 
of  Student  Government,  Members  of 


the  SGA  question  it's  existence. 

"I  support  the  Task  Force  totally, 
but  they  can't  operate  the  same  as 
before  because  under  our  SGA 
Constitution,  the  President  has  the 
right  to  dissolve  such  Task  Forces, 
which  I  support  him  on,"  SGA  Senate 
Chairman  Steve  Raczkowski  said. 

Frank  and  Phillips  hope  to 
reconstruct  the  Task  Force  by 
presenting  their  case  to  President 
Murphy. 

"We  have  a  clear  agenda  of  what 
we  want  to  do,  and  in  the  light  of  the 
letter  from  Mark  Faulkner,  we  have  to 
decide  the  Force's  direction,"  Frank 
said. 

Although  in  the  eyes  of  the  Student 
Government,  the  Task  Force  is  non¬ 
existent,  Phillips  and  Frank  hope  to 
establish  an  organization  that  takes  on 
duties  as  Task  Force  with  possibly 
another  name. 

According  to  Phillips,  it's  important 
to  for  the  Force  to  meet  and  determine 
if  it  will  continue. 

"I  helped  create  something  and  I 
don't  want  to  see  it  die,"  Phillips  said.

According  to  the  ten-day 
enrollment  report  issued  by  the  Office 
of  Research  and  Planning,  the  total 
headcount  for  Winter  quarter  is  down 
by  3.5%. 

The  report's  headcount  only 
included  students  currently  enrolled 
in  credit  courses  which  totaled  at 
29,177  students. 

"The  credit  headcount  is  down 
3.5%  which  is  a  substantial  amount," 
Director  of  Research  and  Planning 
Harlan  Schweer  said. 

The  number  of  part-time  students 
also  decreased  by  4.5%,  while  full¬ 
time  students  only  decreased  by  .8%. 

"There  is  a  greater  drop  in  part- 
time  student  enrollment  than  there  is 
in  full-time.  There  are  more  full  time 
students  taking  more  credits  so  that 
means  more  students  are  staying  and 
taking  more  courses  and  more  credit 
hours.  That's  why  the  FTE's  (full-time 
equivalencies)  are  not  down  quite  as 
much  as  the  head  count,"  Schweer 
said. 

The  part-time  student  enrollment 
dropped  significantly,  probably  due 
to  outside  factors  such  as 
unemployment. 

"The  general  rule  of  thumb  when  it 
comes  to  colleges,  especially 
community  colleges,  is  that  when  the 
economy  is  bad,  people  can't  find 
jobs,  so  they  go  to  school.  When 
economy  is  good  they  can  choose 
whether  or  not  to  make  money  or  go 
to  school,"  Schweer  said. 

According  to  Schweer,  the  FTE's 
are  primarily  used  for  financial  and 
reporting  purposes. 

"The  FTE's  are  basically  the  total 
credit  hours  at  the  college  divided -by 


15,  which  is  the  number  the  state  uses 
to  designate  a  full-time  student,  so  if 
all  the  courses  were  taken  by  students 
taking  15  credits,  the  number  would 
be  13,031,"  Schweer  said. 

The  ten-day  enrollment  report  does 
not  include  non-credit  classe 
enrollment,  only  credit  classes.  As  of 
now,  4,199  students  are  currently 
enrolled  in  a  non-credit  class  of  some 
kind. 

"The  non-credit  enrollment  is  up 
quite  a  bit  since  the  previous  year," 
Schweer  said. 

According  to  Schweer,  the  non¬ 
credit  classes  cost  more  because  there 
is  no  reimbursement  from  the  state. 
Also  people  enrolled  in  these  classes 


probably  have  a  disposable  incomes. 

Along  with  economic  trends  and 
|  other  contributing  factors,  the  time  of 
year  contributes  to  the  enrollment 
fluctuations. 

"Fall  is  always  our  largest  group  of 
students.  It  tapers  off  a  little  from 
there  because  some  students  will 
decide  not  to  continue.  But  even  that 
isn't  clear-cut  because  so  many 
community  college  students  may 
attend  a  quarter  and  do  something 
else,  then  they  may  return  another 
quarter,"  Schweer  said. 

The  overall  enrollment  over  the 
years  has  fluctuated  due  to  the 
economic  trends  and  has  platformed 
in  some  areas. 


"Even  though  overall  there's  been 
tremendous  growth,  it  has  plateaued 
in  parts.  There  are  certain  cycles  that 
I  this  business  experiences,"  Schweer 
said. 

|  The  purpose  of  compiling  such 
reports  is  to  be  aware  of  trends  so  the 
college  can  meet  the  needs  of  the 
:  community. 

"There  is  an  enrollment 
management  committee  that  formed 
specifically  for  this  reason  to  get  a 
better  handle  on  understanding  the 
college's  enrollment,"  Schweer  said. 

Despite  the  latest  decline  in 
enrollment,  COD  is  still  a  thriving 
institution  that  will  continue  growing 
in  the  future.

"What  I  found  interesting  is 
the  petition  they  had  everybody 
sign  had  all  the  charges  stated  on 
the  back  so  people  could  have 
been  signing  the  petition  having 
no  idea  of  what  it  was  about,  just 
that  it  was  about  impeachment," 
Faulkner  said. 

Faulkner  expressed  doubt 
towards  the  validity  of  the 
signatures  on  the  petition.  He 
said  he  was  going  to  look  into  it. 

Faulkner  does  not  expect 
justice  and  refers  to  the  situation 
as  a  "kangaroo"  process. 

"I'm  not  expecting  any  of  this 
to  be  done  fair,  legally  or 
honestly.  I  expect  to  be  removed 
from  office  in  a  coup  because 
that's  just  the  way  they  want  to 
do  it/'  Faulkner  said. 

According  to  Faulkner  the  act 
of  impeaching  him  on  trivial 
charges  can  be  the  very  aspect 
that  leads  to  the  downfall  of 
Student  Government. 

"I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if 
they  (Student  Activities)  used 
this  little  fiasco  as  the  cause  to 
dissolve  Student  Government. 
It's  going  to  look  very  bad," 
Faulkner  said. 

Faulkner  feels  he  has  taken 
significant  action  during  his 
Presidency.  . 

"I  saved  our  budget  and  the 
Student  Trustee,"  Faulkner  said. 

The  expulsion  of  Faulkner 
portrays  the  power  that  the  SGA 
holds;  how  they  use  that  power 
will  hopefully  prove  to  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  student  body.

Tuesday,  substantial  evidence 
has  been  collected  for  an 
impeachment  investigation 
committee  to  be  formed. 

"As  of  right  now  we  have  330 
signatures  and  we  only  require 
258.  This  number  is  determined 
by  half  of  the  total  number  of 
votes  in  the  last  general  election 
plus  one,"  Senate  Chairman 
Steve  Raczkowski,  said. 

During  the  meeting, 
Raczkowski  appointed  student 
Senators  Sherry  Goosen,  Andrew 
Locke,  and  Mohammed  Tarsha 
to  head  the  impeachment 
investigative  committee. 

Faulkner  was  asked  to  resign 
during  the  previous  Student 
Government  meeting,  and  so  far 
he  has  not  acted  upon  that 
request. 

According  to  Raczkowski, 
Faulkner  can  resign  up  until  the 


next  senate  meeting. 


Even  though  some  of  the 
charges  facing  Faulkner  might 
seem  trivial,  in  reality,  according 
to  Raczkowski,  they  are  very 
incriminating  and  display  that 
his  job  requirements  as  Student 
Body  President  are  not  being 
fulfilled. 

The  alleged  absences  of 
Faulkner  at  important  committee 
and  executive  meetings  could 
result  in  the  misrepresentation  of 
Student  Government . 

This  raises  some  questions 
about  his  dissolution  of  the 
Student  Task  Force  considering 
Faulkner  only  attended  two 
meetings. 

Faulkner  claims  he's  innocent 
of  all  charges  except  failure  to 
meet  minimum  credit  hour 
requirements. 

One  of  the  charges  against 
Faulkner  was  that  he  failed  to 
hire  an  executive  secretary. 
According  to  Faulkner  their 
secretary  quit  in  December  and 
so  far  they  have  only  had  three 
applicants.

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Though  there  are  many 
crosswalks  around 
campus,  there  are  few 
signs  to  let  drivers  know  to 
be  on  the  lookout  for 
pedestrians. 

When  the  weather  is  bad, 
and  drivers  are  unable  to 
see  the  fading  lines  of  the 
crosswalks,  pedestrians 
suffer  by  often  having  to 
hurry  across  the  street  in 
order  to  avoid  on-coming 
traffic. 

The  lack  of  any  warning 
to  the  presence  of 
pedestrians  creates  a 
dangerous  environent  for 
both  driver  and  walker. 

With  so  many  students 
on  campus  everyday  safety 
is  a  priority,  and  the  lack  of 
signs  alerting  drivers  to  the 
potential  of  students 
crossing  the  street  is  an 
overlooked  problem. 

When  students  have  to 
hurry  across  the  street, 
there  is  an  increased 
chance  for  slipping  and 
falling,  which  poses  a 
danger  that  even  alert 
drivers  can  miss. 


A  sign  would  be  an 
image  that  would  stand 
out  during  bad  weather, 
when  the  streets  are  wet 
and  covered  with  snow, 
and  the  crosswalks  are 
virtually  invisible.  If  signs 
were  employed,  at  least  at 
the  heavily-populated 
areas,  they  would  make 
the  crosswalk  more 
visable,  and  drivers  would 
be  more  likely  to  stop. 

These  proposed  signs 
would  serve  as  stop  signs 
only  in  the  event  of 
someone  in  the  crosswalk. 
At  any  other  time  vehicles 
could  disregard  the  sign, 
and  only  slow  down  to  be 
sure  that  there  are  no 
aproaching  pedestrians. 

Currently  there  is  only 
one  sign  on  the  main 
campus,  and  several 
thousand  students  who 
walk  across  the  streets  in 
the  line  of  vehicles. 

The  cost  of  the  signs 
would  be  offset  by  the 
increased  feelings  of  safety 
and  comfort  for  all  of  those 
who  use  the  parking  lots 
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Making  a  Federal  Case 

I'm  sure  you  have  heard  the 
expression,  "Don't  make  a  federal 
case  out  of  it." 

It's  a  way  of  telling  someone  with 
an  overblown  view  of  a  situation  to 
put  it  in  perspective. 

As  the  expression  suggests,  federal 
courts  do  play  a  major  role  in  our 
society,  one  which  cannot  be 
overestimated.  Our  federal  courts 
are  where  the  most  serious  interstate 
criminal  cases  are  tried,  and  where 
important  civil  controversies  are 
resolved.  It  is  federal  judges  who 
breathe  life  into  the  bedrock  rights 
and  liberties  enumerated  in  our 
Constitution  and  the  Bill  of  Rights. 
Article  II  of  the  Constitution  gives 
the  President  the  responsibility  of 
Judicial  appointments,  but  the 
Senate  is  given  authority  to  "advise 
an  consent"  to  those  nominations. 

Unfortunately,  our  legal  system  is 
having  difficulty  handling  a  growing 
docket  of  federal  Cases.  This 
inexcusable  situation  is  not  the  fault 
of  federal  judges.  The  finger  of 
blame  for  this  mounting  problem 
must  be  pointed  directly  at  the 
Senate. 

In  an  exercise  of  raw  politics,  the 
Senate  majority  has  put  a  strangle 
hold  on  the  process  of  confirming 
court  nominees  sent  up  by  President 
Clinton.  Sounding  baseless,  partisan 
rhetoric  about  "activist  liberal 
judges,"  Republican  Senators  have 
used  parliamentary  maneuvers  to 
prevent  well-qualified  nominees 
with  outstanding  legal  credentials 
from  filing  vacancies  created  by  the 
retirements  of  judges  appointed  by 
Republican  presidents. 

The  fact  is  that  President  Clinton 
has  not  tried  to  recast  the  federal 
courts  into  a  liberal  mold.  In  an 
analysis  of  recent  court  selections, 
the  New  York  Times  noted  that  the 


President  has  appointed  a  record 
number  of  women  and  minorities  to 
the  federal  bench,  but  concluded 
that  "what  may  be  most  notable 
about  Clinton's  judicial 
appointments  may  be  reluctance  to 
filT the  courts  with  liberal  judges." 

Nevertheless,  Republicans  for  the 
past  three  years  have  employed 
unprecedented  stalling  tactics  to 
block  court  nominees.  The  sad 
result  is  that  nationwide  almost  one 
in  every  ten  judgeships  is  vacant. 

In  Illinois,  there  soon  will  be  seven 

I  openings  on  the  federal  bench.  In 
tne  Southern  District  of  Illinois,  the 
chief  judge  went  for  more  than  a 
year  without  having  time  to  hear 
1  even  a  single  civil  case  because  his 
I  criminal  docket  was  so  jam  packed. 

I  In  the  Central  District,  major  civil 
|  trials  have  been  postponed.  In  the 
I  Northern  District,  which  includes 
I  the  busy  federal  court  building  in 
|  Chicago,  visiting  judges  have  helped 
|  ease  the  pinch,  but  vacancies  there 
|  are  also  causing  concern. 

|  Commenting  on  the  imminent 
|  retirement  or  a  third  judge  in  his 
1  district.  Chief  Judge  Marvin  Aspen 
f  recently  told  the  Chicago  Sun-Times 
jj  that  "if  Congress  does  not  move 
|  quickly. .in  a  short  time  we  could 
|  have  a  serious  backlog." 

|  The  upshot  in  Illinois  as  well  as  in 
|  federal  courts  around  the  country  is 
|  that  justice  is  being  delayed,  if  not 
j  denied. 

|  It  is  time  to  speak  out  about 
j  maintaining  the  independence  of 
\  our  federal  courts  and  making  sure 
j  the  Senate  does  its  duty  to  confirm 
*  capable  nominees.  It  is  time  to  make 
|  a  federal  case  out  of  it.

Double  Trouble 

Science  is  moving  at  a 
rapid  pace.  Just  a  year 
ago  we  learned  that 
researchers  in  Scotland 
successfully  cloned  an 
adult  sheep  named  Dolly. 
Since  then,  scientists  at 
the  University  of 
Massachusetts  cloned 
three  calves  which  may 
be  able  to  produce 
medicines  for  humans. 
Cloning  is  defined  as  the 
production  of  a  cell  or 
entire  organism  that  is 
genetically  identical  to  an  j 
existing  cell  or  organism.  \ 
It  raises  complex  ethical  j 
issues  due  to  the  potential  \ 
for  the  creation  for 
duplicate  human  beings.  \ 
However,  with  these 
advances,  the  questions  j 
that  he  before  us  are  no 
longer  can  it  be  done,  but  \ 
should  it  be  done?  Are 
there  potential  beneficial  I 
outcomes  for  medicine 
that  are  worth  exploring?  1 
What  role,  if  any,  should  j 
government  play  in 
regulating  this  new 
technology? 

The  President  and 
many  legislators  have 
announced  their  intent  to 
ban  the  cloning  of  human 
beings.  On  January  12, 


1998, 19  European  nations 
signed  an  agreement  to 
ban  the  practice  as  well. 
While  banning  human 
cloning  appears  to  have 
merit,  this  topic  is  far 
more  complicated  than 
first  meets  the  eye.  We 
must  be  careful  not  to 
inadvertently  ban 
scientific  research  that  is 
related  to  the  process  of 
cloning. 

As  with  most  scientific 
research,  no  one  knows 
what  discoveries  might 
be  made  in  treating 
debilitating  diseases.  It 
may  be  possible  that 
cloning  techniques 
applied  to  plants  and 
animals  may  lead  to  the 
development  of  new 
therapies  for  cancer, 
diabetes,  and  cystic 
fibrosis. 

It  is  critical  that  both 
state  and  federal 
lawmakers  look  carefully 
at  upcoming  legislation  to 
ban  cloning  to  ensure  that 
scientific  advances  which 
may  cure  fatal  diseases 
are  protected.

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Counselors  conduct  suicide 
prevention  workshop

Counselors  Dorothy  Squitieri  and 
Joyce  Fletcher,  with  the  assistance  of 
Professor  Tom  Lindblade, 
conducted  a  workshop  entitled  "Is 
Your  Friend  Considering  Suicide?" 
during  the  early  afternoon  of  Jan.  20 
and  the  evening  of  Jan.  21. 

"  The  workshop  was  strictly 
informational"  says  Dorothy 
Squitieri.  It  was  designed  for 
students  who  may  be  considering 
suidice,  have  threatened  or  hinted  at 
suicide,  or  already  attempted  to  take 
their  own  life. 

Help  is  available  -  that  is  the  most 
important  thing  for  everyone  to 
know.  The  DuPage  County  Crisis 
Unit  operates  a  twenty-four-hour 
hotline  at  (630)  627-1700.  The 
hotline  is  available  for  people  who 
have  reason  to  believe  a  friend  or 
family  member  is  contemplating 
suicide,  or  for  those  who  are 
considering  suicide  themselves. 

Squitieri  said  "Life  events 
precipitate  suicide."  Many  times  the 
death  of  a  close  friend  or  relative 
triggers  suicidal  thoughts  in  the 
minds  of  those  left  behind.  Most 
suicidal  people  suffer  from  lonely, 
helplesg,  or  worthless  feelings.  They 
are  often  depressed,  and  when  they 
express  a  desire  to  commit  suicide  it 
is  frequently  a  cry  for  help. 

COD  on-campus  students  who 
are  worried  about  a  friend,  family 
member,  or  other  relative  that  the 
student  suspects  may  be 
contemplating  suicide,  can  get 
immediate  help  from  a  COD 
counselor.  All  they  need  do  is  walk 
into  IC  2010  and  ask  for  crisis 
counseling.  "  A  walk-in  counselor  is 
always  on  duty  for  emergencies,"

says  Squitieri.  And  if  a  suicide 
attempt  is  made  on  campus,  a  Public 
Safety  officer  will  accompany  the 
victim  to  the  hospital. 

If  a  suicide  attempt  is  made  at  an 
off-campus  learning  center,  the  local 
police  will  accompany  the  victim  to 
the  hospital.  COD  off-campus 
locations  have  counselors  available 
nearly  every  evening  and  during 
some  daytime  hours  by 
appointment. 

During  the  COD  suicide 
workshops,  attendees  learned  that 
some  common  beliefs  about  suicidal 
people  are  incorrect.  For  instance, 
the  old  adage  "If  they  talk  about  it, 
they  won't  do  it"  could  not  be 
further  from  the  truth.  According  to 
information  from  the  DuPage 
County  Crisis  Unit,  those  who 
commit  suicide  nearly  always 
indicate  their  intent  in  some  way  - 
often  the  indication  is  very  direct. 

It  is  also  inaccurate  to  believe  that 
alcoholics  will  not  commit  suicide 
because  they  have  found  an  ' 
alternate  way  of  handling  their 
problems.  In  fact,  the  suicide  risk 
among  alcoholics  is  extremely  high. 


Alcoholism  is  believed  to  be 
associated  with  up  to  30  per  cent  of 
the  estimated  25,800  suicides  that 
occur  in  the  U.S. 
every  year,  and 
alcohol  is 
associated  with 
nearly  50  per  cent 
of  the  suicides 
among  young 
people. 

Continued  use  of 
alcohol  worsens 
feelings  of 
depression, 
increases  guilt, 
and  adds  to  the 
existing  deep 
despair  that 
precedes  suicide. 

"If  a  person's 
behavior  changes 
radically,  beware," 
warns  Squitieri.

depressed  or  despondent,  could 
surge  into  an 
abnormal  or 
uncharacteristic 
flurry  of  activity. 

Workshop 
attendees  were 
told  not  to  be 
afraid  to  use  the 
word  suicide,  and 
not  to  fear  asking 
if  a  person  is 
contemplating  it. 
Many  people 
mistakenly  fear 
that  mentioning 
suicide  might 
implant  the  idea 
in  a  potentially 
suicidal  person's 
mind.  On  the 
contrary, 
attendees 
learned,  suicidal  people  have 
frequently  already  formed  the  idea 
for  themselves.  Talking  about 
suicide  in  an  open  and  frank  manner 
can  actually  help  prevent  a  person 
from  acting  on  the  idea.  Frank 
discussion  coupled  with  the  care 
and  concern  of  a  friend  may  be  just 
what  is  needed. 

Suicidal  people  often  have  mixed 
emotions.  They  want  to  live  and  at 
the  same  time  they  want  to  die. 

They  often  express  their  feelings  of 
hopelessness  in  expressions  like  "I 
wish  I  were  dead"  or  "I  'd  like  to  kill 
myself."  Sometimes  the  meaning  is  * 
less  clear,  the  suggestion  more 
subtle.  If  a  suicidal  person  receives 
care  from  others  and  realizes 
concern  about  their  problems,  it 
could  be  all  it  takes  to  change 
his/her  mind.  Many  suicidal  people 
are  seeking  alternatives  to  what 
seem  insurmountable  problems. 

With  counseling  and  care  from 
family  and  friends,  many  suicidal 
people  can  find  the  solutions  to  their 
problems. 

Some  other  risk  factors  identified 
as  clues  with  disposition  toward 
suicide  are:  previous  suicide 
attempts,  family  history  of  suicide, 
persistent  use  of  hallucinogens  or 
other  drugs,  severe  stress  from 
bankruptcy  or  joblessness,  recent 
widowhood  (especially  during  the 
first  year  after  the  death  of  a 
spouse),  or  severe  affective 
disorders. 

However,  people  should  also 
beware  of  jumping  to  conclusions. 
Just  because  a  friend  or  family 
member  exhibits  a  suicidal 
symptom,  does  not  necessarily  mean 
that  person  is  suicidal. 
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Keep  your  car  working  all  winter  long

Winter  is  hazardous  to  automobiles.  The 
pavement  is  often  icy  or  snow-slickened,  the  road 
treatments  aid  traction  but  threaten  a  car's  paint 
and  undercarriage,  the  sub-zero  temperatures  put 
a  strain  on  car  batteries,  and  speeding  daredevils 
threaten  rear  bumpers. 

There  is  not  a  great  deal  one  can  do  about  the 
daredevils,  but  there  are  plenty  of  things  that  can 
be  done  to  help  a  car's  reliability  in  winter  -  or  any 
other  season. 

Allan  M.  Engeldahl,  Coordinator  of 
Automotive  Service  Technologies,  suggests  a 
good  tune-up  that  allows  the  mechanic  to  check 
the  ignition,  fuel  system,  battery,  and 
heater/cooling  system.  Following  is  a  list  of  some 
areas,  and  categories,  that  Engeldahl  suggests 
attention  be  given: 

Ignition  Related  Tune-up 

Have  mechanic  check: 

Spark  plugs  &  wires 
Distributor  cap  &  rotor 
Ignition  coils 

Fuel  Related  Tune-up 

Have  mechanic  check: 

Fuel  injection  system  and  carburetor 

Battery  Starting  &  Charging 

Have  mechanic  check: 

Connections  and  condition  of  battery  -  to 
insure  proper  cranking  speed  and  proper  ignition. 

It  is  important  to  know  that  a  battery  in 
marginal  condition  will  function  well  in  30  degree 
weather  but  will  be  strained  to  the  point  of  non¬ 
function  at  sub-zero  temperatures. 

For  those  who  do  have  battery  problems  during 
the  winter  months,  jumper  cables  can  be 
borrowed  from  the  Public  Safety  Department. 
However,  care  should  be  taken  with  terminal 
connections  so  that  the  hydrogen  gas  given  off  by 


the  battery  does  not  ignite.  Engeldahl  suggests 
positive  to  positive  connections  and  negative  to 
negative,  but  the  last  connection  should  not  be 
made  to  the  battery,  it  should  be  grounded  on  a 
substantial  piece  of  metal. 

Cooling  &  Heater  System 

To  ensure  a  good,  tight,  non-leaking  system 
have  a  mechanic  check: 

Hoses 
Heater  cord 
Cooling  system  caps 
Cooling  fan 
Thermostat 
Water  valve 
Radiator 

Make  sure  that  the  radiator  has  sufficient 
coolant  at  the  proper  strength  (a  proper  mix  is  50 


per  cent  antifreeze,  50  per  cent  water) 

In  addition  to  the  tune-up  items,  Engeldahl 
suggests  that  oil  and  filter  changes  be  done  every 
3,000  miles,  or  four  times  a  year.  He  suggests  that 
drivers  refer  to  their  owner's  manuals  for  the 
proper  SAE  rating  of  oil,  but  typically  10W30  is 
recommended  for  most  times  of  the  year,  and 
5W30  for  winter.  The  proper  weight  of  oil  is 
important  when  the  weather  is  cold  because  it 
provides  better  crank  speed. 

Another  item  to  check  is  tire  tread  and  proper 
tire  inflation.  Four-wheel  or  all-wheel  drive 
vehicles  will  probably  make  it  through  most 
winter  conditions,  but  drivers  of  rear-wheel  drive 
cars  should  be  especially  careful  that  tires  are 
properly  inflated  and  that  there  is  sufficient  tread. 

When  the  temperature  is  low,  cars  should  be 
warmed  up  in  moderation.  Carbureted  car 
drivers  may  benefit  from  starting  their  vehicles 
by  pressing  the  gas  pedal  down  and  letting  it  back 
up  before  turning  the  key.  This  will  help  the 
engine  receive  the  proper  amount  of  fuel. 

Owners  of  fuel  injected  vehicles  should  not  touch 
the  gas  pedal  at  all  while  starting  the  vehicle.  If  an 
owner  is  in  doubt  whether  his/her  vehicle  is  fuel 
injected  or  carbureted,  newer  vehicles  have 
starting  instructions  on  the  inside  of  the  driver's 
side  visor. 

Engelhahl  stresses,  “Reliability  of  vehicles  is 
most  important."  He  suggests  that  many  times 
the  money  spent  on  towing  bills  could  have  been 
saved  if  the  vehicle  owners  had  spent  the  money 
up  front  for  a  tune-up.  Perhaps  it  means  a  few 
hours  of  overtime,  but  a  reliable  car  saves  people 
money  in  the  long  run. 

If  students  are  mechanically  adept,  the 
following  items  can  be  check  and/or  replaced 
fairly  easily: 

1.  Clean  battery  terminals 

2.  Check/replace  belts  that  are  cracked  or 
require  re-tensing 

3.  Replace  spark  plugs  and  wires 

4.  Replace  air  filter 

5.  Replace  distributor  cap  and  rotor

Weather  wise  rodents

Many  Americans  will  be 
anxiously  awaiting  news  of  the 
groundhog  and  his  shadow  onFeb. 
2nd.  This  is  especially  true  since  a  Bill 
Murray  movie  named  for  the  day 
has  been  airing  on  cable  television 
stations  for  the  past  couple  of 
months. 

However,  few  people  are  aware  of 
the  origin  of  the  observance  -  or 
superstition.  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  it  did  not  originate  in  the 
United  States. 

The  superstition  actually  began  in 
medieval  Europe  where  the  people 
believed  that  hibernating  animals  left 
their  winter  lairs  on  Feb.  2nd  to 
observe  the  weather.  If  the  animal, 
usually  a  hedgehog  or  badger,  saw 
the  sun  the  medieval  folk  believed 
the  animal  to  be  frightened  by  its 
shadow.  Whenever  the  animal 
crawled  back  into  its  lair,  winter 
seemed  to  last  for  several  more 
weeks. 

Farmers  took  the  animal's 
behavior  to  heart  and  began 
predicting  longer  winters  and  poorer 
crops  by  the  number  of  weeks  the 
animals  slept. 

When  settlers  came  to  the  United 
States,  they  could  not  find  the 
customary  hedgehog  that  had  been 
used  for  predictions  in  Europe,  so 
they  settle  on  the  groundhog  to 
predict  their  weather  and  crops. 

The  Punxsutawney,  Pa.  Ground- 
Hog  Club  traditionally  declared  its 
town  the  home  of  "traditional 
weather  forecasting 
groundhogs/'and  it  is  the  location 
most  frequently  associated  with 
Groundhog  Day.  However,  there  are 
other  Groundhog  Day  celebrations  in 
other  locations  of  the  U.S.

As  the  name  indicates,  the  race  is  run 
underground.

In  the  18th  century,  as  Mexicans  moved  to  lands  less 
abundant  in  com,  flour  tortillas  were  discovered  to  be  virtually  leak-proof. 
Thus,  the  modem  burrito  was  bom.  Their  popularity  spread  quickly,  as  they 
became  a  favorite  among  cowboys  in  the  American  West.  The  first  retail 
burrito  shop  opened  in  1961,  in  San  Francisco,  and  now  they  can  be  found 
throughout  the  country.

College  of  Dupage 
will  present  a  film  festival  in  honor  of 
the  Native  American  culture 
guaranteed  to  enrich  your  mind  and 
spirit. 

These  films  will  be  shown  in  the 
SRC  building  and  will  focus  on 
ancient  traditions,  historical 
development,  and  issues  in  modem 
Native  American  culture,  followed 
by  discussions  directed  by  speakers. 

The  films  will  precede  the  main 
event,  which  is  The  Fifth  Annual 
Native  American  Friendship 
PowWow  to  be  held  in  the  PE 
building  Arena  on  Feb.  7th,  from  11 
a.m.  to  9  p.m. 

College  of  DuPage's  Native 
American  Studies  Program  is  one  of 
numerous  sponsors.  Proceeds  will  go 
to  COD's  certificate  program  in 
Native  American  Studies  and  the 
Native  American  Education  Services 
College  (N.A.E.S.)  in  Chicago,  which 
is  the  only  private  tribal  college  in  the 
nation. 

Pow  wow's  are  held  all  across  the 
North  American  continent  and  are 
meant  to  bring  cultural  revival  and 
family  union  for  contemporary 
Indian  people.  The  term  "Pow 
Wow"  comes  from  the  Algonquin 
word  "pawe-wa"  which  means  "one 
who  derives  his  powers  from 
visions."

Pow  Wow's  were  originally 
ceremonies  accompanied  by  magic, 
feasting,  and  dancing  used  to  cure  a 
disease  or  celebrate  good  news. 

These  celebrations  became 
"intertribal"  in  the  1920's,  which 
means  that  people  of  any  tribe  or 
color  can  participate  in  the 
ceremonies. 

Intertribals  are  used  as  all¬ 
occasion  songs  for  everyone  to  dance 
to.  Some  of  the  tribes  performing  at 
the  COD  Pow  Wow  will  be  the 
Menominee,  Ojibwa,  Ottawa,  Lakota, 
Sac,  Fox,  and  others. 

An  activist  in  organizing  the 
event,  Jim  Frank,  describes  the  past 
ceremonies  as  being  "shimmering 


spectacles  that  raise  your  spirits."  In 
discussing  tribal  beliefs  he  added, 
"Everything  they  do  has  connection 
to  their  world  and  great  spirituality  is 
their  whole  idea  of  life." 

The  master  of  the  ceremony  will 
introduce  the  different  categories  of 
dance  and  describe  the  underlying 
meaning  that  each  particular  song 
has  and  orchestrate  the  flow  of 
movement  in  a  spiritually  uplifting 
atmosphere. 

The  Grand  Entry  will  take  place  at 
lp.m.  and  will  involve  the 
introduction  of  each  tribes'  Flag 
Song.  Amidst  the  ever-changing 
flow  of  action  in  the  arena,  there  will 
also  be  Native  American  food.

Teri  Hill  leads  the  team  in  points  per  game

On  Saturday,  Jan.  24,  the  ladies  were  the 
gracious  host  to  arch  rival  Joliet  Junior  College.

Hill  and 
Kammes  exploited  their  height  advantage  over 
the  shorter  Hawks. 

The  game  started  off  as  ordinary  as  could  be, 
the  Chaps  went  into  the  locker  room  at  half  time 
with  a  comfortable  20-12  lead.  The  team  was  not 
content  with  scoring  only  20  points  in  the  first 
half,  so  in  the  second  half  the  Chaps  came  out 
with  a  vengeance.  Hull  ran  through  a  screen  and 
knocked  a  Joliet  player  down  hard.  The  referees 
felt  that  Hull  intentionally  knocked  Joliet's  player 
down  and  was  charged  with  a  teclmical  foul. 

That  play  seem  to  fire  up  the  Lady  Chaps,  who 
then  smoked  Joliet  and  sent  them  home  with  their 
feelings  hurt.  The  final  score  was  COD  57,  Joliet 
31.  Co-captain  Hill  scored  19  points  and  grabbed 
seven  rebounds.  Kammes  scored  nine  points  and 
grabbed  an  astounding  23  rebounds.  Smith,  Tina 
Lesnieski,  and  Fisher  each  had  seven  points. 

North  Central  College  women's  Junior  Varsity 
basketball  team  paid  a  visit  to  COD's  Physical 
Education  Arena  on  Tuesday.

Ten  minutes  into  the  game  the  score  was  COD 
16,  NC  2.  NC  team  was  kept  out-of-sync  by 
COD's  unforgiving  defense.  Every  possession  for 
NC  in  the  first  half,  COD's  defense  either  forced 
them  to  put  up  a  last  second  9hot  or  stole  the  ball.

For  College  of  DuPage  student 
Nick  Crosby,  he  feels  life  is  like  a 
wrestling  match. 

Right  now  he  is  tied  2-2  in  the 
second  period  and  he  just  has  to 
keep  on  picking  himself  off  the  mat 
to  win  the  match.  Making  this 
match  even  harder  is  the  fact  that 
Nick  was  bom  legally  blind. 

Nick  is  the  reigning  champion  of 
the  Junior  United  States  of  America 
Blind  Athletes(USABA)  for 
wrestling.  He  has  won  this 
tournament  four  times  in  a  row  and 
is  planning  to  defend  his  crown  in 
March. 

Nick's  parents  have  always  told 
him  that  he  could  do  anything  he 
put  his  mind  to,  but  they  probably 
did  not -think  that  he  could  do  it  to 
this  extent. 

Nick  admitted  that  while  he  was 
at  the  Illinois  School  for  the  Visually 
Impaired  (ISVI),  where  he  attended 
high  school,  he  made  the  grade  so  he 
could  also  wrestle. 

"I  did  all  my  schoolwork  so  I 
could  wrestle,  I  love  wrestling,"  said 
Nick.  "I  have  been  wrestling  since  I 
was  eight  and  there  is  nothing  I  love 
more." 

After  high  school,  Nick  went  to 
Waubonsee  Community  College  in 
Sugar  Grove.  "I  had  a  lot  of  offers 
from  universities,  but  I  chose  to  go  to 
a  junior  college  because  I  wanted  to 
get  some  of  my  classes  done  before  I 
go  on  to  a  four-year  university."  said 
Nick 

Nick  did  not  wrestle  at 
Waubonsee  because  they  did  not 
have  the  proper  equipment  for  the 
blind  wrestlers.  He  came  to  COD 
after  a  year  at  Waubonsee.  He  still 
does  not  wrestle  because  the  College 
of  DuPage  no  longer  has  a  wrestling 
team. 

"Since  COD  does  not  have  a  team, 
I  have  to  seek  out  tournament  which 
I  can  wrestle  in,  it  feels  weird  for  me 
to  be  not  wrestling." 

Blind  wrestlers  have  to  keep 
contact  throughout  the  match  and 
cannot  separate.  "I  always  go  into  a 
match  feeling  that  I  am  going  to  win 
that  match,  even  when  I  have  lost,  I 
have  always  felt  that  I  could  beat 
that  guy  no  matter  what."  said  Nick. 

He  feels  that  he  can  beat  anyone 
he  wrestles  against  if  he  sticks  to  the 
basics  and  the  fundamentals.  He  has 
set  his  goals  high;  he  wants  to  win 
the  National  Championship  again 
this  year,  and  he  also  wants  to 
wrestle  in  the  Olympics  in  either 
2000  or  2004.  He  plans  to  graduate 
from  COD  next  year  and  "wrestle  at 
a  big  university."

For  the  past  six 
months,  the  Seaton 
Computing  Center 
has  been  slowly 
changing  from  a 
general,  open- 
purpose  lab  to 
business  related  labs. 

"All  the  labs  are 
priority  scheduled 
under  Business  and 
Services,  which 
means  they  have  first 
dibs  on  scheduling 
the  labs  for 
instructional  use," 
Gary  Wenger, 
Executive  Director  in 
Computing  and 
Information  Systems, 
said. 

According  to 
Wenger,  all  the  labs 
will  be  shared  and 
can  be  used  by  all 
disciplines.  There  will 
be  8  Windows-based 
labs  in  the  facility. 

"When  we  decided 
to  move  Seaton  to  the 
ACC  (Academic 
Computing  Center), 
we  moved  about  300 
computers  to  the 
ACC.  It  allowed  us  to 
expand  to  700  PC's  in 
that  facility,"  Wenger 


said. 

The  expansion  of 
the  computer 
classrooms  allows 
instructors  to  teach 
their  students  more 
effectively. 

"We  went  from  6 
classrooms  to  15. 
That's  quite  an 


expansion,"  Wenger 
said. 

According  to 
Wenger,  the  college 
was  aware  that 
additional  growth 
was  needed,  and  after 
the  Office  Technology 
Information  Program 
was  forced  to  move 


to  make  way  for  the 
new  cadaver  lab,  a 
new  computer  lab 
was  a  necessity. 

Business  classes 
found  a  temporary 
home  in  the  ACC 
until  the  Seaton 
Center  reopened. 
Classes  are  currently

"All  the  labs  have 
projection  systems 
built  in,  and  each  lab 
is  outfitted  with 
document  cameras 
allowing  3-D  images 
to  be  displayed  on  a 
visualizer,"  Wenger 
said.

COD  is  doing  its  part  to 
help  save  the  planet  by 
issuing  new  recycling  laws 
because  students  seemed  to 
disregard  the  old  ones  on  a 
daily  basis. 

The  problem  with  the 
recycling  containers  marked 
"bottles  and  cans  only"  is 
that  students  tend  to  throw 
other  non-recyclable 
materials  into  the  bins. 

The  containers  around 
campus  that  collect 
recyclable  paper,  tends  to 
collect  items  such  as  food 
wrappers  and  coffee  cups, 
making  the  paper  non- 
recyclable. 

"When  people  throw 
away  food  wrappers  and 
coffee  cups,  if  there's  liquid 
in  the  cups,  then  it 
contaminates  the  paper  and 
then  it's  pretty  much  just 
garbage.  That's  why  we 
separate  the  bottles  and 
cans  from  the  paper 
collection,"  Rick 
Mohammed,  Supervisor  of 
Recycling,  Signage  & 
Engraving,  said. 

The  process  would  work 
more  effectively  if  people 
respected  the  effort  made 
by  the  college  to  be 
environmentally-friendly.  1

paper  is  going  to  be  done  in 
a  more  efficient  manner. 

"We're  in  the  process  of 
replacing  all  previous  bins 
we  have  or  cardboard  bins 
with  plastic  bins  and  each 
office  will  have  a  small 
plastic  bin,"  Mohammed 
said. 

According  to 

Mohammed,  in  addition  to 
the  smaller  bins,  there  will 
be  a  larger  23-gallon 
container  where  instructors 


can  empty  the  smaller  bins. 

By  doing  this,  the 
instructors'  privacy  may  not 
de  disturbed  during  the 
collection  process. 

"Not  many  instructors 
want  anybody  going  into 
their  offices.  It  works  out 
for  both  parties  involved  if 
they  empty  the  bins  into 
one  central  container 
because  that's  all  we  have 
to  pick  up.  It  speeds  up  the 
pick-up  process 
considerably,"  Mohammed 
said.

The  free  FYI  sessions  designed  to 
help  prospective  students  are  now 
available  at  the  COD  off-campus 
locations. 

The  sessions  were  previously  only 
available  on-campus  and  have  been  in 
effect  for  several  years  now. 

"What  we're  trying  to  do  is  to 
expand  and  be  available  to  more 
students/'  Rita  Bobek,  Admissions 
Specialist,  said. 

According  to  Bobek,  it  might  be 
difficult  for  perspective  students  to 
come  to  the  Glen  Ellen  campus  to 
attend  the  sessions. 

The  sessions  are  aimed  towards 
perspective  students  who  wish  to 
attend  COD  in  the  future. 

"What  we  do  within  the  context  of 
the  sessions  whether  on  or  off  campus 
we  talk  about  getting  started  at  COD, 
and  about  what  is  available  as  far  as 
programs,  and  how  to  plan  classes  so 
one  can  transfer,"  Bobek  said. 

The  sessions  also  appeal  to  the 
older  more  traditional  student  to  aid 
them  in  academic  success. 

"The  sessions  are  helpful  for 
traditional  students  because  they 
might  not  always  get  the  lingo  of 
college,"  Bobek  said. 

Even  though  COD  representatives 
visit  high  schools  in  the  area  to  relay 
the  same  information  as  the  FYI 
sessions,  some  students  for  some 
reason  might  have  missed  them. 

"We  go  out  to  the  high  schools  in 
the  area  anyway,  but  this  is  for 


students  who  maybe  didn't  take  the 
time  off.  Also  it's  for  the  returning 
adult  students  who's  been  thinking 
about  coming  back  to  school  and 
pursuing  that  at  COD,"  Bobek  said. 

The  sessions  are  not  designed  for 
current  students,  the  information 
discussed  is  directed  towards 
perspective,  new  students. 

"This  is  not  for  current  students, 
they  should  see  a  consoler  or  an 
advisor.  This  is  for  perspective 
;  students  that  are  looking  to  enter 
COD  and  find  out  what  it's  all  about," 
Bobek  said. 

The  FYI  sessions  are  incredibly 
helpful  and  since  they're  free, 
perspective  students  should  take 
advantage  of  it. 

"These  are  basically  information 
sessions  that  are  aimed  at  helping 
everyone  understand  and  get  going," 
Bobek  said.

Black  History  Month  speaker  draws  crowd

Stan  West  talked  about  linking  Africa  and  America  during  the  Black  History  Month  lecture  on  Wednesday. 


Nationally  acclaimed  author  and 
journalist,  Stan  West,  sppke  about  his 
experiences  during  a  Black  History 
Month  lecture  on  Wednesday. 

West's  witty  humor  and  amusing 
stories  kept  the  audience  entertained 
and  attentive. 

West,  whose  journalistic  excellence 
earned  him  several  awards,  spoke 
about  his  experiences  in  different 
parts  of  the  world. 

West  has  received  a  Courage  in 
Journalism  Award  from  Columbian 
journalists  and  an  Emmy  nomination 
for  moderating  a  WTTW  program  for 
PBS  called  "Combating  Racism: 
Where  to  Begin." 

At  the  current  time.  West  is 
producing  and  co-hosting  a  WNUA 
radio  talk  show  called  "City  Voices", 
hosting  a  syndicated  talk  show  that 
reaches  90  stations  worldwide,  and 
writing  for  Oak  Park's  Wednesday 
Journal  Afrique  magazine. 

West  has  visited  Africa  12  different 
times  and  each  time  he  was  so 
enriched  with  cultural  knowledge 
that  it  inspired  him  to  write  two 
award  winning  books  . 

His  book  Profiles  of  Great  African 
Americans  has  sold  over  10,000 
copies  and  is  currently  sold  out.  He 
has  included  many  great  African- 
Americans  from  Jesse  Jackson  to 
Martin  Luther  King, 

"Many  prominent  African- 
American  made  a  name  for 
themselves,"  West  said. 

Profiles  of  Great  African 
Americans  will  be  available  in  pocket 
sized  paperback  soon. 

West  is  related  to  Billy  Strayhorne 
who  composed  music  with  the  late, 
great  Duke  Ellington.  Now  a  movie 
about  Strayhorne's  life  is  in  the 
making  and  Will  Smith  is  up  for  the 
part. 

The  main  theme  of  his  lecture  was 
linking  Africa  with  America. 

"Although  the  linguistics  and 
culture  is  different,  my  research 
shows  that  people  are  essentially  the 
same,"  West  said. 


He  told  the  group  of  the  days 
when  he  worked  for  the  Pacific  News 
Service  in  San  Francisco,  and  how  his 
editor  called  him  a  screwup  because 
he  told  stories  about  women  and 
children. 

The  problem  his  editor  had  was 
that  he  was  using  the  women  and 
children  as  official  sources  as 
opposed  to  the  usual  government 
sources.  That  in  turn  allowed  him  to 
write  more  compelling  stories. 

He  spent  a  lot  of  time  in  refugee 
camps  and  almost  got  arrested  when 
he  tried  to  take  a  picture  of  a  refugee 
camp  with  a  magnificent  castle  in  the 
backdrop.  The  picture  told  a  story, 
kind  of  like  his  stories,  they  paint 
pictures. 

West  discussed  the  differences  in 
the  treatment  of  African-Americans  in 


South  Africa  as  opposed  to  the  United 
States. 

During  his  lecture  he  explained 
that  he  felt  more  at  home  in  South 
Africa  than  in  the  south  side  of 
Chicago. 

"It's  like  1  have  a  bulls-eye  on  my 
back  being  a  black  man  in  America," 
West  said. 

In  his  best  selling  book  Prism:  An 
African-American  Reporter's  Multi- 

Cultural  View  of  South  America. 

West  chronicles  African-Americans, 
Indians,  and  Caucasians.  According 
to  West,  no  African-American  man 
had  ever  written  about  Caucasian 
history  in  Africa. 

In  Africa,  West  explains  that  it  is 
similar  to  the  United  States  in  the 
sense  that  the  Caucasians  all  live  in 
the  suburbs,  while  the  African- 


Americans  live  in  the  townships. 

West  has  met  many  famous  and 
interesting  people  throughout  his 
career,  one  of  which  was  Ghandi's 
granddaughter,  who  is  now  currently 
a  member  of  Parliament. 

West's  next  project  is  a  children's 
book  on  South  Africa.  It  will  tell  the 
tale  of  South  Africa  through  the  eyes 
of  a  12-year  old  latino  boy. 

West's  strong  political  views  and 
cultural  experience  gained  from  his 
many  trips  to  Africa  and  many  other 
parts  of  the  world,  makes  his 
statements  valid  and  believable. 

"Hate  crimes  are  back,  the  death 
penalty  is  back,  church  burnings  are 
back,  well  I  don't  know  about  you, 
but  I'm  not  going  to  let  nobody  take 
me  back.  I've  been  too  far  and  have 
seen  too  much  to  go  back,"  West  said.

Health  Concerns 

I  have  been  associated  with 
COD  for  over  ten  years,  first  as 
a  student  and  for  the  past  six 
years  as  a  faculty  member.  I 
love  this  school  and  I  feel 
honored  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  teach  students 
Spanish  here. 

I  have  suffered  from  diabetes 
for  over  forty  years.  Last 
summer  I  lost  my  second  leg  to 
this  dreaded  disease.  As  a 
double  amputee,  I  am  very 
impressed  with  the  many  truly 
kind  acts  done  for  me  by  the 
vast  majority  of  people  whom  I 
encounter  here,  hacn  morning 
when  I  enter  the  IC  building 
from  the  barrier-free  parking  lot 
on  its  north  side,  it  seems  there 
is  always  someone  there  to 
assist  me.  Most  of  the  time  it's 
someone  I  don't  even  know; 
most  of  the  time  it's  a  smoker. 

Thus  I  know  that  most  of  you 
smokers  are  kind,  considerate, 
caring  individuals  who  are 
willing  to  help  someone  in 
need.  THANK  YOU  FOR 
YOUR  SUPPORT!  I'll  bet  that 
you  don't  even  realize  that 
someone  with  a  chronic  health 
concern  like  mine  is  truly 
compromised  by  second-hand 
smoke.  Due  to  diabetic 
complications  I  have  been  on  a 
ventilator  twice.  I  have  been 


stricken  with  pneumonia  five 
times  and  I  have  been  overcome 
with  bronchitis  fifteen  times 
during  the  past  ten  years. 

Because  I  have  repeatedly 
seen  your  concern, 
consideration  and  compassion 
for  my  physical  well-being,  I 
know  that  you  are  good  people 
who  don't  intentionally  want  to 
hurt  anyone.  Please  take  that  to 
the  next  level  and  smoke  only  m 
the  outside  designated  areas.

In  visual  arts,  an  artist  usually 
works  alone,  not  subject  to  the  whims 
of  collaborators.  Rock  musicians,  on 
the  other  hand,  need  to 
simultaneously  run  a  democracy  and 
attempt  to  realize  their  visions. 

Such  is  the  story  of  Icky  Hazel,  a 
band  consisting  of  COD  students  John 
Guill  (guitar/  vocals)  and  Chris 
Plummer  (drums).  The  two,  who  have 
played  together  on  and  off  since  1992, 
went  through  four  bass  players  in  the 
last  year. 

"Most  of  them  were  pretty  awful," 
Guill  says  of  the  band's  past  bassists, 
"we're  looking  for  someone  new  to 
work  in  as  a  limited  partner." 

With  these  personnel  problems 
holding  back  their  ability  to  perform 
live,  Guill  and  Plummer  have 
concentrated  their  efforts  on 
recording,  producing  a  self-released, 
five-song  cassette.  The  songs  on  the 
tape  evoke  metal/  alternative  bands 
like  Alice  in  Chains,  Tool  and 
Soundgarden. 

Guill,  Icky  Hazel's  chief  songwriter 
describes  their  sound  as  "hard  rock 
with  a  more  complex,  more  intelligent 
approach." 

The  band's  long-term  plans  are 
cautiously  ambitious.  "Our  main 


focus  is  to  play  in  the  Chicago  area  a 
lot,  get  radio  play  and  then  go  for  a 
record  contract,"  Guill  explains.  "The 
ultimate  goal  is  to  build  a  fan  base." 

Many  young  groups  forget  one  key 
facet  of  the  music  business:  it  is  a 
business.  Guill,  a  business 
management  major,  is  aware  of  the 
rigors  of  the  industry.  "If  you  don't 
have  business  knowledge,"  he 
cautions,  "you're  going  to  be  taken 
advantage  of."  Guill  hopes  that  the 
business  knowledge  he  gains  at  COD 
will  help  Icky  Hazel  avoid  being  a 
casualty  of  industry  politics, 

Icky  Hazel  is  currently  rehearsing 
new  material  and  plans  to  audition 
for  this  year's  COD  Band  Jam.

Malcolm  X  (1993)  —  Although  this  movie  is  a  few  years 
old  now,  it  is  an  excellent  film  to  watch  for  Black  History 
Month.  Spike  Lee  directed  this  three-hour  epic,  based  on 
the  civil  rights  leaders  autobiography. 

The  film  follows  Malcolm  X  through  his  troubled, 
criminal  past  to  his  conversion  to  Islam  to  his  rise  to  be 
one  of  America's  leading  African  American  leaders  in  the 
60's.  The  turning  point  of  the  plot  comes  when  he 
participates  in  a  pilgrimage  to  Mecca,  where  he  fully 
realizes  his  mission. 

Denzel  Washington  is  engaging  in  the  title  role.  His 
portrayal  sheds  light  on  one  of  the  civil  rights  movement's 
most  fascinating,  yet  misunderstood,  figures.

9  to  1  vote  forces  Mark  Faulkner  out  of  office

Following  an  investigation  by  an 
appointed  impeachment  committee, 
enough  evidence  was  collected  to 
impeach  SGA  President  Mark 
Faulkner. 

The  initial  charges  brought  against 
Faulkner  include  disregard  for  the 
Student  Task  Force,  failure  to  attend 
Special  Compensation  Committee 
meeting,  failure  to  attend  Executive 
Committee  meetings,  failure  to  attend 
Board  of  Trustees  meetings,  failure  to 
hire  an  executive  secretary,  and  failure 
to  meet  minimum  credit  hour 
requirements. 

For  all  of  these  charges,  Faulkner 
had  ample  opportunity  to  defend 
himself,  but  chose  to  decline. 

The  investigation  committee, 
headed  by  Student  Senator  Cherie 
Goosen,  reviewed  the  charges  and 
even  decided  to  drop  almost  half  of 
them. 

The  investigation  committee 
decided  to  drop  the  charge  of

malfeasance  for  disregard  for  the  Task 
Force,  but  upheld  misfeasance  and 
nonfeasance. 

They  dropped  the  misfeasance 
charge  for  both  the  failure  to  attend 
Special  Compensation  Committee  and 
failure  to  attend  Executive  Committee 
meetings,  but  upheld  nonfeasance. 

The  second  part  of  the  failure  to 
attend  Executive  Committee  meetings 


charge  was  dropped  completely. 

The  charges  of  misfeasance  and 
malfeasance  for  failure  to  attend 
Board  of  Trustees  meetings  were 
dropped,  while  the  charge  of 
nonfeasance  was  upheld. 

The  charge  for  failure  to  hire  an 
executive  secretary  was  dropped 
completely.

The  Instructional 
Committee  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  is  preparing  to  make 
a  recommendation  to  the 
Faculty  Senate  concerning 
changes  in  degree 
requirements. 

The  changes  that  may 
come  about  due  to  the 
recommendation  would  be 
a  reduction  in  the  required 
credits  for  field  study,  188, 
288  classes  and  the  removal 
of  the  Contemporary  Life 
Skills  category. 

The  reduction  of  the 
required  credits  will  drop 
from  45  to  15  credits  of  188, 
288,  field  study  and  special 
courses. 

"We're  not  saying  that 
all  those  courses  are  not 
worthwhile.  Some  schools 
may  accept  them,  but  it's 
kind  of  misleading  to  tell 
our  students  that  they  can 
take  all  these  credits  while 
many  institutions  may  not 
accept  those  credits,"  Laurie 
Mattas,  Instructional 
Committee  Chairperson, 
said. 

Another  reason  that  the 


|  changes  are  under 
|  consideration  is  in  hopes  to 
|  establish  a  more  effective 
|  compatibility  with  the  IAI 
|  (Illinois  Articulation 
|  Initiative)  requirements. 

The  IAI  lists  courses  that 
|  are  transferable  in  Illinois  to 
|  various  public  and  private 
|  colleges  and  universities. 

"When  they  (the  Degree 
I  Requirements  Committee) 

1  looked  at  the 
|  recommendation,  they 
I  started  thinking  in  terms  of 
the  IAI,  and  thought  about 
I  what  courses  would  mesh 
|  better  with  the  IAI,"  Mattas 
1  said. 

Even  though  the  current 
requirements  are  in 


compliance  with  the  IAI, 
the  change  would  bring 
those  requirements  closer 
together. 

"We're  trying  to  mirror 
as  closely  as  possible  with 
what  the  IAI  is  requiring  so 
that  the  students  have  the 
least  amount  of  difficulty 
when  transferring,"  Mattas 
said. 

According  to  Mattas,  the 
purpose  of  the  LAI  is  to 
make  transferring  not  so 
much  of  a  guessing  game. 

"It's  pretty  apparent 
what  kinds  of  courses  the 
articulation  agreement  will 
accept.  There  are  guidelines 
that  we're  trying  to  fall  in 
line  with  and  that's  one  of 


the  reasons  why  we  started 
looking  at  the  degree 
requirements,"  Mattas  said. 

Currently  COD  has  a 
compact  agreement  with 
most  of  the  state 
institutions,  meaning  that 
an  Associate's  Degree  from 
COD  automatically  meets 
the  general  education 
requirements  for  that 
particular  school. 

According  to  Mattas,  by 
more  effectively  combining 
the  COD  general  education 
requirements  with  the  IAI 
requirements,  the  chances 
of  transferring  with  fewer 
problems  greatly  increases.

"The  committee  voted  to  drop  this 
charge  not  on  the  basis  of  innocence, 
but  on  the  lack  of  solid  evidence," 
Goosen  said. 

The  charge  accusing  Faulkner  of 
not  meeting  minimum  credit 
requirements  was  completely  upheld. 

Following  an  executive  meeting, 
Goosen  announced  the  charges  and 
by  Faulkner's  request,  the  SGA  voted 
by  secret  ballot. 

According  to  Meri  Phillips,  the 
Director  of  Student  Affairs,  in  order 
for  the  motion  to  pass,  3/4  of  the  total 
Senate  members  must  be  present. 

With  the  absence  of  one  Senator, 
10  Senators  were  present  to 
determine  the  fate  of  Faulkner.  All 
that  was  needed  was  nine  votes.  If 
only  two  Senators  voted  "nay," 
Faulkner  would  remain  President. 

The  vote  was  9  to  1  against 
Faulkner,  and  he  was  informed  of  his 
post-impeachment  duties. 

According  to  Goosen,  Faulkner 
would  leave  office  in  bad  standing 
and  be  impeached  immediately.  Also, 
he  would  have  to  reveal  the 
passwords  to  his  computer  and  voice 
mail  and  report  them  to  the  Vice 


President,  or  else  his  current 
paycheck  would  be  held  for 
collateral. 

Faulkner  must  remove  his  items 
from  his  office  by  Friday,  February 
13th,  and  he  will  not  be  paid  for  any 
hours  rendered  from  February  1 
through  the  14th. 

Faulkner  had  a  chance  to  defend 
himself  during  his  trial  on  Monday, 
but  he  decided  not  to  attend. 

"It  was  regrettable  that  he  was 
invited  by  myself  and  the  committee 
to  have  an  opportunity  to  defend 
himself  against  the  charges,  but 
declined.  Although  he  accepted  the 
invitation,  he  chose  not  to  arrive  or 
phone  in  any  excuse,"  Goosen  said. 

Faulkner  didn't  expect  justice  from 
the  start  and  claimed  that  every  major 
thing  to  come  out  of  SGA  this  past 
year  came  from  the  executive  branch, 
and  not  from  the  Student  Senate. 

"I'm  glad  to  be  gone.  I  was  going 
to  resign  last  quarter  but  I  didn't 
want  to  let  people  down,"  Faulkner 
said. 

Vice  President  Michelle  Piersall 
will  become  the  new  SGA  Student 
Body  President. 

"She  (Piersall)  was  an  excellent 
Vice  President,  I  hope  she  will  be  a 
successful  President,"  Faulkner  said.

The  other  important 
recommendation  to  pass  through  the 
Instructional  Committee  was  the 
dismissal  of  the  Contemporary  Life 
Skills  category. 

The  definition  of  Contemporary 
Life  Skills  is  unclear  and  therefore 
difficult  to  specify. 

"The  current  committee  kept 
receiving  comments  from  different 
curricular  areas  requesting  that  their 
particular  courses  were  considered  a 
Contemporary  Life  Skills  class," 
Mattas  said. 

According  to  Mattas,  they  were 
making  valid  arguments,  but  the 
problem  was  that  they  were  basing 
those  arguments  on  two  sentences 
worth  of  description  in  the  college 
catalog. 

There  were  no  specific  guidelines 
to  what  makes  a  Contemporary  Life 
Skills  class. 

All  of  these  recommendations  are 
not  finalized  as  of  now,  and  may  take 
a  significant  amount  of  time  to  reach 
the  administration. 

The  Instructional  Committee  will 
meet  February  18  and  make  a 
decision  about  the  recommendation. 

Following  the  decision  concerning 
the  recommendations  by  the 
Instructional  Committee,  if  approved, 
the  recommendation  will  reach  the 
Faculty  Senate  who  would  bring  it 
before  the  faculty  where  a  vote  will 
be  scheduled  before  presenting  it  to 
the  administration. 

The  final  decision  will  be  made  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

"We're  in  the  process  of 
exploring  changes,  but  nothing  is 
final  yet,"Mattas  said.

Calendar  concerns 


On  February  19,  the  current 
academic  calendar  team  is 
scheduled  to  meet  and  discuss 
what  changes  the  calendar 
must  undergo  and  how  to 
solve  the  problems  that  would 
be  created  by  the  changes. 
Among  other  things  the  team 
will  review  a  list  of  "impacts" 
or  problems  staff  and  faculty 
submitted  via  e-mail  and 
possible  "solutions"  that  were 
also  gathered  through  a  mass 
e-mail  communication. 

These  numerous  problems 
make  it  unclear  as  to  why 
such  drastic  changes  are  “being 
considered.  Many  of  the 

Eroblems  expressed  signal  the 
eginning  of  a  domino  effect 
that  is  starting  to  move 
through  most  all  aspects  and 
areas  of  the  school. 

Many  of  the  solutions 
offered  by  other  staff 
members,  though  not 
intended  as  final  fixes,  seem  to 
lack  research  and  some  even 
lack  plausibility.  For  example, 
the  problem  was  voiced  that 
the  summer  session  would  not 
leave  the  faculty  enough  time 
to  complete  instructional 
design  projects.  This  would 
limit  the  time  instructors  were 
allotted  to  update  and  create 
curriculum.  The  answer 
suggested  for  this  was  simply.

'The  instructional  design 
project  calendar  would  need 
to  be  redesigned."  Answers 
like  this  prove  that  the  team 
has  a  large  undertaking  in 
their  attempt  to  make  the  new 
calendar  work  and  that  many 
problems  will  require  in-depth 
and  comprehensive  answers. 

In  {order  to  obtain  more  time 
for  projects,  time  must  be 
taken  away  from  something 
else,  this  and  other  where, 
how  and  why  questions  are 
what  the  team  is  to  be  charged 
with  figuring  out. 

Options  for  the  new 
calendar  include  shortening 
the  summer  quarter  to  eight 
weeks,  making  classes  that 
would  normally  require  the 
entire  10- week  period  difficult 
or  impossible  to  offer  to 
students.  Many  science  and 
mathematics  courses,  among 
others,  would  need  to  be 
condensed,  if  possible,  or  not 
offered  for  summer  quarter. 

One  of  the  main  motivations 
for  change  is  to  make  the 
school's  calendar  more 
comparable  with  the  calendars 
of  other  colleges  and 
university.  Though  this  seems 
like  a  plausible  idea,  concern 
has  been  expressed  that  the 
earlier  start  of  fall  quarter  and 
the  addition  of  the  interim 


session  would  lead  to  an 
increase  in  late  enrollment. 

Perhaps  most  importantly, 
the  possibility  of  a  conflict  in 
the  faculty  contract  exists. 
This  above  all  other  problems 
needs  to  be  addressed  by  the 
team  in  order  to  determine  if 
these  changes  could  be 
implemented  under  the 
current  budget  and  contract. 

Though  the  students  are  the 
ones  who  must  live  by  this 
calendar  and  change  their 
lives  in  order  to  come  up  with 
a  livable  schedule,  they  nave 
yet  to  be  consulted.  Perhaps  a 
preliminary  survey  of  options 
can  pass  over  questions  and 
comments  from  the  student 


body,  but  anything  intended 
to  address  all  the  problems 
that  will  be  faced  with  a 
changing  calendar  must 
involve  the  input  of  students. 

Overall,  this  newest  step  in 
fine-tuning  the  calendar  will 
require  great  amounts  of 
research  and  feedback,  from 
both  students  and  faculty,  in 
order  to  minimize  problems 
which  will  undoubtedly  arise 
with  even  the  most  minor 
changes.  The  question 
remains:  Are  an  these 
problems  that  we  will 
encounter  worth  the 
seemingly  minor 
improvements  that  this  new 
calendar  offers?

One  For  the  Gipper 

Although  most  people 
associate  February  with 
President's  Day  and  the 
birthdays  of  Washington  and 
Lincoln,  there  is  one  more  great 
president  who  celebrates  his 
birthday  this  month:  Ronald 
Reagan.  In  recognition  of  his 
contributions  to  the  nation. 
Congress  passed  legislation  to 
rename  Washington  National 
Airport  the  "Ronald  Reagan 
Washington  National  Airport" 
in  time  for  Reagan's  87th 
birthday  on  Feb.  6.  It  is 
particularly  appropriate  for 
Congress  to  take  this  action 
now,  at  a  time  when  America  is 
prospering  under  the  policies 
begun  by  President  Reagan. 

President  Reagan  brought  a 
simple  and  powerful  message 
with  him  to  Washington  in 
1981,  which  is  equally 
applicable  today.  By  lowering 
taxes,  implementing  sound 
monetary  policy  ana  decreasing 
regulatory  burdens,  an 
economic  climate  can  be 
created  that  will  allow 
American  entrepreneurial 
capitalism  to  flourish.  Just  as 
President  Kennedy  had 
predicted  that  a  rising  tide 
would  lift  all  boats  in  1961,  the 
economic  changes  implemented 
by  President  Reagan  in  1981 
ushered  in  an  unprecedented 
period  of  economic  growth  and 
expansion  that  benefited  all 
Americans. 

It  is  important  to  remember 
that  when  Ronald  Reagan  took 
office  in  1981,  the  United  States 
economy  was  in  the  midst  of  its 
worst  recession  since  World 
War  II.  And,  the  expansion  of 
big  government  had  pushed 
income  tax  rates  as  high  as  70 
percent. 

Through  a  25  percent  across- 
the-board  tax  cut,  support  for 
strict  monetary  controls  and  a 
reduction  of  big  government 
and  its  regulations,  Reagan 
helped  reverse  the  high- 
inflation,  high  unemployment, 
slow-growth;  "stag-flation"  of 
the  1970s.  The  annual  growth 


rate  of  the  economy  increased, 
seventeen  million  new  jobs 
were  created,  inflation  fell  from 
its  all  time  high  levels,  and  real 
median  household  incomes 
rose. 

With  the  exception  of  the 
brief  recession  in  the  early 
1990s,  this  economic  expansion 
begun  by  President  Reagan  has 
continued  through  to  today. 
Since  1994,  Congress  has 
continued  to  implement  many 
of  the  policies  first  advocated 
by  President  Reagan,  including 
providing  tax  relief,  reducing 
the  regulatory  burdens 
imposed  by  the  federal 
government  and  supporting 
sound  monetary  policy.  The 
results  of  these  policies  can  be 
seen  in  our  booming  economy, 
low  rate  of  unemployment, 
rising  real  wages,  surging  stock 
market  and  low  inflation. 

In  addition  to  the  economic 
successes,  Reagan's  foreign 
policy  initiatives  and  buildup 
of  U.S.  military  forces  ended 
the  Cold  War  tensions  that  had 
faced  America  for  40  years. 
These  initiatives  provide  the 
nation  with  years  of  continuing 
peace  and  prosperity,  as  well  as 
an  agreement  which  drastically 
reduced  the  nuclear  stockpiles 
of  the  U.S.  and  Soviet  Union. 
Reagan's  strong  defense 

Briority  reestablished  the 
nited  States  as  a  world  leader 
and  helped  prepare  our  country 
to  navigate  a  changing  world 
fraught  with  challenges  such  as 
spread  of  terrorism  and  wide 
array  of  adversaries.  The  end 
of  the  Cold  War  also  provided 
taxpayers  with  hundreds  of 
billions—  perhaps  trillions—  of 
dollars  in  "peace  dividends." 

As  America  charts  its  course 
through  the  late  twentieth 
century  and  into  the  start  of  the 
new  millennium,  we  would  do 
well  to  remember  the  lessons 
that  President  Reagan  taught  us 
and  the  pride  that  he  instilled 
in  us  all  as  Americans.

We 
have  also  encouraged 
student  participation  at  these 
meetings  by  appointing 
students-at-large  to  represent 
student  views.  I  would  also 
like  to  take  this  time  to 
encourage  members  of  the 
Courier  staff  to  send  a 
delegate  to  each  of  these 
college-wide  committees  to 
report  on  their  activities.  I 
would  imagine  that 
publishing  a  brief  summary 
of  these  committee  meetings 
could  better  inform  the 
students  on  the  "issues"  that 
may  concern  them.  In  turn, 
the  SGA  would  be  able  to  get 
more  feedback  from  the 
students  that  is  necessary  to 


take  a  stand  on  these  issues. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to 
clarify  the  Task  Force  issue. 
The  President  of  the  Student 
Government  was  the  sole 
individual  behind  the 
dissolution  of  the  Task  Force. 
This  does  not  mean  the 
Senate  was  behind  him  in 
this  decision.  But  it  was  his 
constitutional  right  to  do  so. 
Since  the  dissolution  of  the 
Task  Force,  the  Student 
Government  and  the  former 
members  of  the  Task  Force 
have  been  working  together 
to  form  a  new  Student 
Involvement  Committee  that 
will  deal  with  the  same 
issues  originally  intended  for 
the  now  dissolved  Task 
Force.  In  addition,  I  would 
also  like  to  clarify  that  the 
Task  Force  was  riot  a  "similar 
organization  that  students 
could  be  represented  by."  In 
fact  the  purpose  of  the  Task 
Force  was  to  explore  new 
ideas  on  how  to  better  the 
organization  and  how  to 
encourage  more  students  to 
participate  in  it.  I  have  great 
expectations  for  the  Student 
Involvement  Committee  and 
I  trust  that  with  our 
combined  effort,  we  will  be 
able  to  more  effectively  serve 
the  students  and  the  college 
as  a  whole. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  also 
like  to  mention  we  have 
since  taken  measures  to 
restructure  our  leadership 
within  the  organization  and 
have  been  successful  in 
eliminating  those  who  had 
hindered  our  progress  as  an 
effective  organization.  This 
was  a  positive  step  forward 
for  the  Student  Government 
and  I  do  believe  we  will  now 
be  able  to  move  ahead  and 
take  on  new  challenges.  I 
also  believe  it  is  time  for  this 
organization  to  be  allowed  to 
restore  its  good  name  in 
order  to  better  serve  the 
college  community.

Recent  school  incidents  bring 
attention  to  teen  alcoholism

A  police  blotter  entry  from  the  January  30th 
issue  of  the  Courier.  "Jan.  23:  A  female  student 
was  issued  a  citation  for  a  violation  of  board 
policy,  after  a  faculty  member  found  her 
intoxicated." 

The  student  brought  alcohol  into  school  using 
an  Avion  water  bottle,  according  to  police.  In  an 
incident  that  occurred  earlier  this  school  year,  an 
intoxicated  student  brought  alcohol  into  the 
library  using  an  iced  tea  container. 

Though  the  police  only  found  alcoholism  to  be 
involved  in  the  second  student's  case,  both  cases 
bring  attention  to  the  disease  of  teen  alcoholism. 

Ronald  Baum,  founder  and  director  of  A 
Advanced  Therapy  Center,  said  he  sees  cases  of 
teen  alcoholism  on  a  daily  basis. 

"(Alcoholism)  is  like  Jay's  Potato  Chips,"  said 
Baum,  "Once  they  start,  they  can't  seem  to  stop." 

And  some  people  may  be  more  at  risk  than 
others. 

"People  are  predisposed  to  having  the  disease 
of  alcoholism,"  said  Kristie  Johnson,  coordinator 
and  counselor  of  the  adolescent  substance  abuse 
services  at  Good  Samaritan  Hospital. 

She  said  there  are  two  signs  that  a  person  may 
be  more  apt  to  carry  the  predisposition.  One  sign 
is  if  there  is  a  history  of  alcoholism  in  a  person's 
family.  The  other  sign  is  if  a  person  naturally  has 
a  high  tolerance. 

Other  factors  may  also  lead  to  alcoholism, 
Johnson  said.  People  who  are  genetically  pre¬ 
disposed  to  having  clinical  depression  are  likely  to 
become  an  alcoholic  as  well. 

Johnson  said  the  problem  begins  to  develop 
once  a  drug,  such  as  alcohol,  is  used  to  medicate 
for  depression.  She  said  because  children  have 
seen  some  parents  relax  by  drinking,  teen 
alcoholics  may  believe  drinking  is  an  acceptable 
way  of  dealing  with  stress. 

Johnson  added  that  alcoholics  and  other

substance  abusers  are  becoming  younger  and 
younger.  Young  substance  abusers  typically  grow 
up  in  a  family  with  an  alcoholic.  Also,  teens  are 
exposed  to  successful  parents  and  role  models 
who  have  admitted  to  using  drugs  in  the  past. 
Johnson  said,  however,  teen  substance  abusers  are 
only  looking  at  the  substance  abuse  survivors. 

At  the  A  Advanced  Therapy  Center,  Baum  said 
they  treat  teen  alcoholics  by  helping  the  patient 
deal  with  the  problems  associated  with  alcohol. 

In  addition  to  in-house  counseling,  patients  are 
encouraged  to  attend  a  12-step  program,  such  as 
Alcoholics  Anonymous. 

Baum  said  a  12-step  program  helps  the  patient 
become  more  authentic  and  genuine.  For 
example,  a  alcoholic  may  lie  to  friends  and  family. 
A  12-step  program  helps  combat  this. 

Baum  said,  for  a  teen  alcoholic  to  walk  into  a 


counseling  office  seeking  help  takes  a  lot  of 
|  courage.  He  added,  however,  that  most  teen 
i  alcoholics  don't  seek  help  unless  provoked.  Teens 
\  who  come  into  Baum's  office  are  usually  forced  to 
|  be  there  because  of  parental  pressure,  school  pres- 
|  sure,  or  by  court  order. 

Within  the  last  eight  years,  Johnson  said  a  new 
|  trend  among  teen  substance  abusers  has  surfaced. 

Johnson  said  she  is  seeing  more  poly-substance 
!  abusers—  abusers  who  are  addicted  to  more  than 
|  one  substance. 

"Polysubstance  abusers  are  trying  to  get  the 
I  same  effect  with  two  different  drugs,"  said 
|  Johnson. 

She  said  treatment  for  polysubstance  abusers 
f  involves  referring  the  patient  to  both  an 
|  Alcoholics  Anonymous  group  and  a  Narcotics 
\  Anonymous  group,  for  example.

Chances  are,  you  have  one  of 
these  small  bean-filled  creatures 
slouching  atop  your  computer 
monitor.  Or  you  may  have  one 
innocently  peeking  out  of  a  pocket  in 
your  backpack. 

Even  if  you  don't  own  one, 
you've  most  likely  heard  of  the 
phenonemon  that  is  beanie  babies. 

And  it's  quite  a  phenomenon. 
Wallace's  Bookstore,  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  SRC,  usually  sells  out  of  the 
animals  bearing  such  names  as 
"Wrinkles,"  a  brown  and  white  pug, 
and  "Peanut,"  a  blue  pastel  elephant, 
within  72  hours. 

The  store's  most  recent 
shipment  is  its  largest  so  far  at  1000 
pieces.  On  sale  since  last  Monday, 
bookstore  manager  James  Sexton  said 
he  expects  supplies  to  be  down,  if  not 
gone,  by  the  end  of  the  week. 

Tina  Goodacre,  grant 
accountant  at  the  college,  said  she 
heard  mothers  and  children  lined  up 
outside  Wallace's  Bookstore  before 
the  bookstore  opened  at  7:45  am  that 
Monday.  Twenty  minutes  later  when 
she  arrived,  the  majority  of  the  newly 
introduced  animals,  such  as  "Puffin" 
the  puffer  and  "Hissy"  the  snake, 
were  sold  out. 

Sexton  said  the  biggest 
buyers  of  beanie  babies  at  the  college 
are  faculty  and  staff.  He  estimated 
that  while  C.O.D.  students  make  up 
30%  of  Wallace's  beanie  baby  market. 


faculty  and  staff  make  up  50%. 

Ginny  Guerra,  administrative 
assistant  to  admission  registration 
and  records,  said  she  saw  people 
coming  into  the  office  with  bags 
stuffed  with  beanie  babies. 

"As  soon  as  the  (beanie  baby 
sale  notice)  went  out,"  said  Guerra, 
"desks  were  cleared." 

"We  get  calls  daily  on  and  off 
campus  asking  if  we  have  (beanie 
babies)  or  when  we'll  get  them  in 
stock,"  said  Sexton. 

Demand  is  so  high,  Wallace's 
Bookstore  has  had  trouble  receiving 
orders  from  Ty,  the  company  that 
originated  beanie  babies.  Sexton  said 
beanie  baby  shipments  typically 
arrived  within  6  to  8  weeks  of  each 
other  due  to  heavy  order  demand  at 

Ty- 

But  why  are  beanie  babies  so 
popular,  anyway? 

"I  have  a  young  daughter," 
said  Goodacre.  "She  can  hold  them 
because  they're  squishy.  They're  also 
inexpensive  and  cute,  an  easy  safe  toy 
my  daughter  can  carry  around." 

Megahan  Gliosci,  bookstore 
employee  and  freshman  in  music 
marketing,  said,  "Initially,  people 
bought  it  for  their  kids  and  grandkids 
because  they're  cute."  But  now  that 
they  know  it's  marketable,  Gliosci 
added,  beanie  babies  have  grown  into 
an  all-out  craze. 

Prices  have  rocketed  from 
the  retail  price  of  $5.95  up  to  $2000  to 
$3000  for  certain  retired  beanie 
babies.  As  soon  as  the  tag  is  taken  off 


the  doll,  however,  the  beanie  baby  is 
worthless. 

Despite  the  craze,  some  still 
don't  see  what  the  big  deal  is. 

"If  I  was  a  little  kid,  I  would 


see  more  of  an  appeal,"  said  Gliosci, 
"but  to  see  grown  men  and  women 
beat  each  other  up  over  a  retired 
beanie  baby  is  ridiculous."

As  part  of  Black  History  Month,  the  Africa  Committee 
will  present  the  film  The  Negro  Soldier  in  the  Arts  Center. 

The  1944  film,  directed  by  Frank  Capra  and  narrated 
by  Spencer  Tracy,  documents  the  role  of  African- 
American  soldiers  in  American  history  from  1776  to 
1944.  The  film  also  focuses  on  the  accomplishments 
African-American  troops  have  made. 

"It  covers  a  very  overlooked  part  of  American 
history,  said  Mary  Carol  Badat,  member  of  the  Africa 
Committee. 

Originally,  The  Negro  Soldier  was  one  in  a  series  of 
World  War  II  propaganda  films  entitled  Why  We  Fight. 
Despite  being  a  propaganda  film,  films  in  the  series  were

generally  very  accurate. 

Because  the  draft  suddenly  forced  soldiers  to  trade 
civilian  life  for  military  life,  many  soldiers  were  laying 
their  hands  on  a  gun  for  the  first  time. 

According  to  Frank  Capra's  autobiography  The  Name 
Above  the  Title,  the  U.S.  military  ordered  Capra  to  direct 
the  films  to  explain  to  young  soldiers  why  the  U.S.  was 
fighting  the  war.  The  military  hoped  the  films  would 
instill  passion  in  what  was  largely  a  civilian  army. 

The  army  screened  The  Negro  Soldier  for  both  African- 
American  soldiers  and  white  soldiers  in  U.S.  training 
camps  and  in  reserve  areas  behind  battle  lines.  The  army 
used  the  film  to  rally  black  troops  in  the  war  effort  and 
also  to  combat  bigotry  within  troops. 

The  45-minute  film,  followed  by  a  discussion,  will  be 
shown  at  noon  Wednesday  in  AC  153. 


As  exams  loom,  headache  cases  swell

With  the  arrival  of  midterms 
comes  headaches.

Val  Burke,  coordinator  of  Health 
and  Human  Services,  said  the 
amount  of  headache  cases  she  deals 


with  doubles  during  exam  periods. 
Cases  range  from  moderate  to 
migraine  headaches. 

"We  can  tell  when  exams  are  just 
because  of  the  added  stress  we  deal 
with,"  Burke  said. 

A  recent  study  conducted  by 
Johns  Hopkins  University  found  that 


better  educated  people  suffer  from 
more  tension  headaches. 

Nearly  50  percent  of  the  subjects 
who  had  attended  graduate  school 
have  suffered  from  these  headaches. 
Burke  said  headaches  may  result 
from  inadequate  sleep  during  exam 
periods.

Until  recently,  movies 
about  presidents  have  been 
relatively  rare.  Recently, 
however,  there  has  been  an 
explosion  in  such  films. 

In  the  early  part  of  this 
decade,  the  success  of  films 
such  as  "Dave,"  led  to  the 
Hollywood  feeding  frenzy, 
because,  in  Hollywood, 
success  breeds  imitation. 

Not  all  the  actors  who 
portray  presidents  are 
necessarily  memorable,  but 
than  again,  few  people 
discuss  the  presidencies  of 
Millard  Filmore  or  Chester 
A.  Arthur. 

With  the  public's 
growing  appetite  for 
political  scandal  and  the 
success  of  "Wag  the  Dog" 
and  the  anticipated  release 
of  "Primary  Colors,"  in 
which  John  Travolta  will 
star,  this  list  will  certainly 
grow  in  the  years  to  come. 

Here  is  a  list  of  some 
memorable,  and  sometimes 
forgettable,  movies 
featuring  historical  and 
fictitious  US  presidents.

On  the  weekend  of  Feb.  28, 
a  small,  but  dedicated  group 
of  COD  students  will  present 
their  production  of  David 
Mamet's  "Sexual  Perversity 
in  Chicago." 

The  production  is  part  of 
COD'S  Freestage  Theater 
program,  in  which  a  student 
can  stage  any  theater  project 
they  wish,  with  the  approval 
of  Craig  Berger,  the  college's 
theater  director. 

COD  theater  student  Scott 
Vesely  conceived,  casted  and 
will  direct  the  February 
production.  The  faculty 
sponsor  for  "Sexual 
Perversion"  is  Connie 
Canady  Howard,  whom 
Vesely  says  has  been  "very 
supportive  of  the  project." 

Although  he  expects  some 
difficulty,  Vesely  relishes  the 
challenge  of  assembling  an 
entire  theatrical  production 
from  the  ground  up.  "The 
play  is  highly  segmented"  -  it 
has  34  scenes-  "and  the 
setting  and  staging  is 
frightening,"  Vesely  said  at  a 
recent  rehearsal. 

The  staging,  which  Vesely 


|  expects  to  be  "bare  bones,"  is 
|  his  job  as  well,  as  he  has  yet 
to  hire  a  separate  stage 
manager.  "We'd  love  to  do  a 
fully-staged  production,  but, 

|  for  budget  reasons,  it  can't  be

Vesely  said  that  the 
|  minimal  staging  presents  a 
"great  opportunity"  for  the 
I  actors,  due  to  the  "high 
I  degree  of  concentration 
required."  Three  weeks  into 
I  rehearsals,  the  cast  appears  to 
|  be  responding  well  to  this 
I  challenge.

|  ensemble  cast  is  made  up  of 
Joel  Laubhan,  Marie  Buthe,

|  "By  casting  new  actors,  I

least  of  which  are  friends 
Bemie  (Pennington)  and  Joan 
(Podlesak)  who,  in  Vesely”  s 
words,  "coach  from  the 
sidelines." 

As  the  title  indicates, 
"Perversity"  is  a  play  for 
adults,  with  strong  language 
and  subject  matter.  Vesely  is 
satisfied  with  the  script 
because,  "many  see  it  as  a 
comedy-  which  it  is-  but  it 
also  contains  pertinent  issues 
that  are  relevant  today." 


The  play  inspired  a 
critically-acclaimed  motion 
picture,  released  in  1986, 
titled  "About  Last  Night," 
which  featured  Rob  Lowe, 
Demi  Moore  and  COD 
alumnus  Jim  Belushi.

Special  in  honor  of  Black  History  Month. 

The  COD  library  has  a  large  selection  of  feature  films 
available  for  three-day,  $1  rental,  including  Academy  Award- 
winners,  foreign  films,  and  family  movies. 

"Glory"  (1989)  —  The  role  of  African  American  soldiers  is 
largely  ignored  by  historians.  One  segregated  unit,  the  54th 
Regiment  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry,  blazed  a 
trail  for  African  Americans,  and  their  valiant  fighting  tore 
down  long-held  stereotypes. 

"Glory"  tells  the  Story  of  that  first  all  African-American 
military  unit  through  the  eyes  of  Robert  Gould  Shaw 
(Matthew  Broderick),  their  white  commanding  officer,  and 
son  of  abolitionists.  Leaders  soon  emerge  within  the  54th, 
including  Trip  (played  by  Denzel  Washington),  an  escaped 
slave  and  John  Rawlins  (played  by  Morgan  Freeman).  Before 
they  even  enter  the  war,  the  soldiers  are  forced  to  fight 
prejudice  when  they  are  paid  less  than  white  soldiers.  They 
refuse  to  except  their  smaller  paychecks  and,  with  their 
officers  joining  them,  win  the  fair  salaries  they  deserve  for 
serving  their  country. 

The  experience  bonds  the  men  together  into  a  cohesive 
fighting  force.  Their  mission,  to  march  up  a  muddy  hill  and 
storm  a  Confederate  fort  in  Charleston  South  Carolina,  ended 
up  being  one  of  the  deadliest  in  the  Civil  war.  Despite  their 
tremendous  loss  of  life,  the  bravery  of  the  54th  Regiment 
destroyed  the  old,  bigoted  notions  about  the  ability  of 
African-American  soldiers.

The  College  of  DuPage  women's 
basketball  team  makes  opposing 
teams  ache  wrhen  the  game  is  over. 
Not  just  because  the  other  team  goes 
home  with  a  loss,  but  because  the 
Chaparrals  are  very  physical  and  do 
not  allow  any  easy  buckets  without 
punishment. 

On  Saturday  February  7,  the  Lady 
Chaps  traveled  to  upstate  Palatine 
to  face  the  Hawks  of  William  Rainey 
Harper  College.  The  Hawks  best 
player  is  Heather  Kusch  who  is  the 
ninth  best  scorer  in  the  nation.  The 
last  time  these  two  teams  met  the 
Chaparrals  held  Kusch  to  only 
fourteen  points  and  the  Chaps  came 
away  with  a  big  victory.

Jodie  Kammes  scored  a  season- 
high  22  points  and  snatched  down 
eleven  rebounds.  Teri  Hill  scored 
seventeen  points  and  grabbed  eight 
rebounds.  Co-captain  Tammy 
Smith  scored  twelve  points  and 
dished  out  five  assists  and  had  three 
steals. 

The  win  was  the  Chaparral's 
eleventh  in  a  row  and  the  eighth  in 
conference.  The  win  virtually 
locked  up  the  conference 
championship  for  the  Chaparrals. 

Coach  Earl  Reed's  team  returned 
to  the  Physical  Eduction  Arena  on 
Tuesday  to  face  the  Apaches  from 
Illinois  Valley  Community  College.

Everytime  the  Apaches  would 
score,  they  would  put  on  their  full 
court  press  which  would  baffle  the 
Lady  Chaps  the  whole  first  half. 
Physical  play  was  allowed  by  the 
referees  and  they  would  later  regret

Forward  Catherine  Hull  came  off 
the  bench  and  gave  the  team  a  big 
boost  with  her  blocks  and  her  bone¬ 
crushing  defense.

On  a  typical  Tuesday,  Teri  and 
her  Lady  Chaps  have  a  game  at  5:00 
pm,  and  Teri  does  a  lot  in  the  day  to 
make  sure  she  is  as  mentally  ready 
as  she  can  be. 

When  she  wakes  up,  she  makes 
sure  that  she  always  eats  her  toast 
and  milk  or  she  will  not  feel  the 
same.  Then  she  drives  in  to  the 
College  of  DuPage  from  her  Aurora 
home,  because  she  has  some  early 
morning  classes.  During  the  day 
she  always  wears  her  white 
Jordan's,  her  game  warm  up  t-shirt 
and  she  always  is  running  the  plays 
through  her  head  so  she  can  be 
mentally  sharp.  After  fighting  for 
parking  at  9:00  am  she  attends  her 
Sociology  class.  Then  being  the 
good  student  that  she  is,  she  attends 
her  Criminal  Justice  and 
Psychology  classes  from  10:00-12:00. 

At  noon,  she  travels  all  the  way 
to  Lisle  Lanes  so  she  can  do  some 
intramural  bowling,  under  the 
supervision  of  her  assistant  coach 
Beth  Mitchell.  She  bowls  an

average  of  three  games  and  eats  a 
healthy  lunch  consisting  of  a  tuna 
sandwich,  grapes,  chips,  and  a  soda. 
She  comes  back  to  the  college  at  2:00 
p.m.  to  prepare  for  the  game  which 
begins  three  hours  later. 

At  two  she  usually  gets  her 
uniform  on  and  gets  a  ball  a  dribble 
it  around,  but  on  this  day  the 
baseball  team  is  occupying  the  gym 
so  she  just  talks  to  her  friend  and 
teammate  Catherine  Hull.  They  go 
over  game  strategy  and  pray 
together  before  the  game. 

3:30,  she  starts  shooting,  a  whole 
hour  and  a  half  before  the  game, 
and  she  keeps  practicing  her  shot 
for  a  whole  hour. 

4:30,  Teri  and  the  team  go  to  a 
team  meeting  in  Coach  Earl  Reed's 
office.  Teri  says  that  they,  "talk 
about  how  we  are  going  to  win,  and 
what  we  have  to  do  to  get  a  win 
tonight."  Then  the  whole  team 
gathers  for  a  team  prayer  usually 
given  by  Reed. 


Teri  does  some  strange  rituals 
before  the  game  that  the  crowd 
notices: 

She  puts  one  Nike®  wristband  on 
her  right  arm.  She  and  Hull  both 
wear  one  white  sock  on  the  left  leg 
and  a  black  one  on  the  right,  and 
both  players  wear  matching  Air 
Jordan's®.  Tammy  Smith  and  Hill 
do  a  usual  ritual  dining  the  national 
anthem,  they  cross  their  legs  and 
then  uncross  them  in  the  middle  of 
the  song.  Hill  says,  "I  have  to  do 
that  stuff,  if  I  don't  I  will  not  feel 
good  about  the  game." 

When  the  announcer  says  her 
name  during  the  starting  lineups, 
she  and  Hull  do  a  little  dance  which 
resembles  the  "Hokie  Pokie".  Right 
before  the  game  she  finishes  her 
preparations  by  jumping  five  times 
as  high  as  she  can.

Airlift  to  Cadaver  lab

Remember  all  the 
way  back  to  before 
the  Frogs  replaced 
Spuds  McKenzie? 


While  students  enjoyed 

their  day  off  on  President's 
Day,  large  equipment  was 
hauled  by  helicopter  onto 
the  roof  of  the  IC  building. 

The  equipment  was  part 
of  the  ventilation  system  for 
the  new  cadaver  and 
chemistry  labs. 

The  labs  will  require 
their  own  ventilation  and 
heating  system. 

The  ventilation  system 
for  the  labs  is  a  necessity  to 
prevent  the  odor  of  the 
cadavers  from  escaping  into 
the  halls  and  striking  an 
unsuspecting  student. 

"The  whole  idea  of  the 
labs  is  to  prevent  any 
possibility  of  air  escaping 
from  the  labs  into  the 
college,"  David  Malek, 
Acting  Dean  of  Natural 
Sciences,  said. 

The  labs  will  still  use  the 
college's  hot  and  cold  water 
supply,  but  that' s  all  they'll 
use.  The  labs  will  have  a 
totally  separate  air  supply. 

"There's  no  possibility  of 
any  air  from  those  labs  from 
ever  mixing  with  the  college 
air,  it's  our  own  air  system," 
Malek  said. 

According  to  Malek,  the 
air  will  also  be  evacuated 
out  without  ever  touching 
the  college  air. 

The  possibility  of  air 
escaping  when  the  lab  door 
opens  is  impossible  due  to 


the  negative  pressure  in  the 
room.  Air  can  only  move  in, 
and  not  out. 

"There  are  little  air  boxes 
outside  each  door  that  draw 
air  from  the  hallways,  it's 
called  make-up  air.  That 
make-up  air  is  what  is 
equalizing  the  pressure  in 
the  labs,  otherwise 
everything  goes  down  the 
ventilation  chutes,"  Malek 


|  said. 

.To  further  isolate  the 
|  labs,  air  locks  will  be 
1  installed. 

It  is  very  important  to 
|  prevent  the  odor  from  the 
1  cadaver  labs  from  escaping 
|  because  the  smell  is 
|  extremely  noticeable. 

According  to  Malek, 

I  even  if  a  few  molecules 
I  escape,  people  passing  by 


the  labs  will  be  able  to 
detect  it. 

By  circulating  the  air 
every  minute,  the  chance  of 
the  odor  escaping  is 
extremely  minimal. 

The  cadavers  are  due  to 
arrive  next  fall  and  will  be 
pre-dissected.  The  students 
who  make  use  of  the  lab 
will  basically  observe  the 
bodies. 


Native  American  ritual  performed 
in  class  strikes  nerve  with  professor 
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Jill  Leahy

Following  a  Native  American  ritual 
during  class  in  which  students  were 
allegedly  forced  to  participate,  Charles 
Ellenbaum,  Professor  of  Anthropology 
and  Religious  Studies  is  upset. 

The  class  in  question  was  part  of 
the  Native  American  study  courses 
offered  as  an  Interdisciplinary  Studies 
and  Special  Projects  class. 

The  class  participated  in  a 
"smudging  ceremony",  a  Native 
American  religious  ritual. 

"Smudging  involves  a  pot  with 
pine  needles  and  perhaps  other 
materials.  It's  part  of  a  Native 
American  religious  ceremony  to 
envoke  spiritual  forces,"  Ellenbaum 


“1  don’t  think  we  should  ask 
people  to  violate  their 
conscience,  not  at  this  level,”

said. 

According  to  Ellenbaum,  several 
students  of  the  class  approached  him 
and  expressed  their  concerns 
surrounding  the  ritual.  They  felt  that 
they  were  forced  to  participate  in  the 
ritual,  and  if  they  declined,  they  felt 
their  grade  would  eventually  suffer. 

"One  student  said  that  she  was 
ridiculed  when  she  refused  to 
participate  in  the  smudging,  and  that 
she  did  not  believe  that  it  envoked 


good  spirits  and  drove  away  bad 
spirits,"  Ellenbaum  said. 

Ellenbaum  stated  that  the  ritual 
performed  in  the  class  was  equivalent 
to  forcing  his  students  to  participate  in 
a  Christian  ceremony. 

"It  is  an  equivalent  worship  act," 
Ellenbaum  said. 

According  to  Ellenbaum,  professors 
and  students  have  an  unequal  power

basis,  and  if  the  student  feels  his  or 
her  grade  is  at  stake,  he  or  she  might 
feel  intimidated  and  may  feel  forced 
to  participate. 

"  I  can  tell  my  peers  (colleagues) 
that  you  don't  have  to  do  this.  When 
you  tell  a  student,  they  may  not  trust 
that  their  grade  is  not  going  to  be 
affected  or  may  not  believe  they  can 
say  no;  you  really  don't  want  to  put 
them  in  a  position  where  you're 
asking  them  to  violate  their 
conscience.  They  may  say  yes,  go 
along  with  the  ceremony  and  not  like 
it,  but  truly  believe  that  they  had  no 
choice  even  though  you  said  you 
don't  have  to  do  this,"  Ellenbaum 
said. 

Over  the  course  of  several 
quarters,  about  3  or  4  students 
approached  Ellenbaum  concerning 
the  ritual.  According  to  Ellenbaum, 
none  of  the  students  wanted  to 
confront  the  instructor. 

"I  brought  them  up  to  the 
administration,  introduced  them  to 
the  administrators  in  my  division 
(Liberal  Arts)  and  then  helped  them 
set  up  an  appointment.  I  had  them 
carry  it  on  from  there,"  Ellenbaum 
said. 

Ellenbaum  took  action  by 
contacting  several  college  officials,  as 
a  result  of  student  complaints  to  him. 
He  was  concerned  about  the 
ceremony  violating  the  student' s 
First  Amendment  rights. 

"I  talked  to  my  dean  and  also  the 
Vice  President,  Walt  Packard,  that  it 
was  a  violation  of  the  law.  I  also 
talked  to  the  ACLU  and  the 
Rutherford  Foundation  to  find  out 
their  view,  what  the  law  is,  what 
recourse  students  have  and  whether 
this  infringes  the  students'  First 
Amendment  rights,"  Ellenbaum  said. 

The  informal  response  that 
Ellenbaum  received  from  the  various 
sources  he  contacted  was  that  they 
needed  student  complaints. 


"Students  are  rarely  willing  to 
sign  a  complaint  and  come  forward 
about  anything.  I  think  that  shows 
the  inherent  unequal  power  balance," 
Ellenbaum  said. 

According  to  Ellenbaum,  the 
classes  should  demonstrate  rituals 
and  not  include  a  participatory 
demonstration. 

"There  were  students  in  my  class 
that  complained,  particularly  in  the 
religion  classes,  and  I  would  inform 
them  why  we  don't  practice  religion 
in  class.  There  may  be  some 
demonstrations  by  me  that  they 
watch.  It's  a  study  of,  not  a 
participation  class,"  Ellenbaum 
said. 

In  addition  to  the  class  rituals, 
Ellenbaum  detects  a  potential  conflict 
of  church  and  state  in  certain  college 
ceremonies. 

"We  had  a  prairie  dedication  a 
year  or  two  ago  and  we  had  a 
blessing  by  a  Native  American 
religious  figure.  Since  we  don't  allow 
other  groups  to  do  this,  how  come 
some  groups  are,  in  my  mind,  able  to 
violate  the  law.  If  students  can't  run 
an  official  college  function,  college¬ 
wide  such  as  graduation,  with  a 
prayer,  whether  it  be  Christian, 
Jewish,  Muslim,Buddhist  or  Hindu, 
then  how  come  we  can  have  a  Native 
American  blessing  at  the  prairie 
dedication.  That  bothers  me," 
Ellenbaum  said. 

Ellenbaum  believes  that  the 
separation  of  church  and  state  should 
be  applied  to  everyone  equally.  All  of 
the  religions  should  be  treated  the 
same. 

As  of  now,  Ellenbaum  has  not 
expressed  his  views  towards  the 
instructors  in  question,  but  he  said 
they  should  at  least  be  aware  of  the 
;  situation. 

"A  lot  of  people  do  harm  without 
i  really  realizing  it,  and  when  they 
know  what  they're  supposed  to  do, 
the  best  thing  is  to  correct  it  as 
quickly  as  possible,"  Ellenbaum  said.

According  to  Carroll,  in  order  for 
the  student  assistant  to  obtain  the 
discount,  they  have  to  bring  their 
schedule  into  Human  Resources  and 
it  will  be  stamped  with  a  special 
stamp  provided  by  the  bookstore. 

"The  student  assistants  can  only 
purchase  the  books  on  their  schedule. 
If  they  change  classes  and  register  for 
some  more  classes,  all  they  have  to  do 
is  attach  that  new  schedule  to  the 
schedule  that  was  stamped,"  Carroll 
said. 

In  addition  to  the  discount  on 
books,  the  student  assistants  are  able 
to  purchase  all  bookstore 
merchandise  at  a  10%  discount.

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College  departments  speak  out  about 

degree  requirement  recommendations

The  Instructional  Committee  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  met  on  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  direction 
of  the  recommendation  to  change  the  current 
degree  requirements. 

The  meeting  was  open  to  everybody,  and  the 
public  was  allowed  to  express  their  ideas  before  the 
committee. 

"We  will  discuss  not  so  much  the  procedures, 
but  where  we  will  take  this  recommendation  and 
what  we  hope  will  come  from  it,"  Laurie  Mattas, 
Chairperson  of  the  Instructional  Committee. 

The  recommendation  was  to  reduce  the  number 
of  required  credits  for  field  study,  188,  288  courses, 
and  to  remove  the  Contemporary  Life  Skills 
category  all  together. 

The  problem  with  the  Contemporary  Life  Skills 
category  is  the  definition  is  too  vague,  and  it 
currently  houses  29  courses  under  it's  name. 

The  recommendations  are  being  made  for  the 
degree-seeking  students,  so  they  can  transfer  with 
as  little  trouble  as  possible. 

To  form  a  more  effective  compatibility  with  the 
IAI  (Illinois  Articulation  Initiative),  the  committee 
felt  that  changes  needed  to  take  place. 

The  Committee  is  preparing  to  present  the 
recommendation  to  the  Faculty  Senate. 

Many  people  attended  the  meeting,  in  addition 
to  the  committee  members,  to  convey  their  ideas  to 
the  group  and  state  how  the  change  in  degree 
requirements  will  eventually  affect  their 
department. 

Ron  Schiesz,  Associate  Dean  for  the  Alternative 
Learning  Programs  informed  the  committee  about 


how  the  198  classes  would  be  affected  as  a  result  of 
the  degree  requirements.  The  classes  would  no 
longer  fall  in  the  general  education  requirements, 
and  Schiesz  felt  that  that  would  have  an  impact  on 
graduation. 

"We  get  a  number  of  students  that  have 
previously  attended  other  colleges  and  universities 
on  a  semester  system,  and  as  a  consequence  they 
come  typically  a  credit  hour  or  two  short  in  the 
category  of  general  education  requirements,"  Sciesz 
said. 

During  the  meeting,  many  representatives  from 
the  Physical  Education  department  spoke  out 
concerning  the  removal  of  the  Contemporary  Life 
Skills  category. 


Since  many  of  the  PE  classes  fall  under  this 
particular  category,  they  felt  that  students  would 
not  receive  the  proper  physical  education  in  order 
to  live  a  healthy  life. 

The  PE  staff  was  upset  because  they  feel  they 
were  improperly  informed  about  the  changes  and 
that  it  concerns  them  a  great  deal. 

"I  guess  that  part  of  our  concern  was  that  we 
had  very  little  idea  that  was  coming  about,  and  we 
feel  it  will  impact  our  area  considerably,"  Bill 
Pehrson,  Professor  of  Physical  Education,  said. 

The  Instructional  Committee  is  still  working  on 
the  recommendations  and  hopes  to  come  before  the 
Faculty  Senate  with  a  recomandation  that  would  be 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  college.

Defending  COD’s  apathy 


In  his  Feb.  12  article.  Daily 
Herald  staff  writer  Matthew 
Nickerson  wrote  that,  "[COD 
students]  are  too  busy  with 
studies  and  jobs,  and  feel  too 
disconnected  from  the 
community  college,  to  pay 
attention  to  their  student 
leaders." 

While  this  may  be  true  of 
this  particular  institution,  it  is 
representative  of  a  larger 
problem,  one  that  questions 
the  involvement  of  the  entire 
nation. 

COD's  last  Student 
Government  election  yielded  a 
favorable  1.6%  of  the  student 
body  voter  turnout,  a 
percentage  that  has  not  been 
that  high  in  five  years. 
However,  the  1996 
Presidential  election  only 
boasted  a  49%  turnout  of  the 
voting  age  population, 
according  to  the  Federal 
Election  Commission. 

While  the  general  lack  of 
student  interest  in  college 


activities  is  definitely  an 
important  issue,  it  cannot  be 
the  sole  explanation  for  all  of 
the  problems. 

The  fact  remains  that  there 
is  a  national  apathetic 
problem,  which  affects  the 
student  participation  on  a 
greater  scale. 

If  such  an  important  and 
widely-publicized  election  as 
the  Nation's  Presidential 
election  can  only  expect  to 
receive  less  than  half  of  the 
registered  voters' 
involvement,  how  can  a 
relatively  small  and 
unadvertised  election  hope  to 
compare. 

The  blame  for  this  apathy 
needs  to  be  placed  on  a  larger 
group  than  just  students. 
Americans  are  generally 
apathetic  as  a  nation,  and  take 
their  democratic  privilege  for 
granted. 

If  Mr.  Nickerson  wants  to 
point  out  the  lack  of 
involvement  at  COD,  students 


have  given  him  enough  hard 
evidence  to  prove  his  point. 
But  he  needs  to  remember  to 
compare  these  statistics  to  the 
larger-scale  elections,  which 
do  not  receive  the  turnout  that 
they  should  either. 

Democracy  is  a  privilege, 
not  a  right.  If  it  is  not 
recognized  and  appreciated  as 


such  it  could  be  lost.  That  is 
the  main  point,  regarding  any 
election. 

Perhaps  suggestions  on 
how  the  Student  Government 
could  get  more  student 
involvement  would  be  more 
productive  than  critism  for  the 
sake  of  just  something  to 
write.

Gambling 
With  Defense 

Amid  the  growing  possibility  of 
United  States  military  action  in  the 
Persian  Gulf,  it  seems  an  opportune 
time  to  review  the  present  state  of  our 
Armed  Forces  and  our  policy  toward 
Iraq.  Since  the  1991  Gulf  War,  the 
face  of  our  military  has  greatly 
changed,  while  the  face  of  leadership 
in  Iraq  remains  very  much  the  same. 
While  Saddam  Hussein  and  his 
Republican  Guard,  largely  unaffected 
by  seven  years  of  sanctions,  remain  in 
control  in  this  Middle  East  nation,  the 
U.S.  military  has  become  smaller  and, 
some  would  say,  is  less  prepared  for 
combat.  Now,  as  the  threat  of  conflict 
rises  again,  we  must  address  how  our 
most  recent  military  decisions  impact 
the  present  and  even  the  future. 

While  it's  true  that  in  the  wake  of 
the  Cold  War  we  no  longer  face  the 
possibility  of  a  massive  armored 
invasion  of  Western  Europe,  we  still 
need  a  strong  military  to  protect  our 
borders  and  vital  interests  in  this 
fragmented  international 
environment  that  offers  perilous 
uncertainty  rather  than  a  single, 
defined  enemy.  In  addition,  we 
continue  to  send  our  troops  on 
peacekeeping  and  humanitarian 
missions  throughout  the  world, 
further  diluting  the  strength  of  our 
forcers,  and  potentially  risking  the 
lives  of  our  brave  men  and  women  in 
uniform,  should  fighting  break  out  in 
Iraq  or  anywhere  else  in  the  world. 

Iraq's  refusal  to  allow  United 
Nations  weapons  inspectors  into 
"presidential  sites"  defies  the  will  of 
the  international  community  and 
poses  the  greatest  threat  of  sustained 
U.S.  military  action  since  the  Gulf 
War.  The  U.N.  suspects  that  Iraq 
may  possess  up  to  130  tons  of 
chemical  weapons  agents  and 
thousands  of  tons  of  hte  chemicals 
needed  to  produce  additional 
weapons  on  these  sites.  In  addition, 
there  are  untold  amounts  of 
biological  weapons  agents,  including 
anthrax  and  botulinum  toxin  that 
remain  unaccounted  for  by  weapon 
inspectors,  as  well  as  a  number  of 
missiles  and  warheads.  The 
possibility  of  these  weapons  imperils 
our  allies  in  the  Gulf  region. 

I  am  hopeful  that  a  diplomatic 
solution  can  be  achieved  before  the 
use  of  force  is  needed  in  the  Middle 
East,  but  I  am  confident  that  our 
military  remains  strong  enough  to 
defeat  Saddam  Hussein  and  Iraq 
should  military  action  become 
necessary.  However,  should  the 
reductions  in  military  funding 
continue,  this  might  not  be  case  in  the 
future.  It  is  not  a  coincidence  that 
there  have  been  no  world  wars  and 
few  major  U.S.  wars  since  America's 
emergence  as  a  global  power.  The 
lesson  of  the  past  50  years  is  clear,  the 
best  way  to  keep  the  U.S.  out  of  costly 
major  wars,  is  to  remain  this  global 
power. 

Both  houses  of  Congress  will  soon 
consider  a  resolution  to  express  our 
sense  of  appropriate  action  in  the 
Persian  Gulf.  Surely  this  resolution  is 
a  reminder  that  as  we  evaluate 
budgetary  decisions  for  the 
upcoming  year,  we  must  always 
insure  the  strength  of  our  military, 
the  protection  of  our  citizens,  and 
continued  leadership  in  the  world 
community.

Taking  Care  of  All  Our  Children 


I  am  a  working  mother. 

Although  my  son  is  in  college 
now,  I  can  still  recall  searching  for 
high-quality,  affordable  child  care  to 
watch  over  him  while  I  was 
working.  Many  families  still  face 
that  dilemma  today. 

Last  October,  I  participated  in  the 
White  House  Conference  on  Child 
Care.  I  spoke  with  the  President, 
and  some  of  the  concerns  that  I  had 
faced  years  ago  as  a  working  mother 
trying  to  locate  high-caliber  child 
care  at  a  reasonable  price. 

By  January,  the  President  had 
formed  a  plan,  which  he  shared 
with  me  at  a  meeting  in  the  White 
House.  I  was  impressed  with  his 
quick  response,  and  as  I  learned 
more  details  about  his  proposal,  I 
became  even  more  enthusiastic. 
Later  that  day,  I  proudly  stood 
behind  him,  literally  and 
figuratively,  as  he  introduced  the 
initiative.  I  whole-heartedly 
support  the  plan  to  expand  access  to 
child  care,  while  raising  the  quality 
of  care  in  cleaner  safer  facilities. 

The  initiative  has  four  primary 
elements.  As  described  by  the 
President  it: 

1)  Doubles  the  number  of 
children  receiving  child  care 


subsidies  to  more  than  two  million 
by  the  2003  by  increasing  funding 
for  the  Child  Care  and  Development 
Block  Grant  program. 

2)  Increases  tax  credits  for  three 
million  working  families  to  help 
them  pay  for  child  care.  This 
proposal  also  includes  a  new  tax 
credit  for  businesses  that  offer  child 
care  to  their  employees. 

3)  Provides  after-school  care  for 
up  to  half  a  million  children  per 
year  by  expanding  the  21st  Century 
Community  Learning  Center 
program. 

4)  Improves  child  care  safety  and 
quality  and  enhances  early 
childhood  development  by 
establishing  a  new  Early  Learning 
Fund  as  well  as  supporting 
enforcement  of  state  child  care 
health  and  safety  standards, 
providing  scholarships  to  up  to 
50,000  child  care  provides  per  year, 
and  investigating  in  research  and 
consumer  education. 

Individually,  any  one  of  these 
proposals  is  a  good  start.  Together, 
these  proposals  create  an  initiative 
that  will  make  a  real  difference. 

As  part  of  the  President's 
balanced  budget  proposal,  the  child 
care  initiatives  would  amount  to  the 


single  largest  national  commitment 
to  child  care  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States.  The  fiscally 
responsible  proposal  would  provide 
$21.7  billion  over  five  years  in  new 
spending  and  tax  incentives. 

I  plan  to  work  with  President 
Clinton  and  my  colleagues  in  the 
Senate  to  make  sure  that  this 
program  gets  funding.  The  work  of 
our  government  is  to  create 
partnerships  with  the  public  and 
private  sectors  in  order  to  achieve  a 
healthy,  happy  society.  I  will  fight 
for  this  initiative  incorporating  a 
major  investment  of  talent  and 
resources  to  overcome  the  lack  of 
safe,  affordable  child  care  in  this 
country. 

President  Lincoln  once  said, 
"Children  are  people  who  are  going 
to  carry  on  what  you  have  started. 
They  are  going  to  sit  where  you  are 
sitting,  and  when  you  are  gone, 
attend  those  things  which  you  think 
are  important." 

Right  now  is  the  time  to  attend  to 
the  most  important  thing  of  all,  our 
children.

80s  hours.  High  schools  celebrate  80s-themed  days.  The  80s 
will  not  leave.  And  the  Rubic's  Cube  still  stumps  me.

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Forum  to  discuss  racial  inequality

A  forum  discussing  racial 
issues  will  be  held  next  week  as  part 
of  the  National  Issues  Forum  series. 

"Remedies  for  Racial 
Inequality:  Why  Progress  Has  Stalled, 
What  Should  Be  Done"  addresses  the 
concern  that  the  racial  debate  has 
changed  since  the  1960s. 

According  to  NIF  literature, 
the  debate  over  racial  justice  is 
unfocused.  Because  of  this,  it  is  more 
difficult  to  find  appropriate  remedies 
for  racial  inequality. 

"The  forum  makes  it  easier  for 
people  within  the  discussion  to  come 
to  some  common  ground  for  action," 
said  Sadie  Flucas,  associate  dean. 

About  5000  National  Issues 
Forums  are  held  throughout  the 
nation.  This  will  be  the  second  time 
the  racial  inequality  forum  will  be 
held  at  the  college. 


Flucas  described  the 
discussion  as  "structured 
deliberation."  Those  attending  NIF 
discussions  will  choose  from  three 
distinct  solutions  to  the  problem  of 
racial  inequality.  Flucas  said 
moderators  will  then  examine  what 
motivates  a  person  to  choose  a  certain 
solution. 

"People  have  to  think  through 
why  they  feel  this  way,  and  what  is 
driving  their  choices,"  said  Flucas. 

Participants  are  asked  to  fill 


out  a  ballot  before  and  after  the 
deliberation,  both  asking  the  same 
questions.  The  ballots  are  designed  to 
measure  the  changes  in  participant 
opinion  after  attending  the  discussion. 

"(The  forum)  opens  your 
mind  up  where  you  can  actually  hear 
what  other  people  have  to  say,"  said 
Flucas. 

The  forum  will  be  held  on 
Monday  from  11:00  am  to  1:00  pm  in 
SRC  1024A.

On  Tuesday,  the  annual 
Poolology  101  tournament, 
hosted  by  billiards  legend 
Jack  White  began,  drawing 
over  100  contestants  on  the 
first  day  of  preliminary 
competition. 

The  winners  of  the  early 
rounds  advanced  to  the 
finals,  held  on  Thursday.  The 
men's  and  women's 
champions  were  then 
recipients  of  a  dubious  honor, 
a  chance  to  play  the  master 
himself. 

Harbaksh  Chhatwal,  the 
defending  champion  for  two 
years  running  has  a  unique 
insight  on  this  "prize." 
"Nobody  can  beat  Jack,"  he 
said,  "he's  just  too  good." 

White  is  the  first  person  to 
acknowledge  Chhatwal's 
observation,  "It's  true," 

White  responded  during  the 
opening  day  of  competition. 

Jack  White  could  be 
described  as  the  Michael 
Jordan  or  Wayne  Gretzky  of 
pool,  and  he  possesses  a 
compelling  blend  of  class  and 
bravado  earned  by  his  58 
years  of  success  in 
competition. 

The  respect  he  has  earned 
over  the  years  has  led  him 
into  a  yearly  college  tour, 
where  he  leads  tourneys  and 
passes  his  knowledge  of 
billiards  to  new  generations 
of  players.  Many  of  which 


have  gone  on  to  excel  in 
national  competition.  This 
year  alone,  White  will  visit 
118  colleges  in  37  states;  but 
l  COD  holds  a  special  place  in 
his  heart. 

"I  love  COD  because 
nobody  ever  graduates,"  he 
laughed,  "but  seriously,  the 
kids  are  friendly  and  they 
!  care  about  me." 

Each  Poolology  101 
contestant  receives  a 
nickname,  a  throwback  to  the 
days  when  White  known  as 
|  "Pittsburgh  Jack"  or 
"Candyman."  In  that 
tradition,  this  year's 
tournament  featured  fierce 
competition  by  the  likes  of 
"Dork,"  "Suave"  and  "Stone 
f  Fox." 

Pool  is  more  than  just  a 
■  game  to  White,  "It's  a  great 
|  way  to  meet  people,  and  I 
|  love  people." 

And  the  game  has  been 
;  very  good  to  him.  Over  his 
I  career,  he  has  made  countless 
l  television  appearances, 
visited  over  100  countries, 

I  entertained  US  servicemen 
I  and  received  honorary 
degrees  from  a  number  of 
prestigious  universities 
including  Notre  Dame,  where 
he  was  given  an 
unprecedented  "Doctor  of 
Poolology." 

Perhaps  the  most 
.  impressive  incident  of  his 
I  career,  however,  came  in  the 
'60s  when  he  visited  the 
White  House  to  play 
President  Lyndon  Johnson. 
Did  White  win?  "No,"  he 
i  said,  "the  secret  service  was 
|  there  and  I  wanted  to  make  it

Last  week,  the  European  Heritage 
Committee  sponsored  a  Venetian 
mask  building  competition  as  part  of 
the  organization's  focus  on  Italian 
culture.

Although  similar  celebrations  are 
held  throughout  Italy,  these  carnivals 
are  uniquely  Venetian.  Carnivals  such 
as  these  date  back  to  medieval  times, 
and  are  still  an  important  part  of  the 
I  region's  culture. 

In  recognition  of  their  efforts,  the 
three  winners  of  the  mask  building 
competition  were  awarded  gift 
certificates  to  the  bookstore,  ranging 
from  $75  to  $25,  and  admission  into  a 
Venetian  dinner  held  last  Tuesday.

recognition.  White  was  a 
notorious  hustler  for  20  years, 
beating  champions  around 
the  country  in  high-stakes 
games. 

He  estimates  that  he  made 
"more  money  than  the 
president,"  but  he  quit 
hustling  for  two  reasons.

Conference  Champs 

Women’s  team  goes  10-0  in  conference  play

The  College  of  DuPage  women's  basketball 
team  is  blowing  away  the  competition  in  the 
NI4C  Conference,  going  9-0  versus  their  rivals. 

On  Saturday,  February  14,  the  Lady  Chaps 
traveled  to  South  Suburban  for  a  non¬ 
conference  match  up. 

The  Chaps  did  not  come  out  with  the  same 
intensity  that  they  usually  do.  Only  scoring 
seventeen  points  in  the  first  half,  while 
allowing  South  Suburban  score  twenty  was 
very  unusual  for  the  Chaparrals.  That  score 
did  not  sit  well  with  Head  Coach  Earl  Reed. 

Reed  gathered  up  his  women  at  halftime 
and  had  a  good  talk  with  them.  The  talk  did 
not  inspired  the  Lady  Chaps,  they  scored  29 
points  in  the  half,  which  was  an  improvement, 
but  allowed  South  Suburban  to  score  41  points. 
COD  usually  only  gives  up  41  points  per 
game,  but  they  succumbed  to  South  Suburban 
61-46. 

Catherine  Hull  scored  sixteen  points  off  the 
bench  and  also  grabbed  a  team-high  twelve 
rebounds.  Hull  was  the  only  bright  spot  in  the 
loss  which  snapped  COD'S  twelve  game 
winning  streak. 

"Nobody  on  our  team  played  well,  we  had  a 
horrible  game  at  South  Suburban/'  said  Coach  I 
Reed. 

After  the  bad  Valentine's  Day  game,  the 
Chaparrals  looked  to  back  back  against 
conference  rival,  Joliet.  The  game  was  the  last 
in  conference  and  the  last  regular  season  road  | 
contest.  The  packed  crowd  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  could  tell  that  there  was  no  love  lost  p 
between  these  two  teams.  COD  handily 
defeated  Joliet  when  the  teams  met  earlier  in 
the  season.  Tempers  flared  and  Joliet  took 
umbrage  to  COD'S  physical  play  and  a  melee  | 
almost  broke  out. 

The  referees  in  Tuesday's  contest  knew  of 
that  game  and  would  not  let  that  happen 
again.  The  game  started  very  competitively 
with  COD  and  Joliet  trading  baskets  every 
time  down  the  court.  Guard  Melanie  Fisher 
hit  the  ground  hard  in  the  middle  of  the  first 
half  and  was  sidelined  the  rest  of  the  half  with 
a  hip  pointer. 

Controversy  arose  when  the  referees  made  | 
an  unfavorable  call.  The  Joliet  fans  were 
adamant  and  let  the  referees  hear  about  it.  § 
From  that  point  on,  Joliet's  coach  had  a  word 
for  the  referees  every  time  they  came  down  the  |

court.  The  referees  got  tired  of  hearing  the 
coach's  mouth  so  he  gave  him  a  technical  foul. 

The  Chaps  really  seized  the  momentum  at 
that  time  and  never  looked  back,  taking  the 
lead  at  halftime  by  the  score  of  31-21.  Coach 
Reed  warned  COD  of  a  letdown  at  the  halftime 
chat  and  they  did  not  disappoint.  The  team 
came  out  firing  and  put  Joliet  down  by  twenty 
at  one  point.  They  held  on  to  the  lead  and 
improved  their  conference  record  to  a  perfect 
10-0.  The  score  was  67-53. 

Tammy  Smith  scored  eighteen  points  and 
made  four  three  pointers.  Jodie  Kammes 
scored  sixteen  points  and  Tina  Cicero  had  a 
good  game  with  ten  points. 

The  win  gave  the  Chaps  a  21-6  record  and 
the  team  is  ranked  fifth  in  the  nation.  They 
will  play  their  last  game  on  Saturday,  Feb.  21 
versus  Morton  College.  The  game  will  be  here 
at  the  PE  Arena  at  5:00  pm.  On  Feb.  28  the 
Chaps  will  face  the  winner  of  the  Joliet/Rock 
Valley  game  on  Tuesday.  The  game  will  be  for 
a  trip  to  the  Regional  championship.  The 
winner  of  the  Regional  Championship  will  go 
on  to  play  in  the  National  Championships.

Though  the  1997-1998  men's 
basketball  season  has  been  up  and 
down  for  the  College  of  DuPage 
team,  one  component  has  remained 
consistent,  team  manager  Dionti 
Green. 

As  the  team  manager  Green 
performs  all  of  the  intangibles  that 
we  so  often  neglect  to  recognize. 
Everyday  he  arrives  long  before 
practice  begins  to  put  the  balls  out 
for  players  and  to  set  up  the  game 
clock  the  team  uses  during  practice. 

Afterwards,  Green  dismantles  the 
clock,  collects  all  unattended  balls, 
and  helps  out  with  the  laundry. 
Green  can  be  seen  at  every  game 
fulfilling  one  of  his  many 
obligations.  If  he  is  not  on  the  bench 
dishing  out  towels  and  water,  he 
stands  high  above  the  crowd 
videotaping  the  two  teams  in  action.

Courier:  Is  that  the  reason  you 
decided  to  manage  the  men's 
basketball  team  this  season? 

Dionti:  No,  actually  1  tried  out  for 
the  team  and  did  not  make  it.  I 
decided  to  manage  since  I  enjoy 
being  around  the  game  so  much. 

Courier:  Were  you  disappointed 
when  you  were  not  asked  to  be  a 
member  of  the  team? 

Dionti:  At  first  everyone  is 
disappointed,  but  I  realized  that 
Coach  (Klaas)  made  the  correct 
decision.  I  was  not  focused  and  did 
not  work  hard  during  the  summer. 


Thus,  I  came  into  tryouts  out-of- 
shape. 

Courier:  If  you  had  put  the  time 
in  over  the  summer,  do  you  believe 
you  would  presently  be  a  member 
of  the  basketball  team? 

Dionti:  I  cannot  say  that  for  sure, 
but  I  know  that  during  tryouts  I  was 
fat,  did  not  play  much  defense,  and 
shot  bad  throughout.  I  do  not  know 
if  I  would  have  made  it,  but  things 
would  be  different. 

Courier:  Turning  the  focus  to  the 
season,  have  you  enjoyed  the  1997- 
98  basketball  campaign? 

Dionti:  Most  definitely.  I  wish 
the  early  part  of  the  season  had 
brought  more  victories,  but  it  did 
not.  I  have  had  a  lot  of  fun  in  the 
locker  room,  in  restaurants,  and  in 
the  hotel  (during  the  Christmas 
Tournament),  but  most  of  all  doing 
my  job  and  hearing  "Thank  you" 

Courier:  What  was  the  most 
memorable  game  of  the  year? 

Dionti:  Two  games  stick  out  in 
my  mind.  The  first  one  was 
Tuesday  night's  game  versus  Joliet. 
The  game  went  down  to  the  wire 
and  was  decided  by  a  blocked  shot 
with  fifteen  seconds  left.  Tuesday' s 
win  was  very  important  because 
Joliet  is  the  same  team  COD  opens 
against  in  the  conference 
tournament  on  Friday  night. 

Courier:  The  other  game? 

Dionti:  The  other  game  was 
against  Division  I  nationally  ranked 


powerhouse  Highland.  The  team 
played  extremely  hard  and  could 
have  won  if  they  made  better 
decisions  down  the  stretch,  but  the 
overall  performance  made  me 
proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  team. 

Courier:  Earlier  you  mentioned 
that  you  wished  the  earlier  part  of 
the  season  went  better.  Can  you 
elaborate? 

Dionti:  For  two  or  three  months 
the  team  was  separated  for  various 
different  reasons.  Then  we  started 
|  losing  people  to  academics  and 
injuries.  People  quit  because  they 
were  selfish  and  many  other  things. 
Just  when  it  seemed  like  we  were 
going  to  drown,  Shane  Miller  threw 
I  us  a  like  jacket  with  his  name  on  it 
and  we  began  to  wi  n.

Besides  the  massages  and  the  free 
food,  the  8th  annual  Wellness  Fair 
attracted  many  spectators  with  vital 
information  about  health  and  well¬ 
being  on  Wednesday  in  the  SRC. 

The  presenters  at  the  fair  ranged 
from  all  points  of  the  health  spectrum. 
Doctors,  chiropractors,  and  dentists 
presented  along  with  representatives 
from  Overeaters- Anonymous, 
M.A.D.D.  and  Edwards  Hospital. 

Free  massages  and 

electromyographs  were  offered  along 
with  cholesterol  testing. 

Edwards  Hospital  prepared  a 
hypothetical  stress  scale  with  blocks 
representing  a  specific  stressful 
situation.  When  people  can  see  how 
their  daily  stress  can  tip  the  scale, 
they  will  hopefully  take  action. 

"It's  important  to  try  to  balance 
stress  and  do  more  things  that  relax 
you,"  Catherine  Page,  a  representative 
from  Edwards  Hospital  Health 
Services,  said. 

The  EhiPage  Mothers  Against 
Drunk  Driving  (M.A.D.D.) 
spokesperson,  Betsy  Carlson, 
displayed  pictures  of  her  crushed  car 
from  when  she  was  hit  by  a  drunk 
driver  nearly  twenty  years  ago. 

After  one  and  a  half  months  in  a 
coma  and  approximately  thirty 
operations,  Carlson  is  slowly 
recovering  and  actively  advocates  the 
M.A.D.D  campaign. 

Among  the  many  displays  at  the 
fair,  "The  Clothesline  Project"  stood 
out  for  its  unusual  expression  of  a 
powerful  message. 

The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to 
educate  the  public  about  violence 
against  women,  and  show  how  it 
happens  to  real  people. 

Across  two  clotheslines  hung  about 
50  t-shirts  painted  with  words  and 
pictures  depicting  anger,  hate  and

j  Victims  of  violence  write  their 
|  message  on  a  t-shirt  that  is  color 
|  coded  depending  on  the  type  of  abuse 
i  they've  endured. 

The  t-shirts  were  imprinted  with 
|  shocking  messages  such  as  "I  hate  you 
I  because  you  took  away  a  childhood  I 
|  never  should  have  lost"  and  "hell  is 
|  no  good  for  an  abuser."  Also,  there 
|  were  some  positive  messages  such  as 
|  "free  at  last",  "I  will  survive"  and 
I  "unleash  yourself". 

The  project  allows  the  victims  to 
I  vent  their  feelings  and  let  others  know 


they  are  not  alone. 

A  portion  of  the  AIDS  quilt  was 
displayed.  Each  square  depicted  the 
victims  of  the  deadly  virus  and 
portrayed  a  positive  message. 

Every  table  in  one  way  or  another 
promoted  a  certain  aspect  of  health 
maintenance.  By  stressing 
preventative  care  and  awareness,  the 
chance  of  living  a  healthy  and  long  life 
greatly  increases. 

"I  think  this  is  the  best  Wellness 
Fair  we've  had,"  Val  Burke, 
Coordinator  of  Health  and  Special 
Services,  said.

A  chance  for  the  candidates  to 
address  issues  through  impromptu 
questions  from  the  public  will  show 
the  attendants  the  competency  level 
of  each  candidate. 

"I  think  this  is  an  opportunity  for 
students  to  ask  the  questions  about 
their  representation,  of  the  people 
who  are  going  to  represent  them, 
and  a  good  opportunity  for  them  to 
find  out  that  information,"  Robb 
Frank,  Coordinator  of  Student 
Activities,  said. 

Voter  turnout  has  been  a  problem 
in  many  college-wide  elections.  If 
students  are  more  effectively 
informed  about  the  candidates,  the 
chance  for  better  representation  oft 
the  Board  of  Trustees  is  increased. 

Even  though  the  Student  Trustee 
has  no  vote  on  the  board,  his  or  her 
opinion  is  heard  and  taken  as  a 
representative  voice  of  the  student 
body. 

Students  really  do  have  the 
ability  to  change  college  policy.  If 
students  realize  the  importance  of 
the  election,  and  the  potential 
power  the  Students  Trustee  could 
have  on  the  board,  the  voter  turnout 
would  be  significantly  higher,  and 
in  turn  the  students  would  be  better 
represented. 

The  board  makes  important 
decisions  that  affect  the  everyday 
lives  of  students  on  campus, 
including  issues  on  tuition  increase, 
the  removal  or  introduction  of 
sports  programs,  calendar  issues, 
degree  requirements,  and  the  hiring 
or  firing  of  the  college  president. 

"It's  American  politics  in  its 
purist  form,"  Frank  said. 

Elections  will  take  place  on 
March  11,  from  9  a.m.  to  3  p.m.,  and 
from  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  The  voting 
booth  will  be  located  in  the  IC/SRC 
second  floor  foyer. 

Hopefully  the  open  forum,  as 
well  as  the  number  of  candidates 
will  spark  student  interest. 

"I  think  the  candidates  are  a  good 
group  of  students  who  would 
represent  the  students  well.  They 
are  keenly  interested,"  Frank  said.

"I  don't  think  that  it's  fair  to  say 
that  community  college  students, 
because  they're  not  as  involved  as 
we  might  like  them  to  be  in  extra¬ 
curricular  activities,  are  apathetic. 
Apathy  to  me  has  to  do  with  being 
uninvolved  in  anything  as  opposed 
to  being  involved  in  (extracurricular 
activities),"  Murphy  said. 

Murphy  noted  that  many  of  the 
students  are  involved  with  activities 
that  take  them  away  from  the 


campus,  making  it  more  difficult  to 
expect  them  to  be  involved  in 
student  activities  around  the 
college. 

He  also  stated  we  live  in  an  era 
where  caring  for  children  and  so 
forth  is  intermingled  with  the 
college. 

"The  students  are  working, 
rearing  children,  caring  for  aging 
parents,  involved  in  church,  and 
their  children's  activities.  They're 
not  apathetic,  they're  not  sitting  on 
their  duffs  waiting  to  get  old, 
they're  simply  involved  in  other 
things  that  keep  them  away  from 
the  college,"  Murphy  said.

In  parking  lot  7,  right* 
outside  the  front  doors  of  the 
SRC,  parking  can  be  especially 
hectic.

Congress  is  gearing  up  again 
for  the  second  half  of  its  105th 
Congress.  Thanks  to  our  strong 
economy  and  a  little  help  from 
Congress,  the  federal  budget 
deficit  is  at  its  lowest  in  23  years 
and  we  have  the  lowest 
unemployment  rate  in  27  years. 
Last  summer  we  enacted  our 
first  tax  cuts  in  sixteen  years. 

This  year  we  expect  to  balance 
the  budget  for  the  first  time 
since  1969.  However,  I  have 
mixed  feelings  as  I  return  to  our 
Capitol's  hallowed  halls.  This 
session  will  be  my  last  in 
Congress,  and  therefore  this 
January  marks  the  beginning  of 
my  final  time  here.  Though  I 
am  greatly  pleased  at  such 
progress,  never  have  I  felt  such 
urgency  that  so  much  remains  to 
be  done. 

In  my  time  here,  much  has 
been  accomplished  to  reform 
antiquated  and  inflexible 
workplace  laws  that  do  not  meet 
the  needs  of  today's  working 
parents.  Still,  Congress  must 
find  solutions  for  the  40  million 
Americans  who  lack  health 
insurance,  by  enacting 
meaningful  health  care  reform. 


|  This  reform  must  make  it  easier 
|  for  employers  to  provide  moms 
|  and  dads  who  work  for  them 

I  with  quality  health  care.  This 
will  be  my  top  priority. 

I  also  agree  with  the  President 
that  some  carefully  drafted 
l  protections  for  patients  in 
managed  care  should  be 
considered--  and  I've  been 
appointed  to  a  special  House 
task  force  looking  at  this  area. 
We  must  also  continue  our 
l  efforts  to  allow  workers  to 
choose  flexible  work  hours  so 
l  that  they  can  spend  quality  time 
with  their  families  while 
balancing  a  full  time  job.  I  will 
also  press  on  in  my  efforts  to 
ensure  a  worker's  right  to 
choose  whether  or  not  their 
dues,  when  a  condition  of 
employment,  are  spent  on 
political  purposes. 

Legislative  initiatives  to 
provide  opportunities  for  our 
children  will  again  be  at  the 
forefront.  I  am  pleased  that 
Congress  continues  working  to 
ensure  that  our  children's 
schools  are  safe  and  that  goals 
for  their  success  are  set  high, 
leading  to  greater  academic 
success.  College  loans  and 
grants  are  at  an  all  time  high.

The  smudging  was  presented  as  a  possible  time 
for  self-reflection,  and  not  as  a  "required  religious 
ceremony."  I  am  sorry  that  there  are  individuals 
who  are  so  narrow-minded  that  they  cannot  see  it 
for  what  it  is.  I  am  sorry  that  the  alleged 
complaints  are  so  vastly  insecure  that  they  felt 
they  could  not  trust  their  instructor's  word. 

I  find  Ellenbaum's  skewed  perception  of  the

Honing  a  Better 
Law  on  Cloning 

A  Scottish  scientist  named  Ian 
Wilmut  set  off  a  scientific  and  ethical 
debate  of  historic  proportions  when 
he  announced  last  year  that  he  had 
successfully  cloned  a  sheep. 
Suddenly,  questions  which  had 
previously  received  serious 
consideration  only  in  science  fiction 
stories  were  on  people's  lips  the 
world  over.  Foremost  among  them: 
Could  the  technology  used  to  create 
Dolly  be  utilized  to  create  human 
beings? 

Early  this  year,  a  Chicago  doctor 
named  Richard  Seed  announced  that 
he  would  open  a  human  cloning 
clinic.  Seed's  plan  was  widely 
condemned  and  provoked  calls  to 
ban  the  procedure  immediately. 

I  stand  with  the  vast  majority  of 
Americans  who  oppose  efforts  to 
clone  human  beings.  I  opposed, , 
however,  the  Human  Cloning 
Prohibition  Act  of  1998,  a  hastily- 
conceived  piece  of  legislation  which 
was  defeated  by  the  Senate  on 
February  10.  1  opposed  the  bill 
because  it  would  have  prohibited 
much  more  than  human  cloning.  It 
would  have  banned  altogether  a 
procedure  called  human  somatic  Cell 
nuclear  transfers,  which  is 
essentially  moving  DNA  from  one 
cell  to  another.  At  first  this  may 
seem  to  be  of.  interest  only  to  the 
scientific  community.  This  debate, 
however,  had  very  important 
consequences  for  everyone  suffering 
from  illness  and  everyone  who 
might  become  seriously  ill  in  the 
future.  In  other  words,  this  is  an 
issue  that  matters  to  all  of  us. 

Because  the  bill  would  have 
outlawed  all  human  somatic  cell 
transfers,  and  not  just  technology 
designed  to  produce  a  human  clone, 
there  was  a  strong  likelihood  that 
this  bill  would  extinguish 
biomedical  research  in  several  vital 
areas.  It  would,  for  example,  outlaw 
efforts  to  create  cardiac  muscle  cells 
to  treat  heart  attack  victims.  It  would 
have  ended  research  on  the  creation 
of  spinal  cord  neuron  cells  for  the 
treatment  of  paralysis;  stopped  work 
on  developing  neural  cells  to  treat 
victims  of'Parkinsofi's  disease. 


Huntington's  disease,  and  Lou 
:  Gehrig's  disease;  halted  crucial 
research  on  blood  cells  to  treat 
cancer  anemia;  ended  the  quest  for 
cells  for  use  in  treating  thousands  of 
genetic  diseases  such  as  cystic 
fibrosis  and  Tay-Sachs;  and  stopped 
in  their  tracks  scientists  who  are 
exploring  ways  that  myriad  other 
cells  could  be  used  in  the  diagnosis, 
treatment,  and  prevention  of  a 
multitude  of  serious  and  life- 
threatening  medical  conditions. 

The  bill  also  would  have  crippled 
|  research  related  to  the  treatment  of 
|  diabetes.  Diabetes  patients  have  a 
I  shortage  of  insulin-producing  cells 
|  nuclear  transfer  technology  may 
j  allow  for  the  transplantation  of  a 
|  large  number  of  insulin-producing 
1  cells  into  the  diabetic  patient  that 
|  would  be  genetically  identical  to 
|  their  own  cells.  As  a  result,  rejection 
I  would  not  be  an  issue  and  patients 
|  would  quite  possibly  be  cured.  The 
|  bill  would  have  made  that  treatment 
|  impossible  to  develop. 

|  Too  much  is  at  stake  to  allow 
I  legitimate  concerns  over  human 
|  cloning  quash  the  beneficial  research 
|  and  treatments  associated  with 
|  somatic  cell  nuclear  transfer.  That  is 
I  why  more  than  120  medical 
I  research,  industry,  and  patient 
I  advocacy  organizations  have 
1  opposed  the  Human  Cloning 
1  Prohibition  Act. 

|  There  is  an  alternative  bill  that. 

I  will  ensure  that  there  will  be  no 

St 

I  human  cloning,  but  won't  put 
j  essential  biomedical  research  at  risk. 

|  This  legislation  was  drafted  with  the 
I  assistance  of  the  National  Bioethics 
|  Advisory  Commission,  the  National 
I  Institutes  of  Health,  the  American 
|  Society  for  reproductive  Medicine, 

|  the  Biotech  Industry  Association,  the 
I  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
1  Services,  and  the  Food  and  Drug 
1  Administration.  I  am  a  cosponsor  of 
1  this  bill  that  would  impose  a  10-year 
j  ban  on  the  implantation  of  the 
I  product  of  somatic  cell  nuclear 
transfer  into  a  woman's  uterus,  but 
i  allow  other  research  to  continue. 

|  This  is  a  complicated  issue.  We 
must  protect  the  sanctity  of  life 
without  placing  undue  constraints 
on  critical  emerging  medical 
;i  technology.

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Women’s  History  Month 
celebrates  accomplishments

The  goal  of  next  month's  Women's  History 
Month  is  to  educate,  said  Diana  Fitzwater  chair  of  the 
Women's  History  Month  Committee. 

Fitzwater,  reference  librarian  and  professor, 
said  the  events  planned  for  the  month  will  work  to 
raise  people's  awareness  of  different  viewpoints. 

"We're  interested  in  celebrating  women's 
achievements,  not  just  pointing  out  problems,"  said 
Fitzwater. 

Congress  designated  March  as  Women's 
History  Month  in  1987.  The  month  stems  from 
International  Women's  Day  on  March  8,  which 
originally  was  set  aside  to  demonstrate  for  women's 
suffrage.  Fitzwater  said  the  college  has  been 
programming  women's  issues  since  1983. 

Fitzwater  said  Women's  History  Month 
events  do  not  usually  center  around  a  specific  theme. 

"We  like  to  have  a  variety  of  different  kinds 
of  programs,"  said  Fitzwater.

"I  hope  people  gain  different  perspectives  on 
what  is  beauty  and  for  people  to  be  content  with 
themselves,"  said  Wu,  one  of  the  panel  members. 

"We  shouldn't  be  concerned  by  the  unrealistic  image 
of  the  Barbie  doll." 

Women  representing  African,  Asian,  Latin 
and  Muslim  cultures  will  take  part  in  the  discussion, 
originated  and  moderated  by  Dr.  Cheri  Erdman, 
professor  and  counselor. 

Marcia  Gerzan,  certified  financial  planner 
will  present  Women  and  Money  on  Thursday,  March 
12. 

"It's  about  empowering  women,"  said 
Gerzan.  "Women  are  generally  taken  advantage  of 
more  financially  than  men." 

Gerzanteaches  two  classes  at  the  college: 
Psychology  of  Money  for  Women  and  Psychology  of 
Money  for  Couples.  She  said  the  program  will 
discuss  how  women  can  change  unconscious 
financial  patterns  and  habits.

Adade  Wheeler 
Award  recognizes

The  Adade  Wheeler  Award,  since  1983,  is 
awarded  every  year  to  a  woman  in  the 
community  who  has  helped  other  women, 
personally  and  professionally. 

Carole  Dobbie,  professor  and  counselor,  is 
the  chair  of  the  selection  committee  for  the 
award. 

"Women  at  the  college  felt  that  women's 
history  too  often  disappears,"  said  Dobbie.  She 
added  the  award  was  created  as  a  statement 
that  women's  history  is  invaluable. 

The  award  committee  looks  for  ways  a 
woman  has  enhanced  other  women's  lives  in 
several  ways.  Some  of  the  criteria  include 
ways  a  nominee  has  promoted  the 
advancement  of  women  in  their  careers  and 
how  nominees  have  opened  avenues  for  other 
women  to  gain  power. 

Adade  Wheeler  was  a  history  faculty 
member  for  11  years.  Wheeler  founded  the 
Women's  Resource  Center  and  originated 
women's  studies  courses  at  the  college. 

Wheeler  wrote  two  books.  The  Roads  They 
Made:  Women  in  Illinois  History  and  Walking 
With  women  Through  Chicago  History. 

"Wheeler  took  a  very  strong  stand  for 
women's  rights,"  said  Dobbie.  "She  was  very 
active  and  she  had  a  very  large  presence."

Income  tax  resources  available  for  students

Students  doing  their  income  taxes  for 
the  first  time  face  a  number  of  complications: 

A  multitude  of  grainy  tax  forms,  a  55- 
page  instruction  booklet  for  1040A  form  and  a 
27-page  instruction  booklet  for  the  1040EZ  form, 
and  a  seemingly  endless  string  of  numbers,  fill- 
in  boxes,  and  sheets  and  sheets  of  paper. 

To  someone  doing  taxes  for  the  first 
time,  the  income  tax  process  can  be  intimidating. 
Resources,  however,  are  available. 

For  starters,  income  tax  forms  are 
available  to  students  in  the  Library.  Both  Illinois 
and  Federal  tax  forms  are  available  in  the 
College  and  Career  Information  Center  (CCIC) 
on  the  upper  level  of  the  Library. 

Judy  Wagner,  librarian,  said  students 
who  are  having  trouble  finding  the  forms  they 
need  can  consult  the  reproducible  form  books, 
also  containing  both  Illinois  and  Federal  forms. 


Wagner  said  the  reproducible  form 
books  can  be  found  at  the  the  Reference  Desk  on 
the  lower  level  or  at  the  CCIC  desk  on  the  upper 
level.  Students  can  photocopy  the  forms  they 
need  from  the  reproducible  form  books. 

A  Federal  tax  CD  ROM  database  is  also 
available  for  students.  The  database  contains 
federal  forms,  instructions,  and  publications. 

Wagner  said  the  database  advises 
people  on  how  to  do  their  taxes,  including  the 
latest  income  tax  rules. 

Further  advice  is  available  online.  The 
IRS  website,  www.irs.ustreas.gov,  provides 
many  of  the  resources  the  database  contains, 
such  as  forms  and  instructions. 

In  addition  to  the  website,  the  IRS 
provides  telephone  assistance.  For  tax 
information  and  notice  inquiries,  call  1-800-829- 
1040. 

The  Reference  Center  in  the  Library  is 
available  for  more  assistance  at  942-3364. 
Librarians,  however,  cannot  give  out  tax  advice.

No  matter  what  vour  opinion  of  Jerry 
Springer  is,  "The  Jerry  Springer  Show "  usually 

draws  a  crowd. 

Shortly  before  2:00  p.m.,  the  Fishbowl  is 
empty,  all  except  for  a  briefcase  and  a  puffy  red 
winter  coat  lying  across  the  bleachers.  The 
television  set  then  suddenly  sputters  into  action.  It 
flips  and  scrambles  from  channel  to  channel,  finally 
settling  on  "The  Jerry  Springer  Show.”. 

Today  on  Springer:  "I'm  Having  a  Bisexual 

Affair!" 

As  chants  of  'Jerrv'  boom  from  the  TV,  the 
empty  fishbowl  now  has  a  crowd  of  three  people. 
Three  soon  turns  to  five.  Five  later  turns  to  ten. 

"It's  a  time  to  waste  half  an  hour  when  you 
have  nothing  else  to  do,"  said  freshman  Chris 
Hane. 

"They  have  the  craziest  stories,"  said 
freshman  Peter  Shih.  Shih  said  usually  5  to  10 
people  watch  the  show  in  the  Fishbowl,  depending 

on  whether  the  topic  is  a  good  one. 

Judging  by  the  crowd,  this  particular  show 
seems  to  be  a  "good  one."  Many  passersby  can't 
help  but  look  at  the  antics  onscreen  and  laugh.  Past 
topics  include  people  who  have  lost  a  hundred 
pounds  or  so  and  the  standard  makeover  show. 

What  kinds  of  topics  does  Jerry  Springer 
approach?  Anything,  said  Shih. 

"All  this  show  is  about  is  confronting,"  said 
Hane.  This  particular  show  parades  out  guests 
confronting  loved  ones  with  long-held  secrets. 

Each  situation  a  bit  more  incredulous  than  the  last. 

The  show  is  littered  with  bleeped-out 
profanity,  too  numerous  to  count.  The  revelations 
often  evolve  into  a  shouting  match.  The  shouting 
matches,  almost  always  turn  into  a  dramatic,  stage¬ 
clearing  fight. 

Onscreen,  the  crowd  leaps  to  their  feet  and

wildly  cheers  as  show  security  rush  the  stage  to  tear 
apart  the  brawl,  briefly  restoring  order  before  the 
next  fight  inevitably  begins.  Springer  watches  the 
unruly  bleep-fest  from  the  audience.  In  the 
Fishbowl,  fights  are  met  with  a  mixture  of  groans 
and  disbelieving  laughter. 

Hane  said  he's  seen  everything  from  people 
throwing  shoes  to  people  throwing  chairs  at  each 
other  on  the  show. 

As  another  fight  breaks,  an  onlooker  stops 
and  leans  against  the  railings  behind  the  bleachers. 

"Oh,  Jerry  Springer?  I  don't  like  this  guy," 

he  said. 

"It's  so  funny  because  people  are  attracted 
to  violence,"  said  sophomore  Kevin  Turner  who 


thinks  the  fights  are  staged. 

Turner  said  he  also  thinks  the  guests  are 
actors.  "People  hate  unwanted  attention,"  said 
Turner.  Turner  said  it  was  tough  enough  to  speak 
of  personal  problems  in  private.  Here  people  speak 
of  personal  problems  in  front  of  millions  of  people. 

Most  people  clear  out  before  Springer's 
Final  Thought  ends  the  show.  The  crowd  peaks  at 
ten,  excluding  passersby.  Ten  turns  to  eight  which 
soon  turns  to  three,  leaving  the  Fishbowl  almost  as 
empty  as  when  the  show  started. 

One  student  summed  up  the  show  with  the 
following: 

"'The  Jerry  Springer  Show’  offers  people  a 
daily  dose  of  pathology,"  he  said.

Annual  faculty  exhibit  opens  in  Arts  Center  gallery

The  annual  faculty 
exhibit,  on  display  at  the

and  Suzanne  Szucs,  all  of 
whom  are  part-time  faculty 
at  COD. 

Last  Saturday,  at  a 
reception  hosted  by  the 
gallery,  some  of  them 
discussed  their 
contributions  to  this 
eclectic  show. 

Photography  teacher 
Suzanne  Szucs  is  showing 
her  first  foray  into 
landscapes,  a  series  of 
prints  derived  from 
Poloroids  taken  last  year  at 
nearby  Morton  Arboretum. 
"Photography  is 
performative,"  Szucs  said. 


explaining  that  the  pictures 
depict  a  seven  mile  walk 
that  she  would  frequently 
take. 

The  impetus  for  her 
arboretum  series  was  a 
project  that  she  has  been 
doing  since  1994  in  which 
she  has  taken  a  Polaroid  of 
herself  every  day.  "It's  like 
a  journal,"  she  said  of  the 
undertaking,  "some  are 


boring,  some  are 
spectacular." 

Gretchen  Coles,  who 
manages  the  college 
ceramics  lab,  contributed  a 
four-part  piece  entitled 
"Boundary  Markers  of  the 
Nuevo  Bosche,"  which 
I  form  the  border  of  a 
I  fictitious  "new  forest." 

I  Each  corner  holds 
significance  to  Coles. 


"Each  marker  comes 
from  a  different  home  that 
I've  had,"  Coles  said.  Those 
homes  include  Sante  Fe, 
New  Mexico,  and  the 
midwest,  which  is 
represented  by  a  bud  vase. 

Although  the  piece  took 
six  months  to  complete, 
this  will  be  its  only  public 
showing.  "After  the  show  it 
will  be  placed  in  nature," 
Coles  said.  She  plans  to 
bury  it  on  a  friend's 
property. 

Theresa  Parker,  who 
teaches  art  classes  and 
coordinates  the  Wings 
student  gallery,  is  showing 
a  three-part  series  of 
graphite  an  charcoal 
drawings  called  "The 
Wanderer." 

Dispite  the  complexity 
of  the  works,  Parker  said 
that  they  came  quite 
naturally.  "If  something 
comes  out  of  you,  it  just 
pours  out." 

Moritz  Kellerman,  who 
contributed  a  series  of  Oil 
paintings  on  wood  panels, 
expressed  a  similar  ethic. 
"You  can't  pre-plan  work," 
Kellerman  said,  "as  the 
work  evolves,  you  evolve." 

The  predominant  theme 
of  his  displayed  paintings 
is  the  color  red. 

"Every  artist  goes 
through  changes,"  he  said, 
"and  at  this  point  in  time, 
red  feels  right."

New  this  month... 

Men  in  Black  (1997)  —  Alien  invasions  have  been 
box-office  magic  for  Hollywood  ever  since  the  smash-hit 
"Independence  Day."  In  "Men  in  Black,"  the  aliens  are 
already  among  us. 

Tommy  Lee  Jones  and  Will  Smith  (who  also  starred  in 
Independence  Day")  play  agents  of  a  secret  government 
agency,  whose  duty  is  to  monitor  extraterrestrial  activity 
and  prevent  the  public  from  gaining  knowledge  about 
their  existence.  Most  of  the  aliens  are  friendly,  living 
lives  disguised  as  humans  (including  Denis  Rodman  and 
Newt  Gingrich),  but  a  new  alien  crashes  to  Earth  with 
sinister  intentions  and  inhabits  the  body  of  a  small-town 
farmer. 

"Men  in  Black"  makes  extensive  use  of  long-held  UFO 
conspiracy  theories,  such  as  the  belief  that  items  such  as 
Velcro  and  fiberoptics  are  taken  from  alien  technology. 
These  inside  jokes  are  among  the  most  satisfying  parts  of 
the  movie.  The  screen  presence  of  Jones  and  Smith 
together  is  excellent,  as  their  divergent  personalities 
clash  comically.  The  aliens  are  well-crafted,  especially  the 
chain-  smoking  ones  that  loiter  in  the  coffee  room  of 
"MiB"  headquarters  and  the  evil  "bug." 

If  aliens  ever  do  attack  Earth,  let's  hope  that  Will 
Smith  will  be  available  to  fight  them.

Some  people  fear  that  rapid 
advances  in  computer  technology  has 
had  a  dehumanizing  effect,  but  for 
artists  like  COD  student  Tim  Gray, 
this  progress  has  led  to  a  new 
medium  for  artistic  expression. 

"Digital  Dreams,"  a  collection  oi 
computer  images  by  Gray  is  currently 
on  display  in  the  Wings  student  art 
gallery. 

As  the  name  implies,  artistic 

inspiration  often  comes  to  Gray  in  iris 
sleep.  "1  wake  up  whenever  the 
dream  ends,  and  immediately  run  to 
my  computer"  Gray  said,  "I  have  a 
pretty  accurate  visual  memory,  which 
is  fortunate." 

The  narrative  nature  of  his  dreams 
has  led  Gray  to  expand  his  artistic 
horizons,  and  he  has  begun  to  do 
computer  animation,  as  well. 

The  pieces  in  his  show,  which  bear 
eye-catching  titles  such  as  "Devil 
Number  Two"  and  "Death  as  a 
Salesman,"  come  from  a  variety  of 
sources. 

Some  started  out  as  photographs  or 
drawings,  which  Gray  scanned  in  and 
digitally  manipulated  into  entirely 
new  forms,  while  others  were  drawn 
directly  onto  his  computer.  Gray's 
"dreams"  were  painstakingly  edited 
and  re-edited  for  up  to  16  hours. 

Gray  is  frustrated  by  the  fact  that

his  artistic  specialty  is  frequently 
confused  with  the  more  business 
oriented  graphic  design.  "There  is  a 
big  distinction,"  he  explains,  "graphic 
design  is  to  get  a  commercial  message 
out,  computer  fine  art  is  an  expression 
of  self.  "It' s  more  aesthetic." 

An  art  major,  Gray  has  taken  a 
series  of  computer  art  classes  at  COD 
to  refine  his  aesthetic  vision,  and  he 
plans  to  continue  his  education  at 
either  Syracuse  University  of  the  Pratt 
Institute  in  New  York  City. 

Gray  believes  that  advances  in 
computer  and  software  technology 


has  allowed  him  to  progress  as  an 
artist.  "The  more  tools  I  have  to  work 
with,  the  more  options  and 
possibilities  I  have  as  an  artist." 

Although  the  pieces  in  "Digital 
Dreams"  are  more  the  product  of 
Adobe  Photoshop  or  Fractal  Design 
Painter  than  oil  or  acrylic.  Gray 
retains  a  reverence  for  conventional 
media. 

"The  good  thing  about  traditional 
media  is  the  feel  and  texture,  like  the 
charcoal  on  your  hands,"  he  says,  "the 
one  drawback  of  the  computer  is  that 
it7 s  not  tangible."

Coach  Earl  Reed  shares  his  knowledge  with  his  women’s 


play  basketball  competitively. 

He  also  knew  that  he  had  a  talent 
for  coaching. 

"My  ability  to  motivate  my 
teammates  and  also  always  being 
targeted  as  the  'coach'  on  the  floor 
were  good  indications  that  I  could 
become  one/'  said  Reed. 

He  moved  on  to  Marysville,  CA 
to  get  some  experience  at  Yuba 
Community  College. 

"Coach  joe  McCarron  really 
allowed  me  my  first  opportunity  to 
Coach,"  said  Reed  who  acted  as  an 
assistant  under  McCarron. 

He  stayed  at  Yuba  for  four  years 
and  gained  some  much-needed 
experience. 

He  went  back  to  his  alma  mater 
to  act  as  a  full  time  assistant  for  two 
years  and  to  also  get  his  master's 
degree  in  Physical  Education 
(Science  emphasis). 

At  the  relatively  young  age  of  28, 
his  coaching  apprenticeships  were 
over. 

Oberlin  College  in  Ohio  decided 
to  take  a  chance  on  the  young  Reed 
to  head  up  their  men's  basketball 
program. 

There  was  an  enormous  amount 
of  pressure  on  the  young  Reed. 

Parents  of  the  players  wanted 
Reed  to  the  take  the  team  to  the 
promised  land  too  soon. 

Seven  years  ago,  Reed  was 
looking  for  a  new  challenge. 

So  when  he  got  the  opportunity 
to  come  to  the  College  of  DuPage  to 
head  up  the  women's  program,  he 
did  not  think  twice. 

Since  this  was  his  first  time 
coaching  women,  there  was  a  little 
adjusting  period  that  he  had  to  get 
used  to. 

"Coaching  women's  basketball  is 
different  from  the  standpoint  of 
basic  fundamentals,"  said  Reed 

"Guys  always  have  a  chance  to 
play  basketball  on  the  courts  with 
other  guys. 

"Women  hardly  ever  have  the 
opportunity  to  play  on  the 
playground  with  others,"  said 
Reed. 

"Skill  level  is  a  little  bit  better  on

learned  from  anyone  else,"  saw  Teri 
Hill 

"He  knows  so  much  about 
basketball,  I  have  enjoyed  mylfcvo 
years  playing  for  him." 

Earlier  in  the  year,  coach  Rap 
commented  that  his  players  ware 
not  being  receptive  to  coaching: 

He  also  said  that  the  only  ttipg 
stopping  them  from  being  a  grpat 
team  would  be  their  mental  stiite. 

"This  team's  mental  toughness 
and  their  ability  to  overcome 
adversity  has  been  their  biggest 
asset/'said  Reed. 

Talk  about  adversity-  Reed^ 
started  the  season  off  with  only  six 
players  active. 

Hill,  one  of  Reed's  best  players, 
was  still  involved  in  volleyball  with 
teammate  Tina  Lesnieski. 

Several  players  were  ineligible  at 
the  start  and  since  then  he  has  lost 
three  players  for  various  reasons. 

He  has  still  managed  to  have  his 
team  at  the  top  of  the  national 
rankings. 

In  the  wake  of  Bobby  Knight's 
explosion  at  referee  Ted  Valentine 
in  Tuesday's  Illinois/Indiana  game, 
Reed  commented  on  how  he  feels 
about  refs. 

"I  do  not  focus  on  the  officials," 
said  Reed,  "I  focus  on  coaching  my 
learn.  I  tell  my  players  'Don't  put 
yourselves  into  the  position  to  let 
the  officials  decide  the  game.'" 

He  and  his  assistants,  Beth 
Mitchell  and  Chris  Cotton  try  to 
instill  great  fundamentals  and  a 
playing  style  that  is  "90's  oriented." 

"Players  today  pick  up  on  it. 
Basically  they  know  good  coaching, 
which  is  demonstrated  in  our  Win- 
Loss  record  in  the  last  seven  years," 
said  Reed. 

On  Saturday,  the  Chaps  will  host 
Joliet  Junior  College  at  5:00  pm. 
COD  has  already  beaten  Joliet  twice 
this  season  and  Reed  feels  his  team 
has  to  work  harder  this  time. 

"Our  mental  approach  to  the 
game  is  key,"  said  Reed. 

"We  have  beaten  [Joliet]  twice; 
we  know  are  are  capable  of  beating 
this  team,  we  just  have  to  go  out

Coach  Earl  Reed  grew  up  in 
sunny  Long  Beach,  California, 
which  meant  that  he  was  instantly 
thrust  into  basketball  at  an  early 
age.

By  the  time  he  made  it  to  high 
school,  Reed  was  killing  the 
competition  with  his  smothering 
defense  and  solid  offensive  play. 

He  received  awards  for  his 
defensive  play  in  his  senior  year  of 
high  school. 

He  also  received  such  prestigious 
awards  such  as:  All-Moore  League 
(All-Conference),  A11-CIF(A11  State), 
and  an  academic  award  from  the 
Edison  Company. 

With  all  the  accolades  coming  his 
way,  Reed  would  also  receive  tons 
of  mail  from  Division  I  colleges  that 
wanted  to  offer  him  scholarships. 

Long  Beach  State  University,  San 
Diqgo  State  University,  Loyola 
Marymount,  and  Cal  State-Fullerton 
were  all  bidding  for  his  services,  but 
none  of  them  would  get  him. 

He  decided  to  attend  a  junior 
college  for  two  years  so  he  could 
play.  Then  he  transferred  to  Cal 
State-Chico,  a  highly  touted 
Division  II  team  for  his  junior  and 
senior  years. 

He  also  impressed  the  folks  at 
Chico,  receiving  All-Conference  and 
best  defensive  player  honors  in  his 
senior  year. 

Proving  that  studies  always  come 
before  athletics,  Reed  was  also 
selected  to  the  All-Academic  Team. 

After  his  senior  year  at  Chico, 

Reed  knew  he  could  not  continue  to

The  candidates  spoke  in  the  order  in  which  their 
names  appears  on  the  ballot.  Rebecca  Fyffe  was  the 
first  to  speak. 

"I'm  running  for  Student  Trustee  because  I  feel  I 
can  provide  excellent  representation  for  all  students 
and  residents  of  District  502/'  Fyffe  said. 

She  stated  that  she  is  active  in  the  COD  Arts 
Program  and  maintains  4.0  GPA. 

"If  given  the  chance  to  represent  I  promise 
competent,  honest  representation.  I  will  sit  by  my 
commitments  to  the  students.  Voter's  trust  is  the 
most  important  thing  to  me  and  1  will  live  up  to 
those  expectations,"  Fyffe  said. 

David  Yorke,  the  next  speaker,  spoke  about  his 
issues  in  the  opening  statement. 

"I'm  running  for  Student  Trustee  to  improve  the 
condition  of  student  governance  at  the  college.  Over 
the  past  couple  of  years  students'  rights  have 
become  less  of  a  primary  concern  again  and  again," 
Yorke  said. 

Yorke  wants  to  bring  back  the  emphasis  on 
students'  rights  that  was  present  a  few  years  ago. 

"I  want  to  represent  the  students  in  their  best 
interest  and  be  sure  the  students  are  given  their  fair 
voice  in  the  representation  in  the  college,"  Yorke 
said. 

Robert  Russell  was  the  next  to  state  his  issues. 

'The  main  reason  that  I'm  running  for  Student 
Trustee  is  because  I  don't  think  the  students  have 
that  involvement  or  voice  in  the  decisions  that  are 
made  everyday  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,"  Russell 
said. 

Russell  believes  that  he  can  be  that  voice  for  the 
students  and  deal  with  issues  such  as  tuition,  the 
academic  calender,  and  athletics. 

The  final  candidate  to  make  her  opening 
statement  was  Colleen  Reilly. 

"I'm  a  Child  Development  student  here.  As  your 
Student  Trustee  I  would  like  to  give  back  to  the 
students  what  has  been  taken  from  them.  I  know 
they  (students)  really  don't  get  much  of  a  voice  so  I 
would  like  to  be  that  voice  for  the  students  and  help 
fight  for  what  is  rightfully  theirs,"  Reilly  said. 

Reilly  wants  to  help  save  the  sports  program 
along  with  other  issues  that  pass  through  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Due  to  reasons  beyond  his  control.  Candidate 
Robert  Jannusch  was  not  able  to  attend  the  forum.

but  submitted  answers  to  the  questions. 

|  The  set  of  questions  that  followed  the  opening 
statements  were  specific  questions  from  the  general 
topic  they  were  exposed  to  prior  to  the  forum. 

The  most  important  issue  facing  the  Board  as 
well  as  students  is  the  possible  tuition  increase. 

Many  of  the  candidates  tackled  this  issue  and 
stated  what  they  would  do  as  Student  Trustee  to 
|  avoid  such  an  increase. 

"If  I  were  elected  Student  Trustee,  I  would 
personally  explore  whatever  resources  necessary  in 
order  to  avoid  a  tuition  increase.  All  in  all,  tuition  is 
a  big  issue  because  it  affects  everybody  on  campus 
in  one  way  or  another.  Tuition  increases  should  not 
|  be  made  unless  all  other  options  for  additional 
|  funding  have  been  exhausted,"  Jannusch  said 

I  don  t  think  that  tuition  should  go  up.  For  one, 

|  I  came  from  a  school  with  a  much  lower  tuition.  I 
1  think  it's  very  high  right  now.  By  increasing  it  even 
|  m°re  it  is  possible  that  many  students  might  feel 
|  they  might  not  be  getting  what  they  paid  for.  It  is 
rather  high  and  makes  me  wonder  what  the  school 
|  is  doing  with  all  the  money,"  Reilly  said. 

"I  don't  think  that  tuition  should  be  raised  at  all 
|  since  the  football  program  was  canceled,  look  at  all 
1  the  money  they're  saving,  about  $250,000.  If  we  do 
raise  tuition  we  should  extend  the  time  period 
allowed  for  students  to  pay,  from  ten  days  to  maybe 
15  or  20,"  Russell  said. 

"I  think  tuition  fits  more  or  less  under  the  right 
of  the  students  to  shared  governance  in  the  college. 
If  there  weren't  students  here  to  serve  it,  this  place 
would  be  a  glorified  library,"  Yorke  said 

"A  tuition  increase  could  only  be  considered 
after  state  funding  has  been  fully  exhausted  and  the 
current  budget  has  been  scrutinized  to  be  sure  that 
all  funds  are  being  utilized  in  the  best  interests  of  all 
students,  and  at  that  point  should  a  tuition  increase 
even  be  considered,"  Fyffe  said. 

The  candidates  were  then  asked  what 
qualifications  they  possess  that  will  help  them  with 
their  duties  as  Student  Trustee. 

"I  have  served  4  years  in  the  field  of  public 
relations,  and  am  able  to  provide  professional 
representation  to  be  articulate  in  order  to  be  the 
voice  of  the  students  and  speak  out  on  their  behalf," 
;  Fyffe  said. 

"My  most  important  qualification  would  be  my 
dedication  to  the  principles  I  believe  in  especially 
in  terms  of  education.  I  believe  that  my  experience 
in  different  educational  environments  adds  to  my 
qualifications,"  Yorke  said. 
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The  qualifications  that  I  possess,  point  blank, 

|  come  from  being  in  the  U.S.  Marines.  There's  a  lot 
of  responsibility  that  comes  along  with  being  a 
|  Marine.  I've  had  to  communicate  with  hundreds  of 
people,"  Russell  said. 

"I  was  an  active  volunteer  my  senior  year  back 
home.  When  I  came  first  came  to  this  school  all  of 
the  students  made  me  feel  welcome,  and  for  that  I 
would  like  to  fight  for  those  students,"  Reilly  said. 

"I  think  my  overall  experience  in  many  different 
facets  of  the  college  is  the  greatest  thing  I  have  to 
offer  to  the  position  of  Student  Trustee,"  Jannusch 
|  said. 

Football  was  an  issue  most  candidates  spoke 
about.  Since  the  program  was  destroyed  last  year, 
some  candidates  felt  strongly  about  bringing  it 
|  back. 

"Five  years  ago  I  was  a  football  player  at  COD. 
After  I  came  back  from  the  Marines  I  wanted  to 
|  play  again.  They  told  me  flat  out  it  was  closed.  I 
think  it  is  an  absolute  travesty.  One  of  the  best 
football  programs  in  the  United  States  has  been 
|  closed  because  of  low  GPA,"  Russell  said. 

"The  problem  that  exists  with  the  football 
program  is  the  personality  conflicts  between 
Trustee  McKinnon  and  President  Murphy  over  who 
has  the  correct  numbers.  There  are  no  requests  by 
the  Board  to  seek  outside  help  in  determining 
unbiased  opinions  on  that  matter,"  Yorke  said. 

All  Student  Trustee  candidates  had  ample  time 
|  to  discuss  their  platforms  and  express  their 
|  opinions  to  the  public.  Voter  turnout  is  highly 
expected  on  the  March  11th  election  date. 

"If  these  people  care  so  much  about  representing 
the  students,  then  the  students  should  care  enough 
to  vote,"  Robb  Frank,  Coordinator  of  Student 
1  Activities,  said.

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Student  Speaks  Out 

After  reading  your  article  on 
Ordained  Minister  Charles 
Ellenbaum's  opinion  about  whether 
smudging  shuld  be  allowed  in  Native 
American  study  courses,  I  feel  I  have 
to  correct  some  of  his  obvious  false 
statements.  First  of  all,  Ellenbaum 
refers  to  smudging  as  a  "ritual"  and 
that  it  is  "an  equivalent  worship  act" 
to  a  Christian  ceremony.  This  couldn't 
be  farther  from  the  truth  Smudging  is 
not  a  ritual  or  a  worshiping  act,  it  is 
merely  used  to  help  people  center 
themselves  and  prepare  the  group  for 
class.  His  incorrect  description  of  the 
purpose  of  smudging  was  to  invoke 
spiritual  forces,  this  is  also  untrue  and 
may  have  mislead  your  readers. 
Smudging  is  simply  the  burning  of 
certain  plants  such  as  cedar  or  sage  to 
purify  the  area  and  the  person.  No 
words  or  chants  are  spoken  to  invoke 
certain  forces,  and  no  deities  are 
subsequently  worshipped. 

One  of  the  main  concepts  of  Native 
American  spirituality  is  its  tolerance  of 
other  religions.  No  one  is  forced  to 
participate  in  anything  they  do  not 
want  to  be  a  part  of.  I  have  completed 
over  eitht  Native  American  study 
courses  involving  smudging  and  have 
never  seen  anyone  forced  to 
participate,  as  Ellenbaum  states. 
Anyone  who  does  not  feel  comfortable 
smudging,  has  asthma,  or  simply 
doesn't  like  the  smell  just  steps  back 


from  the  area  while  the  sage  is  being 
burned.  No  one  is  thought  of  as  any 
less  of  a  person  for  not  participating, 
and  certainly  no  one  is  ridiculed  for  it. 

Ellenbaum  also  claims  that  while 
some  groups  are  not  allowed  to  give 
blessings  at  events  such  as  a  prairie 
dedication.  Native  Americans  are 
given  "special  privileges"  to  do  just 
that.  This  is  also  a  blatant  falsity,  the 
Lymon  Woods  prairie  dedication  last 
spring  had  several  different 
community  and  religious  leaders  from 
Native  American  and  Christian 
traditions  give  blessings. 

Ellenbaum  states  that  all  of  the 
religions  should  be  treated  equally, 
and  that  he  is  not  just  singling  out  the 
Native  American  tradition.  If  this  is 
truly  what  he  believes,  then  why  isn't 
Ellenbaum  complaining  about 
Christian  Religious  Studies  professors 
using  their  sermons  as  a  part  of 
instruction.  Certainly  this  is  along  the 
same  lines.  But  I  think  the  point  that 
should  be  most  emphasized  is  that  not 
a  single  student  has  formally 
complained  about  the  practice  of 
smudging.  It  makes  me  wonder  why 
Ordained  Minister  Charles  Ellenbaum 
is  so  passionate  about  removing 
smudging  from  COD.  Are  his 
personal  views  on  religion  the  driving 
force  behind  his  crusade?

Mrs.  Pisa  Goes 

To  Washington 

On  February  22, 1996,  the  office  of 
Classic  Travel  in  Naperville,  Illinois 
was  broken  into  and  burglarized. 

This  appeared  to  be  a  minor  theft;  the 
only  property  taken  were  blank 
airline  tickets.  The  stolen  airline 
tickets  were  shipped  to  Los  Angeles, 
forged  under  the  name  of  Classic 
Travel,  and  then  sold  in  the  black 
market  in  the  U.S.  abroad.  The  same 
scenario  was  repeated  in  numerous 
travel  agencies.  Worse,  when  the 
forged  tickets  were  ultimately 
presented  at  various  airlines,  the 
airlines  billed  the  price  on  the  face  of 
these  forged  tickets  to  the  travel 
agency  from  which  the  tickets  were 
stolen  and  demanded  payment.  The 
billings  to  many  of  such  travel 
agencies  were  in  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  One  agency  in 
Illinois,  Hudson  Travel  Agency,  has 
been  billed  close  to  $3  million. 

Airlines,  by  and  large,  lack  a 
standard  process  to  check  for  stolen 
tickets,  despite  the  fact  that  they  are 


usually  informed  immediately  of  the 
stolen  tickets  and  their  identification 
numbers.  In  many  cases,  the  travel 
agency  is  then  forced  out  of  business. 

Barbara  Pisa  of  Classic  Travel,  felt 
that  this  was  not  fair.  She  felt  the 
airlines  should  scan  for  stolen  tickets 
reported  to  them.  She  became 
alarmed  that  a  large  number  of 
people,  many  from  foreign  nations, 
were  able  to  fly  the  skies  of  our 
nation  on  forged  and  illegal  tickets 
purchased  through  a  black  market. 
She  felt  that  the  airlines  in  many 
cases,  were  unresponsive. 

Most  people  in  Mrs.  Pisa's  position 
would  have  breathed  a  sign  of  relief 
and  simply  forgotten  about  the 
matter.  But  not  Mrs.  Pisa.  She 
sought  help  from  the  F.B.I.,  various 
police  departments,  the  airlines,  and 
anyone  who  would  listen  to  her. 
Eventually  she  came  to  me,  her 
Congressman. 

Mrs.  Pisa  was  persuasive.  It 
seemed  to  me  that  the  ticket  black 
market  was  a  real  concern  in  terms  of 
air  safety,  not  to  mention  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
worth  of  stolen  ticket  liability  being 


placed  upon  a  lot  of  small  business 
people  in  America.  While  the  buyers 
of  these  black  market  airline  tickets 
may  be  primarily  people  who  simply 
who  simply  want  a  good  deal  on  air 
travel,  it  seemed  that  the  priced 
allegedly  paid  for  these  stolen  tickets 
indicated  that  the  black  market  sales 
were  motivated  for  other  reasons. 

And  I  was,  and  am  concerned  about 
the  numbers  of  purchasers  who 
appeared  to  be  citizens  of  foreign 
nations  who  conceivably  may  be 
potential  terrorists,  or  illegal  aliens. 

I  arranged  for  Mrs.  Pisa  and 
various  travel  agency  owners,  as  well 
as  police  officials,  to  tell  their  story  to 
a  House  Congressional  Committee  in 
Washington,  chaired  by 
Congressman  John  Duncan.  From  all 
reports,  the  Committee  was  very 
impressed  with  the  testimony  given 
at  the  hearing. 

Hurrah  fro  Mrs.  Pisa.  She  has 
worked  on  this  matter  for  almost  two 
years  with  limited  success.  I  think 
that  will  change  now.

Look  around  the  recently 
relocated  Office  Technology 
Information  department  in  the  Seaton 
Computing  Center  and  you  won't 
find  a  single  typewriter. 

"We  haven't  had  typewriters 
for  two  years,"  said  Peggy  Maas, 
associate  professor  of  the  Office 
Technology  Information  Program. 
"Businesses  aren't  using  typewriters 
anymore." 

What  you  will  find  are 
computers.  More  specifically,  over 
120  computers. 

Due  to  computer  technology, 
what  were  once  "secretaries"  are  now 
"administrative  assistants."  The 
name  change  reflects  the  growing 
influence  of  technology  in  the  field. 

The  changing  image  of  the 
secretary  is  prompting  name  changes 
elsewhere. 

A  publication  called  "The 
Secretary"  recently  changed  their 
name  to  "OfficePro."  At  the  college, 
wha  t  was  formerly  the  "Office 
Careers"  department  is  now  the 
"Office  Technology  Information" 


program. 

Donna  Leal,  graduating  with 
an  office  technologies  information 
certificate,  took  secretarial  classes  in 
high  school  at  the  Davea  Centex.  She 
said  she  thought  secretarial  duties 
only  involved  answering  phones, 
typing  letters,  and  filing. 

Leal  said  administrative 
assistants  now  deal  with  everything 
from  arranging  traveling  to  planning 
responsibilities.  She  added  that 


person,  administrative  assistants 
sometimes  handle  between  5  and  100 
people. 

Maas  said  this  resulted  from 
the  recent  trend  of  business 
downsizing.  With  the  elimination  of 
middle  management  positions, 
administrative  assistants  are  now 
responsible  for  more  administrative 
tasks. 

Stanko  said  the  departmental 
name  change  reflects  the  increased

administrative  assistants  also  have  to 
be  proficient  with  computers, 
becoming  knowledgeable  with  such 
things  as  e-mail,  faxing  and  making 
spreadsheets. 

"Administrative  Assistants 
are  now  using  the  computer  as  a  tool 
to  handle  more  information,"  Nancy 
Stanko,  coordinator  and  professor  of 
the  Office  Technology  Information 
program,  said 

Stanko  said  administrative 
assistants  also  now  act  as  a  support 
person  for  more  people.  Whereas 
secretaries  used  to  deal  with  one 
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scope  of  the  office  career  program. 
Office  Careers  became  Office 
Technology  Information  before  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  quarter. 

"The  name  was  misleading," 
said  Maas.  '"Office  Careers'  implied 
a  career  in  an  office  and  this  was  not 
what  many  students  are  after." 

Students  taking  Office 
Technology  classes  are  not  just  those 
seeking  an  administrative  assistant 
career.  The  program  serves  many 
other  types  of  students  in  real  estate, 
criminal  justice  or  English  students 
for  example,  who  need  to  learn  how 

till 


to  operate  computer  software. 

Office  Technology  offers 
classes  such  as  keyboarding  and 
Microsoft  Office  which  are  useful  for 
many  fields. 

For  those  wishing  to  become 
administrative  assistants,  the  program 
does  not  only  stress  the  new 
technological  aspect.  Traditional 
secretarial  skills  are  still  taught. 

"You  can't  have  one  without 
the  other,"  said  Maas.  A  person  who 
has  excellent  computer  skills  also 
needs  to  have  good  people  skills. 

The  department  still  offers 
classes  in  profession  development, 
which  teaches  future  administrative 
assistants  people  skills.  Business 
correspondence  classes  are  offered 
which  teach  students  how  to  write 
professional  letters. 

Because  of  the  increased 
responsibilities,  salaries  for 
administrative  assistants  have 
increased  by  as  much  as  $5000  dollars 
in  the  past  few  years.  In  addition  to 
the  increased  salaries,  more  has 
changed. 

"It's  such  a  different 
atmosphere,"  said  Leal.  "You  feel 
more  like  you're  in  charge."

"It  is  a  wonderful  way  to  experience 
culture,  to  learn  about  a  culture  by  being  in  the 
culture,"  said  Dr.  Shuby  Dewan  who  is  in  charge  of 
field  studies  in  India. 

Many  opportunities  are  available  for 
students  to  study  abroad. 

COD  sponsors  a  wide  variety  of 
international  field  study  programs.  These 
programs  range  from  exploring  the  castles  in 
Scotland  to  visiting  the  temples  in  India.  The  aim 
of  these  programs  is  to  give  world  exposure  to 
COD  students.  Field  studies  include  a  variety  of 
subjects  including  culture  and  literature. 

According  to  Rosa  Danielson,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  Scotland  trip,  this  opportunity  gives 
students  a  chance  to  evaluate  themselves  by 
comparing  themselves  to  other  cultures. 

These  trips  are  intended  to  combine 
traveling  and  studies  together  and,  at  the  same 
time,  have  fun.  The  trips  go  beyond  tourism, 
planned  so  that  the  trips  are  also  an  experience. 
Students  can  learn  by  experiencing  a  part  of  the 
tradition  they  will  be  living  in. 

"You  will  feel  like  you  are  there  by 
yourself,"  said  Danielson. 

Rosa  Danielson  will  be  in  charge  of' 
choosing  places  to  visit  and  making  accomodations 
with  local  Scottish  people  in  Scotland.  She  has 
visited  Scotland  three  times  and  will  be  the  director 
for  the  first  upcoming  trip  to  Scotland. 

Other  trips  include  a  trip  to  the  United 
Kingdom.  Advisor  Ravi  Shankar  and  professor  Bill 
Leppert  are  are  in  charge  of  this  trip.  The  trip  will 
focus  on  English  writers.  Students  will  travel  to 
sites  in  the  UK  where  writers  lived  and  worked. 


This  study  package  begins  with  four  weeks 
of, in-class  teaching  on  British  literature.  Shankar, 
who  has  previously  lived  in  England,  said  the  trip 
has  been  very  successful. 

These  trips  are  designed  to  create  fun  while 
studentsalso  learn.  The  trips  are  credited  by  COD. 
Students  studying  abroadcan  experience  taking  a 
stroll  in  the  streets  of  the  local  villages  in  evenings, 
interacting  with  local  residents,  and  residing  in 
foreign  colleges. 

The  cost  for  these  trips  range  from  $2000  to 


$3000.  According  to  Dewan,  many  students  at 
COD  work  and  don't  have  enough  time  for 
themselves  while  others  have  families  to  support. 

I  But  she  said  the  learning  experiences  of  these  kind 
are  very  rewarding.  Dewan  said  a  single  trip 
abroad  can  change  a  person's  way  of  thinking  by 
i  giving  him  a  chance  to  analyze  himself  or 
herself.

George  Macht,  professor  and  coordinator  at 
the  college,  is  a  tea  drinker. 

Macht,  originally  a  coffee  drinker,  started 
drinking  more  and  more  tea  after  a  visit  to  England 
where  he  was  heavily  exposed  to  stronger  teas. 
Macht  still  has  an  after-dinner  coffee,  however. 

Riding  the  coattails  of  the  current  coffee 
craze,  the  number  of  tea  drinkers  is  growing. 
According  to  Ritazza  Coffee  Cart,  there  has  been  a 
25%  increase  in  tea  drinkers  since  last  year.  Macht 
said,  that  tea  is  consumed  in  virtually  all  the 
countries  in  the  world  and  is  only  now  becoming 
popular  in  the  US. 

More  stores,  including  Ritazza,  are 
carrying  teas  to  cater  to  this  growing  market.  And 
we're  not  just  talking  Lipton. 

Ritazza  introduced  a  new  line  of  specialty 
gourmet  teas  after  Christmas.  "We  just  felt  we 
were  missing  out  on  the  market,"  Bob  Edwards, 
director  of  food  services  said.  "We  wanted  to  cater 
to  people  that  wouldn't  normally  drink  coffee." 

Teas  offer  something  lighter  to  drink,  being 
a  little  less  heavy  than  coffee,  said  Robert  Jones, 
assistant  manager  of  dining  services. 

The  tea  flavors  have  names  such  as

The  Ritazza  Coffee  Cart  recently  started  carrying 
specialty  teas.  The  Tazo  line  of  teas  caters  to 
buyers  who  want  a  lighter  alternative  to  coffee. 

"Awake,"  "Passion"  and  "Zen"  which  emphasize 
tea's  relaxing,  non-threatening  image,  as  opposed 
to  coffee's  harder  image. 

According  to  Fancy  Food  magazine, 
specialty  teas  are  also  growing  in  popularity  partly 
due  to  tea's  reported  health  benefits. 

Macht  added  that  the  image  of  tea  brings  a 
certain  level  of  elegance  to  drinking  tea.  The 
perception  comes  from  the  image  that  British 


consumption  of  tea  is  sophisticated,  representing 
order  among  chaos.  He  said  because  of  this,  teas 
are  becoming  more  popular  in  upscale  hotels. 

Macht  added  that  the  trend  toward 
specialty  teas  is  fueled  in  part  by  people  looking  for 
a  more  interesting  beverage. 

"People  look  at  herbal  tea  as  ones  that  don't 
contain  caffeine  and  are  very  flavorful,"  said  Macht. 

Personally,  Macht  said  tea  works  well  as  a 
beverage  when  he  is  very  busy.  Before  he  started 
drinking  tea,  he  said  his  coffee  would  usually  get 
cold  while  he  did  other  work. 

Because  tea  can  be  enjoyed  boiling  hot, 
tepid,  or  cold,  Macht  switched  to  drinking  tea. 

Many  people,  including  Macht,  don't  enjoy  coffee 
cold. 

According  to  an  article  published  in  the 
Chicago  Tribune,  tea  is  set  to  follow  in  the  footsteps 
of  wine  culture,  the  coffee  culture,  and  specialty 
beer  as  prices  for  specialty  teas  begin  to  rise.  The 
article  lists  a  pound  of  rare  Chinese  Oolong  Peach 
Blossom  Spring  Three  Perils  Mountain  tea  costing 
$2,352. 

As  far  as  the  statistics  show,  the  tea  craze 
seems  to  have  passed  over  the  college.  Tea  sales  at 
Ritazza  have  been  less  than  stellar  so  far,  though 
Edwards  said  most  students  are  not  aware  of  the 
new  teas.

Speaker  discusses  progress 

Helgesen  analyzes  the  changing  gender  roles  of  women  in  Naperville

On  Tuesday  the 
sputtering  snow  and  slushy 
streets  were  of  little 
concern  to  the  large  crowd 
that  came  to  hear  Sally 
Helgesen  speak  about  the 
progress  of  women  in 
American  society. 

With  an  expertise  in 
business  leadership  of 
women,  Helgesen  appears 
to  be  a  leader  herself, 
confident  in  her  studies  and 
intelligent  as  she  discusses 
the  entailments  of  her  most 
recently  published  book. 
Everyday  Revolutionaries 
Working  Women  and  the 
Transformation  of  American 
Life. 

Helgesen  said  that  the 
three  most  important 
changes  that  have  shaped  f 
our  fluid  environment  are 
the  social,  technological 
and  economic  changes  that  | 
reflect  the  new  and 
improved  status  of  women  J 
and  the  ways  they  work. 

She  chose  to  conduct  her  | 
studies  in  Naperville 
because  of  its  own  success 
in  change,  as  it  is  now 
dominated  by  knowledge 
and  industry. 

Helgesen  found  that, 
contrary  to  the  past,  the 
division  between  the  roles  § 
of  men  and  women  are 
softly  defined.  She  also 
found  that  the  various 
activities  of  individuals  are  1 


meshing  together,  as  work 
is  being  brought  home, 
they  are  no  longer  two 
separate  concerns. 

Private  activity  now 
reflects  public  activity,  and 
women  are  one  with  men. 
"We  are  breaking  down 
those  barriers,"  Helgesen 
said. 

She  sees  this 

decompartmentalization  as 
a  practice  for  opening  up 
even  more  opportunities 
for  women  to  be  involved 
in  leadership  activities. 

She  found  that  these 
women  used  managerial 
skills  and  work  ethics  in 
domestic  life,  by  scheduling 


|  family  activities  and 
;  managing  the  household 
f  with  the  help  of  a  personal 
i  computer—  a  tool  that  both 
|  men  and  women  can  and 
:  certainly  do  utilize. 

|  Helgesen  spoke  of  how 
!  the  three  changes  and  the 
|  decompartmentalization  of 
i  activity  has  provided  a 
1  flexible  environment  for 
5  women  to  indulge  in 
|  several  different  careers 
|  and  interests  throughout 
their  lifetimes.  This  ability 
to  change  careers  allows 
|  these  women  to  express 
\  different  desires,  to 
|  encourage  the  fullest 
|  potential  of  their  talents 


and  to  fulfill  various  goals 
and  dreams. 

Through  her 

observations  of  the  women 
in  Naperville,  Helgesen 
found  certain  essential 
methods  that  proved  to 
help  them  succeed  and 
suggested  that  more 
women  need  to  follow 
these  examples. 

She  also  stressed  the 
importance  of  having  a 
support  group,  close 
friends  or  family  members- 
-  mainly  other  women— 
that  will  understand  the 
struggles  of  trying  to 
achieve  goals  and  will  be 
able  to  relate  to  the 
interests  that  motivate 
women. 

Helgesen  believes 
encouragement  and 
support  are  extremely 
helpful  to  personal  success. 
She  also  suggests 
recognizing  that  change  is 
permanent  and  that  success 
I  comes  from  lifelong 
learning  because  new 
technology  requires  new 
skills. 

Women  have  come  a 
long  way  in  this  century 
and  will  continue  to 
|  struggle  for  equality  in 
|  society  and  equity  in 
business,  Helgesen  stated. 

The  decreasing 
domination  of  large 
organizations  and  the 
increasing  level  of 
opportunity  has  sparked 
individual  talent  and  has 
balanced  the  positions  held 
by  men  and  women.

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Three  artists,  three  visions  of  color

Color  is  among  an  artist's  most  valuable  and 
easily  manipulated  tools.  In  “Serene,  Surreal  and 
Abstracted:  a  study  in  color,"  an  exhibit  of 
photographs  and  paintings  on  display  in  the  Wings 
student  gallery  through  Feb.  17,  three  student 
artists  examine  the  emotions  that  color  can  inspire. 

As  their  show's  name  implies,  the  three  artists, 
Rebecca  Hoye,  Margaret  Byrne  and  Elizabeth 
Sutherland  each  bring  a  different  perspective  to 
their  work. 

Painter  Rebecca  Hoye  contributed  the  "serene" 
portion  of  the  show.  "Lindsey,"  an  oil  on  canvas, 
captures  the  blending  of  reds  and  pinks  in  a 
bouquet  of  roses  with  nearly  photorealistic 
accuracy. 

Painting  has  great  spiritual  value  to  Hoye, 
which  is  most  evident  in  her  waterfall  painting 
titled  "Revelation  1:15b"  and  "Study  of  Rembrant's 
'Head  of  Christ.'" 

Hoye  chose  to  rework  the  latter  because  "it  is 
my  favorite  picture  of  Christ,"  she  said  at  the 
show's  opening  reception,  "while  I  painted  it,  I 
really  tried  to  picture  who  he  was." 

Photographer  Margaret  Byrne's  collection  of 
self-portraits  is  the  "surreal"  part  of  the  exhibit.  The 
most  notable  piece  is  "The  Green  Sleep,"  which 
was  Byrne's  first  attempt  at  working  with  a 
lightbox. 

The  new  display  technique  arose  by  chance-  the  I 
box  was  being  discarded  by  her  employer,  but  she 
said  that  she  hopes  to  repeat  it  in  the  future. 

Her  choice  of  concentrating  on  self-portraits 
arose  from  similarly  practical  motivations,  as  well 
as  artistic  expression.  "Self-portraits  are  convenient, 
because  I'm  always  available,"  Byrne  said,  "plus.

using  myself  allows  me  to  be  completely  honest 
and  uninhibited." 

Her  trilogy  of  self  portraits,  entitled  "Rainbow 
Fall,  "Bath  Tears"  and  "New  Haircut"  were  shot 
over  a  six-month  period,  and  capture  vastly 
different  moods,  even  though  they  share  subject 
matter. 

Elizabeth  Sutherland,  who  added  the 
"abstracted"  component,  is  displaying  a  single 
piece,  an  oversized  oil  on  canvas  entitled  "Eight 
Yellow  Women." 

"Each  woman  represents  a  different  facet  of 
womanhood/'  Sutherland  explained.  "From  left  to 
right,  they  go  from  being  staunch  to  free." 


Sutherland  said  that  the  painting  was  a  six 
:  month  project,  in  which  she  chose  not  to  employ 
|  human  models,  but  instead  created  the  characters 
|  from  her  imagination.  "Unfortunately,"  she  added, 
1  "people  I  know  kept  creeping  in." 

In  the  artist's  statement  she  prepared  for  the 
|  show,  Sutherland  explained  that  the  struggle  many 
women  endure  with  their  own  body  image  is  a 
|  major  inspiration  to  her  work. 

"Sometimes  the  greatest  fear  that  I  have  is  that  I 
|  will  always  be  uncomfortable  in  my  own  skin,"  she 
|  writes,  "I  think  this  is  a  fear  that  many  of  us, 
particularly  women,  share."

"A  League  of  Their  Own"  (1992)  —  Women's 
sports  have  been  continuing  to  gain  in  popularity  and 
respect  over  the  last  couple  of  years.  They  are  not, 
however,  a  creation  of  modem  times.  "A  League  of  their 
Own"  tells  the  story  of  a  professional  women's  baseball 
league  in  1943,  long  before  the  WNBA  or  the  Gold 
Medal-winning  Olympic  women's  hockey  team.  When 
the  US  entered  World  War  II,  women  took  over  the  jobs 
of  the  men  who  went  off  tp  fight  in  a  variety  of 
industries.  With  most  professional  baseball  players  gone, 
a  group  of  owners  decided  to  start  the  All  American 
Baseball  League,  with  female  players. 

Geena  Davis,  Lori  Petty,  Madonna  and  Rosie 
O'Donnel  star  as  players  of  the  Rockford  Peaches,  who 
have  been  saddled  with  an  injury-ridden  former  player, 
played  by  Tom  Hanks,  as  their  manager.  Each  actress 
capitalizes  on  her  own  unique  personality  (although, 
thankfully,  Rosie  doesn't  sing  or  play  with  an  Elmo  doll), 
creating  some  memorable,  and  likable  characters.  Hanks, 
whose  character  reforms,  progressively,  is  responsible 
for  most  of  the  film's  best  one-liners.  Bill  Pullman  and  an 
ever-so-snide  Jon  Lovitz  round  out  the  cast,  nicely. 

"A  League  of  Their  Own"  is  a  funny  and 
touching  historical  comedy  about  a  subject  not  often 
discussed.  And  don't  forget,  "there's  no  crying  in 
baseball."

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SGA  lends  hand  to 
Student  Parent  Co-op

The  Student  Government 
Association  recognized  the  needs  of 
students  with  children  and  donated  a 
large  sum  of  money  to  the  Student- 
Parent  Co-op  organization. 

During  their  Senate  meeting  on 
Tuesday,  Student  Body  President 
Michelle  Piersall  announced  that  after 
a  unanimous  vote,  the  SGA  will  ' 
donate  a  portion  of  their  1998  rollover 
to  the  Student  Parent  Co-op. 

Back  in  1972,  the  SGA  established 
Student  Parent  Co-op  to  provide  child 
care  assistance  to  struggling  students. 
The  purpose  was  to  allow  the  student 
to  attend  class,  knowing  that  their 
child  is  being  well  supervised. 

Even  though  the  service  is  not  free, 
a  minimal  fee  provides  the  peace  of 
mind  concerning  the  well-being  of 
their  children. 

"The  students  pay  a  quarterly  fee 
depending  on  how  many  hours  a 
week  the  child  is  scheduled  to  be 
here.  The  price  ranges  between  120- 
195  for  the  quarter,"  said  Mary 
Wombold,  a  teacher  at  the  Co-op. 

The  child  is  allowed  to  be  there  up 
to  five  hours  a  day,  and  the  children 
are  only  supervised  while  the  parent 
is  in  class.

For  more  than  two 
years,  the  issue  of  a 
student-run  art  gallery 
provoked  infighting 
among  students  and 
mistrust  between  the 
administration  and 
SGA. 

When  the  Wings 
gallery  first  opened  in 
October,  it  appeared 
that  a  long  fight  had 
finally  come  to  an  end. 

Unfortunately,  lack 
of  student 
involvement,  along 
with  inadequate 
participation  has 
rendered  the  gallery  a 
glorified  display  case. 

This  quarter,  only 
three  students  signed 
up  for  Art  198,  the 
course  in  charge  of  the 
gallery  space.  This 
represented  a 
substantial  drop  from 
the  already-small  staff 
of  five  the  previous 
quarter. 


Without  a  larger 
staff,  maintaining  a 
viable  art  gallery  will 
be  increasingly 
difficult. 

One  reason  that  the 
gallery  space  was 
selected  was  that  its 
many  windows 
allowed  passersby  to 
view  the  artwork  on 
display  when  the 
gallery  was  closed. 

Unfortunately,  Wings 
is  always  closed. 

The  gallery  should 
have  set  hours,  in 
which  a  staff  member 
is  present  to  "guard" 
the  artwork. 

While  the  large 
distance  between  the 
viewer  and  the  artwork 
does  not  have  too 
damaging  an  effect  on 
shows  featuring  larger 
pieces,  smaller  work, 
such  as  that  of  Tim 
Gray's  "Digital 
Dreams"  exhibit  last 


month,  are  nearly 
entirely  lost. 

Another  result  of  the 
"closed-door"  policy  of 
the  gallery  is  that  items 
such  as  show  catalogs 
and  artist's  statements 
cannot  be  distributed. 

Currently,  all  artists 
whose  works  are 
displayed  at  Wings  are 
required  to  hang  and 
remove  their  own 
artwork,  and  are  in 
charge  of  their  own 
publicity. 

In  fact,  not  one 
member  of  the  Wings 
staff  was  present  at  the 
reception  for  "Serene, 
Surrealist  and 
Abstracted,"  the 
gallery's  current  show. 
These  are  exactly  the 
things  that  a  gallery's 
staff,  like  that  of  the 
Arts  Center's  Gahlberg 
Gallery,  is  supposed  to 
do.

Improving  the  EEOC 

This  week  my  Subcommittee  on 
Employer-Employee  Relations  held  a 
hearing  examining  the  future  direction  of 
the  Equal  Employment  Opportunities 
Commission  (the  EEOC).  It  is  my  belief 
that  as  the  nation's  leading  civil  rights 
enforcement  agency,  the  EEOC  must 
function  in  a  fair,  efficient,  and 
professional  manner.  At  a  hearing  in 
October,  my  subcommittee  heard 
concerns  raised  by  individual  victims  of 
discrimination,  civil  rights  lawyers,  and 
small  businessmen  that  the  EEOC  is  not 
giving  sufficient  priority  to  the 
investigation  of  individual  charges  of 
discrimination  in  terms  of  staffing  or 
resources.  This  week's  hearing  focused 
on  ways  the  EEOC  can  be  improved,  and 
particularly  ways  in  which  the  EEOC  can 
better  address  its  backlog  of 
approximately  65,000  cases  in  a  fair  and 
effective  manner.  The  distinguished 
group  of  witnesses  included  Speaker 
Newt  Gingrich,  Acting  EEOC  Charman 
Paul  Igasaki,  and  several  former 
members  of  the  Commission. 

Hearing  witnesses  pointed  out  the 
need  for  greater  emphasis  on  the 
investigation  of  charges  filed  with  the 
EEOC.  There  is  general  agreement  that  it 
takes  far  too  long  for  individual  clams  of 
discrimination  to  receive  a  review  by  the 
agency.  One  way  this  backlog  can  be 
reduced  is  through  alternative  dispute 
resolution.  The  EEOC  currently  offers 
voluntary  mediation  in  only  a  very 
limited  number  of  cases.  It  should  make 
mediation  available  to  any  parties  that 
want  to  take  advantage  of  it.  We  should 
be  encouraging  any  mechanism  that 
settles  complaints  of  discrimination  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  involved  without  the 
need  for  a  lawsuit. 

The  EEOC  is  seeking  a  15%  increase  in 
its  funding  for  1999.  I  stated  at  the 
hearing  that  I  will  support  this  increase 
provided  that  any  new  money  goes  to 


helping  actual  victims  of  discrimination 
by  addressing  the  case  backlog,  through 
such  avenues  as  improvements  in  the 
intake  and  investigation  process  and 
increased  use  of  meditation.  I  am  pleased 
that  the  EEOC  has  indicated  it  will 
emphasize  these  areas,  along  with 
upgrades  in  its  computers,  in  its  budget 
request.  I  am  equally  pleased  to  report 
that  Speaker  Gingrich  indicated  he  would 
support  the  increase  in  funding  if  the 
EEOC  made  these  improvements. 

I  believe  the  Commission  serves  a 
necessary  and  important  function  in  our 
society;  protecting  the  rights  of  victims  of 
discrimination.  Moreover,  enforcement 
of  nondiscrimination  laws  is  as  important 
now  as  ever,  in  light  of  court  restrictions 
placed  on  affirmative  action.  The  key  is 
getting  the  EEOC  to  better  allocate  its 
resources.  I  remain  concerned  that  the 
investigation  of  individual  charges  of 
discrimination  are  often  given  a  low 
priority  in  terms  of  staffing  and  resources 
in  comparison  to  litigation.  On  average, 
each  investigator  has  70  pending  cases, 
while  the  average  litigation  case  load  per 
attorney  in  district  offices  is  a  mere  1.4 
cases.  In  order  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  discrimination  investigations,  EEOC 
lawyers  must  become  more  involved  in 
the  investigation  process. 

Although  I  believe  the  EEOC  at  times 
proceeds  in  inappropriate  directions,  I 
am  convinced  that  it  continues  to  serve  a 
vital  mission.  For  that  reason,  I  will 
support  the  significant  funding  increase  it 
requests—  and  urge  the  support  of  the 
Republican  Leadership  for  such  funding- 
-  provided  the  EEOC  makes  the  kinds  of 
changes  I  have  discussed.  I  look  forward 
to  continued  work  with  all  interested 
groups  from  across  the  political  spectrum 
to  find  ways  to  make  the  EEOC  a  more 
effective  guardian  of  Americans'  civil 
rights.

Should  We  Fear 
the  Medical 
Profession? 

Jack  Kevorkian  used  to  call 
what  he  does  "medicide"  until 
it  was  pointed  out  that  the  term 
literally  means,  "the  killing  of 
medicine."  Many  feared  that 
killing  the  medical  profession 
was  exactly  what  he  would 
accomplish  if  he  succeeded  in 
turning  physicians  into  agents 
of  death  who  were  authorized 
to  put  the  sick  out  of  our 
emotional  and  financial  misery. 
But  it  appears  to  already  be  too 
late. 

Although  partial-birth 
abortion  has  been  condemned 
by  the  medical  profession  as 
never  justified,  the  profession 
has  taken  no  action  against  its 
practitioners.  Consider  what 
kind  of  mind  it  takes  to  hold  a 
perfectly  formed  human  child 
squirming  in  one's  hands  and 
then  puncture  is  skull  and  suck 
its  brains  out.  Do  such  as  these 
really  qualify  to  be  called 
medical  doctors?  Then  why  are 
they  still  members  of  the 
profession  in  good  standing 
and  allowed  to  continue  this 
horrific  practice? 

The  byword  of  the  medical 
profession  used  to  be  "above 


|  all  do  no  harm,"  and  the 
Hipporcratic  Oath  used  to  say, 
"I  will  give  no  deadly 
:  medicine."  It  also  included  an 
I  explicit  prohibition  against 
committing  abortion.  (Perhaps 
this  has  something  to  do  with 
why  it  has  quietly  disappeared 
from  many  medical  schools.) 
What  has  become  of  the 
medical  profession  when  it 
welcomes  into  its  ranks  those 
unethical  practitioners  who 
have  prostituted  their  skills  to 
destroy  human  life,  accepts 
abortion  when  there  is  no 
medical  indication,  and 
intrudes  itself  into  families  by 
condoning  surgery  on  minors 
without  parental  permission  or 
knowledge?  Yet  many,  duped 
by  the  wedge  issues  of  pain 
and  personal  autonomy,  want 
to  trust  this  thoroughly 
corrupted  brotherhood  with 
end  of  life  decisions  for  the 
weakest  and  most  vulnerable 
among  us. 

We  are  not  far  from  the 
experience  of  the  Netherlands 
where  euthanasia  is  legal.  The 
Dutch  now  fear  entering  their 
own  hospitals  where  many 
lives  are  involuntarily  ended  in 
spite  of  so-called  safeguards.

Integrating  the 
Armed  Forces 

Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  once  said 
that  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  a  Declaration  of 
Intent.  By  that  he  meant  that  the 
commitments  of  that  eternal 
document,  when  written,  did  not  at 
the  time  apply  to  all  Americans,  but 
only  to  some  of  them.  Women  were 
excluded  altogether,  native 
Americans  and  the  poor  had  less 
rights  than  landowners,  and  blacks 
were  counted  as  three-fifths  of  a 
person.  And  yet,  the  vision  and  the 
truth  of  the  principles  set  forth  in  the  ■ 
Declaration  and  Constitution  of  this 
great  country  have  been  the  bedrock 
foundation  of  the  patriotism  of  all 
Americans  over  time,  no  matter 
their  condition  at  the  time  of  its 
crafting,  and  no  matter  how  difficult  j 
the  struggle  for  equality  and 
realization  of' that  intent. 

"We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self- 
evident,  that  all  men  are  created 
equal,  and  they  are  endowed  by 
their  Creator  with  certain 
unalienable  Rights,  that  among 
these  are  Life,  Liberty  and  the 


pursuit  of  Happiness." 

The  rights  so  eloquently 
articulated  in  the  Declaration  and 
defined  in  the  Constitution  could 
only  be  established,  and  later 
defended,  by  a  strong  military.  Our 
armed  forces,  indeed  all  Americans, 
owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  President 
Truman,  who  fifty  years  ago 
strengthened  out  military  and  our 
society  by  issuing  Executive  Order 
No.  9981  thereby  integrating  the  U.S. 
armed  forces. 

Americans  of  African  descent 
were  eager  to  defend  the  ideal  and 
the  promise  of  this  noble  experiment 
in  self-government  from  the  very 
beginning.  During  the 
Revolutionary  War,  more  than  5,000 
free  blacks  fought  to  establish  these 
United  States  of  America.  Rhode 
Island  had  a  black  battalion,  and 
African-American  men  and  women 
served  in  units  from  the  various 
states  as  laborers,  spies,  nurses, 
cavalry,  and  infantrymen.  During 
the  Civil  War,  Harriet  Tubman 
served  as  a  union  spy,  a  volunteer 
nurse,  and  a  freedom  fighter.  So 
often  was  she  in  the  field,  that  some  l 
soldiers  affectionately  dubbed  her, 
"General  Tubman." 


In  no  military  conflict  were 
Americans  of  African  descent 
unwilling  to  offer  their  very  lives  to 
the  service  of  their  country,  no 
matter  the  condition  of  their 
citizenship.  My  own  grandfather 
served  in  the  Army  in  World  War  I, 
and  I  have  vague  recollections  of 
stories  of  the  experiences  he  had  in 
France  during  that  world-shaping 
cataclysm.  He  left,  and  returned  to 
an  America  of  Jim  Crow  apartheid, 
but  was  proud  to  have  done  his  part 
to  preserve  freedom.  His  service, 
and  that  of  others  was  founded  on 
their  sincere  love  of  America,  and 
their  belief  in  its  ideals.  He  believed 
in  the  Declaration  of  Intent,  and  was 
prepared  to  give  his  life  in  behalf  of 
its  promise. 

Continuing  that  tradition,  my 
father  served  in  World  War  II.  Up 
until  World  War  II,  enlistment  of 
Americans  of  African  descent  had 
been  limited,  but  one  year  after 
Pearl  Harbor,  there  were 
approximately  400,000  African 
Americans  in  the  Army.  By  the  end 
of  the  war,  there  were  more  than 
150,000  in  the  Navy.

Students  and  staff  get  an  unexpected  day  off

For  some,  Monday's  snowstorm  was  a 
blessing.  For  those  who  braved  the  elements  to 
attend  school,  it  was  a  curse. 

One  one  hand,  there  are  students  who  used 
the  day  off  to  catch  a  couple  extra  hours  of  sleep 
and  to  take  a  break  from  the  usual  grind. 

Peter  Cvejic,  a  sophomore  majoring  in 
computer  science,  found  out  the  school  would  close 
from  his  father,  and  slept  until  12:30.  The  rest  of  the 
day,  Cvejic  played  video  games  and  did  homework. 

Samantha  Koenig,  a  freshman  in 
philosophy,  slept  until  4  p.m.  "1  woke  up  at  7:00 
and  1  was  dead  tired  so  I  went  back  to  bed,"  said 
Koenig.  Koenig  found  out  school  was  canceled 
later  that  afternoon. 

Josh  Deen,  sophomore  in  education,  also 
lucked  out.  Though  the  school  told  him  classes 
were  in  session,  his  ride  refused  to  leave  home 
because  of  the  weather.  After  doing  homework, 
Deen  went  to  work  at  a  bank  in  Westmont  where, 
due  to  the  weather,  nobody  showed  up. 

Students  and  staff  who  came  to  school  on 
Monday  have  a  different  story  to  tell. 

Adjunct  Instructor  Phyllis  A.  Reed  drove  to 
school  from  DeKalb  to  teach  her  10  o'clock  class 
after  Public  Safety  told  her  the  school  was  open  at  7 
a.m.*Reed  drove  for  two  hours  (the  trip  normally 
takes  40  minutes)  during  the  snowstorm. 

"At  one  point  on  1-88,  it  looked  like 


someone  put  a  sheet  in  front  of  my  windshield," 
Reed  said. 

Though  Reed  arrived  only  to  find  the 
school  officially  closed  at  9:30,  staff  had  to  stay  until 
noon. 

The  snowstorm  coupled  with  the  late 
closing  announcement,  also  affected  students  who 
had  early  classes. 

"I  was  so  pissed  off  because  I  called  in  at 
7:30  and  they  said  school  was  open,"  said  Fumihiko 
Yuki,  freshman  with  an  undecided  major. 

Yuki  found  out  the  school  closed  after  a 
three  hour  drive  from  Chicago  (normally  a  45 
minute  drive.)  He  said  the  drive  was  terrible,  with 
a  visibility  of  10  feet  at  times  and  with  cars  sitting 
aside  on  the  shoulders. 

He  then  went  home,  this  time  a  2  1/2  hour 
drive  where,  like  most  students,  he  took  a  break:  "I 
was  a  couch  potato,"  he  said. 

Olga  Rogov  came  to  school  for  an  8  a.m. 
class.  Unlike  Yuki,  Rogov  walked  to  school  during 
the  snowstorm.  It's  a  ten  minute  walk  but  due  to 
the  icy  conditions,  Rogov  slipped  three  times  on  her 
way  to  school. 

Rogov  also  called  in  and  was  told  school 
was  open.  "My  instructor  gave  me  a  private  class 
because  nobody  else  showed  up,"  said  Rogov. 

Rogov  also  took  a  break  from  school:  "I 
came  home,  slept,  dyed  my  hair,  and  took  a  bath  for 
31/2  hours,"  she  said. 

Though  the  snowstorm  provided  many 
with  a  break  from  class,  it  doesn't  mean  some  are

Volunteers  wishing 
to  participate  in  the  People 
Educating  People  program  do 
not  need  to  have  prior 
experience,  said  Joan  Morris, 
volunteer  project  manager  of 
PEP. 

"Volunteers  only 
need  to  have  the  desire  to 
help  and  the  flexibility  to 
learn,"  Morris  said. 

The  People  Educating 
People  program  is  the 
volunteer  component  of  the 
English  as  a  Second 
Language  Literacy  (ESL)  and 
the  Adult  Basic  Education 
Programs  (ABE),  according  to 
PEP  literature.  PEP  helps 
students  in  these  programs 
who  read  below  a  ninth  grade 
level. 

PEP  volunteers  range 
in  age  from  the  early  20s  to 
the  early  70s,  Morris  said. 

She  said  some  volunteer  help 
because  they  have  overseas 
experience  or  because  they 
know  people  who  are  non¬ 
native  speakers.  Morris  said 
most  help  because  they  want 
to  give  something  back  to  the 
community. 

Morris  said 

volunteers  help  maximize  the 
time  ESL  and  ABE  students 
have  to  learn.  She  said

instructional  techniques,  and 
lesson  planning. 

Volunteer  Sam 
Donofrio  works  as  a 
classroom  aide,  helping 
students  who  are  having 
difficulty  with  a  particular 
subject. 

"After  I  retired,  I 
wanted  to  do  something  I 
thought  would  be  a  help  to 
other  people  and  also  to 


satisfy  myself,"  said 
Donofrio.  He  said  helping 
another  students  learn  is  a 
satisfying  experience. 

Others  volunteer 
simply  because  they  like 
teaching,  such  as  volunteer 
Michael  Aikins. 

Volunteer  Chris 
Grygiel  said  about  working 
with  Chinese  students,  "I've 
learned  something  about 
their  culture  and  their 
people." 

Usually  each  quarter, 
45  to  60  classroom  aides  and 
a  half  dozen  to  a  dozen  one- 
on-one  and  small  group 
tutors  work  as  volunteers. 
Ten  people  work  as  non¬ 
tutoring  volunteers. 

The  PEP  program 
started  in  1984  as  a  way  of 
promoting  the  adult 
education  program  which 
was  new  at  the  time,  Morris 
said.  PEP  brought  awareness 
and  support  for  the  new  ABE 
and  ESL  program  by 
j  recruiting  volunteers  from 
I  the  community  at  large. 

A  14- hour  training

Hall  walking  for  health

Some  people  use  the  college's 
hallways  to  exercise  the  body  as  well 
as  the  mind. 

For  nearly  5  years,  employees 
and  some  students  have  been  walking 
the  building's  hallways  for  fitness. 

Nearly  40  staff  members  go 
hall  walking  during  their  breaks,  said 
Val  Burke,  coordinator  of  Health  and 
Special  Services. 

Jeanine  Rasmussen,  budget 
manager,  said  she  goes  hall  walking 
to  get  away  from  her  job,  to  relieve 
stress,  and  for  exercise. 

Rasmussen,  who  has  been 
walking  for  nearly  20  years,  used  to 
walk  on  the  track  in  the  PE  building. 
She  began  hall  walking  about  a  year 
and  a  half  ago. 

Burke  said,  however,  walking 
COD's  hallways  fits  in  better  with 
many  people's  schedules.  She  said 
hall  walking  developed  because  one 
didn't  need  a  time  schedule  to  walk

and  because  it  was  simple  to  do. 

"If  you  have  a  good  pair  of 
(athletic)  shoes,  it's  all  you  really 
need/'  Burke  said.  She  added  many 
walk  the  halls  wearing  street  clothes. 

Rasmussen  said  she  started 
walking  because  of  its  cardiovascular, 
anti-stress,  and  anti-weight  gain 
benefits. 

Burke  said  hall  walking  can 


be  a  stepping  stone  to  more  advanced 
types  of  walking. 

"Many  do  hall  walking  and 
become  physically  fit,  and  then  they 
can  do  other  walking  too  such  as 
hiking,"  Burke  said. 

Burke  said  hall  walking,  in 
addition  to  the  health  benefits,  is  also 
a  good  social  activity. 

Hall  walkers  often  walk  in 
groups,  meeting  and  socializing  in 
hallway  comers,  Burke  said. 

For  COD's  walkers,  the 
Wellness  Committee  measured 
indoor  and  outdoor  distances.  A  map 
of  campus  distances  is  available  from 
Health  and  Special  Services. 

According  to  the  map, 
walking  around  the  inside  of  the  IC 
building  three  times  is  equivalent  to 
walking  one  mile. 

If  you  walk  the  IC  building  it 
might  be  a  good  idea  to  bring  Post-it 
notes.  Burke  said,  some  people  forget 
how  many  times  they  circled  the 
building  and  use  Post-it  notes  as 
markers.

The  circus  is  coming  to  the 
Arts  Center  this  month,  but  it 
won't  be  bringing  lions,  tigers 
or  elephants. 

On  March  26  and  27, 
Cirque  Eloize,  a  troupe  of 
acrobats,  clowns  and  other 
performers  from  Quebec, 
Canada,  will  return  to  the 
Mainstage. 

Cirque  Eloize  (pronounced 
El-Was)  is  part  of  the  new  age 
circus  movement  that 
includes  Cirque  du  Soleil, 
whose  old  out  weeks  of 
performances  at  Navy  Pier 
over  the  last  few  years. 
Instead  of  relying  on  trained 
animals,  these  groups  use 
music,  balancing  acts  and 
performance  artists  to  lure 
large  audiences. 

The  nine  men  and  women 
who  make  up  the  cast  of 
Cirque  Eloize  come  from  a 
wide  variety  of  theater  and 
circus  backgrounds 
throughout  the  French- 
speaking  world. 

Hand-to-hand  acrobat 


Damien  Boudreau  and  Daniel 
Cyr-  who  performs  his 
acrobatics  with  a  ladder-  are 
former  members  of  Cirque  du 
Soleil,  with  whom  they 
toured  throughout  Europe 
and  North  America. 

Earlier  this  decade, 
Boudreau,  his  brother  Alain 
and  Sylvain  Drolet-  also 
members  of  Cirque  Eloize- 
created  the  acrobatic  group 
Trio  des  lies,  who  have 
earned  honors  in  France, 
Mexico  and  Italy. 

The  majority  of  the 
troupe's  performers  are 
graduates  of  the  Ecole 
Nationale  de  Cirque 
(National  School  of  Circus)  in 
Montreal,  Quebec.  The  sole 
exception,  clown  Annette 
Devick  earned  a  theater

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Fires  add  life  to  COD  prairies

A  series  of  controlled 
prairie  fires  took  place  on 
COD's  own  prairie-mai^h 
preserve  and  study  areas 
last  Friday. 

In  order  to  promote 
growth  and  soil 
nourishment  the  annual 
prairie  burning  is  a 
necessity. 

Retired  biology 
instructor  Russell  Kirt 
established  all  the  COD 
prairies  with  help  from 
students  back  in  1974. 

Since  then  Kirk  has 
made  sure  the  prairies  are 
maintained  properly. 

"Burning  the  prairie 
helps  prevent  the  invasion 
of  woody  plants,  and  it 
helps  to  eliminate  non¬ 
native  plants,  especially 
those  that  are  weedy," 

Kirt  said. 

According  to  Kirt, 
burning  the  prairie 
returns  the  nutrients  to 
the  soil  faster. 

"Following  a  prairie  fire 
the  soil  is  blackened  and 
will  absorb  more  sunlight 
and  more  heat  and 
germination  from  the 
prairie  plants  will  be 
quicker,"  Kirt  said

Tuition  increase  voted  down 


Motion  passes  through  Board  of  Trustees  and  is  rejected  5  to  2

During  her  first  Board 
of  Trustees  meeting  as 
Student  Trustee  on 
Wednesday,  Rebecca  Fyffe 
and  the  Board  rejected  the 


motion  for  a  one  dollar 
tuition  increase. 

After  a  steady  annual 
one-dollar  tuition  increase, 
the  Board  voted  5-2  that 
this  year  the  trend  would 
be  discontinued,  and  there 
would  be  no  increase. 

Fyffe,  who  does  not 
vote,  but  contributes  her 


point  of  view  as  a  college 
student,  did  not  approve 
raising  the  tuition. 

Board  members,  such  as 
Trustee  Jane  Herron  and 
Trustee  Mary  Kranz  made 
comments  as  to  the 
welfare  of  the  student. 

"I  remember  being  a 
student  here  over  the 
course  of  three  years.  I 
was  working  and  on  social 
security.  I  know  how  it 
feels  and  understand  that 
every  little  crunch  is  a  big 
crunch.  The  cost  needs  to 
stay  consistent,"  Herron 
said. 

Trustee  Kranz  gathered 
research  from  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Board 
to  support  her  argument. 

"We  must  get  control  of 
our  runaway 

administration  costs.  Let's 
stop  making  the  students 
help  pay  for  it.  I  urge  my 
fellow  board  members  to 


vote  no  on  the  proposed 
tuition  increase,"  Kranz 
said. 

Kranz  also  stated  that 
according  to  the  Illinois 
Community  College 
Board,  COD 
administrators  are  the 
second  highest  paid  in  the 
State  behind  Oakton 
Community  College.  But 
Oakton  only  has  half  as 
many  administrators  as 
COD 

Kranz  continued  that 
since  COD  runs  on  a 
quarter  system  and  not  a 
semester  system,  students 
are  spending  more  money 
on  books.  Other  schools 
only  buy  books  each 
semester. 

The  tuition  increase  was 
rejected  by  a  5to  2  vote. 
Trustee  Joseph  Morrissey 
and  Trustee  Carol  Payette 
voted  in  favor  of  the 
tuition  increase.

More  courses  are  being  added  to 
the  current  reading  courses  at  the 
college  in  order  to  offer  more  choices 
and  competency  levels  for  students. 

The  final  decision  for  the  additional 
courses  will  be  made  by  the  State. 
Since  most  of  the  Community 
Colleges  in  Dlinois  offer  the  additional 
class  option,  the  chances  for  approval 
are  very  high. 

The  COD  Institutional  Reading 
Committee  discusses  the  reading 
courses  at  the  college. 

"I  co-chair  the  Institutional 
Reading  Committee,  that  committee  is 
made  up  of  administrators,  faculty, 
staff,  people  from  Registration  and 
Records,  and  we  discuss  the  policies 
and  procedures  of  the  requirements," 
said  Danica  Hubbard,  Assistant 
Professor  in  the  Liberal  Arts  Division. 

Incoming  students  take  a  math  test, 
a  reading  test  and  a  writing  test.  How 
well  the  student  does  on  the  reading 
placement  exam  places  them  in  one  of 
three  courses.  If  a  student  does  not 
possess  the  reading  skills  for  college 
level  reading,  they  are  placed  in 
category  three. 

"If  you  score  low  on  the  math  test 
you  are  channeled  into  a  sequence  of 
math  courses  depending  on  how  well 
you  scored.  On  the  reading  test,  if  you 
score  in  what  we  call  category  three, 
which  is  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
spectrum,  you  will  be  placed  into  a 
reading  class,"  Hubbard  said. 

The  problem  with  the  writing  test 
is  that  there  is  no  mandatory 
placement. 


"The  writing  test  has  no  mandatory 
placement,  so  that  confuses  students. 
Even  if  you  were  deficient  in  reading, 
but  are  proficient  in  writing,  you 
could  essentially  be  taking 
composition  classes,  which  is  not 
recommended,  and  be  taking  "0"  level 
reading  courses  at  the  same  time," 
Hubbard  said. 

Since  reading  and  writing  are  so 
closely  related  it  would  only  make 
sense  to  have  mandatory  testing  for 
writing  along  with  reading. 

"What  we  want  to  happen,  from  a 
reading  and  english  standpoint,  is  for 
writing  to  also  have  mandatory 
placement,"  Hubbard  said. 

The  question  arises  that  if  writing 
was  mandatory  and  the  score  did  not 
coincide  with  the  reading,  what  kind 
of  class  will  the  student  end  up  in? 

"Once  the  student  is  placed  in  a 
reading  course,  what  happens  because 
of  the  requirement  of  the  college,  the 
student  must  meet  two  sets  of  criteria 


l  or  components.  The  first  component  is 
f  for  the  students  to  receive  a  "C"  or 
\  better  in  that  reading  class,  and  the 
;  second  component  is  for  the  student 
|  to  take  a  reading  exit  exam,  and  that 
|  test  is  multiple  choice  test  that 
|  students  take  towards  the  end  of  that 
|  quarter,"  Hubbard  said. 

Unfortunately  many  students  have 
t  been  receiving  a  "D"  or  an  "F"  in  the 
I  class,  but  passing  the  exit  exam,  and 
5  in  turn  not  passing  the  course. 

"Many  things  are  happening 
\  because  we  only  have  essentially  one 
|  reading  course  called  English  080  in 
;  two  delivery  modes,  one  in  the 
|  classroom  and  one  in  the  Center  for 
I  Independent  Learning.  The  second 
I  course  is  an  085  course  which  is  a  five 
!  credit  course  called  Reading  and 
I  Writing,  also  offered  in  the  classroom 
|  or  the  Center  for  Independent 
|  Learning.  And  the  third  course  is  an 
'  ESL  (English  as  a  Second  Language) 

1  course  for  non-native  english 


speakers,  that's  called  ESL  088,  and 
that's  an  advanced  reading  course," 
Hubbard  said. 

Another  problem  that  arose  was 
that  students  were  repeating  the  class 
because,  according  to  Hubbard,  the 
students  find  it  difficult  to  get  a  "C" 
or  better  after  a  quarter  of  reading 
intervention. 

According  to  Hubbard,  instead  of 
having  the  students  sit  in  the  same 
course  quarter  after  quarter,the 
Institutional  Reading  Committee  is 
now  going  to  offer  levels  of 
progression  which  is  what  many 
community  colleges  have  been  doing 
for  years. 

"Now  lef s  say  you  take  the 
reading  pre-course  exam,  now  instead 
of  scoring  in  category  three  and  being 
funneled  into  one  of  three  classes 
(ESL,  080,  085),  now  essentially  you 
will  be  funneled  into  as  much  as,  if 
;  not  more,  five  classes,"  Hubbard  said. 

The  new  courses  will  have  basic, 
intermediate  and  advanced  courses. 
The  basic  courses  will  only  be  offered 
in  the  Center  for  Independent 
Learning. 

Instead  of  taking  080  again  if  the 
I  student  failed  the  class  and  the  Exit 
;  Exam,  they  have  the  option  to  move 
|  down  a  level,  with  a  recommendation 
l  from  the  instructor.  Also  if  the  student 
is  doing  very  well,  they  could  move 
up  a  couple  levels.  The  classes  are  also 
|  allowed  to  be  repeated  one  time, 
f  "At  the  end  of  the  quarter  you  can 
|  take  the  exit  exam  at  any  one  of  those 
*  levels,"  Hubbard  said. 

These  changes  will  hopefully  bring 
about  a  more  positive  way  for 
|  students  to  advance  their  skills.

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Sexual  Harassment  big  issue  in 
government,  workplace  and  college

Due  to  no  real  evidence.  Judge  Susan  Wright 
dismissed  the  Paula  Jones  sexual  harassment  case, 
ending  the  four  year  legal  battle. 

In  order  to  win  the  case  Jones  had  to  prove  that 
her  job  was  threatened  and  she  was  exposed  to  a 
threatening  work  environment.  Unfortunately  she 
couldn't  prove  either  scenario. 

So  how  far  does  sexual  harassment  have  to  go  in 
order  for  action  to  be  taken?  It's  unfortunate  that 
sexual  harassment  is  an  issue  dealt  with  by  many 
women  every  day.  The  recent  dismissal  of  the  Paula 
Jones  case  portrays  a  message  that  if  you're  in  a 
powerful  position,  you  can  get  away  with  sexual 
harassment. 

"In  some  cases  it  definitely  is  a  crime,  in  some 
instances, for  example  what  happened  to  Jones,  I 
don't  believe  it* would  have  been  brought  as  a  case 
if  Bill  Clinton  hadn't  been  involved,"  Delores 
Wunder,  instructor  of  Sexual  Relations,  Marriage 
and  Family  said. 

For  most  students,  they  see  their  instructors  in  a 
powerful  position.  Students  may  feel  intimidated, 
and  tolerate  sexual  harassment  in  order  to  salvage 
their  grade. 

At  COD,  sexual  harassment  is  defined  as 
unwelcome  sexual  advances,  requests  for  sexual 
favors,  or  other  verbal  or  physical  conduct  of  a 
sexual  nature. 

"With  faculty  to  student  sexual  harassment,  we 
get  more  into  college  policy  and  the  most  we  could 
do,  unless  it  was  sexual  assault,  we  would  fire  the 
instructor,"  Kay  Nielsen,  Associate  Vice  President 
for  Student  Affairs,  said. 

Nielsen  said  that  sexual  harassment  is  difficult  to 
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prove,  but  it  doesn't  make  it  any  less  serious. 
Harassment  is  most  common  in  the  workplace. 
"Under  most  situations,  sexual  harassment  either 
has  to  be  prolonged  so  it  does  affect  you  and  your 
work  performance  or  if  it's  a  one-time  thing  that 
was  so  traumatic  it  interferes  with  your  ability  to  do 
your  job"  Wunder  said. 

"Sexual  Harassment  is  very  serious  and  it  does 
affect  people's  lives,"  Wunder  added. 

The  immortality  that  is  seeping  from  our 


government  is  tainting  the  minds  of  men  and 
women  alike.  It's  so  unfortunate  that  powerful 
people,  from  Presidents  of  the  United  States  to 
college  instructors,  think  that  sexual  harassment  is 
OK.

Money  for  nothing 


It  has  been  a  year  and  a 
half  since  the  last  down  was 
played  over  at  the  football 
field,  but  the  Athletic 
Department  still  shells  out 
approximately  $12,0W/  in 
"upkeep"  on  the  dormant 
field.  WHY? 

The  problem  with  football 
here  at  COD  was  the 
amount  of  money  spent  on 
it.  But  someone  decided 
that  the  grass  had  to  be  cut 
year  round. 

A  high  ranking  athletic 
official  said  that  the 
expenses  were  well  worth 
the  $12,000  because  the 
men's  and  women's  track 
teams  still  play  there  in  the 
spring. 

What  about  the  other 
three  quarters  when  the 
field  is  not  being  used  by 
anyone?  How  about 
moving  the  men's  or 
women's  soccer  team  over 
to  the  former  football  field 
in  the  fall.  Both  teams 
currently  share  the  field 
near  the  M  building,  and 


would  both  benefit  from  the 
extra  field. 

As  far  as  the  upkeep  and 
landscaping,  there  are 
probably  hundreds  of 
twelve  year-old  community 
residents  who  would  gladly 
do  the  job  for  half  the  price. 

What  ever  happened  to 
the  money  that  football  left 
behind?  It  is  being  used  to 
pay  off  the  debt  that  the 
athletic  department  has  had 
for  more  than  seven  years. 

To  his  credit.  Athletic 
director  Ralph  Miller  admits 
that  he  would  like  to  spread 
the  extra  funds  around  to  all 
the  teams  but  the  debt  needs 
to  be  paidfirst. 

He  has  spearheaded 
fundraisers  that  have 
brought  in  more  than 
$128,000  in  the  last  six  years. 
A  person  has  to  ask  him  or 
herself:  What  kind  of  debt 
are  we  running  here  at 
COD? 

Miller  told  the  Courier 
that  the  Athletic 
Department  was  in  debt 
$45,000  when  he  took  over 


the  job  in  1992.  He  says  that 
it  has  grown  over  the  years 
but  what  kind  of  spending 
is  going  on  in  the 
department,  that  $128,000 
has  not  yet  covered  it? 

The  mats  down  at  the  Ju 
Jitsu  class  are  very  thin. 

They  are  blamed  for  most  of 
the  injuries  that  occur 
during  this  exercise. 

Thicker  mats  would  solve 
most  of  the  problems,  but 
the  Athletic  department  did 
not  act  on  it  until  early  in 
1998. 

For  all  of  the  griping 
about  the  football  program 
being  expensive,  the  athletic 
department  is  not  better  off 
since  football's  departure  in 
1996. 

To  this  day,  the  football 
equipment  has  not  been 
sold,  and  still  resides  in  the 
equipment  storage  room. 
Wouldn't  the  money 
generated  by  selling  the 
equipment  do  better 
somewhere  other  than  in  the 
storage  room? 
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Perspective 


"Who  is  this  TICA' 
Guy?" 

A  television  advertisement  recently 
showed  a  youngster  who,  upon 
receiving  his  first  paycheck  from  his 
first  job  commented,  "Who  is  this 
'FICA'  person  and  why  is  he  getting 
so  much  of  my  pay?"  Of  course,  this 
TICA  guy7  is  the  Federal  Insurance 
Contributions  Act,  and  "he"  takes 
over  15%  off  the  top  of  every  workers' 
compensation,  most  going  to  the 
government-run  Social  Security 
program. 

When  I  entered  Congress  in  1985, 
Social  Security  was  popular  with  not 
only  older  Americans,  but  younger 
Americans  as  well.  However,  what 
was  impossible  in  1985  may  today  not 
only  be  possible,  but  inevitable.  In  its 
current  form.  Social  Security  is  losing 
its  most  important  allies:  Millions  of 
younger  workers  who  have  lost 
confidence  in  the  program. 

Why?  First,  they  are  aware  that  the 
Social  Security  program  will  begin 
facing  increasingly  serious  financial 
problems  as  77  million  Baby  Boomers 
begin  retiring  in  about  13  years.  Also, 
with  the  advent  of  401  (K)  plans, 

IRA's,  and  the  information  revolution, 
younger  workers  are  far  more  self- 
reliant  and  sophisticated  about 
private  investing  in  the  stock  market. 
They  increasingly  understand  the 
value  of  long-term  investments  in  the 
markets. 

For  most  Americans,  FICA  taxes 
surpass  their  federal  income  taxes. 
Given  how  much  workers  are  paying 
in  to  this  system,  all  Americans 
should  be  concerned  about  the 
implications  if  Social  Security  is  not 
reformed.  First  and  foremost,  the 
often  cited  reports  that  Social  Security 
is  solvent  until  the  year  2029  are  very 
misleading.  In  2012,  when  the 
boomers  begin  retiring,  the 
government  will  begin  paying  out 
more  in  benefits  than  it  collects  in 
revenues.  Further,  the  "surplus"  in 
the  "trust  fund"  that  will  supposedly 
fund  this  annual  deficit  until  2029  is 
nothing  more  than  "IOUs"  owed  the 
program.  Beginning  in  2012,  under 
the  current  system,  government  will 
have  no  way  to  pay  those  shortfalls 
other  than  raising  taxes,  cutting 
benefits,  cutting  other  government 
programs,  or  borrowing  more. 

This  situation  is  not  the  result  of 
waste  and  fraud,  high  overhead  costs, 
or  the  Social  Security  surplus  being 
spent  on  other  programs.  It  is  the 
result  of  Social  Security's 
fundamentally  flawed  design: 
essentially  a  government-sponsored 
pyramid  scheme.  Today's  benefits 
are  paid  by  today's  workers.  The 
workers  of  2029  will  pay  the  benefits 
of  the  retirees  in  that  year. 

There  are  several  proposals  for 
allowing  individuals  to  use  some  or 
all  of  their  FICA  contributions  for 
private  investment.  None  of  them 
threaten  the  benefits  of  current,  or 
soon  to  be,  retirees.  The  President, 
while  not  offering  a  specific  proposal 
or  necessarily  endorsing 
privatization,  has  initiated  a  debate 
on  the  issue.  Senator  Moynihan  (NY)- 
-  formerly  a  staunch  supporter  of  the 
current  system—  has  proposed  partial 
privatization  of  Social  Security.  More 
to  come  on  this  important  issue.

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Cracking  Down  on  j 
Drunken  Driving 

In  only  15  states  is  it  illegal  for 
someone  to  drive  with  a  .08  percent 
blood-alcohol  level;  the  legal  limit  in 
the  other  35  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  .10  percent.  On  March 
4th,  the  U.S.  Senate  took  action  to 
change  this  state  of  affairs.  Earlier 
this  year,  I  cosponsored  a  successful 
amendment  to  the  federal 
transportation  funding  bill  -  backed 
by  both  Democrats  and  Republicans, 
and  endorsed  by  President  Clinton,- 
-  which  withholds  a  portion  of 
federal  highway  money  from  states 
that  fail  to  lower  their  legal 
threshold  for  drunken  driving  to  a 
blood-alcohol  level  to  .08  percent. 

Alcohol  is  the  single  greatest 
factor  in  driving  deaths  and  injuries. 
There  were  17, 126  alcohol-related 
traffic  fatalities  in  1996,  one  every 
half  hour.  Forty-one  percent  of  all 
traffic  fatalities  are  alcohol  -related. 
Each  year,  one  million  people  are 
injured  in  alcohol-related  crashes. 

But  the  Senate's  Safe  and  Sober 
Streets  Act  is  not  prohibition.  It 
does  not  require  someone  not  to 
drink  at  all  before  driving.  It  would 


take  four-and-a-half  drinks  in  one 
hour  for  a  170-pound  male  with  an 
empty  stomach  to  reach  a  blood- 
alcohol  level  of  .08  percent.  For  a 
\  137-pound  female,  it  would  take 
\  over  three  drinks  in  one  hour  on  an 
I  empty  stomach  to  reach  that  blood- 
I  alcohol  level. 

This  legislation  simply  requires 
i  that  drivers  not  be  physically 
|  impaired  when  they  get  behind  the 
I  wheel  of  a  car.  And  it  is  at  a  blood- 
l  alcohol  level  of  .08  percent,  not  .10 
\  percent,  that  a  person  becomes 
I  physically  impaired.  Vision, 

|  balance,  reaction  time,  hearing, 

|  judgment,  and  self-control  are  all 
I  seriously  affected  at  that  degree  of 
j  inebriation.  Crucial  driving  skills, 
i  such  as  concentrated  attention, 

I  braking,  speed  control,  steering, 
i;  gear  changing,  and  lane  tracking, 

|  are  also  adversely  affected.  Of  all 
|  traffic  fatalities  in  1996,  nine  percent 
\  (nearly  4,000  deaths)  involved 
j  drivers  whose  blood-alcohol  level 
\  was  under  .10  percent. 

Since  our  state  already  has  a  .08 
j  percent  blood-alcohol  limit, 

\  Illinoisans  may  wonder  how  the 
f  Senate  legislation  directly  affects 
I  them.  The  answer  is  that  every  state 
I  surrounding  Illinois  uses  the  .10 


|  blood-alcohol  standard.  Since  the 
;  law  in  Illinois  took  effect  last  July,  in 
|  counties  that  border  these  other 
|  states,  the  reduction  in  alcohol- 
related  fatalities  has  been 
|  significantly  lower  than  in  the  rest  of 
the  state.  Moreover,  many 
Illinoisans  regularly  travel  through 
|  states  that  use  the  .10  percent  blood- 
|  alcohol  standard.  An  accident  of 
geography  should  not  determine 
|  whether  motorists  are  secure  in  the 
knowledge  that  drunk  drivers  will 
|  not  confront  them  on  the  highways. 

|  Illinoisans  should  have  confidence 
|  that  if  they  cross  over  the  border  to 
|  Indiana  or  Wisconsin  or  Missouri 
|  they  will  enjoy  the  same  level  of 
|  safety  that  they  do  in  our  state. 

In  1995,  the  number  of  alcohol- 
I  related  car  crashes  in  the  United 
States  rose  for  the  first  time  in  a 
j  decade,  and  that  trend  continued  in 
I  1996.  In  moving  to  establish  the  .08 
j  percent  blood-alcohol  level  as  the 
I  national  standard,  the  Senate 
responded  to  this  growing  problem 
with  a  common  sense  solution.  The 
Safe  and  Sober  Streets  Act  is  life¬ 
saving  legislation  whose  time  has 
come.

Speakers  to  offer  Chinese  perspective

Chang  Songying  from  the 
Zhengzhou  Institute  of  Technology  in 
China  will  provide  insight  into 
Chinese  history  and  culture  in  a  series 
of  lectures  next  week. 

Songying  is  a  senior  engineer  | 
at  the  Zhengzhou  Institute.  Professor  \ 
Emeritus  of  Sociology  Ray  Olson  will  | 
also  speak. 

"It's  a  unique  opportunity  to 
hear  a  speaker  with  this  kind  of 
background,"  said  Coordinator  of 
International  Education  Zinta 
Konrad. 

The  lecture  series  begins 
Tuesday  with  a  slide  presentation  by 
Olson.  Olson  will  present  an 
overview  of  dynasty  capitals,  historic  f 
sites,  and  archeological  sites  in  the 
Yellow  River  valley  region  where  he 
taught  in  1996. 

Olson  will  present  the  Yellow 


River  valley  region  as  a  cradle  of 
Chinese  civilization. 

In  two  lectures  beginning  on 
Tuesday  and  ending  on  Wednesday, 
Songying  will  present  "Major  Chinese 
Inventions  and  Appropriate 
Technology". 

Songying  said  appropriate 
technology  does  not  refer  to 
mechanical  technology  such  as 
computers  or  cars.  He  said 
appropriate  technology  instead  talks 
about  technology  that  is  very  simple 
but  also  very  useful,  such  as  herbal 
medicine  and  gun  powder. 

Dr.  Roy  Grundy,  professor 
emeritus  of  marketing,  said  Songying 
will  also  speak  about  the  evolution  of  § 
Chinese  characters. 

On  Thursday,  Songying  will 
present  "Higher  Education  in  China 
Today."  He  will  speak  about  the 
strengths  and  the  weaknesses  of  the 
over  3000  institutions  of  higher 
education  in  China. 

Among  the  concerns 
Songying  will  speak  about  are  the 


financial  problems  Chinese  university 
face.  For  China's  5  million  university 
students,  the  government  spends  $481 
in  U.S.  currency  per  student. 

Songying  is  currently  residing 
at  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
where  he  is  working  as  a  research 
engineer  worker  on  solar  water 
heaters,  Grundy  said.  He  will  stay  at 
IIT  for  one  month. 

In  addition  to  his  research 
work  at  IIT,  Songying  is  visiting  the 
U.S.  in  order  to  construct  a  bridge 
between  American  and  Chinese 
institutions,  Konrad  said. 

Songying  is  also  the  Dean  of 
Foreign  Affairs  Office  at  the 
Zhengzhou  Institute.  Konrad  said 
Songying  is  responsible  for 
international  cooperation  and 
exchange  programs.  His  office  brings 
foreign  professors  to  China  for 
teaching  and  research. 

"We  hope  [Songying' s 
lectures]  lead  to  further  participation 
in  Chinese  programs,"  said  Konrad.

The  first  ever  Volunteer  Fair  held 
Wednesday  served  to  bring  the  campus  and 
the  community  closer  together,  according  to 
the  Coordinator  of  Student  Activities,  Robb 
Frank. 

Nearly  300  hundred  people,  mostly 
older  students  and  faculty,  attended  the  fair 
held  in  the  Fishbowl. 

"We  really  want  to  bring  the  campus 
to  the  community  [through  volunteering]," 
said  Frank. 

About  21  different  community 
volunteer  organizations  presented  tables  at 
the  fair.  Kathy  Hennessy,  coordinator  of  the 
Bridges  to  Healthy  Community  Grant,  said 
the  tables  represented  a  wide  range  of 
interests  and  age  brackets. 

Some  of  the  volunteer  programs 
presented  included  programs  which  assist 
the  mentally  ill  to  programs  which  help  the 
elderly.  The  fair  also  presented  a  program 
which  helps  those  who  are  in  prison. 

Hennessy  said  the  volunteer  fair  was 
part  of  an  increased  focus  on  service  learning 
at  the  college.  She  said  several  classes  such  as 
an  animal  care  and  an  income  tax  assistance 
class  now  require  students  to  work  volunteer 
hours  for  full  credit. 

"Sometimes  [volunteering]  broadens 
understanding  and  acceptance,"  Hennessy 
said. 


The  service  learning  focus  and  the 
I  volunteer  fair  are  the  result  of  grants  the 
|  college  has  received  from  the  American 
1  Association  for  Community  Colleges  and  the 
I  Center  for  Disease  Control. 

Frank  cited  a  quote  said  by  Mark 
|  Twain  when  describing  the  importance  of 
1  service  learning  to  a  college  education: 

|  "Don't  let  school  get  in  the  way  of  an 
|  education." 

Frank  said  volunteering  lets  the 
student  apply  what  he  or  she  has  learned  in 
the  classroom  through  hands-on  experience. 

"Since  my  major  is  in  social  work,  I 
came  to  the  fair  looking  for  something  to 
volunteer  in  and  also  for  experience," 
sophomore  Janet  Mueller  said. 

Linda  Simble,  student  aide  and  part- 
|  time  faculty,  is  helping  to  compile  a  central 
f  information  resource  for  volunteer 
;  organizations. 

Though  the  idea  was  only  developed 
the  day  before  the  fair,  Simble,  holding  bags 
|  of  pamphlets,  went  around  to  each  of  the 
|  tables  collecting  information.  Simble 
|  regularly  volunteers  her  time. 

"People  have  always  volunteered 
|  service  to  me,"  said  Simble.  "When  I 
|  volunteer,  it's  like  completing  a  circle." 

Though  most  of  the  students 
I  attending  the  fair  were  older,  Frank  said  he 
I  hopes  the  fair  compels  younger  students  to 
|  volunteer. 

"We  definitely  want  to  do  it  again  in 
|  the  future,"  said  Frank.

It’s  a  battle  of  man  vs.  goose 

Groundsworkers  attempt  to  drive  geese  from  campus

Sure,  the  geese  are  annoying.  They  seem  to  | 
roam  around  campus  without  any  regard  for  car, 
person,  or  white  styrofoam  swan.  Judging  by  the  | 
look  of  campus  sidewalks  and  parking  lots,  the 
world  is  their  toilet. 

But  no  matter  how  annoying  the  geese  can  | 
get,  you  can't  kill  them. 

Groundsworker  Tom  Stephenson  said  a 
federal  fine  of  $500  is  levied  on  someone  who  kills  a  f 
goose. 

Stephenson  said  a  few  years  back,  someone  | 
killed  a  goose,  took  the  goose  home  and  cooked  it. 
"After  [authorities]  found  out,  he  got  into  real  big 
trouble,"  said  Stephenson. 

For  the  past  three  years,  the  college  has  | 
stepped  up  its  efforts  to  reduce  the  ever-increasing  | 
numbers  of  geese  waddling  around  campus, 
without  harming  them. 

However,  the  60  to  70  geese  that  call  COD 
home  appear  to  be  more  stubborn  than  expected. 

"We  have  a  problem  with  non-migrating 
geese,  created  by  people  feeding  them,"  said 
Grounds  Supervisor  Joe  Grenko. 


Past  efforts  included  placing  white 
styrofoam  swans  in  campus  ponds.  Because  swans 
and  geese  are  natural  enemies,  groundsworkers 
hoped  the  swans  would  repel  geese. 

Grenko  said  the  strategy  worked  very  well, 
for  a  little  while  at  least.  According  to  Stephenson, 
the  geese  and  the  swans  became  friends,  more  or 
less. 

"I  once  saw  a  goose  bite  at  one,"  said 
Stephenson.  He  added  that  geese  also  befriended 
live  swans  when  they  were  introduced  at  a  local 
golf  course. 

Grenko  said  the  very  expensive  swans  were 
also  very  fragile.  Often  in  high  winds,  the  swans 
would  tip  over  and  their  necks  would  snap. 

Despite  efforts  to  make  the  swans  look 
more  lifelike  by  applying  brown  paint,  the  geese 
were  unfazed. 

An  available  option  is  to  spray  campus 
grounds  with  a  grape  substance  which  irritates 
geese.  Stephenson  said  because  of  its  high  price  tag 
and  also  because  spraying  grounds  is  alarming  to 
many  people,  the  college  cannot  purchase  the 
sprays. 

Stephenson  said  the  current  battleplan  is 
simple:  "Keep  them  afraid."  The  hope  is  the  geese 


will  come  to  recognize  the  campus  as  a  place  where 
they  are  not  wanted. 

Groundsworkers  drive  their  red  carts  into 
flocks  of  geese  every  morning  to  scare  geese. 

This  effort  to  scare  the  geese  off  campus 
helps  to  protect  students,  especially  the  young 
children  on  campus,  from  potential  harm. 

Grenko  said  he  is  concerned  about  a  pair  of 
geese  which  have  been  nesting  near  the  child  care 
facility.  He  said  geese  can  get  aggressive  around 
small  children  and  potentially  break  an  arm  or  a  leg 
with  its  wing. 

According  to  Stephenson,  geese  droppings 
have  the  potential  to  contract  diseases  such  as 
salmonella  poisoning. 

This  is  a  main  concern  especially  from 
goose  feces  tainting  the  campus  ponds.  Grenko  said 
children  and  students  who  happen  to  fall  into  the 
water  can  develop  ear  infections  from  the  feces. 

"I  don't  want  to  hurt  the  geese,"  said 
Grenko,  "but  at  the  same  time  I  don't  want  them 
bothering  people." 

Grenko  said  the  college's  geese  population 
is  only  getting  bigger,  however.  Several  of  our 
resident  geese  are  currently  nesting.

‘SubUrbia’  explores  aimless  youth

For  many  young  people, 
sometimes  the  most  difficult  decision 
is  whether  or  not  to  do  anything  at 
all. 

This  is  the  dilemma  faced  by  the 
characters  of  Eric  Bogosian's  play 
subUrbia,  which  will  be  staged  in  a 
student  production  at  the  Arts 
Center's  Theatre  2  from  April  17  to 
26. 

SubUrbia  depicts  one  night  in  the 
life  of  a  group  of 

"twentysomethings,"  living  in  a  town 
that  one  character  proclaims  "the 
pizza  and  puke  capital  of  the  world," 
who  hang-out  in  the  parking  lot  of  a 
mini-mall  drinking,  stuffing  their 
faces  with  junk  food  and  avoiding 
real  life. 

As  disgusted  as  they  are  with  their 
current  situation,  however,  the 
characters  of  subUrbia  have  greater 
contempt  for  their  friends  who  dare 
to  move  on  to  better  things. 

This  conflict  is  seen  in  the  stormy 
relationship  of  Jeff  (Dustin  Ayers),  a 
university  drop-out  who  occasionally 
attends  a  local  community  college, 
and  Sooze  (Sarah  Spadaro),  his  artist 
girlfriend  who  ponders  going  to  art 
school  in  New  York. 

Pakeeza  (Ann  Abassi)  and  Nazzer, 
the  Pakistani  brother  and  sister  who 
own  the  mall's  convenience  store. 


also  draw  the  characters'  ire,  as  their 
attempts  to  realize  the  "American 
Dream,"  highlight  the  emptiness  of 
their  lives. 

On  the  night  that  the  action  takes 
place.  Pony  (Bernie  Gfesser),  one  of 


their  classmates  who  has  found 
success  in  a  rock  band  returns  home, 
not  to  a  hero's  welcome,  but  to 
jealousy  and  bitterness.

He  also 
shares  a  production  credit  with 
Steven  Spielberg  on  the  gritty  ABC 
police  drama  "High  Incident." 


Campus  ponds  become  art  exhibit

Although  it  won't  be 
confused  with  Minnesota  — 
the  land  of  10,000  lakes  — 
COD's  ten  ponds  represent  a 
significant  number  of  fluid 
bodies. 

This  aquatic  abundance  is 
the  inspiration  for  "Site 
Unseen  (Fluid  Bodies),"  an 
installation  work  by  artist 


Winifred  Lutz  that  is  on 
j  display  through  April  26  at 
j  the  Arts  Center's  Gahlberg 
|  Gallery. 

Unlike  most  media, 

1  installations  are  not  moved 
|  from  place  to  place.  These 
|  site-specific  works 
I  encompass  all  available 
I  gallery  space,  and  once  their 
|  exhibition  has  concluded, 

1  they  are  permanently 
1  dismantled. 

Lutz's  piece  consists  of 
|  several  different  two  and 
I  three-dimensional  media  that 
|  utilize  a  most  unusual 
1  material--  mud. 

On  the  long  wall  of  the 
I  gallery,  nine  of  the  ponds  are 


painted  to  scale,  each  in  its 
own,  respective  mud.  The 
remaining  pond,  the  one  that 
lies  adjacent  to  Arts  Center,  is 
depicted  by  a  raised  grid, 
constructed  in  tiles  of 
masonite  and  slathered  in, 
naturally,  more  mud. 

In  addition,  jars  containing 
the  water  of  all  ten  ponds  are 
displayed  along  the  back 
wall,  with  penciled-in 
silhouettes  of  the  many 
species  of  bird  commonly 
seen  on  campus.  Lutz  is 
currently  editing  a  videotape 
to  accompany  the  other 
i  components  of  the  show. 

To  complete  this  large 
undertaking.  Lutz,  a 


professor  of  sculpture  at 
Temple  University's  Tyler 
School  of  Art,  in 
Philadelphia,  enlisted  the 
help  of  over  20  collaborators. 

Two  such  contributors 
were  Fred  Bruney,  a  teacher 
of  sculpture  here  at  COD, 
and  his  "right  hand  man," 
student  Larry  King,  who 
among  other  duties,  collected 
mud  from  each  of  the  pond's 
bottom,  assembled  the 
masonite  tiles  for  the  floor 
mural  and  built  the  shelves 
i  for  the  water  jars. 

The  experience  has  given 
Bruney  an  insider's 
perspective  on  the  display. 

:  "The  ponds  are  forgotten 


parts  of  COD,"  he  explains, 

|  "this  show  wouldn't  make 
sense  anywhere  else." 

Since  the  1960's,  Lutz' 
work  has  appeared  in 
museums  and  galleries 
throughout  the  United  States 
and  Europe.  One  of  her  more 
unusual  displays  was  her 
participation  in  a  group 
exhibition  entitled  "The 
Prison  as  Site/  The  Prison  as 
Subject,"  at  a  Pennsylvania 
penitentiary. 

Prior  to  her  current 
position  at  Tyler,  Lutz 
taught  at  Yale  University  and 
Aquinas  College,  in  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan.

characters."

sees  the  story  as  one  of 
relevance  to  many  COD 
students.  "The  characters 
don't  know  how  to  get  on 
with  their  lives/'  he  explains, 
this  is  a  position  that  many 
young  people  find 
themselves  in." 

According  to  Weiseman, 
like  the  young 
"suburbanites,"  many 
people  in  their  early  twenties 
are  faced  with  the  decision  of 
growing  up,  or  staying  at 
home  with  their  parents. 

The  cast  also  features 
Brian  Femali  as  Tim,  who 
Weiseman  describes  as  an 
"Air  Force  drop-out,"  Adam 
Sweders  and  Glenn  de 
Falkenberg,  who  share  the 
role  of  Buff,  the  laid-back 
skateboarder  and  Julie  Ann 
Boyd  and  Meg  Frias,  who 
alternate  performances  as 
Bee-Bee,  Sooze's  best  friend 
and  the  object  of  Buff's 
affections. 

Weiseman  said  that  the 
actors,  who  have  been 
rehearsing  for  the  last  six 
weeks,  have  been  "helpful  in 
bridging  the  age  gap  with 
their  director."

Chet  Atkins  performances  cancelled

The  Arts  Center  performances  by 
legendary  guitarist  Chet  Atkins, 
which  were  originally  scheduled  for 
Friday  and  Saturday,  April  10  and  11, 
have  been  canceled  due  to  injury. 

Atkins  sustained  a  broken  hip  in  a 
fall,  last  month,  and  is  unable  to  tour 
until  he  completes  his  recovery  from 
surgery. 

In  response  to  the  sudden 
cancellation  of  the  shows,  both  of 
which  were  nearly  sold  out,  the  Arts 
Center  Box  Office  notified  over  500 
mail-order  and  credit  card  buyers  by 
mail. 

Remaining  ticket  holders  are 
strongly  encouraged  to  contact  the 
Box  Office  at  942-4000. 

Although  a  rescheduled  date  is 
planned  for  next  October,  at  which 


tickets  for  the  April  performances  will 
be  honored,  no  final  date  has  been  set. 

All  ticket  holders  are  eligible  for  a 
full  refund  of  the  ticket  price. 

For  over  fifty  years,  Atkins'  stellar 
technique  and  style  have  inspired 
jazz,  country  and  rock  musicians 
alike. 

Born  in  Tennessee  in  1924,  Atkins 
has  made  his  mark  as  a  solo  artist  in 
both  country  and  jazz,  as  well  as 
lending  his  trademark  sound  to 
countless  artists  as  a  studio  musician.

The  subject  of  the  IRA  has  been  dealt  with  powerfully  in 
such  films  as  "In  the  Name  of  the  Father"  and  "Michael 
Collins,"  and  one  assumes  that  "The  Devil's  Own"  is  going  to 
go  a  similar  route.  The  setup,  depicting  British  militants 
savagely  killing  an  Irish  family  as  they  sit  down  to  eat,  seems 
to  be  signaling  such  an  end. 

Sadly,  in  yet  another  example  of  Hollywood's  inability  to 
back  up  lofty  intention,  true  storytelling  power  is  sacrificed 
for  fear  of  painting  either  of  the  two  superstars  in  an 
unflattering  light.  The  moral  and  psychological  implications 
of  the  IRA  are  neatly  brushed  aside.  The  audience  is  never 
given  a  clear  notion  of  who  among  the  two  leads  to  root  for. 

Is  Pitt's  murderous  Francis  McGuire  supposed  to  be  the 
hero?  Does  that  role  go  to  Ford's  Tom  O'Meara?  Without  a 
moral  center  to  inspire  the  audience's  sympathy.  The  Devil’s 
Own  quickly  collapses  under  the  weight  of  its  own 
pretension.

"Bands  such  as  Dave  Matthews  and 
the  Beatles  are  always  good  sellers,  while 
Titanic  and  Leonardo  DiCaprio  are  really 
hard  to  keep  in  stock  right  now. 
Masterpieces  like  Munch's  'The 
Scream,"  and  Van  Gogh's  "Starry  Night" 
are  consistently  popular,"  he  said. 

Edna  Amagashie,  who  owns  her  own 
business,  Edna  Mag  African  Fashion,  has 
also  been  on  campus  before,  and  finds 
COD  students  to  be  a  good  audience  for 
her  merchandise.  Her  biggest  seller  is 
usually  the  jewelry,  but  Amagashie  said, 
"Depending  on  the  day,  other  items 
might  sell  better." 

Vendors  are  brought  on  campus  by 
clubs  as  fundraisers.  The  club  must  fill 
out  forms  for  Student  Activities, 
complete  all  scheduling  arrangements, 
and  negotiate  a  percentage  of  the  total 
sales  to  be  allocated  to  the  sponsoring 
club. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  profitable  ways 
a  club  or  organization  can  raise  funds  for 
their  cau  e,  and  are  encouraged  to  look 
into  vendors  as  sources  for  fundraising, 
since  thi  not  only  benefits  COD,  but  the 
community  as  well.

"I  did  not  win  this  award  alone. 

The  entire  Campus  Services  team,

The  new  internet  courses  offered 
through  the  Center  for  Independent 
Learning  allow  students  to  obtain 
college  credit  while  keeping  up  with 
their  busy  schedules. 

"The  idea  is  to  offer  another  option 
for  students  besides  the  traditional 
classroom  setting/'  Ron  Schiesz  said. 

The  Center  for  Independent 
Learning  offers  many  different  types 
of  courses  that  are  aimed  towards 
student  convenience. 

'The  Center  offers  video  and 
audio-based  courses  along  with 
broadcast  and  interactive  television 
courses,"  Schiesz  said. 

Just  introduced  this  past  fall,  the 
internet  courses  have  already 
doubled  their  enrollment  and  added 
more  classes  to  the  mix. 

"IT s  not  meant  to  replace  the 
classroom;  it  provides  a  great  deal  of 
convenience  for  the  learner  because 
they  can  access  the  material  on 
demand,"  Schiesz  said. 

The  internet  courses,  along  with  all 
the  independent  leaning  classes,  are 
designed  primarily  for  the  self- 
motivated  and  self-disciplined 
student. 

"The  internet  courses  are  self- 
disciplined  because  essentially  no  one 
is  cracking  the  whip  and  spoon¬ 
feeding  the  material  to  you  week  by 
week,"  Schiesz  said. 

If  the  self-motivated  student  has 
access  to  Netscape  and  the  World 
Wide  Web  on  the  internet,  he  or  she 
can  obtain  the  proper  course 


materials. 

The  materials  can  be  easily 
accessible  from  home,  or  if  the 
student  happens  to  be  on  campus, 
COD'S  Academic  Computer  Center 
can  accommodate  their  needs. 

While  involved  in  the  internet 
course,  the  student  is  encouraged  to 
keep  contact  with  their  instructor. 

"Keeping  in  touch  with  the 
instructor  is  an  important  part  of  the 
classes  because  the  students  are 
turning  in  their  assignments 
electronically  to  the  instructor.  The 
instructor  is  not  only  grading  the 


assignments  but  also  providing 
feedback  through  e-mail,"  Schiesz 
said. 

Students  are  also  welcome  to 
contact  the  instructor  through  their 
voice  mail,  and  are  certainly 
encouraged  to  meet  with  the 
instructor. 

According  to  Schiesz,  because  of 
the  technology,  schools  can  monitor 
when  the  students  actually  go  online 
to  access  the  materials. 

"What  a  lot  of  the  schools  have 
found,  especially  on  the  West  Coast, 
is  that  students  are  accessing  the 


materials  after  10  at  night  and  before 
7  in  the  morning,  so  they  can  work 
around  their  work  and  family 
schedules.  It  pretty  much  has  to  do 
with  convenience,"  Schiesz  said. 

The  internet  courses  are  definitely 
convenient  to  international  and  out- 
of-district  students,  but  many  of  the 
students  who  enroll  in  the  internet 
courses  are  not  only  distance  learners, 
but  students  that  are  local  and  on- 
campus. 

COD  started  offering  internet 
courses  in  the  beginning  of  Fall 
quarter  '97.  Since  then  the  number  of 
courses  and  enrollment  has  nearly 
doubled  if s  size. 

According  to  Mary  Alice  Phillips, 
Course  Systems  Manager  for  the 
Center  for  Independent  Learning,  the 
enrollment  for  Winter  quarter  '98  was 
63  and  more  than  doubled  to  141  by 
Spring  quarter. 

There  are  currently  eight  classes 
offered  as  internet  courses  for  the 
Spring  quarter.  They  span  from 
Introduction  to  Computers  to  English 
103.  Four  classes  are  expected  to  be 
added  for  the  summer  quarter,  but  it 
is  still  under  development. 

A  committee  is  working  on 
offering  enough  courses  that  could 
earn  the  student  a  degree.  So  basically 
a  student  can  obtain  a  degree  from 
home.  The  projected  date  of  the 
project  is  about  1-2  years  away.

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Minor  mercury 
spill  creates 
disruption

On  Apr.  8,  Public  Safety  was  called 
to  inspect  a  mercury  spill  in  IC  1H, 
caused  by  a  student  during  a  lab 
experiment. 

According  to  Public  Safety  reports, 
the  call  was  made  at  approximately 
12:00  pm,  and  they  were  informed  that 
a  student  spilled  the  hazardous 
material  during  a  lab  experiment. 

"It  was  during  a  chemistry 


experiment,  and  a  student  spilled  the 
mercury  on  top  of  one  of  the  work 
surfaces/'  Joe  Buri,  Director  of 
Campus  Services,  "said. 

According  to  reports  the  spill  was 
contained  to  a  wooden  lab  table,  and 
was  cleaned  up  and  properly  disposed 
of  using  a  Mercury  Spill  Kit. 

"They  used  a  tool  to  suck  up  all  the 
bits  mercury,  and  they  wore  gloves 
and  goggles  to  protect  themselves. 
After  they  removed  the  mercury,  they 
sprinkled  some  sort  of  compound  that 
would  absorb  any  minute  particles  left 
on  the  table,"  Buri  said.

Western  Civilization  and  U.S.

|  course  sequence  called  History  111 
|  and  112. 

For  U.S.  History  the  same  problem 
I  arose.  It  was  formally  a  three-course 
sequence  called  History  251,  252,  and 
1  253,  and  is  now  called  History  256 
|  and  257. 

"The  LAI  will  accept  all  four  of  the 
I  new  classes  as  Core  Curriculum 
1  Requirements.  History  111  and  112, 

1  and  256  and  257,  have  been  approved 
|  by  ICCB'and  LAI.  History  256  fulfills 


the  Constitution  requirement," 
Conradt  said. 

According  to  Conradt ,  History  111 
and  112  will  transfer  two  courses  out 
of  the  three  required  by  the 
Humanities  Core  Curriculum.  The 
same  applies  to  History  256  and  257. 

"History  256  and  257  will  transfer 
as  two  courses  out  of  the  three  Social 
Science  Core  Curriculum 
Requirements  for  IAI  transfer. 
Therefore,  if  a  student  wanted  to,  he 
or  she  could  transfer  all  of  the 
beginning  history  sequence  as  IAI 
Core,"  Conradt  said. 

Students  who  have  already  taken 
classes  in  the  old  sequence,  are 


allowed  to  continue  with  the  new 
sequence. 

"Western  CivilizationlOl  was 
accepted  as  one  course  for  IAI 
humanities  core  and  Western 
Civilization  102  or  103  (but  not  both) 
were  accepted  as  one  course  in  the 
IAI  humanities  core.  Therefore,  if  a 
student  has  taken  History  101,  he  or 
she  should  take  History  112.  If  a 
student  has  taken  History  102  or  103, 
or  both,  he  or  she  should  take  History 
111  to  transfer,"  Conradt  said. 

According  to  Conradt,  only  one 
course  of  U.S.  History  251  or  253  were 
accepted  as  one  course  of  the  IAI 
humanities  core.

Even  though  the  college 
stands  not  to  gain  a  significant 
amount  of  money  because  of 
this  decision,  several  Trustees

After  Easter  meal  at  Coor-dinator 
of  International  Education  Zinta  Konrad's 
house,  her  family  traditionally  holds 
Easter  egg  fights. 

The  fights  however  aren't  the 
rambunctious  free-for-all,  eggs-flying- 
across-the-room  type  of  fights  those 
words  connote.  And,  for  those  who  are 
curious,  yes,  the  eggs  are  hard-boiled. 

On  Monday,  nearly  15  students 
and  faculty  got  a  chance  to  participate  in 
this  tradition  at  the  Third  Annual 
Celebration  of  Spring  East  European-style 
in  the  Multicultural  Center. 

"We  try  to  share  many  different 
traditions  people  have  around  the 
world,"  Konrad  said. 

The  Easter  egg  fights  were 
originally  a  Latvian  tradition.  Konrad 
said  her  family  would  first  attend  a 
church  service  at  6:00  a.m.,  followed  by 
an  Easter  meal  with  the  family.  The  meal 
consists  of  Kulicha,  a  type  of  cylin-drical 
bread,  and  Pastha,  a  cheese  dish. 

After  the  meal,  everyone  sitting 
at  the  meal  table  chooses  an  egg, 
preferably  the  strongest  egg,  for  the  fight. 

The  eggs  would  usually  be 
painted  in  an  orthodox  design,  though 
sometimes  onion  skin  would  be  used  to 
decorate  the  eggs.  Konrad  said  they 


Those  gathered  at  the 
I  Multicultural  Center  each  chose  an  egg. 

Konrad  said  the  person  who  starts  the 
I  fight  takes  his  or  her  egg,  and  hits  the  egg 
■  of  the  person  to  his  or  her  left. 

Each  person  would  cup  their  egg 
I  in  their  hand,  as  Konrad  said  the  less  egg 
that  is  exposed,  the  better  chance  your 
|  egg  will  not  be  broken.  Then  one  person 
would  strike  the  other  egg,  either 
pointed-end  to  pointed-end  or  blunt-end 
|  to  blunt-end,  from  above. 

This  repeats  throughout  the 
group  and  at  the  end,  the  person  whose 
I  egg  is  still  intact  wins  the  fight. 

At  first  some  found  it  hard  to  get 
used  to  the  game.  One  participant 
smashed  her  egg  upward,  breaking  the 
attacker's  egg  instead  of  hers.  One 
participant  protected  his  egg  so  much  he 
smashed  it  on  his  own. 

"This  is  unique  because  any 
i  decorated  eggs  we  have,  we  never 
|  broke,"  Adjunct  Professor  of  Religious 
Studies  Bob  Skup  said. 

Alla  Feldman,  sophomore

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Saving  for  future  generations 

New  student  organization  uses  old  techniques  to  achieve  high  goals

Professor  Richard  Voss's  Endowment 
for  Future  Generations  organization  has  its  basis 
in  an  idea  started  200  years  ago  by  Benjamin 
Franklin. 

Franklin  wanted  to  fund  public  works 
projects  for  Boston  and  Philadelphia,  leaving  the 
cities  a  modest  amount  of  money.  Though  the 
actual  figure  has  been  disputed,  the  amount  has 
been  estimated  at  a  few  thousand  dollars. 

But  Franklin  left  one  stipulation:  Both 
cities  couldn't  spend  the  money  for  at  least  100 
years.  At  that  point,  only  half  of  the  money 
could  be  invested.  The  other  half  of  the  money 
could  only  be  spent  100  years  after  that. 

Two  hundred  years  later,  in  1990, 
Franklin's  initial  donation  of  a  few  thousand 
dollars  grew  to  several  million  dollars  for  both 
cities  after  accumulating  interest. 

Voss  first  heard  of  Franklin's  donation 
on  National  Public  Radio.  "I  was  just  amazed 
with  what  an  effective,  original,  and  powerful 
idea  this  was,"  said  Voss,  "and  that  there's  got  to 
be  some  way  to  do  the  same  thing  today." 

Voss  said  the  basic  idea  behind  EFG  is  to 
capitalize  on  Franklin's  principle  by  harnessing 
the  power  of  compound  interest. 

EFG  wall  pool  together  small  donations 
from  many  people  and  invest  that  money  for 
one  generation,  which  is  about  25  years. 

At  the  end  of  the  25  year  period,  10 
percent  of  the  accumulated  total  will  be  used  to 
address  critical  challenges  facing  society  at  that 
time.  According  to  an  EFG  flyer, 

"By  being  patient  and  allowing  money 
to  increase  in  size,  we  can,  from  small  gifts, 
create  real  change,"  Voss  said. 

Voss  said  the  definition  of  "critical 
challenges"  was  broadly  stated  on  purpose. 
According  to  an  EFG  flyer,  critical  challenges 
refers  to  forces  that  interfere  with  the 
maintenance  of  peaceful  and  just  societies. 


appreciation  for  diversity  among  peoples,  and 
preservation  of  basic  human  rights,  for  example. 

"In  25  years  new  issues  may  arise  that 
we  can't  even  begin  to  imagine,"  Voss  said. 
"Flexibility  was  built  into  [the  definition]  such 
that  it  can  adapt  to  a  changing  world." 

The  new  organization  has  already 
received  a  head  start  from  the  psychology  • 
faculty  at  the  college.  They  donated  $300  dollars, 
proceeds  from  the  February  psychology 
conference,  towards  an  EFG  scholarship  for 
members. 

Voss  said  that  as  far  he  knows,  no  other 
school  has  established  a  similar  organization.  As 
a  result,  however,  Voss  admits  he  has  many 
hurdles  to  overcome  if  the  new  organization  is 
to  be  a  success  such  as  establishing  EFG  as  a 
non-profit  organization  to  obtain  tax-free  status. 

But  Voss  said  he  has  high  hopes  for 
EFG.  Though  EFG  is  currently  starting  out  as  a 
local  organization,  Voss  said  EFG  has  the 
potential  to  work  on  a  larger  level.  Fie  said  some 
students  who  are  transferring  have  discussed 
establishing  other  school  chapters. 

"By  being  patient  and  allowing  money 
to  increase  in  size,"  said  Voss,  "we  can,  from 
small  gifts,  create  real  change."

In  an  increasingly 
technological  world.  Professor  and 
Counselor  Dr.  Cheri  Erdman  said  it  is 
important  for  people  to  maintain 
some  personal  integrity. 

Erdman  mentioned  the  term 
"high-tech,  high-touch."  "If  we  go 
high  tech,  we  have  to  balance  that 
with  a  human  touch,"  Erdman  said. 

The  presentation  series 
"Personal  Effectiveness  for  the  New 
Millennium"  deals  with  issues  related 
to  personal  issues  and  growth. 

Formerly  called  the  "Lifestyle 
Management  Series"  reflecting  the 
business  and  management  boom  of 
the  1980s,  the  series  adopted  it's 
millennium  title  after  waning 
attendance. 

Erdman  said,  however,  that 
the  title  is  more  than  just  a  marketing 
device.  She  said  the  title  taps  into

people's  desires  to  change,  grow,  and 
be  more  effective  in  changing  times. 

"Society  can  spin  out  but  as 
human  beings  there  are  some  basic 
values  that  keep  us  grounded," 
Erdman  said. 

Topics  for  the  New 
Millennium  Presentations  emphasize 
affective  education,  Erdman  said.  The 
topics  are  those  that  affect  students' 
personal  lives.  Issues  for  future  topics, 
for  example,  may  come  from  issues 
students  have  brought  to  counselors. 

Many  recent  topics  have  dealt 
with  more  multicultural  issues  as  the 
college  has  become  a  very  culturally 
diverse  campus.

New  Millennium  Presentations  for  the 
Spring  Quarter: 

"Sixth  International  No  Diet 


Day"  will  be  presented  by  Dr. 
Erdman.  According  to  a  New 
Millennium  flyer,  the  day  declares  a 
personal  moratorium  on  dieting. 

"Get  a  Grip!  Managing  Your 
Emotions"  will  be  presented  by 
counselors  Sandy  Werner  and  Bob 
Regner.  Regner  said  the  presentation 
will  focus  on  emotional  management 
using  techniques  from  Rational 
Emotive  Behavior  Therapy. 

"You  deal  with  irrational 
beliefs  and  emotions  by  using  self¬ 
talk,"  said  Regner.  Road  rage,  where 
one  immediately  becomes  angry  after 
a  traffic  incident,  is  one  example  of  an 
irrational  belief. 

"Now  What?  Building 
Bridges  From  Here  To  There" 
presented  by  counselor  Dorothy 
Squitieri  will  discuss  life's  transitions 
from  transferring  to  the  work  force.

As  of  today,  there  are  624  days  left  until  the  dawn  of  the 
next  millennium,  year  2000.  If  you're  looking  to  celebrate  the  so- 
called  fxn-de-siecle,  you  had  better  start  planning  now. 

Most  top  restaurants  are  booked  solid  for  New  Year's 
Eve,  1999.  Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Religious  Studies 
Werner  Krieglstein  said  when  he  tried  to  schedule  a  school  trip

to  the  Sahara  during  Winter  break  1999,  all  flights  were  filled. 

The  millennium  is  turning  out  to  be  one  giant  world 
party,  according  to  the  New  York  Times.  Millennium 
countdown  clocks  adorn  both  New  York's  Times  Square  and 
Paris's  Eiffel  Tower.  From  Japan  to  the  U.K.,  nations  around  the 
world  are  planning  large  scale  events  to  celebrate  2000. 

Many  disregard  that  the  millennium  may  not  officially  begin 
until  January  1,  2001  (some  argue  there  was  no  zero)  and  that 
the  actual  millennium  may  have  already  occurred  several  years 
ago  (modern  scholars  say  Jesus's  birth,  on  which  the  Gregorian 
calendar  is  based,  occurred  four  to  six  years  before  year  0). 

And  for  the  two-thirds  of  the  world  that  operate  on 
different  calendars,  the  year  2000  doesn't  mean  anything.  So 
why  is  the  millennium  such  an  important  marker  in  many 
people's  minds? 

"The  year  2000  is  fairly  arbitrary  but  we  celebrate  it 
anyhow,"  said  Krieglstein.  He  said  the  millennium  may  be  a  big 
deal  because  such  celebrations  make  life  meaningful,  whereas 
daily  routine  doesn't.  He  said  celebrating  the  millennium  fulfills 
a  basic  human  need  to  divide  time. 

"We  can't  live  in  time  continuously,  we  have  to  break

time,"  said  Krieglestein.  "Spaces  of  time  make  life  meaningful, 
otherwise  everything  is  boring." 

The  college  is  also  taking  part  in  some  of  the 
millennium  hoopla  though  many  plans  to  celebrate  the 
millennium  at  the  college  are  still  in  their  premature  stages. 

News  Bureau  Coordinator  Bill  Trailer  said  COD  will 
work  with  the  National  Community  College  office  in 
Washington  D.C.  to  help  identify  major  accomplishments  and 


Trailer  said  the  national  office  has  done  more  in  terms 
of  the  millennium  at  this  point.  He  said  there  are  several  other 
possibilities  for  a  local  celebration. 

Trailer  said  the  college  may  also  work  with  all  the 
community  colleges  in  Illinois  to  help  recognize  Joliet  Junior 
College,  Illinois'  oldest  community  college  for  the  year  2000. 

Trailer  added  the  millennium  might  be  an 
appropriate  occasion  to  hold  another  Plain  &  Fancy  Ball, 
previously  held  for  the  college's  25th  and  30th  anniversaries. 

Also,  since  the  college  is  very  close  to  having  enrolled 
its  600,000th  student,  the  college  may  formally  recognize  that 
student.  Trailer  said.  An  idea  that  has  been  discussed  is 
recognizing  the  first  student  to  register  in  the  new 
millennium. 

Professor  and  counselor  Cheri  Erdman  shares  this 
celebratory  spirit:  "Personally,  [the  millennium]  is  like  the 
ultimate  fresh  start,"  said  Erdman.  "It's  the  first  day  of  a  new 
century." 

The  approaching  millennium,  however,  brings  with  it 
paradoxes.  The  beginning  of  a  new  era  blends  into  the  ending 
of  another.  The  expected  growth  in  technology  is  coupled 
with  the  paralysis  of  computers  due  to  the  date  conversion 
problem  (preventing  Krieglestein  from  booking  flights  past 
the  year  2000).  Along  with  the  atmosphere  of  celebration, 
comes  along  an  atmosphere  of  fear. 

Examples  of  apocalyptic  fear  have  recently  occurred 
in  both  the  Branch  Davidians  and  Heaven's  Gate  mass 
suicides  in  this  decade.  During  the  dawn  of  the  second 
millennium  in  year  999,  many  considered  New  Year's  Eve  to 
be  Day  of  Wrath  where  the  earth  would  "dissolve  into  ashes," 
according  to  Psychology  Today. 

Christian  priests  and  peasants,  particularly,  believed 
that  "Satan  will  soon  be  unleashed  because  the  thousand  years 
have  been  completed." 

Bob  Skup,  adjunct  professor  of  religious  studies,  said 
that  end-of-the-world  prophecies  usually  occur  when  the 
millennium  is  viewed  from  a  religous  aspect.  Skup  said  in  the 
Hebrew  religion,  most  of  the  prophetic  signs  leading  to  the 
end  of  the  world  have  been  fulfilled,  leading  many  to  believe 
the  end  is  at  hand. 

Millennial  Fever  symptoms: 
paradox,  stress,  suspense, 
and  prevalent  uncertainty. 

Even  those  who  do  not  believe  the  coming 
millennium  means  the  end  of  the  world,  many  are  feeling  a 
type  of  millennial  distress. 

According  to  Direct  Marketing  magazine,  marketing 
efforts  should  cater  towards  resolving  Millennial  Fever,  the 
global  psychological  and  cultural  response  to  the  millennium. 

The  magazine  lists  five  major  symptoms  to  Millennial 
Fever:  paradox,  stress  and  overload,  grandiosity,  countdowns, 
and  suspense.  According  to  Direct  Marketing,  people  living 
during  this  period  of  "numerical  suspense"  and  "information 
overload"  feel  destabilized  and  need  reassurance.  Millennial 
stress,  as  a  result,  has  lead  to  the  late  '90s  being  an  era  of  small 
self-indulgence. 

The  article  cites  statistics  that  state  increases  in  cigar 
smoking  and  in  average  weight  as  examples  of  millennial 
stress  relief. 

With  624  days  left  (that's  14, 976  hours)  there's  still 
time  for  you  to  be  a  part  of  what  may  be  the  biggest 
celebration  the  world  has  known.  There's  also  time  to  cast 
your  vote  for  the  method  of  the  world's  destruction,  or  even 
your  favorite  antichrist  candidate.

COD  student  and  Darien 
resident  Joan  Anton  found 
relatives  on  the  web  who 
were  killed  during  the 
tragic  sinking  of  the  Titanic. 

For  some,  interest  in  the 
Titanic  is  due  to  recent 
Hollywood  brainwashing, 
but  for  Anton,  her 
fascination  with  the 
infamous  sinking  has  been 
captivating  her  for  years. 

Anton  knew  the 
identities  of  her 
grandfather's  first  wife, 

Elna  Matilda  Strom,  her 
daughter,  Telma  Matilda, 


and  her  brother,  Ernst  Ulrik 
Persson.  She  also  knew  of 
their  fates  in  the  frigid 
North  Atlantic  on  April  15, 
1912. 

Anton  was  enrolled  in 
an  Office  Technology 
Information  class  that 
required  internet  usage. 
After  she  completed  her 
assignment  one  day  she 
decided»to  surf  the  net. 

Since  she  had  an  interest 
in  the  subject  she  typed 
"Titanic  passenger  list"  into 
a  search  engine  and  was 
immediately  connected  to 
the  list.

"The  first  few  lists  that  I 
got  only  listed  the  baby 
(Telma  Matilda)  being 
missing  or  not  surviving,  and 
I  could  never  find  the  mother 
(Elna  Matilda).  That's  what 
kept  me  going  on  the  search," 
Anton  said. 

Anton  didn't  restrict  her 
search  to  school,  she  also 
used  her  computer  at  home. 

"I  was  doing  all  this  in  the 
library,  and  I  also  used  our 
computer  at  home.  I  would 
pull  up  different  web  pages 
and  look  through  different 
things,  and  I  found  this  one 
site  where  I  was  actually  able 
to  access  information  off  the 
list  that  gave  me  biographies 
of  all  the  passengers.  That 
was  the  list  where  I  finally 
found  where  the  mother  was 
listed  and  then  found  that  her 
brother,  Ernst,  was  also  a 
survivor.  Elna  and  Telma 
died,"  Anton  said. 

After  four  weeks  of 
searching,  Anton  gathered 
information  about  their  lives. 
She  discovered  that  Elna  was 
bringing  baby  Telma  home 
after  she  visited  her  relatives 
in  Sweden.  Her  brother  Ernst 
was  accompanying  her  in 
hopes  of  finding  a  job. 

"I  found  the  information 
on  a  web  page  authored  by 
Phil  Hend  and  it  gave  me 
some  history,  and  that's  how 
I  started  to  pull  everything 
together,"  Anton  said 

Anton  also  researched  the 
Red  Cross  booklet  from  the 
time  and  discovered  that  her 
relatives  had  previously 
occupied  cabins  on  the  ocean 
liner  deck. 

Anton's  grandfather  left 
Indiana  and  rushed  to  New 


York  to  see  his  wife  and 
child.  It  was  a  tragedy  that  he 
\  never  saw  them  again.  To 
l  compensate  for  his  loss,  he 
would  receive  $500  from  the 
\  Red  Cross. 

\  As  Anton  continued  with 
her  research,  she  discovered  a 
link  to  Ernst  Persson,  the 
\  brother,  and  that  led  her  to 
find  a  letter  he  wrote  re¬ 
enacting  first-hand 
information  from  that  fateful 
I  night. 

"They  woke  us  up  at  12 
\  a.m.  and  told  us  to  enter  the 
afterdeck  because  we  hit 
iceberg,  nobody  believed  [sic] 
I  it  was  any  danger,  the  boat 
was  unsinkable  as  they  told. 
At  that  time  nobody  was 
sorry  until  they  started  to 
send  down  the  lifeboats. 

Then  there  was  panic  and 
everybody  who  wanted  to 
1  jump  into  the  lifeboats 
without  permission  was  shot, 
i  Women  and  children  were 
permitted  into  the  lifeboats 
first,  but  when  Elna  and  I 
came  up  all  the  lifeboats  were 
I  crowded  at  that  time,  so  we 
agreed  to  accompany  each 
other  into  the  deep.  But  as  the 
boat  sunk  and  the  water 
started  pouring  over  the  deck 
there  was  a  terrible  sight  and 
i  scuffle  and  that  separated 
us,"  Persson  stated  in  his 
letter. 

It  is  unfortunate  that 
Persson  never  reunited  with 
his  sister,  but  his  survival 
gave  Anton  a  window  into 
this  mystery. 

Anton  muses  that  if  her 
grandfather's  first  wife  and 
child  survived  she  wouldn't 
even  exist. 

"It's  like  a  big  puzzle  and 
you  have  to  put  the  pieces 
together,"  Anton  said.

Psychologist  lectures 
on  learning  disabilities

Clinical  Psychologist  Richard  A. 
Markin,  Ph.  D.,  lectured  about 
learning  disabilities  to  better  inform  a 
crowd  of  phycology  students  on 
Wednesday  in  SRC  2800. 

Markin's  vast  experience  and 
interests  in  the  areas  of  Attention 
Deficit  Disorders,  developmental 
disabilities,  relational  difficulties,  and 
intensive  psychotherapy,  made  him 
an  informative  speaker. 

Markin  has  presented  programs  in 
the  many  areas  of  health,  education, 
business  and  criminal  justice.  His 
experience  working  with  criminals 
allowed  for  shocking  stories  to  be 
told. 

Markin's  main  theme  during  the 
lecture  was  to  allow  children  to 


overcome  their  learning  disabilities  by 
telling  stories  about  themselves. 

"We  are  the  storytellers  and  it's 
|  how  we  make  meaning  out  of  life," 
Markin  said. 

According  to  Markin,  bad  stories 
results  from  bad  memories,  and  they 
can  only  help  to  make  aware  their  bad 
habits  in  order  to  eventually  change 
them. 

Throughout  his  lecture  he  made 
several  references  to  movies  and 
Sigmund  Freud.  Freud's  theory  of  the 
unconscious  aided  Marking  in  his 
lecture. 

"The  unconscious  id  is  the 
submerged  part  of  the  iceberg," 
Markin  said. 

Using  the  popular  "may  the  force 
be  with  you"  quite  from  the  movie.

Chairman’s  Letter 
unpopular  with  Native 
Americans  Studies 

I  am  writing  in  response  to  Board 
Chairman  William  Bunge's  letter  to 
the  editor  dated  April  17th,  1998.  As 
I  near  the  end  of  a  26  year  career  as  a 
faculty  member  at  the  college  and 
reflect  upon  my  experiences  here 
they  are  mostly  positive.  I  have 
been  blessed  with  wonderful 
support  throughout  my  tenure  here. 

I  now  feel  embarrassed  to  be 
associated  with  an  institution  which 
has  as  a  leader  someone  whose 
insensitivity,  disrespect,  and  hurtful 
beliefs  have  been  so  flagrantly 
displayed. 

Mr.  Bunge  asks,  "what  horrible 
deed  did  he  do?"  referring  to  Chief 
Illiniwek,  the  University  of  Illinois' 
mascot,  something  most  people  of 
"common  sense"  would  think  is  a 
big  nothing  about  nothing.  By 
"most  people"  I  presume  this  refers 
to  white,  powerful,  mainstream 
Americans  here.  I  would  suggest 
that  millions  of  people  who  first 
populated  this  land  and  experienced 
forced  migration,  loss  of  land, 
language,  customs,  spiritual 
oppression,  involuntary  sterilization, 
and  genocide  DO  think  it  is  a  very 
big  deal.  No,  Mr.  Bunge,  all  the 
Indians  are  not  dead.  In  fact  there 
are  close  to  two  million  still  living  in 
this  country.  In  fact,  some  of  them 
attend  College  of  DuPage.  If  Mr. 
Bunge  had  done  a  little  research,  he 
would  find  that  the  Illiniwek  Indians 
had  a  different  language,  culture, 
spirituality,  and  homeland  that  the 
Lakota  (Sioux)  who  were  the 
inspiration  for  Chief  Illiniwek's 


outfit.  The  university  could  at  least 
have  gotten  that  right.  The 
university  and  fans  should  just 
admit  that  the  name  and  logo  of 
their  athletic  teams  are  no  honor  to 
anybody,  except  that  they  are  white 
power  symbols  chosen  to  capture 
the  mythological  savagery  of  Indians 
in  the  sporting  arena.  Indians  are 
also  children,  parents,  aunts  and 
uncles,  writers,  actors,  artists, 
lawyers,  educators,  and  on  and  on. 
As  far  as  their  "noble"  history  being 
closely  identified  with  the  war 
bonnet,  bow  and  arrows  and  the 
sprit  of  triumph  etc.;  it  is  precisely 
this  image  that  helps  create  and 
perpetuate  false  perceptions  of  a 
whole  group  of  people. 

What  I  am  most  offended  about  is 
your  sarcastic  suggestion  that 
perhaps  gambling,  drugs,  and 
alcohol  should  be  used  as  symbols  to 
depict  contemporary  Indians.  In 
reference  to  drug  and  alcohol  abuse 
which  is  a  major  problem  on 
reservations  as  it  is  in  mainstream 
America,  this  smacks  of  "blaming 
the  victim",  much  like  saying  to  a 
woman  who  has  suffered  rape  that 
"she  asked  for  it"  because  of  the  way 
she  dresses.  I  wonder  how  the 
Bunge  family  would  have 
responded  if  their  children  were 
taken  from  their  homes  and  sent  far 
away  to  boarding  schools,  punished 
for  speaking  English,  and  removed 
from  a  home  they  considered 
sacred?  Perhaps  they  too  would 
experience  similar  despair  and 
hopelessness.  This  was  a  deliberate 
insult,  plain  and  simple  to  all  the 
dedicated  Indian  elders,  educators, 
and  spiritual  leaders  who  today 
work  very  hard  to  teach  and 
recapture  some  of  what  was  so 


brutally  taken  from  them  and  to  give 
their  people  some  sense  of  purpose, 
identity,  and  self-esteem  which  they 
so  desperately  need.  What  they  do 
not  need  are  self-righteous, 
pompous  individuals  undermining 
their  efforts.  It  is  incredulous  to  me 
that  you  would  make  such  a 
statement.  As  for  gaming,  under  a 
1988  federal  law,  states  are  required 
to  allow  tribal-run  gambling.  For 
many  tribes  it  is  out  of  desperation 
that  they  turn  to  this  form  of 
generating  revenue,  and  many  are 
not  doing  as  well  as  they  had  hoped. 
Incidentally,  the  Navajo  (Dine) 
Nation  has  rejected  gaming  because 
of  concern  that  it  will  hurt  their 
people.  Does  your  attitude  about 
gaming  perhaps  reflect  other  power 
brokers  in  this  country  who  would 
endeavor  to  keep  Indians  out  of 
society  and  live  out  a  harmless 
existence  somewhere  out  of  sight 
and  out  of  mind?  It  seems  they  are 
damned  if  they  try  and  damned  if 
they  don't 

Like  it  or  not,  Mr.  Bunge,  symbols, 
mascots,  and  images  have  great 
power  in  molding  the  attitudes  of  a 
people.  So  yes,  my  common  sense 
tells  me  to  be  concerned  about  this. 
This  is  not  about  honoring  Indian 
people.  It  is  about  acting  honorably. 
So  in  the  traditional  Indian  way  of 
generosity  and  respect  Mr.  Bunge,  I 
invite  you  to  register  for  one  of  the 
classes  in  the  Native  American 
Studies  Program  to  broaden  your 
knowledge  of  the  people  you  talk  so 
glibly  about.  I  await  your 
registration.

Human  Resources  annually  distributes  brochures  to  all  employees 
regarding  sexual  harassment.  Warnings  against  sexual  harassment 
are  provided  in  all  employee  guidebooks.  Brochures  on  sexual 
harassment,  including  the  complaint  process,  are  also  available  in 
the  Admissions  Office,  Counseling/Advising  offices  and  the  Human 
Resources  office.

Professor 
Responds  to 
Chairman’s 
Letter 

I  am  appalled  by  the 
comments  made  by 
William  R.  Bunge  in  the 
April  17  edition  of  the 
Courier,  and  am 
compelled  to  comment. 
Mr.  Bunge  gives  his 
opinion  on  sports  mascots 
as  offensive  to  Indigenous 
People  of  North  America 
and  identifies  the  problem 
as  a  "comic  "cacophony". 
Mr.  Bunge  misses  the 
point  entirely.  These  are 
symbols  for  something  far 
more  significant. 
Highlighting  his  disdain 
for  "certain  people"  who 
make  "a  big  nothing 
aboqt  nothing"  trivializes 
the  tremendous  impact 
that  racism  and 
xenophobia  has  had  in 
this  country.  This  is  not 
about  a  mascot  nor  is  it 
about  being  politically 
correct.  Mr.  Bunge  says 
that  the  "war  bonnet, 
feathers,  bow  and 
arrows"  etc.  are  "closely 


identified"  with  the 
"noble  history"  of 
Indigenous  People.  These 
tools  and  clothing  are 
symbols  and  mean 
nothing  separate  from  the 
culture,  beliefs  and 
spirituality  of  the  People. 
To  make  this  association 
again  misses  the  point.  I 
believe  that  I  am  not 
assuming  too  much  when 
I  suggest  that  Mr.  Bunge 
knows  little  or  nothing  of 
the  culture  or  people  that 
he  identifies  as  the  "so 
called  politically  correct 
police".  Mr.  Bunge  claims 
that  the  "1990s  symbols" 
of  Indigenous  People  are 
"drugs,  alcohol  and 
gambling."  Iam 
astounded  at  the  pathetic 
oversimplification  of  the 
problems  confronting  not 
only  Indigenous  People 
but  also  all  people, 
including  the  people  of 
DuPage  County.

The  sight  of  a  gruff,  haggard-looking 
Klingon  trudging  by,  along  with  the  faint  smell  of 
incense  emanating  from  the  tarot  card  table  is 
enough  to  indicate  that  you've  entered  an  entirely 
different  world. 

About  a  hundred  people  (and  one  Klingon) 
attended  the  CODCON  III  role- 
playing/  tournament  card  convention  Saturday,  a 
celebration  of  fantasy  and  mysticism.  Jim  Allen, 
associate  professor  of  english  and  Sci-Fi /Fantasy 
Club  adviser  said  everybody  from  11  year-olds  to60 
year-olds  attended  the  convention. 

The  convention  featured  vendors  selling 
role-playing  and  card  games  from  the  popular 
Dungeons  &  Dragons  series  to  other  games  with 
names  like  Earthdawn  and  Legend  of  the  Five 
Rings.  Many  of  these  games  were  illustrated  with 
muscle-endowed  characters  wearing  archaic  armor 
and  yielding  very  large  weapons. 

"[Through  role  playing  games]  you  get  a 
chance  to  vicariously  experience  things  that  you 
can't  possibly  experience,"  said  Lon  Lademann,  one 
of  the  vendors  at  the  convention. 

Role  playing  games  date  back  to  the  mid- 
1970s,  according  to  Jim  Allen,  associate  professor  of 
English  and  Sci-Fi/Fantasy  Club  advisor. 

The  role  playing  game  takes  place  entirely 
in  the  imagination.  Each  player  assumes  a  character 
in  the  game  while  the  gamemaster,  or  the 
storyteller,  directs  where  the  game  progresses,  said 
Matt  Grob,  president  of  the  Sci-Fi/Fantasy  Club. 

"I  find  it  intellectually  stimulating,"  said 
Lademann.  "Much  more  intense  than  watching  a 
movie." 

Miniature  games  were  also  played.  These 
battle  games  involve  the  use  of  armies  consisting  of 
gothic-looking  fantasy  miniatures.  This  is  a  strategy 
game  where  the  roll  of  a  die  decides  your  miniature 
army's  fate. 

But  the  most  popular  of  the  games  is  the 
collectible  card  game.  Once  popular  with  a  few 
select  college  students,  the  game  "Magic:  The 
Gathering"  has  achieved  international  popularity. 
According  to  vendor  Darren  Willner,  senior 
winners  in  CCG  competitions  can  win  $100,000 
purses. 

The  secondary  card  market  for  rare  and 
CCG  cards  is  also  growing.  Rare  and  hard-to-find 
cards  can  fetch  up  to  $300.  According  to  Lademann, 
the  black  lotus  card  in  the  "Magic"  series  is  the 
highest  priced  at  $40,000.

ammated  movies  and  videos.  Grob  said,  "We  have 
a  decently-sized  group  of  [Sci-Fi/Fantasy  Club] 
members  who  are  also  fans  of  anime." 

To  complete  the  mystical  theme,  a  table 
giving  tarot  card  and  norse  rune  readings  sat 
amongst  the  game  vendors.  Elisa  Ford,  freshman  in 
English,  said  the  tarot  cards  contain  pictures  which 
outline  a  possible  path  for  a  person. 

This,  the  third  CODCON  convention  was 
the  largest  convention  thus  far. 

"Two  to  three  years  ago,  the  club  was 
looking  for  a  major  project  to  do,"  said  Allen.  "We 
didn't  see  any  conventions  in  the  DuPage  area." 

CODCON  I,  however  wasn't  very  well 
organized  and  was  not  very  successful  drawing  a 
total  of  9  people,  Grob  said.  The  second  CODCON 
was  more  successful,  drawing  nearly  50  people, 
though  Grob  said  the  club  didn't  follow  through  on 
many  planned  ideas. 

For  next  year's  convention,  Grob  said  he 
hopes  to  establish  a  computer  network  for 
computer  RPGs,  as  well  as  hiring  the  Starfleet 
Academy,  a  group  that  dons  Star  Trekkian  clothing. 
Grob  added  that  the  Klingon  Armada  might  be 
present  at  next  year's  CODCON.  Just  what  we 
need:  more  Klingons.

Nearly  40  people  met  the  authors 
behind  the  works  published  in  the  Prairie 
Light  Review  literary  magazine  at  a  reception 
held  Saturday.

Conference  will  emphasize  the 
importance  of  a  liberal  arts  education. 

The  seven  pillars  represent 
the  seven  subjects  upon  which  the 
liberal  arts  was  identified  at  lat  e 
Antiquity:  grammar,  rhetoric,  logic, 
music,  mathematics,  astronomy,  and 
geometry. 

The  theme  for  the  conference 
is  "tradition  and  change:  teaching  and 
learning  the  liberal  arts  at  the  edge  of 
the  21st  century." 

Assistant  Professor  of  English 
and  Conference  Coordinator  Tom 
Tipton  said  an  emphasis  of  tradition 
is  needed  to  balance  the  rapid  change 


in  the  liberal  arts  field. 

"Knowledge  is  less  and  less 
valued  as  its  own  end  and  less  and 
less  valued  for  its  humanizing 
effects,"  Tipton  said. 

The  conference  is  an  attempt 
to  vocalize  the  importance  of  the 
liberal  arts,  without  trying  to  take 
away  importance  of  vocational  and 
occupational  study  paths,  Tipton  said. 

Former  Dean  of  Students  at 
the  University  of  Chicago  Herman 
Sinaiko  will  be  the  keynote  speaker. 
He  will  also  sign  copies  of  his  most 
recent  book  Reclaiming  the  Canon: 
Essays  on  Philosophy,  Poetry,  and 
History. 

The  conference  will  include 
several  panel  discussions  with  COD 
faculty  members.  Among  the 
presentations:

"The  Devil's  Advocate"  —  The  big  shocker  of  "The 
Devil's  Advocate"  is  that  A1  Pacino's  slimy  lawyer  character, 
John  Milton,  is  really  the  devil.  Somehow  it's  hard  to  build 
up  to  this  revelation  with  any  level  of  suspense  when  the  title 
practically  screams  its  approach  at  the  outset. 

In  this  modern  day  "Faust"-ian  fable,  successful  Florida 
lawyer  Kevin  Lomax  (Keanu  Reeves,  narcoleptic  as  always) 
is  seduced  by  Pacino's  Milton  into  coming  to  Manhattan  to 
join  his  prestigious  law  firm. 

With  virtually  no  surprises  or  suspense  to  play  with, 
director  Taylor  Hackford,  who  rescued  the  project  after  it 
spent  years  in  development  hell  (ouch)  under  Bat-helmer  Joel 
Schumacher,  seems  confused  as  to  whether  his  is  a  gothic 
modern-day  version  of  "The  Excorcist"  or  a  black  comedy  in 
the  mold  of  "Rosemary's  Baby." 

Hackford  does,  however  stunningly  depict  Lomax's 
descent,  with  visuals  straight  out  of  Dante.

During  the  Seven 
Pillars  Liberal  Arts 
Conference  on 
Wednesday,  held  in  the 
SRC  1024,  keynote 
speaker  Herman  Sinaiko 
spoke  about  and  signed 
copies  of  his  book 
"Reclaiming  the  Canoe." 

Sinaiko  presented  his 
ideas  about  the  three 
fundamental  strands  to  a 
liberal  arts  education. 

"The  fundamentals  go 
all  the  way  back  to  ancient 
Greece.  The  original 
notion  is  that  the  parents 
took  the  young  into  the 
wealthy  families  and 
simply  taught  them  how 
things  were  in  the  cities 
and  institutions.  So  they 
learned  how  to  function 
politically  in  a 
community,"  Sinaiko  said. 

Sinaiko  stressed  the 
importance  of  a  liberal 
arts  education  and  how 
this  crucial  step  would 
allow  proper 
argumentative  and 
speaking  skills  to  develop. 

"The  second  step  is 
when  teachers  came  along 
and  taught  students  to  use 
rhetoric  and  form 
arguments,  which  could 
convince  people,  but  the 
price  of  that  was  a  sort  of 
relativistic  understanding 
of  the  community  values 
that,  instead  of  sharing  the 
values,  they  were

democrats  in  a  democratic 
city,  they  were  aristocrats 
in  an  aristocratic  society. 
They  didn't  care  whether 
the  city  was  democratic  or 
aristocratic,  they  only 
cared  that  it  had  one 
definite  brand  of  politics 
and  they  would 
accommodate  to  that.  That 
kind  of  education  is  one 
that  focuses  on  the 
individual  student  and 
sort  of  prepares  them  to 
be  successful  in  life," 
Sinaiko  said. 

The  third  fundamental 
strand  was  that  the  truth 
of  things  was  what  you 
believed  in. 


Attendants  asked 
many  questions  and 
commented  on  Sinaiko's 
lecture. 

"The  lecture 
summarized  the 
importance  and  the 
impact  of  liberal 
education  on  young 
minds  from  the  times  of 
classical  Greece  to  the 
twentieth  century.  In 
other  words  it 
summarizes  2,500  years  of 
liberal  education.  The 
point  I  made  to  him  was 
that  in  Modern  American 
Society  a  liberal  education 
which  promotes  a 
thinking  mind,  a  mind

which  is  capable  of 
discriminating  and 
critiquing  what  is  going 
on  around  us  and  what  is 
going  on  in  our  education.

Controversial  bike 


fee  causes  dispute

Robert  Sobie,  Professor  of 
Automotive  Service 
Technology  considers 
himself  environmentally- 
friendly,  and  has  ridden  his 
bike  to  work  every  day  for 
the  past  twelve  years. 

Sobie,  along  with  his 
fellow  bike  riders,  claim 
they  need  more  adequate 
protection  for  their  vehicles. 

According  to  Sobie,  there 
are  random  bike  racks 
scattered  around  the 
campus,  but  they  do  not 
provide  protection 
especially  to  those  bikes 
with  expensive  accessories. 

The  problem  that 
Sobie,  and  other  bike  riders 
have,  is  that  they  have  to 
pay  in  order  to  keep  their 
bikes  in  a  small  bike  locker 
located  by  the  IC  building, 


the  PE  Building  or  the  M 
building. 

Sobie's  question  is,  why 
I  do  people  who  drive  cars  to

we  get  charged  to  use  them. 
|  It  just  bothers  me,"  Sobie 
said. 

|  Sobie  says  that  his  bike 
would  not  be  safe  if  it  were 
|  out  in  the  open  and  exposed 
|  on  a  bike  rack,  especially 
when  the  blustery  winters 
blow  through.  Despite 
these  conditions,  Sobie  still

Lightning  strike 
costs  WDCB  $1,000

A  minor  lightning  strike  caused 
damage  to  the  equipment  belonging 
to  COD'S  radio  station,  WDCB. 

The  strike  occurred  last  Monday 
during  the  series  of  thunderstorms 
that  rolled  through. 

"It  was  a  ground  strike  and 
basically  what  it  did  was  backset  some 
of  the  phone  cables,"  Scott  Wager, 
Coordinator  of  Radio  Operations  and 
Business  Affairs,  said. 

The  lightning  struck  the  nearby 
marsh,  energizing  some  of  the  old 
phone  circuits,  and  thereby  damaging 
WDCB's  equipment. 

"At  first  we  thought  that  the 
lightning  struck  the  WDCB  tower,  but 
after  investigating,  it  became  more 
apparent  that  it  was  a  ground  strike," 
Wager  said. 

According  to  Wager,  the  damage 


occurred  mainly  to  the  audio 
processing  gear.  It  did  not  interfere 
with  the  regular  WDCB  broadcasting 
for  more  than  a  minute  or  so. 

"The  station  was  not  affected  from 
a  transmitter  standpoint.  It  did  affect 
a  couple  of  program  amplifier  carts 
and  a  phone  line  switch  that  we  have 
down  in  the  transmitter,"  Wager  said. 

This  is  not  the  first  tome  WDCB 
has  experienced  difficulty  due  to  a 
ground  strike.  According  to  Wager, 
ib s  not  an  unusual  for  a  ground  strike 
to  occur,  especially  in  the  Springtime.

"I  have  a  $250  headlight  system, 
and  anyone  can  come  along  and 
destroy  it.  Plus  bike  racks  are  not  safe, 
especially  in  the  winter  when  the 
snow  falls,"  Sobie  said. 

About  three  years  ago,  Sobie  was  on 
a  committee  to  approve  the  bike 
lockers.  The  lockers  were  approved 
under  one  exception,  that  the  users 
would  pay  a  fee. 

"It  was  made  very  clear  that  we 
would  agree  to  pay  to  use  the  bike 
lockers  or  we  wouldn't  get  them,  so  at 
that  time  I  said  OK ,  I'll  pay,  but  the 
more  I  think  about  it ,  the  more  I  get 
mad,"  Sobie  said. 

Scott  Engel,  Director  of  Business 


Affairs,  believes  that  there  should  be  a 
fee  and  that  funds  were  entered  to 
|  pay  for  the  lockers,  and  there  are 
|  perfectly  good  bike  racks  next  to 
|  them. 

"This  is  the  same  situation  as  a

I  parking  lot  and  a  parking  garage," 
Engel  said. 

Nevertheless,  people  are  riding 
|  their  bikes  to  school  and  are  being 
|  charged  to  park  in  a  bike  locker. 

|  About  15  to  16  people  use  the  lockers. 

"It  costs  $1000  a  spot  to  build  the 
parking  lot,  and  I  have  to  pay  for  a 
|  couple  of  square  feet,"  Sobie  said.

Cut  funding, 
lose  resources 


On  Apr.  21,  a  state  audit 
revealed  that  Illinois  public 
universities  had  granted 
nearly  41,000  tuition  waivers 
worth  $117  million  in  1995-96. 
The  most  staggering  figure  of 
the  report,  however,  was  that 
these  waivers  constituted 
more  than  23  percent  of  total 
tuition  revenue. 

As  expected,  this 
information  has  become  yet 
another  political  football  in 
Illinois  government. 

Among  the  first  to  chime  in 
on  the  waiver  issue  was 
Illinois  State  Senate  President 
James  "Pate"  Phillip,  who  said 
that  this  information  was 
proof  that,  "You  can't  trust 
(the  universities)." 

While  the  23  percent  figure 
may  frighten  alarmists  such  as 
Phillip,  the  true  validity  of  the 
number  remains  questionable. 

At  the  universities  studied, 
tuition  waivers  are  granted  to 


various  groups  of  individuals, 
often  in  return  for  service  to 
the  university. 

For  example,  a  large  number 
of  waivers  are  granted  to 
graduate  students  in  return 
for  their  service  in  positions 
such  as  teaching  assistant  and 
residence  assistant.  Both  of 
these  duties  certainly  save 
public  universities  untold 
dollars  over  the  alternative  of 
hiring  professional  teachers  or 
"baby-sitters"  to  replace  them. 

Also,  the  work  that 
graduate  students  do  in 
university  laboratories  brings 
large  research  grants  to  the 
university.  What  do  they  get 
in  return?  Tuition  waivers. 

Children  of  university 
employees  frequently  get 
waivers-  a  fringe  benefit  to 
attract  employees. 

So,  how  does  COD  fit  into 
this  whole  mess,  anyway? 
COD  employees'  children 


may  also  attend  classes  free  of 
charge. 

Before  you  run  to  the  phone 
to  call  your  congressman, 
consider  these  numbers.  In 
1995  (the  most  recent  year 
available),  an  average  of  200 
faculty  children  (out  of  a  total 
enrollment  of  29,888) 
exercised  this  option.  The 
shocking  percentage?...  .8%  of 
total  tuition  revenue  in  1996- 
97. 

Had  the  numbers  from 
Illinois  Community  Colleges 
been  included  in  the  state 


1  audit,  the  23  percent  figure 
likely  would  be  reduced. 

The  point  is,  this  report 
seems  to  be  benefiting 
politicians  with  an  education- 
unfriendly  agenda,  before  its 
|  true  meaning  can  be  assessed. 

Before  conclusions  are 
drawn,  one  must  consider  the 
value  of  what  state 
universities  get  in  return  for 
I  the  waivers,  be  it  the  amount 
|  of  federal  research  grants  or 
the  ability  to  attract  quality 
faculty.

American  Response 

In  this  small  world  we  live  in 
today  it  must  be  very  difficult  for 
people  like  William  R.  Bunge  to  hold 
onto  the  ideals  of  the  dominant 
society.  I  do  not  engage  in  political 
debate,  particularly  when  it  strikes  at 
my  spirituality.  I  am  a  mixed  blood 
Traditional  Lakota  Sicangu,  and  I 
take  exception  to  a  letter  to  the  editor 
by  Mr.  Bunge.  I  do  feel  inclined  to 
address  this  kind  of  negative 
thinking,  so  I  will  try  to  bring  some 
light  to  the  issues  of  mascots,  as  I 
understand  them. 

Many  people  have  told  me  that  the 
Indian  should  feel  proud  that  they 
are  honored  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  through  Chief  Illiniwek.  I  do 
not  think  for  one  moment  that  any  of 
the  schools,  universities,  or  sports 
organizations  intended  to  do  any 
harm  to  the  Native  American 
community  by  the  use  of  mascots. 

The  problem  with  mascots  is  that  the 
Native  American  is  still  here  and 
spirituality  is  a  major  part  of  their 
lives  as  it  has  been  for  generations. 
Chief  Illiniwek  appears  at  half  time 
dressed  in  his  turkey  feather  war 
bonnet  and  battle  dress.  He  then 
does  his  rendition  of  a  war  dance  to 
give  his  team  the  fighting  spirit.  In 
the  eyes  of  the  Native  American  what 
this  circus  act  is  literally  doing,  is 
reducing  them  and  their  spirituality 
to  nothing  more  than  the  token 
mascot. 

Please,  let  me  try  to  explain  this 
position  with  respect  to  the 
"traditional"  Native  American's 
point  of  view.  For  generations  the 
war  bonnet  was  and  still  is  a  symbol 
of  bravery  and  respect.  It  also  has  a 
deep  spiritual  meaning  for  the  person 
who  possesses  it.  The  war  bonnet  is 
worn  only  during  ceremony  and  is 
not  something  one  plays  with.  For 
example,  when  was  the  last  time  you 
saw  a  war  bonnet  at  a  traditional 
pow-wow?  You  most  likely  never 
will,  unless  they  are  doing  an  honor 
dance  for  one  of  the  elders.  The  point 
of  this  is,  traditional  Native 
Americans  see  the  mascot  issue  as  an 
attack  on  their  spirituality  and  who 
they  are  as  humans. 

How  do  you  think  the  general 
public  would  feel  is  a  traditional 
Native  American  carried  a  large 
wooden  cross  with  Christ  hanging 
from  it  into  a  pow-wow?  If  this  were 
done,  it  would  show  a  lack  of  respect 
for  the  Christian  religion.  I  think  a 
cry  of  outrage  would  shake  the 
universe  as  the  dominant  society 
voiced  their  opinion  to  this  act. 

If  by  some  slim  change  Mr. 

Bunge's  attitude  is  shared  by  the 
majority  of  Americans,  then  I  will  be 
quite  content  in  being  stupid  and 
without  common  sense.  At  least  I 
will  be  able  to  sleep  at  night, 
knowing  I  tried  to  find 
understanding  with  all  my  relations, 
"mitakuye  Oyasin",  a  Lakota  word 
that  Mr.  Bunge  should  try  to  find 
understanding  in.  It  will  truly  set 
him  free  from  his  closed-minded 
attitude  toward  his  fellow  man.

Take  Your  Daughter  to  Work  Day  gives  daughters  a  peek  at  the  real  world

The  college's  student 
body  got  a  little  bit  younger 
last  week. 

Apr.  23  was  national  Take 
Our  Daughters  to  Work 
Day.  At  the  COD,  daughters 
from  Kindergarten  to  high 
school  came  to  see  exactly 
what  their  parents  do  for  a 
living. 

Nearly  50  parents,  mostly 
moms,  participated  in  the 
event  at  the  college,  said 
Assistant  Professor  of 
English  and  coordinator  of 
the  event  Danica  Hubbard. 
The  American  Association 
of  Women  in  Community 
Colleges  sponsored  the 
event. 

"Many  children  don't 
know  about  what  their 
mom  does,"  said  Hubbard. 
"It  gives  young  women  a 
peek  into  the  work-related 
environment." 

Take  Our  Daughters  to 
Work  Day  began  six  years 
ago  as  a  program  in  New 
York.  Started  by  the  Ms. 
Foundation  for  Women,  the 
program  has  since  spread 
nationwide  with  about  one- 
third  of  American 
companies  taking  part. 

According  to  the  Take 
Our  Daughters  To  Work 
Day  website,  three  in  ten 
adults  (15.4  million  people) 
participated  last  year. 

Though  the  college  began 
celebrating  the  event 
informally  last  year,  this 
year' s  event  included  a 
bouquet  raffle,  certificates 
for  the  children,  and  a 
lunchtime  get-together  for 
employees  and  their 


I  I  children. 

Roberta  Hall,  cashier  in 
financing,  took  her  young 
daughter  Catrina  to  work. 

"It's  good  for  [Catrina]  to 
learn  the  responsibility  of 
what  her  mother  does,"  said 
Hall. 

Though  Catrina  found 
the  college  a  bit 
intimidating.  Hall  said  her 
daughter  couldn't  wait  to 
come  to  school  here. 

Some  daughters  literally 
had  to  take  over  their 
!  mother's  jobs.  After 
Administrative  Assistant 
Karen  Rettinger  had  to 
leave  work  because  her  son 
had  an  accident  at  school, 
her  daughter  Rebekah  took 
over. 

Rebekah,  15,  had  worked 
with  her  mother  previously 
however.  She  said  working 
with  her  mother  has  helped 
her  learn  one  thing:  "They 
need  more  help." 

Professor  of  Psychology 
Susan  Harris  Mitchell  also 
put  her  daughter  Janay,  10 
to  work.  Janay  passed  out 
exams  and  took  attendance 
in  Mitchell's  classes. 

About  her  mother's  job, 
Janay  said,  "It s  really  cool 
and  maybe  one  day  I'll  do  it 
1  too." 

"It  gives  her  a  chance  to 
see  what  I  actually  do; 
what” s  involved  with  being 
a  college  teacher,"  said 
Mitchell. 

Though  the  Ms. 
Foundation  website  said  the 
day  is  only  meant  for 
daughters,  the  college 
encouraged  parents  to  bring 
their  daughters,  sons,  or 
relatives  to  work  with  them. 

Hubbard  said  the  college 
didn't  want  to  be  biased  and 
wanted  to  open  up  the  day

“Pate”  Philip  remark  sparks  tuition  waiver  debate

Aside  from  other  benefits 
such  as  health  and  dental  care, 
employees  at  the  college  are  not 
charged  tuition  if  they  or  their 
families  take  classes  here. 

However,  concerns  about 
these  tuition  waivers  are  currently 
being  raised  in  state  government. 

In  the  April  22nd  issue  of  the 
Daily  Herald,  State  Senate  President 
James  "Pate"  Philip  denounced  the 
practice  of  offering  tuition  waivers  to 
state  university  employees  and  their 
children. 

The  Daily  Herald  quoted  him 
as  saying,  "I  don't  think  there  is 
justification  to  give  teachers'  kids  or 
employees'  kids  scholarships  at  the 
university  where  they  work." 

According  to  a  recent  state 
audit,  state  universities  granted 
nearly  $117  million  in  tuition  waivers 
in  1995-96, 23%  of  the  total  tuition 
revenue. 

At  COD,  tuition  waivers 
(called  "tuition  scholarships")  account  > 
for  $211,000  for  the  1995-96  fiscal  year 
according  to  Ron  Ally,  director  of 
financial  affairs  and  controller.  The

revenue. 

Also,  Owens  said  the  tuition 
scholarships  are  offered  in  a  restricted 
manner.  Those  utilizing  the  tuition 
benefits  can  enroll  only  after  the 
second  day  of  open  registration. 

"The  theory  is,  if  everybody 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  enroll,  we 
expect  that  staff  is  filling  up  seats  that 
are  otherwise  unfilled,"  said  Owens. 

He  added  that  the  college 
receives  state  apportionment  money 
based  on  class  enrollment  which  is 
20%  of  the  budget.  This  state  money  is 
used  to  fund  programs  and  services  at 
the  college,  Owens  said. 

Ron  Nilsson,  professor  and 
coordinator  of  cooperative  education 
and  career  services,  said  the  waiver 
benefit  is  probably  not  as  important 
as  other  employee  benefits  but  is  still 
a  nice  gesture  on  behalf  of  the  college. 

"For  some  people  who  have  a 
lot  of  children,  [the  tuition  waivers] 
give  them  a  breather,"  said  Nilsson. 
Nilsson's  son  graduated  from  COD 
two  years  ago. 

"I  think  it's  a  strong  benefit 
for  full-time  employees  at  the 
college,"  said  Administrative 
Assistant  Carroll  Westergren  who  has 
also  taken  advanage  of  the  waiver.

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Student  seeks  to  relieve  jazz  anxiety

If  COD  student  and  WDCB  host 
Paul  Abella  has  one  thing  to  tell  his 
peers,  it  may  very  well  be  this...  jazz 
isn't  all  that  scary. 

"Jazz  scares  people  because 
they7 ve  been  told  that  it's  stodgy,  and 
they  say,  'Oh  no,  it's  art,'"  the  23- 
year-old  sophomore  explains,  "but, 
although  it  may  be  more  expressive,  it 
is  no  more  artistic." 

Abella  has  dedicated  a  great 
amount  of  time  to  this  "expressive" 
style  of  music.  In  addition  to  hosting 
"All  Things  Jazz"  on  WDCB  from  10 
to  noon,  Monday  through  Friday  and 
studying  jazz  performance,  he  plays 
drums  in  his  eponymously  named 
trio  and  the  piano-led  trio  of  fellow 
COD  student  Joe  Hurt. 

The  Paul  Abella  Trio,  which  is 
currently  playing  in  coffeehouses 
throughout  the  area,  has  a  unique 
approach  to  jazz,  mixing  older  swing 
with  newer  fusion  styles,  and  even 
throwing  in  the  occasional  rock  song. 

"We  tend  to  be  more  in  a  funky, 
artistic  direction,"  Abella  says  of  the 
group,  which  features  high  school 
students  Brian  Broderick  and  Don 
Thatcher,  respectively,  on  drums  and 
upright  bass  .  "A  lot  of  other  groups 
are  more  swing,  this  group  has 
something  different  to  say." 

Such  as?  At  their  May  9,  8  p.m. 
performance  at  The  Bean  coffeehouse 
(118  Main  St.,  Wheaton),  the 
threesome  plan  to  open  with  a  jazz 


standard  and  then  segue  into  the 
entire  "Revolver"  album  by  The 
Beatles. 

Rock  influences  are  nothing  new  to 
Abella,  as  he  discovered  jazz  while 
going  through  the  obligatory  teenage 
heavy  metal  stage.  "When  I  was  15, 


there  was  a  book  out  called  Stairway 
to  Hell:  the  500  Best  Metal  Albums,  and 
'Bitches  Brew7  by  Miles  Davis  was  25. 
"I  went  out  and  bought  it,  and 
thought  it  was  the  greatest  thing," 
Abella  recalls.  Following  that 
inspiration,  Abella  checked  out  the 


jazz  legend's  earlier  work,  and  a  new 
obsession  was  born. 

However,  Abella,  who  took  up 
drums  at  18,  did  not  begin  his  music 
career  in  Jazz.  Instead,  he  began 
playing  punk  rock  in  the  style  of  such 
groups  as  Fugazi  or  Mudhoney. 

Lessons  were  the  impetus  his 
transition  into  jazz.  "With  lessons,  I 
was  constantly  improving,  and  no 
rock  stuff  was  actually  interesting  to 
play.  "So  I  turned  to  jazz." 

On  the  surface,  jazz  and  punk  rock 
may  seem  as  wide  a  stylistic  gap  as 
can  be.  On  the  contrary,  the  two 
genres'  compatibility  is  typified  by 
musicians  such  as  guitarist  Duane 
Dennison,  who  plays  in  the  notorious 
Chicago  band  The  Jesus  Lizard,  as 
well  as  the  aptly  named  Dennison- 
Kimball  Trio. 

Abella  sees  parallels  also  in  the 
styles'  respective  histories.  Just  as 
punk  rebelled  against  rock,  "BeBop 
rebelled  against  swing."  This  in  mind, 
Abella  states  that  his  goal  is  to  "make 
jazz  more  accessible  to  young 
people." 

While  Abella  plans  to  disband  his 
current  trio,  he  will  debut  his  new 
group,  which  will  either  be  a  quartet 
or  a  quintet,  at  the  Espresso  Brewery 
Company  in  Addison  (1455  W.  Lake 
St.)  on  May  16. 

This  summer,  Abella  plans  to  hone 
his  skills  at  a  two  week  jazz 
instruction  camp  in  Shell  Lake, 
Wisconsin.  "At  camp,  they  teach  all 
aspects  of  jazz,"  he  explains. 

"In  jazz,  you  cannot  be  just  the 
drummer,  you  have  to  be  a  musician 
too."

Former  SGA  member 
David  Yorke  is  battling 
the  senate  for  an 
opportunity  to  run  for 
SGA  president,  despite  his 
controversial  resignation 
this  past  November. 

According  to  the  newly 
approved  constitution,  no 
member  is  allowed  to 
leave  the  SGA  in  poor 
standing  and  run  for  office 
within  a  year. 

Yorke's  resignation  was 
not  approved  by  the 
Senate  and  according  to 
the  Nov.  18  minutes,  he 
would  leave  in  poor 
standing. 

Currently  Yorke  is 
running  for  SGA 
President  and  is  claiming 
that  the  SGA  made  an 
error  in  handling  his 
resignation. 

The  Constitutional 
Review  Board  (CRB), 
consisting  of  SGA 
President  Michelle 
Piersall,  Senate  Chairman 
Steve  Raczkowski,  and 
Advisor  Robb  Frank, 
reviewed  Yorke's  case, 
received  on  Apr.  29. 

Yorke  requested  that 
the  poor-standing  status 
be  overturned  due  to 
improper  resignation 


procedures  executed  by 
the  SGA. 

Yorke  backed  himself 
with  the  SGA 
Constitutional  By-laws 
and  the  Robert's  Rule  of 
Order  handbook. 

In  order  for  Yorke's 
resignation  to  have  been 
approved,  which  would 
mean  he  would  have  left 
office  in  good  standing,  he 
needed  four  votes.  Three 
Senators  voted 
affirmatively  during  the 
Nov.  18  meeting. 

"Normally  this 
situation  signifies  that  if 
it's  not  approved,  it's 
rejected,  but  by  Robert7 s 
Rule  of  Order  if  it's  not 
approved  then  you  must 
have  a  vote  to  reject  it,  and 
that  vote  failed  as  well/' 
Piersall  said. 

In  attempts  to  settle  the 
matter,  the  CRB  proposed 
to  allow  the  Senate  to 
vote  to  reject  Yorke's 
resignation  at  the  last 
meeting.  In  order  for  his 
rejection  to  pass,  which 
would  mean  he  would 
have  left  in  bad  standing, 
the  senate  needed  4 
affirmative  votes. 

Out  of  the  5  voting 
members  present  at  the 
meeting.

Tuesday ,  3  voted  affirmatively, 
therefore  sending  the  vote  back  to  the 
CRB  to  be  voted  on  at  a  later  date. 

As  of  now,  nothing  is  certain,  and 
the  CRB  will  meet  later  this  week. 

The  Board  of  Elections,  consisting 
of  Piersall,  Raczcowski,  Senator 
Laketa  Hosey,  and  Senator 
Mohammed  Tarsha,  will  meet  on 
Thursday  to  decide  if  Yorke's  name 
should  be  placed  on  a  ballot.  If  they 
do  decide  in  favor  of  dropping  his 
name,  he  would  then  have  to  run  a 
write-in  campaign. 

If  the  CRB  decides  to  allow  Yorke's 
name  on  the  ballot,  his  name  would 
appear  last  due  to  his  absence  at 
Wednesday's  Candidate  Orientation, 
where  ballot  positions  were  decided. 

"I  want  to  get  past  this  whole 
argument  so  I  can  move  on  with  the 
campaign  and  the  election  that  is 
coming  up.  There  are  many 
important  issues  that  are  going  to  be 
coming  out  and  I'd  like  to  focus  on 
those  rather  than  the  procedures  that 
I  have  to  go  through  before  my 
candidacy  can  officially  start,"  Yorke 
said. 

In  response  to  the  candidates  in  a 
whole.  Coordinator  of  Student 
Activities,  Robb  Frank,  stated  that 
there's  a  good  group  of  students. 

"We  have  students  from  the 
Student  Involvement  Committee 
running  for  the  presidency.  They 
took  what  they  learned  from  that  and 
want  to  apply  it  to  Student 
Government. 

Frank  hopes  that  next  year  will  be 
a  rebuilding  year. 

"The  people  who  get  elected  are 
going  to  hav  e  to  work  very  hard  and 
there  is  going  to  be  a  lot  expected  of 
them  next  year,"  Frank  said.

All  great  bands  started  off  somewhere. 
They  played  small  clubs  and  then 
eventually  moved  on  to  bigger  and  better 
places.  For  the  Grateful  Dead.the  comer 
of  Height-Ashbury  was  where  their 
stardom  erupted,  for  the  Beatles  it  was 
Hamburg,  Germany,  and  for  others  it 
was.. .COD?? 

The  recent  appearance  of  Bob  Dylan 
at  Benedictine  University  in  Lisle  this 
past  November  revived  the  classic  college 
tradition  of  concerts  from  all  points  of  the 
music  spectrum. 

Believe  it  or  not,  COD  hosted  several 
great  bands  over  the  years.  From  1967, 
COD  has  showcased  many  bands  that 
performed  before  they  hit  superstardom. 
Following  the  recent  Band  Jam,  future 
stardom  groups  are  right  under  your  nose. 

Some  of  the  major  headline  bands  that 
performed  at  COD  were  Kansas,  the 
Ramones,  the  Hollies,  the  American 
Breed,  and  Styx. 

Other  bands  included  Soda,  Star 
Castle,  Saildog,  and  Thom  Bishop  whose 
stardom  never  seemed  to  leave  the  COD 
stage. 

The  main  stage  was  located  in  the 
former  campus  center  located  in  the  “K” 
building. 

When  the  Ramones  performed  on 
May  9, 1980,  the  music  reviewer  at  the 
time  described  the  crowd  as  “a  mass  of 
ripped  blue  jeans,  thin  ties,  tight  black 
satin  pants,  leopard  skin  tops  and  horn¬ 
rimmed  sunglasses”. 

Tickets  for  the  Ramones  show  were 
only  $5  and  $6.  That’s  not  much  to  hear 
the  Ramones  sing  “Pinhead”  and  “Rock 
and  Roll  Radio”. 

Former  Allman  Brothers  member 
Gregg  Allman,  performed  at  the  campus 
center  in  early  December,  1982.  280 
people  saw  the  show  and  paid  $9  and  $10 
to  be  there  .  According  to  past  Couriers, 
his  unique  Southern  rock  attracted  a  huge 
crowd. 

Back  when  bellbottom  pants  ads 
peppered  the  Courier,  and  hamburgers 
were  only  $.59,  COD  presented  various 
popular  bands  before  they  made  it  big. 

Being  the  first  band  to  perform  at 
COD  with  the  most  sound  equipment, 
“Kansas”  received  $3,500  for  their  Jan. 

17,  1976  concert.  Some  50  volunteers 
helped  set  up  the  equipment. 

1,200  fans  packed  the  former  cafeteria 
to  see  Kansas  perform  “Song  for 
America”  and  “Child  of  Innocence”.

The  American  Breed  who  stepped  into 
the  music  scene  with  their  hits  “Bend  Me,

|  appeared  at  COD  on  Nov.  7, 1969. 
Students  were  only  charged  $2  to 
experience  this  cultural  treat. 

Presented  as  a  “Pop  Dance  Concert  ” 
and  sponsored  by  the  Associated  Students 
of  COD,  the  third  most  popular  group  in 
England  (at  the  time).  The  Hollies 
performed  at  the  DuPage  County 
Fairgrounds  on  Feb.  23, 1968.  Tickets 
were  only  $3. 

Can  you  believe  that  glam  rock  band 
of  the  70’s,  Styx,  played  here!?  On  Feb. 

9,  1973  Styx  performed  along  with 
Kracker  at  the  Convocation  Center. 

850  people  gathered  to  see  ripening 
band,  and  only  paid  $2.50  to  catch  a 
glimpse  of  the  band  and  hear  “Blue 
Collar  Man”  performed  live. 

It’s  too  bad  that  this  past  year’s 
concert  lineup  did  not  thoroughly  impress 
me  to  the  point  of  urinating,  maybe  next 
year. 

With  all  the  great  bands  that  have 
performed  and  made  their  start  at  COD  in 
the  past  such  as  Kansas,  the  Ramones,  the 
American  Breed,  the  Hollies,  and  of 
course  Styx,  doesn’t  it  make  you  want  to 
attend  the  next  COD’s  “Band  Jam”?

Protecting  Our  Children  on  the  Internet 


Deborah  Boehle  didn't  know 
what  to  make  of  the  phone  call  she 
received  one  night  last  August  at 
her  home  in  Joliet.  An  adult  male 
voice  asked  for  her  9-year-old 
daughter  by  name.  Surprised,  Mrs. 
Boehle  told  the  caller  her  daughter 
was  in  bed  and  asked  who  was 
inquiring.  The  man  abruptly  hung 
up. 

This  was  just  the  beginning  of 
what  Mrs.  Boehle  has  described  as  a 
"waking  nightmare." 

Strange  men  began  calling  at  all 
hours  of  the  night,  asking  to  speak 
with  her  young  daughter.  As  the 
phone  calls  became  more  and  more 
frequent,  Mrs.  Boehle  and  her 
husband  became  more  and  more 
concerned.  It  wasn't  long  before  the 
Boehles  discovered  why  these 
strangers  were  looking  for  her  child. 
Somebody  had  posted  their 
daughter's  name  and  telephone 
number  on  14  different  internet 
news  groups  devoted  to  pedophiles. 
The  messages  left  in  these  news 
groups  invited  people  to  call  and 
speak  to  the  young  girl,  and  the 
even  promised  pornographic 
pictures. 

Outraged,  the  Boehles  spoke  with 
the  Joliet  police,  the  Illinois  State 
police,  the  State's  Attorney's  office, 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation, 
and  the  U.S.  Attorney's  office.  They 
all  told  them  the  same  thing:  there  is 
no  law  preventing  this  kind  of 
intrusion. 

Mrs.  Boehle  called  my  office 
shortly  thereafter.  She  wanted  to 
know  what  could  be  done  to 


prevent  an  invasion  of  this  sort  from 
ever  happening  to  another  family. 

I  looked  into  this  matter  and 
found  that,  indeed,  there  is  no 
criminal  law  preventing  a  person 
from  posting  someone  else's  name 
and  personal  information  on  the 
internet.  A  person  might  be 
prosecuted  under  anti-harassment 
laws,  but  there  is  an  evident  need 
for  specific  legislation  to  prevent 
children  from  being  targeted  on¬ 
line. 

The  problem  is  that  the  Supreme 
Court  has  made  it  very  clear  that 
free  speech  is  not  curtailed  on  the 
internet.  The  Communications 
Decency  Act  of  1996  was  a  law  that 
would  have  broadly  regulated  the 
content  of  the  internet  to  prevent 
pornography  from  being  distributed 
on-line.  I  voted  against  this 
legislation  on  the  grounds  that  its 
broad  regulation  of  the  internet 
would  trample  our  First 
Amendment  right  to  free  speech. 

The  Supreme  Court,  though 
supporting  Congress'  goal  of 
protecting  children,  ruled 
unanimously  against  the  law  saying 
it,  "effectively  suppresses  a  large 
amount  of  speech  that  adults  have  a 
constitutional  right  to  receive  and  to 
address  to  one  another." 

I  knew  that  the  only  way  to 
protect  our  children  from  on-line 
predators,  while  preserving  the 
rights  of  people  to  engage  in  free 
speech,  was  to  write  a  bill  narrowly 
tailored  to  prevent  a  specific  type  of 
crime. 

After  consulting  with  the 


American  Civil  Liberties  Union,  I 
authored  a  bill  that  would  do 
exactly  that.  The  Internet  Predator 
Prevention  Act  would  make  it  a 
federal  crime  to  post  any  identifying 
information—  including  name, 
postal  address,  electronic  mail 
address,  social  security  number,  or 
telephone  number—  about  anyone 
under  the  age  of  17  years  old  for  the 
purpose  of  soliciting  a  criminal 
sexual  act.  This  crime  would  be 
punishable  by  one  to  five  years  in  a 
federal  penitentiary. 

Unlike  the  Communication 
Decency  Act,  this  bill  is  not  an 
attempt  to  regulate  the  internet.  It 
simply  says  that  if  you  use  the 
internet  to  go  after  children,  we  are 
going  to  put  you  in  prison. 

I  have  introduced  the  Internet 
Predator  Prevention  Act  in  the 
Senate,  and  it  is  awaiting  action  in 
the  Judiciary  Committee. 

With  each  advance  in 
communication  technology,  there 
are  potential  risks  and  new 
opportunities  for  all  of  us.  There 
will  always  be  those  who  seek  to  use 
new  technologies  as  tools  to  prey 
upon  the  innocent  within  our 
society.  We  must  be  aware  of  the 
dangers  which  lurk  on  the  other  side 
of  the  computer  screen.  We  cannot, 
however,  trample  the  individual 
rights  of  our  citizens.  This 
legislation  walks  that  fine  line.  It 
protects  our  children,  while 
maintaining  our  rights.

Government  Audit  Reveals  Troubling  Results 


For  the  first  time,  the  Federal 
Government  recently  released  a 
comprehensive  audit  of  the  financial 
statements  that  cover  all  of  its 
activities.  The  audit,  along  with  the 
accompanying  financial  statements, 
is  the  result  of  some  of  the  positive 
changes  that  have  been  instituted 
during  recent  sessions  of  Congress  to 
make  government  smaller,  smarter, 
and  more  efficient.  As  one  might 
expect,  the  audit  revealed  continued 
wasteful  federal  government 
spending  along  with  lax  accounting 
procedures  that  makes  it  difficult  to 
measure  the  cost  and  effectiveness  of 
many  government  programs, 
including  those  run  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Defense 
and  many  federal  credit  agencies. 

One  of  the  most  troubling  findings 
of  the  audit,  which  was  conducted 
by  the  General  Accounting  Office 


(GAO),  was  that  the  information 
contained  in  the  financial  reports 
was  not  reliable  enough  to  allow  the 
GAO  to  even  render  an  opinion  on 
the  reports.  This  was  due  to  serious 
problems  with  fundamental  record 
keeping,  incomplete  documentation, 
and  weak  international  controls, 
which  in  turn  prevented  the 
government  from  accurately 
reporting  a  large  portion  of  its  assets, 
liabilities,  and  costs. 

In  addition  to  preventing  the 
government's  own  auditors  from 
rendering  a  verdict  on  its  books, 
these  problems  have  allowed  further 
waste  and  abuse  of  taxpayer  dollars. 
The  audit  revealed  that  the 
government  has,  among  other  items, 
lost  track  of  fifteen  aircraft  engines  (2 
of  which  were  worth  $4  million 
each),  two  large  harbor  tug  boats, 
one  floating  crane  and  one  Avenger 
missile  launcher. 


Earlier  this  month,  I  voted  in  favor 
of  legislation  that  will  amend  the 
Government  Performance  and 
Results  Act  of  1993  to  make  federal 
government  smaller,  smarter  and 
more  efficient.  The  Results  Act  set 
new  standards  for  government 
performance,  and  attempted  to 
minimize  federal  mismanagement, 
fraud,  waste,  and  abuse. 

The  recent  audit  reveals  how 
much  farther  we  have  to  go  to 
eliminate  this  type  of  unnecessary 
spending.  At  a  time  when  Congress 
and  the  President  are  taking  credit 
for  managing  to  balance  the  federal 
budget,  we  should  also  be  making 
every  effort  to  insure  that  the  federal 
government  can  balance  its  books  as 
well.

Clarifying  the 
Waiver  Issue 

I  would  like  to  offer  some 
clarification  regarding  tuition 
waivers  for  faculty  and  their 
dependents  as  discussed  in  your 
editorial  on  Friday,  May  1.  During 
1984, 1  was  chair-elect  of  the  Faculty 
Association  and  part  of  the  faculty 
team  that  negotiated  the  current 
tuition  plan.  In  the  collective 
bargaining  process,  every  item  from 
salary  increases  to  health  care  to 
fringe  benefits  (i.e.,  tuition  waivers) 
is  identified  by  a  mutually  agreed 
upon  dollar  amount.  This  total 
package  is  then  voted  upon  by  the 
faculty  and  Board  of  Trustees.  In 
gaining  the  tuition  waiver,  the 
faculty  agreed  to  accept  a  smaller 
pay  raise;  this  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  money  has  been  reflected 
in  every  faculty  contract  since  1984 
as  we  continue  to  exercise  the 
tuition  waiver  benefit  in  lieu  of  an 
increase  in  salary  equivalent  to  that 
benefit.  There  are  many  types  of 
tuition  waivers  used  at  other 
institutions  of  higher  education 
which  may  be  a  non-cost  benefit  to 
those  using  them—  but  at  College  of 
DuPage,  we  (the  full-time  faculty) 
have  always  paid  our  own  way.

Luis  Pelayo,  guest  speaker  at 
Monday's  Project  S.E.L.F.  Open  House, 
postponed  a  business  trip  to  Washington 
D.C.  to  speak  to  150  area  high  school 
students  instead. 

Pelayo  is  the  president  and  founder  of 
the  Hispanic  Council,  a  non-profit 
organization  which  guarantees  legal 
services  for  the  Midwest  poor. 

Presenting  his  speech  in  Spanish, 
Pelayo  said  he  felt  speaking  to  students 
was  more  important  than  a  meeting  he 
was  to  attend  in  the  nation's  capital. 

Pelayo  spoke  in  front  of  a  backdrop  of 
flags  representing  the  world's  Latino 
countries.  Pelayo  said  he  spoke  mainly 
about  the  need  for  youngsters  to  educate 
themselves  and  also  to  use  their 
knowledge  to  return  to  the  community. 

He  also  spoke  about  Mexican- 
American  and  Latino  heritage  and  the 
importance  of  understanding  world 
events. 

"I  wanted  to  give  [students]  an  insight 
of  what's  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Spice 
Girls,"  Pelayo  said. 

Project  S.E.L.F.  coordinator  Adriana 
Santillan  said  the  open  house,  the  first 


ever,  drew  the  largest  crowd  ever  for  a 
Latino  event  at  the  college. 

Cosme  Becerra,  sophomore  in  pre- 
med  and  member  of  Project  S.E.L.F.  said 
the  open  house  was  about  stressing  the 
importance  of  starting  college  on  the 
right  foot. 

Students,  many  of  whom  attended 
through  their  Spanish  classes,  were 
introduced  to  some  of  the  intricacies  of 
college  life.

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Remembering  stories  of  the  Shoah 

English  teacher  to  offer  class  examining  the  literature  of  the  Holocaust

The  Holocaust  has  personally 
touched  Associate  Professor  of 
English  Freyda  Libman's  life  several 
times. 

When  Libman  was  11,  her  cousin 
had  married  a  Dutch  Jew  who  had 
lost  both  his  grandparents  to  the 
Holocaust.  During  a  family  get- 
together,  a  roast  had  started  burning 
in  the  kitchen  and  her  cousin's 
mother-in-law  started  screaming. 

"We  had  to  call  a  doctor;  we 
couldn't  calm  her  down,"  Libman 
said.  For  the  mother,  the  smell  of 
smoke  had  triggered  memories  of 
the  ovens  in  concentration  camps. 

Also,  one  of  Libman's  friends,  a 
psychotherapist,  is  a  daughter  of 
Holocaust  survivors. 

Libman's  earliest  memory  of  the 
Holocaust,  however,  came  when  she 
was  about  6  years  old  while  sitting 
in  a  synagogue.  She  remembers  a 
woman  pulling  up  her  sleeve, 
revealing  the  numbers  Nazis  had 
imprinted  into  the  woman's  arm. 

She  was  a  Holocaust  survivor. 

"That  was  a  haunting  experience 
for  me,"  said  Libman.  "It  sparked 
both  my  horror  and  my  curiosity 
about  the  Holocaust." 

Libman's  curiosity  continues  to 
this  day.  She  recently  spent  her 
year-long  sabbatical  researching  the 
Holocaust  as  part  of  the  Holocaust 
literature  class  she  developed  at  the 
college.

novel  where  Nazi's  are  depicted  as 
|  cartoon  cats  and  the  Jews  depicted 
:  as  mice. 

A  field  trip  to  the  Holocaust 
Museum  in  Skokie  is  also  being 
|  planned  for  the  course.  During  last 
I  semester's  field  trip,  students  spoke 
to  a  survivor  who  was  hidden  by  a 
Polish-Catholic  family  and  saved, 

|  Libman  said. 

Libman  said  she  developed  the 
|  class  in  response  to  current  interest 
|  in  the  Holocaust  sparked  by  current 
films  and  recent  media  interest. 

With  the  Holocaust  being  such  a 
|  personal  aspect  of  her  life  and  her 
|  religion,  Libman  also  has  personal 
reasons  for  developing  the  class. 

"1  felt  there  but  for  the  grace  of 
|  God  would  have  been  my  life  had 
|  my  grandparents  not  left  Russia 
j  when  they  did,"  Libman  said.  "I 
l  might  have  been  an  inmate  at  one  of 
those  camps." 

"I  felt  I  had  an  obligation  to  bring 
the  lessons  of  the  Holocaust  to  those 
who  wanted  to  read  the  testimonies

of  witnesses  and  survivors,"  Libman 
said. 

"As  a  student  of  history,  there's  a 
certain  image  of  the  Holocaust  you 
get,"  said  Ben  Lafontaine,  substitute 
teacher. 

"I  didn’t  know  how  much  deeper 
the  event  was,  how  many  people 
were  involved,  and  how  much  it 
affected  Europe,"  Lafontaine  said.

In  a  swirling  mixture  of 
funk,  ska,  and  hard  rock,  Icky 
Hazel  filtered  through  to  win 
this  years  battle  of  the  bands 
during  “Band  Jam"  last 
Saturday  night  in  SRC  2800.

Gallery  displays 
Jazz  photographs

"Jazz  Photographs  of  Milt 
Hinton,"  a  50-piece  exhibition  of 
black-and-white  photographs  of 
legendary  musicians  is  currently  on 
display  in  the  Arts  Center's  Gahlberg 
Gallery  through  May  23. 

Hinton,  now  87  and  currently 
living  near  Savannah  Georgia,  was  a 
jazz  bassist  for  over  50  years,  who 
compiled  photographs  of  friends  and 
colleagues. 

Among  the  subjects  depicted  in  the 
photographs  are  legends  like  Benny 
Goodman,  Louis  Armstrong  and 
Count  Basie,  along  with  later 
luminaries  like  Aretha  Franklin, 
Wynton  Marsalis  and  Quincy  Jones. 

One  standout  piece,  taken  in  1960, 
is  considered  to  be  the  last  known 
photograph  of  songstress  Billie 
Holiday,  who  died  shortly  thereafter 
of  a  drug  overdose. 

The  50  pieces  displayed  are  but  a 
small  portion  of  Hinton's  collection  of 
more  than  40,000  negatives,  some  of 
which  are  on  permanent  display  in 
the  Smithsonian  Museum  in 
Washington  DC. 

The  Gahlberg  show  is  arranged  in 
chronological  order,  beginning  in 
1938  and  ending  in  1987.  This  is  due, 
according  to  Curator  Eileen  Broido, 
due  to  the  narrative  nature  of  the 
show. 

Hinton  was  born  in  1910  in 
Vicksberg,  Mississippi  and  moved  to 
Chicago  ten  years  later.  From  an  early 
age,  music  was  a  big  part  of  his  life. 


and  he  became  proficient  at  violin. 

Hinton  soon  became  a  fixture  in 
Chicago  jazz  clubs,  including  one 
owned  by  the  brother  of  A1  Capone. 

At  the  age  of  19,  Hinton  relocated 
to  New  York,  and  began  as  a  back-up 
musician,  traveling  the  country  by 
bus.  It  was  at  this  point  that  he  took 
to  photography  to  alleviate  the 
boredom  of  his  exhaustive  touring 
schedule. 

Hinton's  big  break  came  a  few 
years  later,  when  he  joined  Cab 
Calloway's  band.  This  new 
employment  brought  with  it 
improved  transportation;  Calloway 
owned  his  own  train,  with  one  car  for 
him  and  one  for  the  band.  This  period 
is  depicted  in  many  of  the  show's 
photographs. 

In  the  1950's,  Hinton  gave  up 
much  of  the  rigorous  touring  and 
took  to  recording  and  television 
studios,  working  for  a  while  with 
Jackie  Gleason. 

A  striking  feature  of  Hinton's 
work  is  its  informality.  Even  the 
dashing  Calloway  is  depicted  in  a 
candid,  casual  light. 

Although  he  never  formally 
studied  photography,  Hinton  was 
able  to  capture  the  essence  of  his 
subjects,  from  the  sadness  in 
Holiday's  eyes  to  the  affability  of 
Dizzy  Gillespie.  When  looking  at  the 
i  photographs,  the  viewer  can  feel  the 
l  moments  in  which  they  were  taken. 

The  Hinton  exhibit  tells  not  only 
the  history  of  jazz,  but  also  the  history 
of  race  in  America.  In  one 
photograph,  Calloway's  band  is 
posed  in  the  entrance  of  a  southern 
train  station.  The  sign  above  the 
doorway  that  reads  "Colored 
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|(Top)  Milt  Hinton  (Bottem)  Many  of  Hinton’s  images  capture  the  pervasiveness 
|of  segregation,  such  as  this  1940  shot  taken  in  front  of  a  Georgia  restaurant 

Entrance"  does  little  to  hamper  the 
joy  in  their  faces. 

Hinton  has  two  published  books, 

|  Over  Time:  The  Jazz  Photographs  of  Milt 
Hinton  and  Bass  Line:  The  Stories  and 
s  Photographs  of  Milt  Hinton,  both  of 
which  are  available  for  view  at  the 

Arts  Center  exhibit. 

\  The  show  is  accompanied  by  a 

musical  soundtrack  of  Hinton  and  his 
various  collaborators  prepared  by 
WDCB.

Romeo  and  Juliet  (1997)  -  Call  it  "Twisted  Shakespeare 
Theater."  Current  "It" -boy  Leonardo  DiCaprio  headlines 
"William  Shakespeare's  Romeo  &  Juliet,"  director  Baz 
Luhrmann's  hyperkinetic,  MTV-style  take  on  the  Bard's 
timeless  tale  of  star-crossed  love.  Perhaps  in  a  bid  to 
appeal  to  the  teens  who  would  otherwise  be  turned  off  by 
a  lavish  period  adaptation,  the  story  has  been  transplanted 
from  ancient  Verona,  Italy,  to  Verona  Beach,  existing  in 
some  mythic  comer  of  modern-day  America. 

Film  features  DiCaprio  as  Romeo,  and  equally  hot 
Claire  Danes  as  Juliet.  The  adaptation,  by  Luhrmann  and 
Craig  Pearce,  nobly  attempts  to  preserve  as  much  of 
Shakespeare's  orginal  dialogue  as  possible,  but  too  many 
sacrifices  are  made  to  preserve  the  lightning  pace,  and  the 
juxtaposition  of  a  modem  setting  with  old  English  is  more 
often  jarring  than  revolutionary. 

Actors  DiCaprio  and  Danes,  both  gifted  thesps  in  their 
own  right,  unfortunately  have  zero  chemistry  in  their 
scenes  together.  DiCaprio  comes  off  the  poorest.  He  plays 
the  scenes  with  emotional  conviction,  but  his  recitation  of 
the  Shakespearan  couplets  seems  forced.  Danes  fares  a 
little  better,  but  her  role  doesn't  call  for  quite  as  much. 
Thankfully,  "Romeo  &  Juliet"  also  features  talents  like 
Paul  Sorvino,  John  Leguizamo,  and  Pete  Postlethwaite  in 
supporting  roles,  and  their  presence  adds  some  credibility 
to  the  proceedings. 

Luhrmann's  stylistic  lighting  and  camera-work  is  a 
highlight,  as  is  the  obvious  relish  with  which  the 
supporting  players  devour  their  roles.  "William 
Shakespeare's  Romeo  &  Juliet"  gives  little  doubt  as  to  why 
Leonardo  DiCaprio  is  the  flavor  of  the  month  in 
Hollywood.  The  star  emanates  charisma  that  almost 
makes  up  for  the  film's  flaws.  Unfortunately,  the  utter 
lack  of  connection  between  the  leads  scuttles  the  movie. 
For  a  far  superior  example  of  Shakespeare  uprooted  to  a 
different  age,  check  out  the  superb  Ian  McKellan  in 
Richard  Loncraine's  1996  adaptation  of  "Richard  III."

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McGovern  lecture  to  tell 
of  alcoholism’s  torment

On  Thursday,  at  7:30  p.m..  Sen. 
George  McGovern  will  present 
"Terry:  My  Daughter's  Life-and- 
Death  Struggle  with  Alcoholism"  in 
the  Arts  Center  Mainstage. 

McGovern's  appearance  will  be 
the  third  and  final  installment  of  the 
1997-98  College  Lecture  Series. 

The  presentation  will  be  based  on 
McGovern's  most  recent  book,  of  the 
same  title,  an  account  of  his 
daughter's  battle  with  alcohol 
addiction,  the  disease  that  took  her 
life  in  1994. 

In  addition  to  telling  his 
daughter's  story  in  his  book  and  on 
the  lecture  circuit,  McGovern  is  the 
founder  of  The  McGovern  Family 
Foundation,  an  organization  that 
raises  funds  for  alcoholism  research 
and  an  active  Washington  lobbyist. 

McGovern  is  best  known  for  his 
1972  Presidential  campaign,  in  which 
he  secured  the  nomination  of  the 
Democratic  party. 

Prior  to  his  Presidential  bid, 
McGovern  served  two  terms  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  before 
beginning  an  18  year  tenure  as  US 
Senator  from  South  Dakota.

service,  McGovern  has  authored  two 
books,  A  Time  of  War/  A  Time  of  Peace 
and  his  memoir,  Grassroots,. 

He  also  is  the  founder  of 
Americans  for  Common  Sense,  a 
group  which  provides  a  political 
voice  for  minorities  and  marginalized 
individuals. 

Recently,  he  was  appointed  as  a 
special  United  Nations  Ambassador 
for  Human  Rights.

never  gone  away.-  We  have  the 
representatives  from  the  health 
department  visit  the  college  to  educate 
the  students,"  Val  Burke,  Coordinator 
of  Health  and  Special  Services,  said.

SGA  senator  Laketa  Hosey,  has 
been  working  with  the 
transportation  committee  for  moths 
to  expand  the  campus  PACE  bus 
service  to  serve  evening  students. 

"The  idea  was  first  initialized  last 
semester.  I  wanted  the  bus  service  to 
be  more  accessible  to  evening 
students,"  Hosey  said. 

According  to  Hosey,  there  are 
currently  two  routes  that  serve  the 
COD  campus.  Both  end  their  service 
at  6pm.  Some  only  stop  at  a  selected 
few  designated  COD  bus  stops. 

In  order  to  determine  the 
transportation  needs  of  the  students, 
Hosey  sent  out  2,000  surveys  to 
random  classrooms.  Since  then  1,270 
have  been  returned. 

During  the  upcoming  SGA 
elections,  more  surveys  will  be 
distributed  along  with  the  ballot. 

Prior  to  presenting  the  surveys  to 
the  PACE  Bus  Company,  1,300 
surveys  must  be  collected. 

"Hopefully  we'll  have  enough," 
Hosey  said.

"With  any  kind  of  religious  or 
Christian  group  on  campus  that  has 
distributed  to  the  students,  there  are 
always  a  few  student  s  who  are  going 
to  be  offended  towards  the  fact  that 
we're  even  here,  and  that's  just  the 
nature  of  religion,  and  there's 
nothing  you  can  do  to  avoid  that,  " 
Hauenstein  said. 

Students  have  made  complaints  to 
faculty  members  about  the  Gideons 
following  them  back  to  their 
classrooms.  Hauenstein  doesn't 
believe  that  the  Gideon  members 
would  do  such  a  thing,  but  if  it  is 
true,  the  student  should  contact 
Public  Safety. 

"If  a  student  believes  that  the 
Gideons  are  acting  in  an  improper 
manner,  they  should  file  a  report 
with  Public  Safety,"  Hauenstein  said. 

According  to  Hauenstein,  students 
have  every  right  to  refuse  a  Bible 
when  one  is  offered  to  them.  During 
their  last  visit,  5,000  Bibles  were 
offered  to  passing  students,  while 
only  900  were  actually  distributed. 

"I  feel  the  Gideons  do  abide  by  the 
rules  although  some  people  may 
disagree,"  Hauenstein  said. 

Hauenstein  stated  that  someone 
who  believes  that  the  Gideons  are 
acting  in  an  improper  matter  should 
show  evidence  of  the  occurrence. 

"It's  not  fair  to  the  Gideons  to 
slander  them  and  claim  they  act  a 
certain  way,"  Hauenstein  said

Permitting 
Incentives  For 
Voluntary  Faculty 
Retirement 

At  a  hearing  before  my 
subcommittee  last  year,  we  heard 
from  Patricia  McGuire,  president  of 
Trinity  College,  about  older  professors 
at  her  campus  who  are  ready  to  retire 
but  cannot  afford  to  do  so.  A 
bipartisan  bill  that  I  authored  was 
passed  by  the  House  this  week.  The 
bill  changes  underlying  law  to  permit 
age-based  voluntary  retirement 
incentives  for  college  faculty. 

Witnesses  at  the  hearing  explained 
that  teaching  is  a  taxing  profession, 
and  many  tenured  faculty  are  ready 
and  willing  to  retire  in  their  early 
sixties  if  they  could  just  get  some 
additional  retirement  benefits.  At  the 
same  time,  many  universities  have  an 
abundance  of  faculty  over  the  age  of 
70.  Rutgers  University,  for  instance, 
has  approximately  75  older  teachers 
and  projects;  they  will  have  200  by  the 
year  2003.  Colleges  would  like  to  give 
these  professors  a  financial  incentive 
to  retire  and  most  older  professors 
would  be  happy  to  be  offered  one. 
However,  under  current  age 
discrimination  law,  an  age-based 
retirement  incentive  for  either  of  these 
groups,  even  when  fully  voluntary,  is 
of  questionable  legality. 

The  Faculty  Retirement  Incentive 
Act  was  passed  as  part  of  the  larger 
Higher  Education  Reauthorization  Act 
(H.R.  6).  The  version  passed  by  the 
House  was  a  bipartisan  compromise, 
supported  by  Democrat  and 
Republican  leaders  of  the  Education 
and  Workforce  Committee,  the 
Administration,  the  higher  education 
community,  the  American  Association 
of  University  Professors  (AAUP)-  the 
widely  recognized  union  that 
represents  university  faculty,  and 
groups  representing  older  Americans. 

According  to  the  AAUP,  voluntary 
early  retirement  incentives  are 
beneficial  for  both  the  faculty 
members  who  choose  to  retire  and  the 
institutions  that  need  to  encourage 
turnover  to  make  necessary  hires. 
Further,  the  voluntary  nature  of  the 
proposed  incentives  and  the  double 
protections  available  to  tenured 
faculty--  the  age  discrimination  laws 
and  the  tenure  system—  insure  that 
this  provision  cannot  be  used  to 
penalize  faculty  members  who  choose 
not  to  retire.  The  AAUP  has  written 
to  the  Committee  that  it  supports  the 
legislation  because  "the  retirement 
incentives  under  discussion  are 
offered  on  a  voluntary  basis...  [and] 
the  legislation  would  permit  an  offer 
of  additional  benefits.  It  would  not 
permit  institutions  to  reduce  or 
eliminate  retirement  benefits  that 
would  otherwise  have  been  available 
to  faculty  after  a  certain  age." 

In  the  words  of  the  AAUP,  the 
legislation  will  "provide  greater 
flexibility  in  faculty  retirement 
planning,  offer  a  substantial 
retirement  benefit  to  those  professors 
who  choose  to  retire  under  the  terms 
of  an  incentive  plan,  and  leave  other 
professors  whole  in  their  choice  to 
continue  their  careers."

Statement  on  the  Transfer  of  the  Site 
for  Execution  in  the  State  of  Illinois 


With  deep 
disappointment  and 
sadness  I  note  that  the 
place  for  executing  the 
death  penalty  in  Illinois  is 
moving  to  the  town  of 
Tamms  in  our  diocese  of 
Bellevillle.  There  are 
several  reasons  for  my 
feelings. 

First,  the  death  penalty 
is  obviously  in  opposition 
to  our  contemporary 
Catholic  religious 
commitment.  Pope  John 
Paul  II  in  his  1995 
encyclical  Evangelium 
Vitae  declared  that  the 
application  of  this 
extreme  form  of 
punishment  be  in  the 
modern  world  very  rare, 
if  not  practically  non¬ 
existent,  and  then  only  if 
there  were  no  other  way 


to  protect  our  society. 

The  United  States  bishops 
expressed  their 
opposition  to  the  death 
penalty  as  well,  as  did  the 
bishops  of  Illinois  in  their 
1996  Statement  on  Capital 
Punishment.  This  united 
witness  of  the  Church, 
based  upon  our 
understanding  of  Jesus' 
message,  is  to  be  taken 
most  seriously  by  all 
Catholics. 

Second,  the  issue  of 
justice  and  fairness  in  the 
issue  of  the  death  penalty 
in  Illinois  has  been  a 
cause  of  concern  for 
people  even  of  differing 
religious  traditions  and 
political  viewpoints.  The 
gross  errors  placing  many 
innocent  people  on  death 
row  in  our  state  have 


prompted  cries  for  a 
moratorium  on  capital 
punishment  throughout 
Illinois.  Even  outside 
Illinois,  people  are  ever 
more  aware  of  the 
unfairness  and 
unevenness  of  the 
application  of  this 
extreme  punishment, 
falling  as  it  does  upon 
minorities  and  those 
without  means  for  proper 
legal  defense. 

Third,  the  relocation  of 
execution  to  our  diocese 
of  Belleville  is  itself  a 
cause  for  concern.  While 
the  death  penalty  would 
be  objectionable 
anywhere,  there  are 
particular  reasons  for 
seeing  it  as  especially 
reprehensible  for  our  area 
of  the  state.  We  are 


farther  from  the  larger 
media  outlets.  Executions 
would  be  more  easily 
hidden  from  public 
scrutiny  and  thus  public 
awareness. 

I  call  upon  all  Catholics 
to  renew  their  dedication 
to  our  deepest  traditions 
and  to  the  call  of  our 
Pope  and  bishops.  I  call 
upon  all  people  of  good 
will  to  renew  their 
dedication  to 
fundamental  fairness  and 
justice.  While  decrying 
the  relocation  of 
executions  to  our  part  of 
Illinois,  I  urge  that 
awareness  of  this  issue 
become  even  more  central 
to  all  people  of  Illinois.

Surveys  help  students  define  their  generation  and  themselves

On  the  first  day  of  the  class, 
students  in  Sociology  220:  Sex, 
Marriage  and  Family  were  greeted 
with  a  five-week-long  major  project. 

The  assignment:  to  participate  in 
and  analyze  a  class  survey 
examining  the  sex,  relationship,  and 
family  lives  of  fellow  students. 

Not  simply  a  class  project,  the 
survey  assignment  gave  students  the 
opportunity  to  look  at  social  trends 
specific  to  their  generation. 

"I  started  using  [the  surveys]  as  a 
way  for  students  to  explore 
sociology  by  learning  about 
themselves,"  said  Sociologist 
Sherwood  Edwards,  who  teaches  the 
class  and  first  used  the  surveys  four 
years  ago. 

Each  quarter,  enrolled  students 
first  answer  the  survey's  multiple 
choice  questions.  After  a  test 
analysis  is  given  to  students,  the 
class  is  then  broken  down  into 
groups  to  examine  the  survey's  three 
topics:  sex,  marriage,  and  family. 

The  groups  then  cross-tabulate 
data,  comparing  two  or  more 
variables  to  look  at  the  data  in 
greater  detail,  Edwards  said. 

From  there,  students  choose 
which  cr oss- tabula hons  to  include 
in  their  individual  reports. 

Though  the  results  are  specific 
only  to  the  class,  the  analysis  lets 
students  compare  the  attitudes  of 
one's  generation  to  that  of  their 
parents  and  grandparents.  Students 
found  varying  conclusions. 

"We're  a  more  experimental 
generation,"  said  Kristin  Wieczorek, 
sophomore  in  history.  "W e're  not 
afraid  to  try  something  new  but  not 
afraid  to  leave  it  by  the  wayside  if  it 
doesn't  work  out." 

Carey  Calamia,  sophomore  in 
education,  said  "Compared  to  our 
parents'  and  grandparents' 
generations,  there  is  a  decline  in 
values  and  morals.  There's  a  decline 
in  the  importance  of  the  family." 

Some  conclusions  support 
Calamia's  claim.  Claudia  Brad, 
freshman  in  criminal  justice,  said  she

students  do  not  plan  to  marry  at

found  sex  is  considered  a  part  of 
dating  today  whereas  previous 
generations  more  associated  sex 
with  marriage.  85%  of  those 
surveyed  are  not  virgins. 

Concerning  sex,  students  found 
several  surprising  results  within 
their  own  generation. 

"Even  though  people  know  about 
HIV,  AIDS,  and  sexually  transmitted 
diseases,  many  people  still  have 
unprotected  sex,"  said  Brad. 

According  to  the  survey  analysis 
report,  42%  of  those  surveyed  did 
not  practice  safe  sex  during  their 
first  experience  with  sexual 
intercourse. 

Also,  68%  feel  the  fear  of  AIDS  is 
not  enough  of  a  threat  to  decrease 
the  number  of  one's  sexual  partners. 

"They  think  [sex]  is  usual. 
[Concerning  AIDS],  many  don't 
believe  it's  going  to  be  them,"  said 


Brad. 

Besides  surprising  conclusions, 
students  found  that  some  data 
contradicted  popular  belief. 

Students  found  that  media  and 
television  did  not  affect  subjects' 
decisions  in  life  so  much  as  curiosity 
or  peer  pressure. 

Also,  71%  of  those  surveyed 
reported  that  spanking  a  child  was 
necessary  and  beneficial.  Edwards 
said  students  may  be  looking  back  at 
how  they  were  raised  when 
responding. 

As  individuals,  the  surveys  let 
students  know  more  about  where 
they  stand  compared  to  others. 

Carrie  Derrick,  sophomore  in 
theater,  said,  "In  getting  the  results 
back,  students  see  how  they 
compare  with  other  people.  It's 
interesting  to  learn  whether  you're 
an  oddball  or  not."

National  Law  Enforcement  Officers  Month  recognizes  those  upholding  the  law

After  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Wheaton  Police 
Department  Thomas  Meloni  ran  down  the 
statistics— nationwide  since  1987,  700  officers  have 
been  slain;  696  died  due  to  duty-related  injury; 
600,000injured  or  assaulted  while  on  duty- 
officers  heard  a  brief  cry. 

Though  it  was  probably  a  coincidence,  the  cry 
came  from  young  Alexia  Stelmar,  daughter  of 
Officer  Kathy  Stelmar.  Both  attended  a  memorial 
service  Wednesday  honoring  slain  officers  outside 
the  Wheaton  Police  Department  as  part  of 
National  Law  Enforcement  Officers  Month. 

Nearly  40  police  officers  attended  the 
memorial,  with  one  representative  from  the 
college's  Public  Safety  department. 

The  month,  established  by  Congress  in  1984, 
honors  law  enforcement  officers  who  were  killed 
in  the  line  of  duty,  and  pays  tribute  to  officers 
who  serve  and  protect  on  a  daily  basis,  according 
to  Lieutenant  Mike  Alsup. 

"Every  eight  hours  when  a  shift  begins,  officers 
meet,  receive  their  assignment,  have  a  cup  of 
coffee,  maybe  exchange  a  joke  or  two,  and  then  go 
outside  and  check  out  their  car,"  Meloni  said  as 
part  of  the  memorial  address. 

"Each  of  us  remembers  them  and  prays  for 


their  return  eight  hours  later,"  he  said. 

As  part  of  a  statewide  event.  Public  Safety  is 
distributing  blue  ribbons  for  display  on  cars.  Blue 
being  the  traditional  color  for  police,  the  ribbons 
act  as  a  visible  token  of  respect  for  slain  officers. 

Alsup  said  the  ribbons  were  so  popular.  Public 
Safety  ran  out  of  its  initial  supply  of  500  ribbons 
wi thing  the  first  three  days.  An  additional  2000 
ribbons  were  ordered. 

Alsup  said  this  is  the  first  year  the  college  has 
recognized  the  month  though  it  has  been  in 
existence  for  over  fourteen  years. 

The  memorial  service  in  Wheaton 
demonstrated  the  strong  bond  among  police 
officers,  as  officers  offered  prayers  during  a 
moment  of  silence  for  those  slain. 

"Police  work  is  a  brotherhood,"  said  Alsup. 

"It's  a  profession  closely  held  by  the  people  who 
practice  it." 

"There  are  so  few  policemen  in  the  country  that 
we  have  to  bond  together,"  he  said.  "When  you 
hurt  one  officer,  you  hurt  them  all." 

Alsup  said  as  part  of  the  month  and  in 
accordance  with  federal  law,  flags  are  supposed  to 
be  flown  at  half  mast  on  May  13th.  As  of  noon 
Wednesday,  the  college's  flags  were  flying  at  full 
mast. 

After  the  memorial,  the  area  officers  were 
dismissed.  Most  of  the  officers  went  back  to  work, 
back  on  the  streets.

Professors  to  discuss  Japan’s 
economic  strife  on  Saturday

On  Saturday  COD  will 
host  Japan  Symposium,  a 
discussion  of  current 
problems  faced  by  Japan,  in 
SRC  1024. 

The  symposium  is  the 
culmination  of  the  one-year 
effort  by  the  Faculty  Institute 
on  Japanese  History  and 
Literature,  a  program 
assembled  by  COD  professor 
Shingo  Satsutani. 

The  institute,  according  to 
Satsutani,  seeks  to  "infuse 
elements  of  Japanese  studies 
into  COD'S  core  curriculum," 
especially  within  the 
humanities  division. 

Speaking  at  the  program 
will  be  Bernard  S.  Silberman 
and  Anil  K.  Kashyak,  two 
Ph.D.-holding  professors  at 
University  of  Chicago  and 
Joji  Asahi,  who  is  currently 
teaching  economics  at 
University  of  Kansas  while 
on  sabbatical  from  Meikai 
University  in  Japan. 

For  the  greater  part  of  this 
decade,  Japan  has  been 
caught  in  a  bitter  recession. 
This  ongoing  economic 
dilemma  will  be  the  focus  of 
both  Kashyak  and  Asahi's 


presentations. 

Asahi,  who  served  COD 
as  a  Fullbright  Scholar  in 
1986-87,  will  give  the 
program's  first  speech, 
"Economic  crisis  in  Japan:  A 
view  from  public  finance,"  at 
|  9  a.m. 

Kashyak  will  continue  in 
this  vein  at  10:40  with 
"Stagnation  of  the  Japanese 
economy:  Clauses  and 
consequences." 

Following  a  break  for 
I  lunch,  Silberman  will 
conclude  the  symposium  on 
a  more  historical  note  with 
"Japan  and  World  War  II: 
Relationships  between 
aspirations  and  resources." 

|  Satsutani,  who  assembled 
the  Japan  Symposium,  will 
conduct  the  speaker 
introductions.  This  is  the 
second  presentation  of  its 
type  at  COD,  the  previous 
one  was  held  two  years  ago. 


University  of  Chicago,  as 
part  of  its  Asian  studies 
outreach  program,  along 
with  Columbia  University  in 
New  York,  are  key 
supporters  to  the  Faculty 
Institute,  which  has  been 
attended  throughout  the  year 
by  25  full  and  part-time  COD 
faculty  members.  The 
institute  is  funded  entirely  by 
the  Japan  Foundation. 

Students  are  also 
welcome  to  attend  the 
symposium,  which  begins  at 
8:15  p.m.  Satsutani  said  that 
the  program  will  be  "good 
for  looking  into  where  Japan 
is  going  in  this  chaos."

Boogie  Nights  (1997)  —  In  the  past  couple  of  years, 
Hollywood  has  released  a  series  of  films  that  deal  with 
subjects  that  would  normally  offend  the  average  viewer,  yet, 
audiences  have  been  taken  by  the  humanity  of  the  characters. 
In  1996,  "The  People  vs.  Larry  Flynt"  made  us  feel  sorry  for 
the  notorious  publisher  of  Hustler  magazine.  Now,  "Boogie 
Nights,"  written,  produced  and  directed  by  Paul  Thomas 
Anderson,  takes  an  unflinching  look  at  the  adult  film 
industry  in  the  late  1970's. 

"Boogie  Nights'"  strength  is  in  its  characters.  Mark 
Wahlberg,  who  has  just  finally  shed  the  stigma  of  his 
embarrassing  rap  career  as  'Marky  Mark,'  stars  as  Eddie 
Adams,  a  poor  kid  with  "one  special  thing,"  who  is 
befriended  by  pornographer  Jack  Horner  (a  deliciously 
smarmy  Burt  Reynolds). 

Adams  soon  adapts  the  name  "Dirk  Diggler,"  and  joins 
Homer's  "family"  of  young  adult  film  stars,  which  includes 
Rollergirl  (Heather  Graham),  Reed  Rothchild  (John  C.  Reilly), 
Buck  Swope  (Don  Cheadle)  and  matriarch  Amber  Waves 
(Julianne  Moore).  As  the  film  winds  on,  we  learn  that  these 
characters  are  people,  not  merely  sex  stars.  Rothchild  wants 
to  be  a  magician,  Swope  wants  to  start  his  own  stereo  store 
and  Rollergirl,  sadly,  just  wants  a  mother. 

At  first,  we  see  the  stars  living  it  up  in  the  excess  of  the  late 
1970's.  However,  as  the  decade  turns,  their  decadence  catches 
up  with  them,  with  tragic  results.  And  the  most  surprising 
part  the  movie  is  that  we  care  about  them. 

If  you  couldn't  already  guess,  "Boogie  Nights"  is  not  for 
children,  or  the  faint-of-heart,  as  it  contains  graphic  sex 
scenes  and  full  frontal  nudity.

Two-year  pay  raise  deal 
accepted  by  professors

The  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a 
2.6%  salary  increase  for  the  98-99 
school  year,  followed  by  a  2% 
increase  for  the  99-2000  school  year. 

According  to  the  Daily  Herald,  the 
308  teachers  that  will  be  effected  by 
the  pay  increase  accepted  the  deal, 
since  they  are  hardly  meeting  the 
consumer  price  index  for  teachers' 
salaries. 

"The  2.6%  is  a  pay  increase  to  the 
matrix,  so  that  individually  everyone 
will  be  receiving  different  increases, 
and  the  average  increase  is  4.44%," 
Paul  Svoboda,  Professor  and  Co¬ 
coordinator  of  Computer  Info 
Systems  (CIS)  and  faculty  union 
negotiator,  said. 

According  to  Svoboda,  teachers 
with  lower  than  average  salaries  are 
moved  within  the  index,  depending 
on  their  skills  and  education. 

"So  they  (the  teachers)  get  paid  a 
multiplier  depending  on  where  they 
are  on  the  index.  Everyone  who 
receives  an  increase  will  receive  a 


different  increase  depending  on  what 
step  and  lane  they're  in,"  Svoboda 
said. 

The  pay  increase  will  effect  all 
teachers  who  remain  constant  on  the 
index. 

"Our  arguments  have  been  that 
since  the  matrix  represents  all  those 
people  that  are  frozen  at  the  very  end 
of  their  lane,  the  base  is  what  they'll 
receive.  So  there  is  a  good  portion  of 
people,  in  fact  most  of  the  people 
who  will  receive  the  2.62%  increase. 
Because  they're  frozen  and  they  can't 
go  any  further  on  their  lane," 

Svoboda  said. 

The  process  was  finished  in  April 
and  after  the  deal  went  through 
subcommittees  and  the  faculty,  it  was 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.

It's  also  blaming  the  victim," 
Wunder  said. 

Short  claims  that  he's  not 
defending  the  men,  but  rather 
warning  women  that  dressing  a 
certain  way  may  jeopardize  their 
safety. 

Wunder  states  that  elderly 
women  and  young  children  are 
raped,  and  it  has  nothing  to  do 
with  their  attire. 

"I  think  it  is  much  more 
appropriate  to  think  of  rape  as  a 
hate  crime  by  using  sex  as  a 
weapon,"  Wunder  said. 

Short  stated  that  pornography 
promotes  the  so-called  "rape- 
myth"  which  sates  that  even 
though  a  woman  says  no, 
afterwards  she'll  be  glad  you 
didn't  stop. 

Even  though  many  students  did 
not  agree  with  what  Short  was 
saying,  he  still  drew  a  crowd.  Not 
only  was  Short  allowed  to  express 
his  beliefs,  the  audience  members 
had  the  opportunity  to  vent  their 
feelings,  even  if  they  contradicted 
Short' s.

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Tom  Short,  sponsored  by  the  Great  Commission  Students,  preached  to  students  on  Monday  and  Tuesday. 


Tom  Short,  sponsored  by  the 
Great  Commission  Students, 
shared  his  beliefs  on  Monday 
directly  outside  the  SRC  on 
the  first  floor.  Students  had  to 
walk  around  the  preacher  to 
get  inside  the  building,  and 
were  consequently  forced  to 
listen  to  his  beliefs. 

Short,  claiming  to  speak  in 
the  interest  of  the  Christians, 


only  brought  judgment,  and 
criticism  to  the  students 
outside. 

There  was  no  place  to  hide 
from  his  ideas,  which 
offended  just  about  everyone- 
religious  organizations,  racial 
groups,  victims,  and  both 
sexes. 

Even  devout  Christians  said 
they  disagreed  with  his  ideas. 


The  point  is,  sharing  ideas  is 
fine,  but  forcing  ideas  and 
passing  judgment  on  those 
who  choose  not  to  accept  is 
not. 

In  America,  the  freedom  of 
speech  is  a  fundamental  right, 
but  so  is  the  right  to  make 
your  own  decisions  and  not 
have  those  of  others  thrust 
upon  you. 


Tolerance  is  a  vital 
qualification  for  a  healthy  and 
enjoyable  atmosphere. 

As  part  of  a  diverse  culture 
at  COD,  religious  credence  is 
important  for  a  harmonious 
experience. 

This  acceptance  includes 
acknowledging  religious 
groups  on  campus  who 
choose  to  share  their  beliefs 
through  literature  and  vocal 
testimony. 

However,  while  groups 
have  the  right  to  freedom  of 
speech,  students  should 
always  have  the  right  to  not 
listen  to  these  groups,  and  not 
be  harassed  by  them  if  they 
choose  not  to  accept  their 
preaching. 

Lately  though,  it  seems  that 
these  guidelines  have  been 
disregarded,  and  those 
distributing  and  preaching 
have  begun  to  infringe  on  the 
rights  of  the  students. 

The  Gideons,  handing  out 
copies  of  the  New  Testament, 
were  reportedly  physically 
stepping  out  of  their  assigned 
boundaries  to  talk  to  students. 
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Flying  Colors 

Graduating  high  school  seniors 
have  something  to  cheer  about  this 
May.  Like  many  of  those  who 
completed  their  secondary  education 
with  flying  colors,  the  House  recently 
finished  work  on  this  year's  Higher 
Education  Act,  approving  it  by  an 
overwhelming  414-4.  This  legislation 
will  make  the  college  dreams  of 
graduates  more  affordable  and  set 
the  lowest  student  loan  interest  rates 
in  17  years. 

Financially  disadvantaged 
students  will  have  a  little  less  to 
worry  about  because  the  bill  expands 
the  Pell  Grant  program  which 
provides  higher  education  grants  for 
needy  students.  The  legislation  sets 
forth  a  measured  increase  in  the  Pell 
Grant  Award  each  year,  from  $4,500 
for  academic  year  1999-2000  to  $5,300 
in  2003-2004.  The  bill  also  reforms 
the  TRIO  program  which  helps  first- 
generation  college  students  prepare 
for  college,  and  ups  the  allowable 
funds  for  this  program  from  $650 
million  to  $800  million  per  year. 

I  wrote  a  few  months  ago  about  the 
pending  interest  rate  crisis  for 
student  loans.  At  that  time,  the 
House  Education  and  the  Workforce 
Committee  was  beginning  legislative 
work  on  the  higher  education  loan 
and  grant  programs,  and  debating 
how  best  to  solve  the  needs  of 
students  and  the  leaders  who  make 
the  Federal  Family  Education  Loan 
Program  (FFELP)  possible.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  not  only  does 
this  bill  drastically  lower  the  interest 
rate  for  students,  it  tempers  the 
impact  on  lenders,  to  ensure  that 
student  loans  through  FFELP  will 
continue  to  be  available  to  students. 

High  school  students  who  hope  to 
become  teachers  can  look  forward  to 
a  new  quality  teacher  initiative  which 
replaces  funding  for  current  teacher 
preparation  programs  with  a  single 
competitive  block  grant.  This  will 
allow  governors  maximum  flexibility 
to  implement  state-wide  teacher 
quality  initiatives  which  help 
teachers  in  their  training  process. 

The  bill  also  proposes  the  forgiveness 
of  loans  for  teachers  in  high  poverty 
areas.  If  enacted,  these  provisions 
will  forgive  loans  for  teacher's  final 
two  years  of  undergraduate  study. 

Other  provisions  implement 
recommendations  of  the  Commission 
on  the  Cost  of  Higher  Education. 
Colleges  will  be  relieved  from  costly 
and  burdensome  federal  regulation 
by  measures  such  as  the  one  I 
authored  which  allow  incentives  for 
early  teacher  retirement.  The 
legislation  will  also  provide  students 
and  parents  with  better  information 
to  keep  colleges  accountable  and 
higher  education  affordable. 

I  believe  that  the  Higher  Education 
Bill  is  one  of  the  most  important 
things  Congress  will  do  this  year. 

The  grants  and  loans  it  provides  will 
meet  the  financial  concerns  of  parents 
and  high  schoolers  who  look  forward 
to  being  next  year's  college  freshmen. 
The  bill's  overwhelming  bipartisan 
support  bodes  well  for  the  necessary 
Senate  and  Presidential  action  to

I  would  like  to  respond  to  the 
May  8  Courier  editorial  about 
Internet  courses  and  creating  more 
controversy  than  convenience. 

By  offering  Internet  delivered 
online  courses  the  college  is  making 
a  commitment  to  the  future  by  using 
the  communications  technology  that 
is  at  hand  to  increase  affordable  and 
convenient  access  to  our 
instructional  and  student  support 
services.  As  a  comprehensive 
community  college  we  are 
committed  to  bring  a  forward 
thinking  institution  that  welcomes 
innovation  and  adopts  to  change 
[sic]  as  we  strive  to  better  serve  the 
learning  needs  of  our  clientele. 
Online  courses  provide  an 
additional  learning  option  aimed 
primarily  toward  our  older  working 
adults  and  stay  at  home  mothers 
who  are  seeking  both  flexibility  and 
convenience  in  their  busy  lives. 

This  new  medium  has  the  capacity 
and  potential  to  reach  prospective 
students  worldwide  at  any  time  or 
place  in  delivering  course  materials, 
content  and  instructional  support. 
For  this  reason  the  college  is 
reviewing  and  rethinking  what  new 
populations  can  and  should 
effectively  be  served  and  what 
online  support  services  need  to  be 
provided. 

The  college  is  blessed  with  the 
human  talents  of  a  group  of 
innovative  faculty  and  support  staff 
who  are  leading  the  development 
efforts  for  these  courses.  Our 
Centers  for  Independent  Learning 
are  a  nationwide  leader  in  offering  a 
variety  of  course  delivery  options 
that  are  suited  primarily  to  the 
academically  mature  student  who  is 
self-disciplined,  and  self-motivated 
enough  to  manage  their  own 


learning.  This  newest  online  course 
delivery  option  is  more 
controversial  as  your  editorial 
points  out  because  it  allows  us  to 
extend  our  reach  and  provide  more 
access  to  students  who  are  not  just 
within  our  local  district. 

Internet  course  delivery  is  not 
intended  to  provide  for  the  face  to 
face  interaction  that  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  classroom  setting  and 
they  certainly  are  not  a  good  choice 
for  students  who  need  the  support 
and  structure  of  a  classroom. 

Quality  controls  are  in  place 
however  to  ensure  the  same  high 
levels  of  instructional  guidance, 
course  content,  and  learning 
outcomes  as  the  classroom  version. 
Many  of  the  courses  also  use 
conferencing  software  to  allow 
students  to  collaborate  and  interact 
on  course  related  topics.  Your 
readers  may  want  to  visit  a  course 
such  as  English  101  at  the  COD 
online  web  site  at 

www.cod.edu/online  in  order  to  get  a 
feel  for  the  nature  and  expectations 
of  these  online  courses,  materials, 
and  instructional  activities. 

In  the  future  we  anticipate  more 
and  more  Internet  connected 
learners  who  are  self-directed  and 
well  organized  will  seek  out  this 
new  form  of  course  delivery.  This  is 
especially  true  given  the  near  term 
advent  of  cable  distribution  systems 
in  our  communities  which  will  hard 
wire  homes  to  the  Internet  and  will 
soon  allow  for  full  motion  video 
over  a  PC.  It  is  important  then  that 
we  plan  and  prepare  for  the  use  of 
this  new  medium.  If  we  do  not 
rethink  how  we  distribute  our 
instructional  and  support  services 
using  the  new  technology  that  is  at 
hand  we  will  be  left  to  watch  any 


number  of  other  colleges  and 
nimble-for-profit  schools  that  are 
positioned  to  provide  our  district 
residents  with  Internet  course 
delivery. 

The  college  administration  and 
faculty  are  working  together  on 
several  fronts  reviewing  and 
planning  for  any  number  of  issues 
presented  by  the  delivery  of  online 
courses  and  support  services.  Some 
of  the  services  and  procedures  that 
are  already  being  implemented  or 
are  under  review  in  connection  with 
online  course  delivery  are  a  review 
of  instructor  teaching  loads,  online 
library,  registration,  advising  and 
bookstore  services,  proctoring  of 
exams  at  remote  sites  and 
developing  well-designed  web 
based  interfaces  to  information 
resources. 

This  is  both  a  challenging  and 
exciting  time  for  all  colleges  and 
universities  as  the  entire  higher 
education  industry  responds  and 
adjusts  to  this  new  form  of  course 
delivery.  We  are  closely  monitoring 
what  type  of  students  are  enrolling, 
their  residence  and  reasons  for 
enrolling  and  the  type  of  student 
who  is  successfully  completing 
these  courses  as  we  continue  to 
develop,  expand  and  refine  this  new 
learning  format.  The  College  of 
DuPage  and  the  Centers  for 
Independent  Learning  are  using  a 
forward  thinking  and  student 
centered  approach  by  using  these 
emerging  technologies  to  better 
accommodate  the  ever  changing 
needs  and  expectations  of  our 
students.

As  for  the  last  episode  of  Seinfeld, 
the  scene  last  Thursday  in  the 
Fishbowl  told  it  all. 

The  seven  people  scattered 
around  the  Fishbowl's  benches 
(Jerry  Springer  routinely  draws  a 
larger  crowd)  saw  the  Seinfeld  four 
on  trial.  Through  it  all,  a  young  girl 
opted  to  dance  up  and  down 
benches  all  around  the  Fishbowl.

|  and  gospel  groups  perform. 

"We  planned  the  event  two 
months  in  advance  and  we  didn't 
know  the  Seinfeld  finale  would  be 
held  tonight,"  said  Ruth  Goring, 
staff  with  Intervarsity  Christian 
Fellowship. 

Those  who  chose  to  skip  this 
latest  major  television  event,

Six  students  from  the  Model  United 
Nations  club  recently  attended  the 
national  conference  in  New  York  City.

Workshop  lets  staff  wiggle  away  anxiety

In  SRC  2800  Wednesday,  students 
may  have  seen  some  of  the  college's 
staff  members  sprawled  out  on  the 
floor  without  any  shoes  on,  and 
using  crayons  to  color  a  page  from  a 
coloring  book. 

Staff  members  got  a  chance  to 
take  off  their  shoes,  wiggle  their  toes 
and  relax  at  a  stress  reduction 
workshop  hosted  by  Margaret 
Rehayem  from  the  physical 
education  department. 

"When  the  world  passes  by  you  at 
190  miles  per  hour,  it's  good  to  shut 
out  the  outside  world  once  in 
awhile,"  said  Rehayem. 

Rehayem  stressed  the  importance 
of  regularly  setting  aside  time  for 
relaxation  in  one's  everyday  life. 

Seven  people  attended  the  stress 
workshop  where  they  participated 
in  relaxation  breathing  and  other 
relaxation  exercises. 

"I  wanted  to  create  an  atmosphere 
that  allows  [those  attending]  to  feel 
relaxed,  safe,  and  comfortable,"  said

She  kept  her  lecturing  down  to  a 
minimum  during  the  workshop,  as 
"sitting  here  listening  to  me  talk 
about  stress  can  be  very  stressful." 

People  were  first  given  a  packet  of 
stress  reducing  tips  to  help  the 
person  personally  reduce  stress  in 


their  own  lives. 

The  crayon  activity  was  designed 
to  help  one  remember  what  it's  like 
to  be  a  kid,  bringing  back  warm 
memories  of  childhood,  Rehayem 
said. 

But  she  added  that  stress 
relaxation  isn't  simply  about  making 
one  regain  a  sense  of  childhood.  She 
said  stress  reduction  involves 
guiding  the  person  wherever  they 
want  to  go. 

Those  attending  the  workshop 
experienced  this  freedom,  as 
Rehayem  told  the  group  not  to 
worry  about  inhibition  and  anxiety, 
with  criticism  about  the  way  things 
"should"  be  kept  outside  the 
workshop  doors. 

The  workshop  let  people  stretch 
their  neck  muscles  and  learn  to 
breathe  using  their  diaphragm,  as 
the  haunting  atmospherics  of  Enya's 
The  Miracle  of  Trees  played  in  the 
background. 

She  said  allowing  yourself  be  who 
you  are  is  a  natural  stress  reliever. 

"If  you  can  be  comfortable  being 
who  you  are,  the  stress  we  build  up 
is  automatically  released  and  let  go."

Literacy  volunteer  named  among  top  state  tutors

Laurie  Bacik,  volunteer  with  the 
college's  People  Educating  People 
program,  was  awarded  a  statewide 
Spotlight  on  Service  award  last 
month. 

The  Spotlight  on  Service  award  is 
given  to  the  top  ten  literacy  tutors  in 
the  state.  This  was  the  first  year 
tutors  were  honored  in  the  state. 

"The  students,  instructors  and 
staff  are  all  deeply  grateful  for  her 
years  of  service  and  are  delighted 
that  she  has  been  recognized  with 
this  award,"  said  Administrative 
Assistant  for  the  PEP  volunteer 
program,  Barbara  Carey. 

According  to  Bacik's  nomination 
statement,  Bacik  started 
volunteering  in  1989  after  being 
lured  by  a  newspaper  clipping. 

"I  have  been  a  student  and  a  lover 
of  the  English  Language  ever  since  I 
was  a  youngster,"  said  Bacik.  She 
said  this  love  came  from  her  mother, 
"a  master  of  the  language." 

She  said  volunteering  gave  her  an 
opportunity  to  put  her  love  of 
language  to  good  use. 

Bacik  tutors  small  group  sessions 
and  works  as  a  classroom  aide  for 
English  as  a  Second  Language 
classes. 

Bacik  said  what  she  enjoys  the 
most  about  volunteering  is  working

one-on-one  with  ESL  and  Adult 
Basic  Education  classes. 

"I  have  one  student  who  has  been 
with  me  for  five  years,  who  could 
not  read  at  all,  and  now,  although 
he  still  struggles  with  many  words, 
he  is  usually  able  to  sound  them  out 
and  pronounce  them  correctly,"  said 
Bacik. 

"And  he  will  say,  'I've  heard  that 
word  all  my  life,  and  now,  by  golly, 

I  know  what  it  looks  like!'" 

Bacik  said  sometimes  when  her 
students  finally  learn  to  improve 
their  sentence  structure  and  use 
difficult  sounds  correctly,  she  has 
been  known  to  jump  from  her  chair 
and  applaud  them. 

"Every  success,  no  matter  how 
small,  is  reason  for  celebration  and 
praise,"  Bacik  said. 

For  her  nearly  10  years  of 
volunteer  service,  Bacik  has  been  a 
loyal  worker  for  the  PEP  program. 
Since  responding  to  the  newspaper 
clipping,  Bacik  has  logged  about 
960.5  hours  of  instruction  for  PEP. 

According  to  Bacik's  nomination, 
she  has  logged  an  additional  58 
hours  preparing  lessons  for  her 
classes,  with  86  more  hours  of  pre¬ 
service,  continuing  training,  and  as 
a  presenter  at  various  volunteer 
development  activities. 

"Students  are  her  primary 
concern,"  Carey  said.  "She's  a 
model  for  many  of  the  volunteer  in 
our  program." 

Not  only  helping  others,  Bacik 
said,  "I  suspect  I  am  the  one  who 
has  really  learned  the  most."

Booking  process  difficult,  ongoing

Each  year,  the  Arts  Center 
hosts  a  wide  variety  of 
touring  performers,  from  the 
worlds  of  music,  dance  and 
performance. 

It” s  up  to  Arts  Center 
Director  Jack  Weiseman, 
Audience  Development 
Manage  Janie  Green  and  their 
staff  to  lure  acts  to  the  COD 
stages.  And  this  is  no  small 
task. 

Normally,  the  booking 
process  usually  begins  6-20 
months  in  advance,  although, 
in  rare  occasions,  an  act  will 
be  booked  two  years  before 
their  scheduled  appearance. 

There  are  a  number  of 
criteria  that  the  staff 
considers  when  choosing  acts 
for  a  new  season. 

First,  variety  of  the  overall  : 
lineup  is  considered.  "We  try 
to  get  a  wide  representation 
of  the  arts,"  Weiseman  says. 

Price  is  a  big  issue  in 
selecting  performers.  "We 
want  to  have  an  event  be 
accessible  to  as  many  as 
possible,"  Weiseman 
explains.  Tickets  to  most 
events  are  under  $30, 
although,  in  some  cases,  the 
price  of  a  performer 
necessitates  a  higher  ticket 
price. 

International,  racial  and 
gender  diversity  is  equally 
important  to  the  staff.

according  to  Green. 

"Another  factor  is  striking 
a  balance  between 
entertainment  that  is 
enriching  and  entertainment 
that  is  just  fun  and 
commercial,"  Green  adds. 

Since  the  Arts  Center 
receives  no  tuition  dollars,  it 
is  dependent  on  public  grants 
from  the  Illinois  Arts 
Commission  (LAC)  and  the 
National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  and  private  supporters, 
individual  or  local 
corporations. 

This  somewhat  limits  the 
price  range  of  acts  that  can  be 
booked  at  the  Arts  Center, 
although  some  can  be  quite 


expensive. 

In  recent  years,  marquee 
acts  such  as  the  Smothers 
Brothers  and  Bill  Cosby  have 
commanded  huge  payments. 
The  most  expensive  act  ever 
was  the  New  York-based 
American  Ballet  Theatre,  who 
were  payed  $160,000  for  four 
performances  in  August  of 
1996. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the 
shows  lost  about  $10,000, 
Weiseman  views  the  expense 
as  necessary.  "The  Ballet 
generated  so  much  attention 
and  boosted  our  mailing  list 
so  much,"  he  says,  "that  I 
would  say  it  was  the  best 
$10,000  we  ever  lost." 


The  Arts  Center  seeks  out 
household  names  to  bring  in 
new  audiences.  "They  help 
finance  riskier  things,"  Green 
explains. 

Once  an  act  has  been 
chosen,  the  negotiating 
begins.  "Sometimes  we  have 
to  pay  full  fee,"  Weiseman 
says  of  the  process,  "but 
usually  we  try  to  talk  the 
price  down." 

The  staff  uses  a  variety  of 
tactics  to  get  a  performer  into 
their  price  range.  They  often 
work  with  other  area  venues, 
such  as  Elgin  Community 
College  or  Northern  Illinois 
University,  to  offer  an  act  a 
package  of  several  dates  at  a 


discount  price. 

On  other  occasions,  they 
can  get  a  price  reduction  by 
"piggy  backing."  This 
happens,  Weiseman  says, 
when  an  act  is  already 
scheduled  to  appear  nearby, 
and  COD  can  get  them  to 
perform  for  a  lower  rate,  as 
they  are  already  in  the  area. 

"Sometimes  managers  will 
call  and  say,  'I've  got  so-and- 
so  in  Milwaukee  on  Friday 
night.  I'll  give  you  Thursday 
for  $5000  less,"'  Weiseman. 

In  many  cases,  booking 
prices  are  influenced  by  past 
experiences  at  COD. 
"Relationships  with  agents 
and  managers  are  very 
important,"  Weiseman  says. 
"Artists  who  have  been 
happy  here  often  refer  us  to 
others." 

Even  though  the  booking 
is  done  well  in  advance,  a 
number  of  things  can  go 
wrong. 

"The  'on-again-off-again' 
thing  happens  all  the  time," 

1  |  Weiseman  says.  For  example, 
in  1996,  Wayland  Jennings 
I  cancelled  twice  before  finally 
|  appearing. 

On  many  occasions,  a 
|  price  can  be  agreed  upon, 

|  only  to  have  the  price  change, 
f  Weiseman  remembers  one 
I  occasion  in  which  an  artist 
f  had  agreed  to  perform  for 
$8000.  Then,  after  she  won  a 
1  Grammy  award,  the  price 
|  jumped  to  $20,000. 

Ultimately,  Weiseman 
|  says,  the  goal  of  booking  is  to 
build  audience  trust.  "We 
|  want  audiences  to  associate 
|  us  with  quality  performers." 

And  this  is,  indeed,  no 
I  easy  task.

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Running  Gallery  is 


a  full-time  job

Running  an  art  gallery  is  a  difficult 
job,  but  somebody  has  got  to  do  it. 
And  at  the  Arts  Center's  Gahlberg 
Gallery,  that  somebody  is  curator 
Eileen  Broido. 

Among  Broido's  duties  is  selecting 
artists  to  be  exhibited,  arranging  the 
transport  of  the  pieces,  and  hanging 
each  show. 

The  selection  of  artists  is  done  in 
many  ways.  "I  review  twice  a  year 
with  the  art  faculty,  to  see  if  the 
teachers  have  any  suggestions,  " 
Broido  explains,  "I  also  travel  to  New 
York  a  couple  of  times  per  year  and 
get  mailings  about  traveling  shows." 

Broido,  who  studied  modern  art 
history  at  University  of  Illinois  at 
Chicago  and  University  of  Chicago, 
has  several  criteria  for  for  the  artists 
she  shows  at  the  gallery. 

"I  go  for  people  that  are  somewhat 
original,  and  are  focused  in  some 
measure,"  Broido  explains,  "The 
meaning  of  the  work  should  translate 
to  the  viewer." 

Broido  begins  planning  a  year  at 
the  gallery  in  the  previous  January, 
when  she  begins  sorting  through 
slides  of  work,  making  deals  with 
New  York-based  art  dealers,  even 
visiting  the  homes  of  local  art 


collectors. 

"If  I  really  like  an  artist's  work," 
Broido  explains,  "I'll  write  and  ask 
for  slides." 

The  artwork  for  a  given  show  can 
come  in  a  variety  of  methods. 
Sometimes  the  art  is  loaned  to  COD 
by  commercial  galleries  or  direct  from 
artists.  Other  shows  are  borrowed 
from  museums,  which  can  be  a  pricey 
arrangement. 

"Our  biggest  expense  is  shipping 
the  art,"  Broido  explains.  Most  of  this 
work  is  done  by  professional  art 
movers  who  earn  over  $50  per  hour. 

Once  the  art  is  at  the  gallery, 
Broido,  her  staff  of  student  aides  and 
Prepareator  John  Pittman  arrange  the 
show  and  hang  the  art.  "The  artists 
rarely  do  it  themselves,"  she  explains, 
"but  sometimes  they  want  to  help." 

Before  coming  to  COD  in  Fall, 

1987,  Broido  worked  as  a  volunteer  at 
the  Museum  of  Contemporary  Art 
and  the  Art  Institute.  She  also  worked 
a  brief  stint  as  a  commercial  art 
consultant,  but  she  didn't  like  the  job. 

Broido  and  her  husband  have  been 
collecting  art  for  over  30  years.  "As  a 
curator,  I  draw  on  my  experience  as  a 
collector,"  she  says  of  the  experience. 

Due  to  her  experience  at  the  MCA, 
Broido  says  that  contemporary  art  has 
been  her  main  focus. 

Since  her  arrival  at  the  Gahlberg 
gallery,  annual  attendance  has  risen 
to  levels  similar  to  those  of  MCA. 

Last  year,  over  15,000  people  visited 
the  gallery's  exhibits.

The  Mainstage  is  the  Arts  Center's 
flagship  venue.

It 
is  also  equipped  with  its  own  sound  and 
lighting  systems. 

This  cozy  venue  offers  the  flexibilty 
needed  for  a  variety  of  stage  settings. 
Most  shows  at  Theatre  2  run  for  two  or 
three  weeks. 

It  is  currently  being  used  for  the 
Buffalo  Theatre  Ensemble  production  of 
"Warrior."

Entire  country  becomes  art

If  Ceramics  Lab 
Manager  Gretchen  Coles 
gets  her  way,  the  United 
states  will  become  the 
world's  largest  three- 
dimensional  artwork. 

Coles  unveiled  the  work, 
entitled  Nuevo  Bosque,  at 
the  annual  faculty  art 
exhibit  in  February.  Her 
contribution  consisted  of 
four  fired  and  painted  terra 
cotta  boundary  markers. 

Each  marker  represents 
an  area  of  the  country  to 
which  Coles  has  ties, 
including  the  Great  Lakes 
region  and  the  American 
Southwest. 

And  now,  for  the 
culmination  of  her  plan, 
each  marker  will  be  buried 
in  four  corners  of  the 
country,  to  form  the  Nuevo 
Bosque,  which  literally 
translates  to  "new  forest" 
in  Spanish. 

According  to  Coles, 
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Coles’  plans  for  the  first  four  markers  of  her  “New  Forest,”  each  marker  is  being  buried 


"The  name  comes  from 
Bosque  del  Apache,  a 
marshy  area  where  birds 
stop  during  their  seasonal 
migration  along  the  Rio 
Grande  in  New  Mexico." 

Each  marker  is  currently 
being  "installed"  by  a 
friend  of  Coles. 

"Beautiful  Sea,"  which 
Coles  describes  as  "an 
intuitive  image  from  a 
recent  west  coast 


experience,"  will  be  placed 
in  Olympia,  Washington. 

The  second  marker, 
"Kiva,"  which  was  inspired 
by  Coles'  southeastern 
Colorado  birthplace,  will  be 
buried  in  Big  Bear  Lake, 
California. 

"Alchemist,"  which 
Coles  calls  "an  intuitive 
image  that  comes  from  the 
experience  of  firing  kilns 
and  climbing  volcanoes," 


will  be  placed  in  Miami, 
Florida. 

The  final  marker,  "Bud 
Vase,"  which  pays  tribute 
her  Great  Lakes  ancestors, 
will  be  buried  in  Storrs, 
Connecticut. 

These  four  markers  are 
the  beginning  of  what

New  this  month... 

"The  Full  Monty"  (1997)  —  This  British  film 
takes  place  in  the  depressed  steel  manufacturing 
town  of  Sheffield,  England.  The  steel  mills  have 
closed,  leaving  scores  of  people  without  jobs  and 
without  hope.  So,  what  is  one  to  do?  Become  male 
strippers. 

In  the  opening  of  "The  Full  Monty,"  we  meet 
Gaz  (played  by  'Trainspotting's"  Robert  Carlyle), 
he's  unemployed,  divorced  and  in  danger  of 
losing  custody  of  his  son  because  he  behind  on  his 
child  support  payments. 

When  the  Chippendales  dancers  visit  a  local 
ladies  night,  Gaz  gets  an  idea...  start  his  own 
striptease  show.Gaz  has  his  work  cut  out  for  him, 
as  the  cast  he  assembles,  beginning  with  his  portly 
best  friend  David  (Mark  Addy)  and  his  secretly 
unemployed  former  boss,  and  ballroom  dancing 
enthusiast  Gerald  (Tom  Wilkinson)  are  not  exactly 
what  one  would  call  "sculpted." 

With  Gaz's  relentless  shamelessness  and 
Gerald's  keen  sense  of  rhythm,  the  troupe  begins 
to  shape  up.  Since  they  lack  the  looks  of  the 
Chippendales,  Gaz  decides  that  the  group  will  set 
itself  apart  from  the  rest  by  "going  the  full 
monty,"  and  appearing  all  nude. 

Although  its  surroundings  are  bleak,  "The  Full 
Monty"  is  a  charming,  funny  comedy.  Its 
"everyman"  characters  are  both  sympathetic  and 
likable.  This  film  earned  a  shocking  Best  Picture 
nomination  at  this  year's  academy  awards,  but, 
after  all...  who  can  compete  with  a  zillion  dollar 
blockbuster  about  a  sinking  ship.

Yorke  and  Brancato  capture  SGA  election 


Record  voter  turnout  elects  new  student  body  executives

Of  the  865  students  who  voted  in 
last  week's  1998  spring  SGA  elections, 
David  Yorke  and  Vito  Brancato 
received  378  votes,  traded  by  Anthony 
Snobeck  and  Diamond  Montana  with 
226  votes  and  Chris  Asta  and  Hi  Yuan 
with  188  votes. 

The  voter  turnout  increased  from 
previous  elections  and  included  more 
candidates  for  the  presidential  and 
vice-presidential  positions. 

"I  think  this  shows  that  students  do 
get  involved,"  Robb  Frank, 
Coordinator  of  Student  Activities, 
said. 

According  to  SGA  Senate  Chairman 
Steve  Raczkowski,  300  more  voters 
participated  in  this  past  election  than 
the  last  SGA  election. 

"The  election  was  a  success  because 
of  the  increased  student 
participation,"  Raczkowski  said. 

Election  results  were  released  on 
Tuesday,  and  Yorke  and  Brancato 
were  informed  of  their  victory.

The  weekend  will  be  held  at  the 
Dickson  Valley  Retreat  Center  in 
Newark,  IL  on  October  3rd  and  4th. 

COD  club  and  organization 
leaders  are  encouraged  to  attend 
along  with  other  students  who  wish 
to  participate. 

"This  weekend  is  for  leaders  of 
clubs  and  organizations  and  SGA, 
and  also  for  students  who  want  to 
build  leadership  skills.  There  are  four 
main  points  that  the  seminar  will 
focus  on,"  said  Coordinator  of 
Student  Activities  Robb  Frank. 

The  first  focus  of  the  seminar  will 
be  collaboration.  Working  together 
with  teammates  and  sharing  ideas  is 
essential  according  to  Frank. 

"By  learning  collaboration  skills, 
clubs  and  organizations  can  work 
together  to  improve  student 
involvement  on  campus,  not  to 
suggest  that  they  are  not  involved  in 
off-campus  activities,"  Frank  said. 

Another  aspect  of  effective 
leadership  that  the  seminar  will  cover 
is  communication.

"Most  problems  in  clubs  and 
organizations  is  caused  by  poor 
communication.

The  third  leadership  aspect  that 
will  be  discussed  at  the  seminar  is 
team  building. 

"How  you  set  up  your  team  is 
going  to  determine  how  well  your 
team  works.  Team  building  involves 
trust  and  coordination.  If  s  best  to 
describe  a  team  as  links  in  a  fence. 
Those  stronger  links  must 
compensate  those  weaker  links," 
Frank  said. 

The  final  aspect  of  effective 
leadership  that  will  be  taught  at  the 
seminar  will  be  time  management. 
This  is  an  area  that  many  people 
might  find  weakness  in. 

"Something  that  I've  always  said 
was  'if  you  want  something  done, 
give  it  to  a  busy  person'.  Student 


leaders  are  always  busy  and  they 
I  always  have  other  things  going  on 
besides  their  academic  life.  Better 
time  management  will  teach  them 
\  how  to  use  what  little  time  they  have 
more  effectively,"  Frank  said. 

There  will  be  about  60  people  from 
COD  attending  the  event  including 
j  staff,  students,  and  faculty.  About  40 
students  will  be  asked  by  their

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Election  ethics: 
Democratic  disregard 


Last  week's  Student 
Government  Association 
presidential  election 
inspired  questions  about  the 
ethics  involved  in  the 
campaigning  process. 

For  instance,  distributing 
literature,  and  encouraging 
votes  for  particular 
candidates  is  restricted, 
according  to  SGA  rules, 
within  a  radius  of  100  ft.  of 
the  voting  booths. 

This  rule  was  violated  on 
several  occasions  on 
campus,  when  volunteers 
could  be  easily  observed 
campaigning  within  the 
restricted  area. 

This  rule  is  important  to  a 
proper  election  based  on  the 
principles  of  fairness  and 
equal  representation. 

Voters  should  feel  free  to 
cast  their  choice  for 
whomever  they  deem  most 
deserving  of  the  position. 


without  intimidation,  or 
influence  in  favor  of  any 
particular  candidate.  Such 
campaigning  gives  an 
unfair  advantage  to  one 
candidate  over  another. 

Therefore,  in  an  effort  to 
regulate  the  bombardment 
of  political  information,  and 
to  remain  an  unbiased 
electoral  mediator,  the  SGA 
established  the  ordinance  in 
order  to  distance  the 
candidates  from  the  polls. 

The  lack  of  enforcement 
for  this  rule  demonstrates 
the  lack  of  respect  for  the 
democratic  process. 

For  future  elections,  it 
would  be  a  wise  and 
cautious  decision  to 
monitor  this  problem  more 
closely,  and  appoint 
personnel  to  supervise  the 
political  advertising,  and 
maintain  the  integrity  of  the 
elections. 
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Good  news 
for  graduating 
students 


Just  in  time  for  the  upcoming 
graduation  ceremonies  going  on  at 
high  schools  and  colleges  all  over  the 
country,  the  Department  of  Labor  last 
week  released  a  report  filled  with 
good  news  for  graduating  seniors. 
Due  to  a  booming  economy, 
graduating  high  school  and  college 
seniors  will  be  entering  a  job  market 
where  they  will  enjoy  some  of  the 
best  prospects  for  finding  a  job  in  a 
generation. 

The  Department  of  Labor  reported 
that  last  month  the  unemployment 
rate  fell  to  4.3%,  which  is  the  lowest 
recorded  rate  since  February  of  1970. 
In  the  last  month  alone,  the  U.S. 
economy  created  262,000  new  jobs. 

In  addition,  many  of  the  new  jobs  are 
in  high  income  or  professional 
categories  such  as  computer  services, 
real  estate,  health  care,  and  the 
securities  industry.  For  high  school 
and  college  graduates,  the  report 
contained  even  better  news.  The  rate 
of  unemployment  for  high  school 
graduates  dropped  to  3.9%  while  the 
rate  for  college  graduates  dropped  to 
a  mere  1.5%. 

Black  teenagers,  who  have 
traditionally  suffered  from  some  of 
the  highest  unemployment  rates  in 
the  overall  economy,  have  seen  their 
employment  numbers  increase  to 
levels  not  seen  since  the  1960's. 

These  statistics  should  be  welcome 
news  to  almost  all  Americans, 
particularly  for  those  who  remember 
the  grim  employment  prospects  faced 
by  many  earlier  this  decade.  In 
addition  to  the  good  news  about  the 
availability  of  jobs,  the  Department  of 
Labor  also  reported  that  real  wages 
are  also  on  the  rise.  Last  month's 
average  hourly  wages  rose  4.4%  from 
a  year  ago,  which  means  that  workers 
have  received  an  inflation  adjusted 
pay  hike  of  3%. 

The  combination  of  economic 
growth  along  with  negligible 
inflation  have  helped  to  create  an 
economic  climate  which  is  especially 
conducive  to  the  creation  of  jobs. 

When  considering  our  objectives 
for  the  remainder  of  the  105th 
Congress,  I  believe  that  the 
prohibition  from  the  Hippocratic 
Oath,  taken  by  all  physicians,  serves 
as  an  excellent  guidepost.  To  insure 
we  do  no  harm.  Congress  should  first 
continue  to  do  those  things  that  have 
helped  to  create  the  current  economic 
boom.  First  and  foremost,  we  must 
sustain  our  efforts  to  eliminate  the 
federal  debt,  which  still  remains  at 
over  $5  trillion.  In  addition,  we  need 
to  continue  to  reduce  the  size  and 
scope  of  the  federal  government, 
while  also  reducing  the  excessive  tax 
burdens  imposed  on  working 
Americans.  By  doing  these  things, 
we  can  help  to  insure  the  long  term 
economic  prospects  for  not  just 
today's  graduates,  but  for  all  our 
children  and  grandchildren.

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Web  pages  connect  faculty  to  the  world 

Internet  homepages  let  faculty  show  personalities  and  communicate  ideas

Access  Professor  of  Chemistry 
Christine  Russell's  webpage 
through  the  college's  homepage  and 
one  will  see  a  tinker-toy-like, 
molecular  structure  beside  her 
name. 

The  inside  joke  for  any  sleep- 
deprived  chemistry  student  is,  the 
molecular  structure  is  that  of 
caffeine. 

"Everybody  really  shows  their 
personality  through  their  web 
pages,"  said  Carol  Scott,  coordinator 
of  faculty  development. 

Scott  said  faculty  members  use 
the  free  web  space  offered  by  the 
college  to  get  information  to 
students  easier. 

Some  faculty  members  at  the 
college  have  also  established  web 
sites  on  independent  servers  to 
promote  personal  interests. 

Cathy  Rathke,  information 
analyst,  created  homepage 
workshops  for  faculty  beginning  in 
the  spring  of  1995. 

These  workshops,  one  a 
classroom  workshop  and  the  other  a 
self-paced  workshop,  teach  HTML 
coding,  the  language  of  the  internet, 
Rathke  said. 

52  faculty  web  pages  are  listed 
through  the  COD  homepage.  Scott 
said  most  sites  list  a  teacher’s  f* 
classes,  education  background  and 
philosophy,  personal  information, 
and  links  to  other  sites. 

But  for  some  faculty  members,  the 
free  college  web  space  isn't  enough 
to  express  their  ideas. 

"COD  told  me  [my  website]  was 
too  personal  to  put  as  a  COD  web 
page,"  said  Werner  Krieglstein, 
professor  of  philosophy  and 
religious  studies. 


Krieglstein  created 
"Transcendental  Perspectivism:  A 
Philosophy  for  the  Global  Village" 
(www.perspectivism.com),  accessed 
over  3000  times. 

He  said  he  created  the  web  page 
to  allow  others  to  access  his 
philosophical  ideas  and  to  promote 
his  forthcoming  book  about 
transcendental  philosophy. 

Krieglstein  originated  the  idea  of 
transcendental  perspectivism,  a 
result  of  his  philosophical  research. 
"Perspectivism  deals  with  the 
meaning  of  life,"  he  said. 

According  to  his  website,  "This 
new  Enlightenment  will  reconnect 
us  with  our  bodies,  with  nature, 
with  the  earth,  and  ultimately  with 
the  whole  universe,  of  which  we  are 
an  intrinsic  part." 

Through  the  Oracle,  a  link  on  the 
site,  net  surfers  can  submit  a 
question  for  Krieglstein  to  answer. 
He  said  in  the  past,  people  have 
asked  about  the  meaning  of  dreams, 
quantum  physics,  and  the  existence 
of  consciousness  in  objects  other 
than  human  beings. 

Ken  Paoli,  professor  of  music, 
established  HACK  Music 
(members.xoom.com/HACKMusic), 
a  site  which  focuses  on  music 
technology. 

"The  site  is  an  information 
clearinghouse  for  students,"  Paoli 
said.  HACK  Music  features  links  to 
web  sites/  plug-in  music  players, 
and  MIDI  files. 

MIDI  files  are  information  files 
that  can  play  original  music  using 
sound  cards  or  plug-ins,  Paoli  said. 

"It's  also  a  place  to  put  down 
some  of  my  thoughts  about  music," 
Paoli  said. 

Established  in  January,  he  said  the 
website  allowed  him  to  reach  many 
people  interested  in  music 
technology  over  the  internet.

Then  people  started  hugging  me, 
so  I  guess  I  won."

college. 

Though  she  never  thought  about 
being  in  a  beauty  pageant,  Sheshull 
said  she  decided  to  enter  the 
pageant  after  hearing  of  it  on  WGN 
News. 

She  said  the  pageant's  focus  on 
family  commitment  and 
community  rather  than  beauty 
attracted  her  to  the  pageant.  But  for 
a  long  time,  Sheshull  kept  news 
about  the  pageant  confined  within 
the  family. 

"I  didn't  think  people  would 
understand  the  pageant  was  based 
on  inner  beauty,"  she  said. 
Neighbors  eventually  found  out 
when  Sheshull's  daughter  sought 
money  for  Sheshull's  charity. 

Sheshull  said  later  a  neighbor 
nearly  talked  her  out  of  entering 
the  pageant.  She  feared  that  she 
would  be  competing  against 
younger  women. 

After  Dan  "Rudy"  Ruettiger, 
made  famous  by  the  film  Rudy, 
gave  a  motivational  speech  at  her 
son's  school  about  keeping  one's 
dreams  alive,  Sheshull  felt  she  had 
to  go  through  with  the  pageant. 
Even  if  it  also  meant  going  through 
with  the  swimsuit  competition. 

Sheshull  admits  she  was  nervous 
about  wearing  a  swimsuit,  but 
realized  that  all  the  contestants 
were  in  the  same  boat.  She  said 
some  of  the  older  women  actually 
looked  better  than  the  younger 
ones. 

The  Mrs.  Illinois  United  States 
pageant  is  open  to  married  women 
over  21,  though  most  women  who 
enter  are  in  their  30s  and  40s, 
according  to  the  Chicago  Tribune. 

"I'm  not  your  typical  stay-at- 
home  mother,"  Sheshull  said,  "I 
want  to  try  new  things  all  the 
time,"  explaining  her  usual 
"madcap"  moves,  which  include  a 
recent  retreat  to  Bosnia  and  a  part 
in  a  play  last  year.  Sheshull  likes  to 
keep  herself  active,  always  going  to 
school  and  learning,  she  said. 

Sheshull  also  followed  a  not-so- 
typical  path  towards  her  current 
EMT  major. 

She  said  when  she  was  uncertain 
about  her  major,  she  prayed  for  a 
sign  to  help  her  decide.  Just  hours 
later  when  two  boys  collided  at  a 
baseball  game,  she  said  she  got  her 
sign. 

She  administered  CPR  to  the 
unconscious  boy  after  the  boy's 
father  was  performing  the 
procedure  incorrectly.  After 
helping  save  the  boy's  life  along 
with  a  doctor  on  the  scene, 

Sheshull  thought,  "Well,  I  can't 
ignore  that  sign." 

Next  for  Sheshull  is  the  Mrs. 
United  States  pageant  held  in  Las 
Vegas  in  July.

Once  tradition,  Mehandi  hand 
painting  is  now  body  art

What  was  once  used  to  beautify 
Indian  brides  before  weddings  is  now  a 
widely  used  form  of  body  art. 

Musicians  such  as  Madonna  and  No 
Doubt's  Gwen  Stefani,  sport  the  lacy 
and  intricate  Mehandi  hand  paintings  in 
their  recent  music  videos.  Some  beauty 
salons  even  provide  the  Indian  hand 
painting  as  part  of  their  services. 

"Mehandi  is  like  a  temporary  tattoo," 
said  Prema  Ramnath,  with  the  Library's 
Technical  Services.  The  paint  is  made 
with  paste  culled  from  the  henna  plant 
and  can  last  anywhere  from  one  week 
to  over  one  month. 

Traditionally,  the  hand  paintings  are 
used  to  paint  elaborate  decorations  on 
the  hands  and  feet  of  Indian  brides  the 
evening  before  nuptuals.  While  women 
are  applying  the  designs  on  the  bride, 
they  discuss  the  mysteries  of  married 
life. 

During  the  time  that  the  Mehandi 
designs  last,  a  bride  is  not  required  to 
do  any  household  work.  According  to 
Tattoo  Savage  magazine,  this  period 
will  be  the  first  and  last  time  a  woman 


will  be  a  lady  of  leisure. 

Applied  to  the  skin  by  using  either  a 
paper  cone,  a  stick  of  ivory,  or 
sandalwood,  the  henna  paste  is  usually 
red  in  color,  said  Ramnath. 

The  wedding  henna  ritual  begins 
with  the  powdering  of  dried  henna 
leaves  where  foreign  substances  from 
the  powder  are  removed.  Lemon  juice 
and  eucalyptus  oil  is  then  mixed  with 
the  henna  powder  to  form  a  paste. 

With  the  Westernization  of  this 
Indian  tradition,  a  pre-packaged  tube  of 
henna  paste  is  available  for  those  who 
want  to  experiment  with  Mehandi 
designs. 

Henna  powder  and  henna  paste  in  a 
tube  is  available  at  herb,  health  food 
stores,  beauty  supply  shops,  and  Indian 
sari  stores. 

Ramnath  said  a  representative  from 
Beauty  Concepts,  a  beauty  salon  in 
Westmont,  will  demonstrate  Mehandi 
hand  painting  at  a  reception  being  held 
before  the  Ali  Akbar  Khan  concert.  The 
reception  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  May 
30  from  5:15  to  7:30  p.m.  in  the  lounge 
area  near  the  pool  hall  below  SRC  2800.

The  Annual  Juried  Student

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Clockwise  from  top  right,  Elizabeth  Carrera’s  “Cup  Pyramid,”  Kathryn  Schneider’s  photographs  and  Patsy  Davis’  “Radical  Evil” 


a  scholarship  and  cash  prizes. 

Patsy  Davis  received  a 
$200  tuition  scholarship  for 
her  metal  sculpture  "Radical 
Evil."  The  Art  League  gave 
$250,  $100  and  $50  cash 
prizes,  respectively,  to  Darcy 
Juarez  (ceramics),  Akiko 
Nakaya  (jewelry)  and  Jeanne 
Samper  (handmade  paper). 

Although  the  DuPage  Art 
League  is  not  formally 
affiliated  with  COD,  many 
league  members  are  COD 
students,  and  many  league 
faculty  members  are  former 
and  present  COD  teachers. 


As  in  a  professional 
gallery,  many  of  the  works  in 
the  exhibit  are  for  sale,  with 
prices  ranging  from  $30  to 
$850. 

While  the  show,  which 
was  unveiled  Tuesday, 
features  45  pieces  from  a 
variety  of  media  including 
photography,  jewelry, 
sculpture  and  ceramics,  over 
200  student  works  were 
submitted. 

According  to  Misa 
Albanese,  a  student  aide  at 
the  gallery,  paring  the 
submissions  down  to  the 


final  exhibit  was  a 
challenging  process.  "There 
was  plenty  of  good  work  that 
we  didn't  pick,"  Albanese 
said  of  the  process. 

However,  not  being 
selected  does  not  necessarily 
reflect  upon  the  quality  of  a 
given  submission.  "If 
something  doesn't  get  in,  that 
doesn't  mean  it  wasn't  a 
good  piece,"  Albanese 
explains,  "there  were  a 
million  reasons  for  things  not 
getting  in." 

Among  the  criteria  for 
inclusion  cited  by  Albanese, 


were  how  a  given  piece 
blended  in  with  the  others,  its 
size  and  its  colors.  The  sheer 
number  of  pieces  that  would 
fit  into  the  gallery's  limited 
space  also  had  to  be 
considered.  "Had  we  put  in 
too  many  pieces,  it  would 
have  looked  like  a  flea 
market." 

The  Gahlberg  Gallery  is 
located  near  the  Mainstage 
entrance  of  the  Arts  Center.

"Seven  Years  in  Tibet"  (1997)  — Try  "Seven  Years  on  the 
Couch."  That's  what  it  felt  like,  at  any  rate.  Director  Jean- 
Jacques  Annaud's  biggest  mistake  when  making  "Seven 
Years  in  Tibet"  was  that  he  took  far  too  leisurely  a  pace  in 
setting  up  the  story  for  the  film  at  hand.  As  the  film  begins, 
we  are  introduced  to  Heinrich  Harrer  (Brad  Pitt),  a  former 
Nazi  whose  love  of  mountain  climbing  lands  him  smack  dab 
in  the  middle  of  the  Tibetan  retreat  where  the  Dalai  Lama 
resides.  As  the  story  progresses,  Harrer,  along  with  the 
audience,  learns  a  little  bit  more  about  the  mysterious  culture 
of  the  Tibetans,  as  well  as  himself. 

The  film  is  shot  beautifully,  with  wide,  expansive  shots  of 
the  landscape  giving  the  proceedings  an  epic  sweep.  Pitt  also 
turns  in  one  of  his  better  performances,  turning  in  an  accent 
that  is  nowhere  near  as  repulsive  as  the  wretched  brogue  he 
sported  in  "The  Devil's  Own."  A  strong  supporting  tarn  is 
made  by  the  always  competent  David  Thewlis 
("Dragonheart'7'The  Island  of  Dr.  Moreau")  as  Harrer' s 
friend  and  companion. 

Unfortunately,  the  slow  build-up  to  the  titular  "Seven 
Years"  all  but  kills  any  audience  enthusiasm.  Another 
mistake  is  not  giving  a  greater  insight  into  the  characters  in 
the  Tibetan  village,  including  the  young  Dalai  Lama  himself. 
The  focus,  naturally,  is  on  Pitt,  but  that  focus  almost  seems 
misplaced.  The  potential  for  a  far  more  interesting  story 
remains  untapped.  Overall,  "Seven  Years  in  Tibet"  gets  a 
marginal  recommendation,  due  mostly  to  Annaud's  superb 
camerawork,  which  is  a  joy  to  behold.

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22nd  Street  renovation 
planned  for  summer  ‘99

The  City  of  Glen  Ellyn 
has  planned  a  summer  '99 
date  for  the  long-awaited 
and  badly-needed 
renovation  of  22nd  Street 
after  a  guarantee  of  half  the 
construction  costs  from  the 
federal  government. 

After  COD  gave  22nd 
Street  to  Glen  Ellyn  back  in 
1980,  the  maintenance 
responsibility  of  the  road 
laid  solely  upon  the  city. 

"We  gave  22nd  Street  to 
the  Village  of  Glen  Ellyn  in 
1980,  and  in  exchange  they 
would  maintain  the  road," 
said  Ken  Kolbet,  Vice 
President  of  Administrative  I 
Affairs  at  COD. 

By  the  looks  of  the  road, 
which  is  peppered  with 
potholes  and  cracks, 
maintenance  work  has  not 
been  done  for  awhile.  With 
the  traffic  reaching  9,000- 
12,000  per  day,  restoration 
is  a  must. 

Plans  to  renovate  the 
marred  street  has  been 
circulating  the  Glen  Ellyn 
Public  Works  Department 
for  years,  seeing  that 
patching  jobs  for  the  road 
costs  the  village  more 
money  every  year. 

According  to  the  Village 
of  Glen  Ellyn,  the  benefits  of

the  restoration  will  be  an 
improved  roadway  surface, 
protected  left  turn  lanes, 
improved  intersection 
operation  at  22nd  and 
Lambert,  traffic  signal 
interconnections,  and 
improved  lighting  for  night 
time  travel. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the 
project  is  $2,900,000.  and 
that  includes  all  site 
improvements. 

The  Public  Works 
Department  hired  Stanley 
Consultants  of  Chicago  to 
plan  out  the  renovation  by 
using  "conceptual 
engineering". 

"We  chose  to  work  with 
Stanley  because  they  are 
nationally  known  and  are 
familiar  with  road 
construction  around 


I  community  colleges,"  Bob 
|  Minix,  Professional 
I  Engineer  from  the  Glen 
j  Ellyn  Public  Works 
i  Department,  said, 
ji  According  to  Minix,  the 
i  initial  work  with  Stanley 
began  in  1996.  After  taking 
|  soil  samples  and  analyzing 
existing  conditions,  a 
concept  design  and  an 
estimated  cost  of  the 
i  renovation  was  created. 

The  new  design 
included  road  expansion  to 
allow  turn  lanes,  medians, 
landscaping,  and  the 
straightening  of  the 
notorious  "S"  curve. 

"We  looked  at  items 
I  that  would  have  a  major 
impact  on  the 

reconstruction,"  Minix  said. 

In  order  to  receive 


money  for  the  expensive 
project  from  the  Federal 
|  Government,  the  Village 
must  meet  the  design 
|  guidelines  for  the  Federal 
Highway  Administration. 

The  Village  is  proposing 
a  four-lane  road  with 
significant  improvements, 
particularly  at  Lambert 
Road. 

Also,  the  addition  of 
medians  on  22nd  Street  is 
being  proposed. 

"On  the  Wheaton  side  (of 
22nd  Street)  they  have 
medians,  and  we'd  like  that 
treatment  (near  the  college) 
because  it's  safer  and  we'd 
I  like  to  have  landscaping," 
j  Minix  said.

The  entrances  to  the  college  will 
not  be  affected  by  the  proposed  plan. 
The  five  current  entrances  from  22nd 
street  will  remain  undisturbed  and 
can  be  entered  through  the  proposed 
striped  medians. 

The  current  problem  is  that  a  lane 
of  traffic  can  be  blocked  while  a 
person  traveling  west  on  22nd  Street 
is  turning  into  the  college. 

The  "S"  curve  makes  two  sharp  90 
degree  angels  in  a  short  amount  of 
space.  According  to  Minix,  the  less- 
than-perfect  conditions  and  the 
dangerous  curve  may  aid  in  slowing 
down  traffic,  but  can  also  be 
disastrous. 

The  accident  report  between  1994- 

1996  included  69  crashes;  a  significant 
amount  was  caused  by  the  "S"  curve. 

A  plan  is  proposed  to  straighten 
the  "S"  curve  to  a  gentler  sloping 
turn. 

All  the  information  that  was 
gathered  was  then  presented  to  the 
Mayor  and  Managers  Conference  in 

1997  to  gather  assistance  from  the 
Service  Transportation  Program  from 
the  federal  government. 

"In  DuPage  county  that  particular 
program(Service  Transportation 
Program)  is  under  the  offices  of  the 
Mayors  and  Managers  Conference, 
which  is  a  group  of  representatives 
from  all  the  communities  in  DuPage 
County.  There  happens  to  be  a 
transportation  subcommittee  that 
looks  at  transportation  issues,  and 
this  is  the  body  that  makes  certain 
decisions  on  how  the  federal  money 
that's  made  available  through  the 
state  is  spent.  The  state  then  allots  so 
much  to  individual  counties  and 
groups  of  governments,"  Minix  said. 

The  project  was  not  accepted  at  the 
time,  but  was  up  for  re-evaluation 
this  past  January. 

"Early  this  year  at  the  Mayors  and 
Managers  Conference,  they  again 
asked  for  new  projects,"  Minix  said. 

Since  the  restoration  project  was 
presented  at  the  conference 
previously,  Minix  and  his  teammates 
were  asked  to  update  the  Mayors  and 
Managers  about  the  planning 
progress. 

With  the  help  from  a  new  federal 
program  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
plan  by  the  Conference,  Glen  Ellyn  is. 
guaranteed  to  receive  half  of  the 
construction  costs.  The  particular  year 
in  which  the  money  is  allocated  is 
unknown 

"We're  on  the  three-year 
guarantee  list  for  one  half  of  the 
construction  costs,  which  means  we'll 
receive  1.5  million  dollar,"  Minix  said. 

As  soon  as  the  project  is  ready, 
Minix  believes  that  they  will  have 
sufficient  funds  to  support  the 
renovation.

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Calender  issue  sent  to  President  Murphy

The  Academic  Calender  Review 
Team  has  proposed  minimal  changes 
to  the  current  calender  and  has 
presented  the  proposal  to  President 
Murphy. 

According  to  the  Academic 
Calender  Review  Team  proposal,  the 
proposed  changes  to  the  calender 
were  mainly  focused  on  two  specific 
aspects,  when  Fall  quarter  starts  and 
ends  and  how  long  Summer  quarter 
will  last  and  when  it  will  begin. 

The  time  in  between  Spring  and 
Summer  quarters  is  not  sufficient  to 
provide  faculty,  students,  and 
classified  staff  with  an  adequate 
break. 

According  to  Academic  Calender 
Review  Team  member,  Cynthia 
Cordes,  Associate  Dean  of  Liberal 
Arts,  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  break 
between  Spring  and  Summer  was 
what  drove  the  committee  towards 
proposing  a  change. 


The  second  aspect  of  the 
recommendation  is  making  the 
number  of  instructional  days  in  each 
quarter  consistent.  According  to 
Cordes,  Fall  tends  to  be  longer  while 
Spring  tends  to  be  shorter. 

Since  most  observed  holidays  fall 
on  a  Monday,  certain  quarters  may 
lose  more  days  than  other  quarters. 

"Some  quarters  have  a  larger 
number  of  Monday  holidays,"  Cordes 
said. 

The  Committee  based  their 
recommendations  upon  surveys  that 
were  widely  distributed  to  students 
and  faculty. 

The  survey  asked  about  certain 
holiday  preferences  and  breaks. 

According  to  the  Academic 
Calendar  Review  Team  proposal 
"there  are  no  operational  impacts  that 
could  not  be  managed,  but  there  are 
some  strongly-voiced  concerns  from 
specific  interests  groups." 

The  proposal  also  stated  that  the 
student  voice  was  not  as  loud  as  other 
groups.

The  bottom  line...  the  Courier  is  not  a 
true  student  newspaper,  we  only 


work  here.  We  make  it  look  good,  we 
win  awards,  but  it  is  not  truly  ours. 
We  were  good  foot  soldiers  for  the 
last  year,  and  I  am  proud  of  our 
work,  but  we  could  have  been  so 
much  better  with  less  interference. 

As  a  result,  pieces  critical  of  the 
college,  its  policies  or  administration 
are  virtually  impossible  to  find  in  this 
year's  collective  works. 

The  product  of  a  non- vigilant 
student  press  can  have  severe 
repercussions.  Perhaps  the  Courier's 
"mild-mannered"  stance  over  the  last 
decade  or  so  can  partially  account  for 
the  loss  of  our  successful  football  and 
hockey  programs  and  nearly-annual 
tuition  increases  in  recent  years.

Please  note  that  this  in  no  way 
intended  to  disparage  the  fine  people 
and  subjects  that  I  have  covered  this 
year  in  the  A&E  section.  All  were 
deserving  of  the  space  and  coverage 
they  were  given.

Professor  responds 
to  editorial 

In  a  world  where  few  care,  and 
fewer  still  are  trained,  to  think  about 
religious  world  views  and  to  consider 
them  rationally,  those  with 
"scientific"  and  "multicultural" 
world  views  can  happily  find 
themselves  on  the  winning  side  of  a 
double  standard.  If  Republicans  or 
Marxists  were  handing  out  literature 
from  behind,  in  front  of,  or  while 
dancing  on  top  of  tables,  we  might 
find  them  annoying  or  amusing,  but 
few,  I  submit,  would  declare  them 
worthy  of  censure.  Back  at  my 
graduate  school,  when  itinerant 
hierophants  of  antinuclear,  pro-gay 
rights,  or  save-the-whale  viewpoints 
stood  on  the  walls  and  lawns  to 
declare  their  positions,  some  laughed, 
some  argued  and  some  even  listened; 
but  no  one  suggested  that  their 
annoying  or  distracting  message 
should  be  curtailed.  But  let  the 
Gideons  hand  out  Bibles  or  a 
Christian  evangelist  suggest  we  are 
damned,  and  suddenly  some  seem  to 
argue  that  the  constitution,  instead  of 
protecting  religion,  should  protect  us 
from  religion;  or  that  there  is  some 
peculiarly  modem  "right"  to  be 
complacent  and  not  be  challenged  by 
ideas;  or  (most  ironically)  that 
"diversity"  means  no  one  should  say 
anything  unpopular. 

If  I  understand  Christianity 
correctly,  it  was  "offensive"  from  the 
beginning,  and  if  that  seems 
obviously  morally  unacceptable,  then 
I  suggest  you  dump  the  Jesus  story 
and  seek  out  something  you  like 
better.  It's  a  religious  supermarket 
out  there,  and  I'm  sure  you  can  find  a 
flavor  you  like.  One  can  also,  of 
course,  just  leave  the  store  without  a 
purchase.  But  one  can  also  actually 
look  into  religious  practices  and 
doctrines  to  understand  what  they 
say  and  why,  and  that  includes  the 
Christian  "offense."  Then  argue 
against  it  if  you  can,  or  actually 
respond  to  it  if  you  dare.  Or  mock 
from  the  sidelines  (a  temptation  I 
readily  understand)  or,  perha^  frioi'e 
nobly,  just  walk  away  from  nasty 
evangelists  and  tell  those  rebellious 
Gideons  "no  thanks."  But  don't  let's 
be  naive:  the  evident  double  standard 
is  (to  coin  the  obvious  term) 
Christophobic,  and  the  desire  to 
protect  us  from  Christian  words,  I 
suggest,  not  as  noble  as  it  may  seem.

Clunky  jewelry,  wilder 
hairdos,  and  platform  shoes  add  contrast  and  a 
touch  of  personality  to  the  lighter,  more  sparse 
designs. 

Designs  for  men, 
generally,  have  not  changed 
too  much  over  the  years. 
Postlewait  said,  though 
designs  have  grown  baggier 
and  more  oversized,  men 
still  generally  wear  the  usual 
pants  and  tops  combo. 

What  is  on  the  way  out, 
said  Postlewait,  are  some  of 
the  more  flashy  nail  polish 
colors.  “Blue,  green,  and 
black  nail  polish  colors  are 
growing  less  and  less 
common,”  Postlewait  said,  marked  by  a  move 
toward  more  natural  colors. 

For  both  men  and  women,  the  painful  art  of 
body  piercing  is  growing  more  mainstream. 
Formerly  more  representative  of  an  outsider 
culture,  piercing  is  getting  a  broader  audience. 
Postlewait,  however,  has  a  mild  aversion  to  tongue 
piercing.  She  said,  “There’s  way  too  much  tongue 
piercing  to  suit  my  tastes.”

light  show  in  the  night  air.  Or  memories  of 
trying  to  stuff  as  many  fireflies  into  a  sealed 
container  as  possible.  Though  it’s  probably 
cruel,  some  may  have  forgotten  the  sight  of 
scraping  a  firefly  across  the  ground,  as  a 
glowing  streak,  spread  across  concrete 
slowly  lingers,  then  fades  away. 

But  no  matter  what,  fireflies  are  an 
integral  part  of  summer.  Scientists  believe 
fireflies  produce  their  distinctive  flashes  of 
light  through  a  combination  of  the 
substances  luciferin  and  luciferase,  located 
in  the  abdomen. 

According  to  The  Firefly,  when  these 
substances  mix  with  oxygen,  a  cold  light  is 
produced. 

The  Encyclopaedia  Brilannica  said 
fireflies  may  use  the  flashing  as  a  protective 
mechanism,  a  signal  to  predators  of  the 
firefly’s  bitter  taste.  The  flashing  may  also 
be  a  way  for  fireflies  to  “get  some  action”, 
so  to  speak. 

A  firefly’s  flashes  are  short  and  rhythmic, 
in  order  to  attract  the  opposite  sex.  Like 
first  dates  and  phone  calls,  the 
flashing  rate  and  the  amount  of 
time  before  the  female's  response 
are  important  to  the  male  of  the 
species. 

Some  would  rather  enjoy  the 
fireflies  simply  for  their  beauty. 
And  with  the  world  population  of 
the  firefly  reportedly  declining, 
time  may  be  running  out. 

Last  summer,  fireflies  were 
late  in  arriving,  as  former  firefly 
breeding  grounds  have  been  paved 
into  cities  and  subdivisions.

In  this  final  installment,  our 
reviewer  pays  homage  to  one  of  his 
favorites,  which  is,  of  course,  available 
for  just  $1  at  the  COD  library. 

"Ben-Hur,"  (1959)  —  Sad  to  say, 
but  they  just  don't  make  'em  like  this 
anymore.  William  Wyler's  epic 
masterpiece  "Ben-Hur,"  winner  of  11 
Academy  Awards  (a  feat  unmatched 
until  this  very  year  with  'Titanic") 
represents  filmmaking  on  a  level  that 
is  all  but  lost. 

Filmed  twice-before,  during  the 
silent  movie  era,  "Ben-Hur" — dubbed 
"A  Tale  of  the  Christ" — follows  the 
life  of  Jesus  and  intermingles  it  with 
the  fictional  life  of  Judah  Ben-Hur 
(NRA  stalwart  Charlton  Heston),  a 
proud  and  wealthy  citizen  of  Judea. 

The  story  begins  with  the  reunion 
of  childhood  friends  Judah  and 
Messala  (Stephen  Boyd).  One  is  a  Jew, 
and  the  other  is  a  Roman  soldier.  The 
passage  of  time  and  differences  in 
ideals  have  driven  a  wedge  between 
the  two  old  friends. 

When  he  is  blamed  for  an 
accidental  affront  to  a  visiting  Roman 
dignitary,  Ben-Hur  is  imprisoned  and 
stripped  of  his  wealth.  Tragedy  after 
tragedy  finds  Hur  forced  to  work  the 
galley  of  a  Roman  prison  ship. 

After  a  fiery  sea  battle  gives  him  a 
window  to  freedom,  Ben-Hur  saves 
the  life  of  a  Roman  aristocrat,  who,  in 
gratitude,  adopts  the  wayward  Judean 
as  his  own  son. 

Soon  Hur  embarks  on  a  journey 
back  to  his  homeland,  and  it  is 
through  the  course  of  this  expedition 
that  he  has  numerous  fleeting 
encounters  with  a  certain  messianic 
figure.  He  also  meets  many  other 
interesting  characters,  including  Hugh 
Griffith  as  an  Arab  Sheik. 

"Ben-Hur"  represents  one  of  the 
few  instances  in  the  history  of  movies 
where  everything  falls  into  place  just 
right. 

Director  Wyler  brings  to  the  screen 
images  that  are  indelibly  imprinted  on 
the  collective  psyches  of  most 
moviegoers.  Who  can  forget  the 
amazing  chariot  race  between  Ben- 
Hur  and  his  best  friend-turned- 
archenemy,  Messala  (Stephen  Boyd)? 

All  the  more  impressive  is  Wyler's 
ability  to  lend  weight  to  the  quieter, 
introspective  scenes,  successfully 
treading  the  line  between  the 
magnificent  and  the  personal. 

The  film's  masterstroke  was  surely 
the  casting  of  Heston,  another 
deserving  recipient  of  an  Oscar,  in  the 
lead. 

One  comes  to  appreciate  Heston  all 
the  more  when  it  is  learned  that  Paul 
Newman,  Marlon  Brando,  and  Rock 
Hudson  (!),  were  all  in  contention  for 
the  titular  role  of  Ben-Hur.  No  one 
but  Heston  could  possibly  have  done 
justice  to  the  part.  He  gives  the  movie 
a  strong  focus  and  holds  together  the 
grandiose  proceedings. 

Helped  along  by  the  strong 
supporting  cast  and  Miklos  Rosza’s 
awe-inspiring  musical  score,  "Ben 
Hur"  is  the  pinnacle  of  filmmaking 
and  a  must-see  for  any  serious  student 
of  cinema.

In  a  4-3  decision  last 
Wednesday,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  approved  a 
recommendation  to  name 
the  Arts  Center  after 
former  College  President 
Harold  D.  McAninch. 

McAninch  served  as 
president  from  1979  to 
1994,  and  presided  over 
COD's  growth  from  a  small 
community  college  with 
fewer  than  17,000  students 
to  the  largest  single¬ 
campus  community  college 
in  the  United  States. 

Before  coming  to  COD, 
McAninch  held 
presidencies  at  Jackson 


Community  College  in 
Michigan  from  1969  to  1971 
and  Joliet  Junior  College 
from  1971  to  1978. 

He  was  instrumental  in 
getting  the  $14.4  million 
Arts  Center,  which  opened 


financial  supporter. 

Dedications  can  also  be 
made  on  the  basis  of 
service,  as  is  the  case  with 
McAninch.

Parker  said  that  the  gallery's  next 
challenge  will  be  to  raise  money  for 
partitions  and  pedestals,  the  addition 
of  which  would  both  expand  the 
gallery's  usable  space  and  allow  more 
flexibility  for  future  exhibits.  New 
signage  and,  possibly,  even  paid 
student  aides  are  also  on  the  gallery's 
wish  list. 

Finally,  Parker  wishes  to  receive 
greater  interaction  between  class 
members  and  the  artists  displayed,  to 
coordinate  advertising  and  pick¬ 
up/  drop-off  of  pieces. 

This  summer,  although  there  will 
be  no  SRAG  class  offered,  the  Wings 
gallery  will  display  selected  works 
from  the  current  "Musical  Art" 
exhibition  and  the  juried  student 
show,  which  is  currently  on  display 
at  the  Arts  Center's  Gahlberg  Gallery. 


class  was  moved  to  evenings  during 
this  Spring  quarter.  "We've  had  a 
good,  enthusiastic  group  this 
quarter,"  Parker  said  of  the  larger, 
younger  staff. 

The  spring  staff  was  able  to 
partially  remedy  one  of  the  gallery's 
biggest  early  flaws,  access.  While  the 
fall  and  winter  staffs  offered  no  open 
hours  for  viewing,  prompting  a 
Courier  editorial  which  declared  the 
gallery  a  "glorified  display  case,"  the 
spring  staff  instituted  a  weekly 
schedule. 

Among  the  factors  included  in 
previous  staffs  inability  to  provide 
hours  that  Parker  cited  were  illness, 
outside  employment  and  family 
obligations.  "The  new  group  is  more 
able  to  sit  hours."  Eventually,  Parker

Coach  retires  after  29  years  of  coaching

Remember  back  to  September  of 
1969:  the  Cubs  were  blowing  a  ten- 
game  lead  to  the  Miracle  Mets, 
Woodstock's  effect  on  American 
history  was  setting  in,  and  a  young 
native  Bostonian  got  a  tennis¬ 
coaching  job  here  at  COD. 

Dave  Webster  started  playing 
tennis  when  he  was  only  twelve- 
years-old  at  a  Boston  YMCA. 

"I  played  with  older  men  because 
back  then  kids  my  age  did  not  play 
tennis  that  much,"  said  Webster. 

Then  when  he  was  14  years-old 
he  was  put  into  an  excellence 
program  for  kids  who  were 
advanced. 

He  wanted  to  play  in  high  school, 
but  rules  prevented  him  from 
participating. 

After  high  school  he  received  a 
scholarship  to  Harvard  University. 

Not  too  long  after  that  he 
transferred  to  Boston  University 
where  he  was  an  All-American  in 
tennis. 

During  his  long,  illustrious  career 
of  coaching  and  teaching  here  at 
COD,  Webster  has  coached  the 
gymnastics  team,  taught  fencing 
and  currently  coaches  and  teaches  | 
the  tennis  program. 

His  personal  touch  coaching  style  I 
is  a  big  hit  with  his  players  and  his 
students. 

He  has  also  served  as  the 
Assistant  Athletic  Director  under  his 
third  Athletic  Director  (Ralph 


Miller)  in  his  29  years. 

He  says  he  has  enjoyed  all  of  his 
colleagues  that  he  has  worked  with 
through  the  years  and  they  are  who 
he  is  going  to  miss  the  most. 

He  also  said  that  he  is  going  to 
miss  the  struggle  his  students  go 
through  to  plan  out  their  future. 

"Just  helping  out  the  kids  with 
decision  which  will  shape  their 
futures  is  exciting."  said  Webster. 

In  tennis  he  has  coached  seven 
women's  All-Americans  including 
Lyn  Tietz  and  Hetal  Patel  this  year. 

In  men's  action,  he  has  coached 
an  astonishing  twenty-six  All- 
Americans  including  this  year's 
Lenno  Lasn,  Tom  Girdler,  Omar 
Husain,  and  Bob  Vuletic. 

His  teams  have  taken  home 
twelve  individual  championships 
and  seven  of  those  being  singles 
championships. 

His  1997  men's  team  took  home 
the  national  championship;  the  first 
in  the  school's  history  and  Webster's 
finest  moment. 

A  member  on  that  team  was  Dan 
Andresen,  the  #1  singles  player  and 
an  All-American. 

In  the  summer  of  1997,  Dan  was 
killed  by  a  train  in  DeKalb,  Illinois. 

Webster  describes  Andresen's 
death  as  the  saddest  moment  in  his 
life. 

"I  was  so  sad  about  Dan's 
accidental  death  and  it  was  very 
untimely,  he  was  only  19  when  he 
died,"  said  a  somber  Webster. 

He  also  had  good  feelings  about 
his  assistant  coach  of  seven  years, 
Earl  Reed. 

Reed  (head  coach  of  the  women's 
basketball  team),  was  with  Webster 


when  they  won  the  championship. 

"I  loved  sharing  that 
championship  with  Earl,  he  is  a 
great  guy  and  a  great  coach,"  said 
Webster. 

Webster  has  some  opinions  on 
the  state  of  American  tennis  and 
how  to  make  it  better. 

"(American  tennis)  has  declined  a 
little  since  the  height  of  the  1970' s" 
said  Webster. 

"I  think  people  do  not  play  init  as 
much  as  they  used  to  because  of  the 
options  that  kids  have  now,"  said 
Webster.  "It  is  a  very  patient  game 
to  learn  and  kids  are  not  as  patient 
as  they  used  to  be." 

"People  who  are  in  my  class  are 
usually  people  who  have  played 
different  sports  in  their  youth  and 
now  are  looking  for  a  more  social 
sport,"  said  Webster. 

He  believes  that  Sweden  has  the 


best  tennis  program  in  the  world, 
but  he  says  that  the  United  States  is 
not  far  behind. 

With  the  French  Open  in  its 
height  of  popularity,  Webster 
shared  his  feelings  on  the  young 
players  on  tour  and  the  state  of  the 
game. 

"(Martina)  Hingis,  (Anna) 
Kournikova,  and  the  Williams 
sisters(Venus  and  Serena)  are  all 
playing  at  the  top  of  their  game,  but 
at  such  a  young  age.  Tennis  is  a 
very  young  person's  sport, 
especially  for  women,"  said 
Webster. 

Is  there  anything  that  he  would 
change  about  the  pro  game? 

"Yes,  I  would  change  the  no¬ 
coaching  rule,  these  young  players 
need  coaching  during  a  tough 
match,"  said  Webster.

Did  you  know  that  the 
College  of  Dupage  used  to 
have  a  top-ranked  football 
program? 

Yes,  it's  true.  For  more 
than  twenty  years  the 
Chaparrals  were  the  dominant 
force  in  NJCAA  Division  III 
football. 

In  1997,  COD'S  reign  was 
cut  short  by  administration 
who  claimed  that  football  was 
too  expensive  and  players 
were  failing  classes. 

Then  football  supporters 
gave  the  public  budgetary 
figures  which  contradicted  the 
administrations  findings. 

The  issue  was  taken  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  late 
December  1997  and  voted  on. 
Trustees  Bunge,  Morrissey, 
Payette,  and  Brown  defeated 
football  supporters  McKinnon, 
Kranz,  and  Herron.  Team 
Bunge  had  two  safeties  to 
Team  McKinnon's  field  goal, 
4-3. 

Later  in  the  year,  the 
Courier  discovered  that  the 
Athletic  Department  still  pays 
$12,000  dollars  a  year  to 
maintain  the  dormant  football 
field.  WHY?  When  the 
Courier  asked  Ralph  Miller 
why  the  football  field  was  still 
present,  he  said  that  the  track 
and  field  team  still  uses  the 


field.  But  when  the  Courier 
researched  how  much  the 
track  team  used  the  field  we 
found  out  that  it  was  only 
used  for  practices. 

Instead  of  writing  an  all¬ 
negative  editorial,  the  editorial 
staff  decided  to  give 
alternative  uses  for  the 
football  field.  We  suggested 
that  the  field  be  used  for  the 
soccer  teams  in  the  fall  so  that 
the  teams  would  not  have  to 
share  the  M  building  field.  It 
has  been  over  three  months 
and  the  Courier  has  still  not 
heard  anything  from  the 
Athletic  Department. 

The  powers  that  be  make  it 
seem  that  football  here  at  COD 
was  not  a  successful  program. 
Aaron  Bailey,  who  just  signed 
a  multiyear,  multimillion- 


dollar  contract  with  the 
Indianapolis  Colts,  would  say 
that  COD  football  helped  him 
make  it  to  the  NFL. 

The  Seattle  Seahawks  Paul 
Spicer  would  tell  anyone  that 
COD  football  made  him  who 
he  is  today.  Bobby  McMillian, 
Roosevelt  Potts,  and  many 
others  have  been  helped 
because  they  were  given  a 
I  chance  to  play  football. 

The  Courier  has  been  very 
quiet  about  this  touchy  subject 
for  the  whole  year,  but 
football  is  too  important  to  be 
forgotten.  To  quote  a 
prominent  professor  here  at 
j  the  College  of  DuPage,  "What 
kind  of  college  does  not  have  a 
football  team?''  The  largest 
community  college  in  the 
United  States  of  America.
